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THE  following  Work,  the  refult  of  many  years  ex- 
perience, owes  not  its  prefent  publication  to  lucra- 
tive views,  or  the  vanity  of  becoming  an  author.  The 
only  motive  which  induced  the  editor  to  this  undertake 
ing,  was  his  fincere  defire  of  making  himfelf  ufeful  to 
the  young  practitioner.  On  this  occafion,  the  learned 
phyficians,  and  authors  of  the  prefent  age,  have  beeri 
confulted,  and  the  lateft  improvements,  in  the  ait  of 
healing,  introduced. 

Health  is  fo  great  a  blefling,  that  every  attempt  direct- 
ed towards  its  prefervation,  muft,  at  leaft,  deferve  fome 
fmall  (hare  of  public  approbation.  The  air  we  breathe 
has  a  great  effect  upon  our  bodies;  it  is  well  known 
that  we  can  exift  much  longer  without  food  than  with- 
out air ;  and  the  falubrious  quality  of  this  element  re- 
dounds greatly  to  the  well-being  of  the  human  frame  ; 
it  is  therefore  of  the  utmoft  confequence,  in  all  our  in- 
veftigations  of  difeafes,  to  inquire  very  minutely  into  the 
ftate  of  the  atmofphere ;  fince  we  may  probably  have 
more  occafion  to  recommend  a  change  of  that,  than  of 
diet ;  the  latter  of  which  we  fometimes  confider  as  the 
immediate  caufe  of  indifpofitions,  when,  in  reality,  it 
may  from  a  fault  in  the  air. 

The  feafons,  in  our  climate,  vary  fo  much  and  fo 
fuddenly,  that  it  requires  the  greatefl  attention  to 
guard  againft  their  effects,  iii  the  care  of  our 
cloathing,  and   in  a  proper  regard  to  the  non-naturals 
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North  and  north-eaft  winds  are  efteemed  bracing  and 
healthy,  yet,  to  the  valetudinarian,  fouth  and  fouth- 
weit  winds  are  much  more  comfortable.  Dry  feafons 
are  more  healthy  than  wet :  in  winter  we  eat  with 
keener  appetites,  and  digefl  better,  than  in  fummer. 
The  temperaments  of  the  air  have  a  great  influence  over 
the  tempers  and  difpofitions  of  the  human  body ;  and 
I  have  known  perfons  of  a  gay,  ch earful,  and  eafy  turn, 
who,  in  confequence  of  long-continued  earfterly  winds, 
have  become  irafcible,  peevifh,  and  morofe. 

We  fhould  be  particularly  careful  in  the  choice  of  our 
food  "•  perhaps  many  of  the  complaints,  fo  frequent  in 
this  city,  arife  from  cur  inattention  to  this  article.  The 
luxury  of  the  age,  and  the  fafhionable  mode  of  high  and 
expenfive  eating,  are  not  only  a  difgrace  to  our  reafon, 
but  are  deilruetive  alfo  of  our  fortunes  and  conftitu- 
tions. 

A  variety  of  dlfhcs  introduces  a  variety  of  difeafes. 
Thofe  are  the  wifeft  men  who  live  the  mod  fimply  and 
eat  moderately.  Rich  fauces,  fpicy  ragouts,'  and  entre- 
tmfts  heightened  with  the  fragrant  aromatics  of  both  the 
Indies,  however  favoury  and  pleafmg  to  the  tafle,  are 
mod  affuredly  the  deitroyers  of  the  very  heft  conftitu- 
tions.  The  beauties  of  a  defcrt  may  be  admired  by  the 
eye ;  but  beware  how  you  indulge  your  palate  with  too 
many  confections,  ami  fvveet-meats :  nothing  palls  the 
appetite  fo  much,  nor  is  fo  hard  of  digeflion. 

Full  and  hearty  funpers,  even  though  we  may  have 
had  little  or  no. dinner,  are  of  dangerous  tendency  :  they 
cannot  well  be  too  light  and  fparing. 

Bread  well  baked,  made  of  pure  flour,  and  one  day- 
old,  is  the  belt.     The  fleih  of  animals,  in  the  the  vigor 
of  age,  is  the  moil  proper  •,  mutton  is  preferable  to  any 
other  butcher's  meat,  but  more  efpccially  if  the  animal 
>OUt  fix  years  okL 
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Galen  has  obferved,  "That  pork  is  the  moft  nourifh- 
ing  food  for  ftrong  and  robuft  men,  who  are  much  ufed 
toftrong  and  violent  exercifes."  The  Athletse,  who  were 
trained  up  for  the  Olympic  games,  fed  upon  it  ;  and 
whenever  they  altered  their  method  of  living,  became 
lefs  vigorous,  and  lefs  fit  to  enter  the  lifts.  Notwith- 
standing this,  it  is  remarkable  that  pork,  fed  in  London, 
is  far  from  being  wholefome  diet. 

Fifh  taken  out  of  ftagnant  or  (landing  waters,  and  fuch 
as  are  of  a  fat  or  fiimy  nature,  are  not  eafily  digefted  : 
fea-fifh,  on  the  contrary,  are  light  and  nutritious.  They 
are  beft,  and  eafieft  of  digeftion,  when  boiled ;  fried 
and  roafted,  they  are  not  quite  fo  falutary  and  nutri- 
tious ;  and  if  cooked  foon  after  they  have  been  caught, 
they  are  better  than  when  kept  for  fome  days. 

Water,  which  conflitutes  fo  great  a  part  of  our  drink, 
and  which  is,  the  moft  natural,  as  well  as  the  mod 
wholefome  beverage,  mould  be  limpid,  and  pure  ;  light* 
with  refpecl:  to  its  fpecific  gravity,  and  without  tafte  or 
flavour.  Our  common  water  in  London,  fhould  be 
drained  through  a  filtering  (tone,  or  remain  for  fome 
confiderable  time  in  earthen  jars  or  veffels,  fo  that  it  may 
be  purged  of  its  impurities,  which  will,  by  this  means 
fubfide  to  the  bottom.  In  general,  if  water  mixeth  uni^ 
formerly  with  foap  ;  or  if  peas  are  foon  boiled  to  foft- 
nefs  in  it,  no  inconveninces  need  be  feared. 

Our  fleep,  as  well  our  exercife,  fhould  be  moderate.— 
Eafe  and  luxury  are  the  banes  of  health  ;  many  evils 
have  anfen  from  an  inactive  life,  and  an  indulged  appe^ 
tite. 

Hippocrates  informs  us,  "That  the  paflions  of  the 
mind  have  a  very  great  influence  on  our  bodies,  and  are 
of  infinite  confequence  in  the  regulation  of  our  heath.'' 

Every  excefs  is  an  enemy  to.  Nature  :  too  gr^at  a  ple- 
3  nitude, 
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nitude,  as  well  as  too  violent  an  evacuation  is  dangerous; 
—Habits  fhould  not  be  too  fuddenly  changed  :  the  great 
fecret  of  perferving  health,  lies  in  a  juft  knowledge  of 
proportioning  our  way  of  living  to  our  exercife  ;  for  as 
moderate  aliment  nourifhes,  fo  does  violent  exercife  debi- 
litate :  we  mufl  therefore  keep  up  the  due  equilibrium. 

More  dangerous  and  more  acute  difeafes  happen  in 
confequence  of  repletion,  than  from  a  contrary  ftate. 
The  fymptons  of  a  plethoric  habit,  a  heavy,  and  interrupt- 
ed refpiration  ;  a  fenfe  of  weight  and  fullnefs  in  the  day 
and  reftleffnefs  at  night  j  uneafy  frightful  dreams  j  pain, 
laflitude,  flatulency,  attended  in  fome  habits  with  a  diar* 
rhcea,  and  in  others  with  troublefome  dyfenteries,  a 
florid  complexion  inclining  to  red,  a  heavy  pain  of  the 
head,  and  inclination  to  fieep  during  the  day,  are  likewife 
fymptoms  of  this  habit.  Temperance,  exercife,  and  gentle 
evacuations,  are  in  general,  the  bell  cure. 

Immoderate  exercife  is  gencially  followed  by  lofs  of 
appetite  and  loathing  of  food.  This  will  fometimes  be 
attended  with  a  pain  and  heat  in  the  bowels,  coftivenefs, 
rigors,  or  (hiverings,  weaknefs,  laflitude,  and  even  with 
a  fyncope  or  fainting.  In  this  lafl  cafe  we  may  hav# 
recourfe  to  a  glafs  of  wine,  but  with  moderation :  warm 
bathing,  queit  and  comfortable  flcep,  and  a  moid  nour- 
ishing diet,  will  have  very  happy  and  defirable  effects. 

There  remains  a  greater  evil,  and  yet  not  attended  to, 
which  is  more  alarming  as  it  affects  the  fair  fex  ;  and 
which,  I  am  perfuaded,  is  very  riiilrefling  to  them  ;  I 
mean,  the  little  regard  they  have  to  keeping  their  legs 
and  feet  warm.— This  falutary  meafure  is  unhappily  ne- 
glected by  them,  when,  at  the  fame  time,  their  heads 
are  frequently  loaded  with  wool,  and  artificial  and  un- 
natural curls,  to  the  difgrace  of  nature  and  of  their 
own  charms,  as  well  to  the  ruin  of  their  health  and  con- 
ftitutions* 

•  We 
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"We  may  eafily  account  for  the  puny  race  fo  frequently 
feen  in  rhe  families  of  our  nobility  and  rich  citizens, 
we  confider  that  difiipating  and  pernicious  cuf- 
tom  of  tea-drinkhiv; ;  nay,  what  is  of  ftill  more  dreadful 
confequence,  the  too  great  indulgence  in  wine  and  fpi- 
rits,  card -playing,  and  late  hours  ;  than  which  nothing 
can  be  more  prejudicial.  Hence  chiefly  arifes  that  long 
and  difmal  catalogue  of  complaints  which  accompanies 
chronical  difeafes.  It  is  a  pity  that  coffee  is  not  fubfti- 
tuted  for  tea,  fince  it  is  a  much  more  wholefome,  efpeci- 
ally  when  it  is  boiled  over-night,  with  an  equal  propor- 
tion of  milk.  This  not  only  renders  it  a  palatable,  but 
a  very  defirable  br  ukfaft.  Coffee  ftrengthens  the  fto- 
'mach;  tea,  on  the  contrary,  relaxes  it. 

They  who  indulge  themfelves  much  in  hearty  meals  of 
high  feafoned  meats,  mould  drink  largely  of  cold  water, 
either  during  dinner  or  afterwards ;  this  might  fave 
many  the  treble  and  ey pence  of  going  to  Bath,  Buxton, 
Tunbridge,  or  other  places  where  that  element  is  found 
to  reftore  the  health  and  appetite  loft  by  intemperate 
Jiving. — Old  men  fhould  eat  lefs,  and  drink  more  than 
young  men.  Too  free  an  ufe  of  the  bottle  is  deftruc- 
tive,  efpecially  to  young  people.  Bacchus  and  Venus 
are  deities  to  whom  they  mould  by  no  means  too  ardent- 
ly devote  themfelves  :  they  enervate  both  the  body  and 
mind. — Sobriety,  Temperance,  and  Virtue,  infure  vigour 
to  the  conflitution,  and  keep  the  underftanding  free  and 
undifturbed. — This  happy  (late  cannot  but  be  the  wifh 
pi  all  men,  for,  as  Juvenal  rightly  exprefles  it. 
Grandum  eft,  tit  fit  metis  f ana  in  cor  pore  fan  a. 

Before  we  conclude  the  introductory  part,  to  The 
London  Pratice  of  Physic,  it  may  not  be  amifs 
to  obferve,  that  the  Work  hath  received,  in  its  prefent 
{late,  great  additions  and   improvements ;    among  the 

the 
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reft,  the  author  hath  thought  proper  to  range  the  various 
difeafes  of  which  he  treats,  in  a  Sy/Icmatical  Order,  after 
the  manner  of  the  celebrated  Sauv ages,  and  others; 
the  prefcriptions  have  titles  added,  and  an  index  being 
given  referring  to  them,  the  book  contains  the  moll 
complete  modern  extemporaneous  pharmacopeia  now 
extant. 
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IN  an  age  like  this,  where  Science  and  Arts 
are  making  large  ftrides  towards  perfec- 
tion, the  Profeffors  of  Medicine  have  a  juft 
claim  to  no  fmall  fhare  of  public  approba- 
tion :  their  affiduity  in  expunging  former  er- 
rors, clearing  away  doubts,  and  making  im- 
provements  in   every  department,  merit  the 
higheft  praife ;  particularly,  as  they  have  laid 
afide  all  hypothetical  realbning,  and  depend 
chiefly,  if  not  altogether,  on  experiment  and 
practical  obfervation  for  eftablifhing  their  doc- 
trines. 

Thefe  truths  are  readily  evinced  to  every 
common  reader  $  when  he  obferves  the  modes 
pra&ifed  in  different  medical  feminaries;  when 
he  views  men  of  the  firfl  abilities  forming 
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themfelves  into  focieties,  and  communicating 
to  the  world  the  various  improvements  which 
occur  to  them  in  the  routine  of  private  prac- 
tice i  all  which  to  colledt,  and  of  them  to 
give  clear  and  fuccinc!  views,  is  the  bufinefs 
of  the  following  fheets. 

It  cannot  on  this  account  be  expe&ed  that 
the  diffufe  reafoning,  and  the  various  argu- 
ments, however  well  founded  and  ftrongly 
fupported,  on  different  fubjeds,  fhould  have 
place  in  a  work  where  fimple  recitals  of  fac}s, 
and  concifenefs,  form  its  excellence :  thofe 
things  therefore  can  only  be  conlidered  which 
constitute  the  bails  of  a  found  and  rational 
practice. 

Hence  has  particular  attention  been  paid  to 
the  defcription  of  difeafesj  and  thofe  fymptoms 
which  moil  commonly  make  their  appearance, 
enumerated ;  and  from  thence  fuch  a  fele&ion 
in  each  complaint  taken,  as  form  the  patho- 
gnomic or  certain  figns  of  their  existence  :  to 
which  fucceed  the  moft  approved  methpds  of 
treatment,  whether  preventive,  palliative,  or 
curative, 

2  Such 
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Such  then  the  nature  of  this  performance., 
there  can  little  doubt  remain  of  its  meeting 
with  general  fupport :  and  notwithftandiag, 
from  the  great  increafe  of  its  fize,  much  may 
be  expected  ;  on  the  perufa!,  it  is  hoped,  the 
impj;oyement  will  be  found  fully  adequate, 
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OF    FEVERS. 

So  denominated,  becaufe  they  run  on  without 
any  intermijjion^  or  conjiderable  remijfion^ 
for  a  number  of  days  or  weeks* 

SECT.     I. 

Continued,  or  continual  Fevers. 

AS  fevers  are  the  moft  frequent  of  all  dif* 
eafes,  in  a  work  of  this  kind  they  claim 
our  firft  attention  :  and  before  we  enter  into 
fpecific  accounts  of  different  fevers,  it  may  be 
ufeful  to  give  a  general  idea  how  they  may  be 
difcovered  at  their  approach  :  for  in  this  ftate 
of  the  difeafe,  great  good  may  be  done  by  the 
gentleft  means,  and  often  prevent  the  alarm- 
ing mifchiefs  which  are  too  apt  to  fucceed  a 

B  care- 
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carelefs  inattention  at  this  period.  They  fomc* 
times  invade  gradually,  fometimes  fuddenly* 

When  they  come  on  in  the  firft  mode;  a 
languor,  debility,  with  forenefs  of  the  flefh, 
fuch  as  people  feel  after  feverc  exercife  or  la- 
bour, attend  :  pain  alfo,  and  heavinefs  of  the 
head ;  lofs  of  appetite,  or  naufea,  with  a  clam- 
minefs  of  the  mouth  :  thefe  are  fucceeded  by 
exceflive  heat,  violent  thirft,  and  inability  to 
ileep,  perhaps  without  any  previous  fenfation 
of  exceflive  cold,  or  with  only  flight  and  tran- 
lient  (hiverings. 

When  in  the  fecond,  they  always  make 
their  attack  with  an  uneafy  fenfation  of  excef- 
live cold,  attended  with  weaknefs  and  lofs  of 
appetite  :  the  cold  is  frequently  accompani- 
ed with  rigor,  or  fhivering,  oppreflion  about 
the  praecordia,  and  with  naufea  or  vomiting. 
Hence  we  may  define  a  fever  a  combination 
of  exceflive  heat,  thirft,  lofs  of  appetite,  weak- 
nefs, and  inability  to  fleep. 

We  ihall  now  fpeak  of  thofe  of  the  conti- 
tinued  form,  which  are  of  five  kinds ;  the 
the  fimple,  inflammatory,  nervous,  putrid, 
and  mixed :  and  firft,  of  the  fimple,  and  in- 
flammatory fever. — The  fimple  continued  ma- 
nifefts  itfelf  by  no  diftinguifhing  figns  of  in- 

flam- 
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flammation,  no  very  diftreffing  nervous  fymp- 
torn,  nor  any  evident  corruption  of  the  fluids ; 
and  where  the  heat  cannot  be  faid  to  be  either 
of  the  truly  inflammatory  or  of  the  putrefac- 
tive kind,  the  oppreflion,  naufea,  and  weak- 
nefs,  are  not  extreme ;  and  the  head,  though 
ufually  much  pained,  remains  tolerably  clear  $ 
the  pulfe,  though  frequent,  is  uniform,  and 
without  any  remarkable  hardnefs. 

But  where  there  is  great  vafcular  firength, 
and  firmnefs  in  the  constitution,  the  blood 
denfe  and  copious,  replete  with  the  red  cruor, 
Ihould  the  continued  fever  here  make  the  at- 
tack, the  heat  and  drynefs  will  be  raifed  to  the 
higheft  degrees ;  and  the  grofs  particles  being 
forced  into  veflels  which  only  futfer  the  finer 
and  more  fubtile  fluids  to  pafs  naturally,  by 
the  force  of  the  Stimulus  applied  to  the  heart 
and  arteries,  will  diftend  the  veflels,  and,  dif- 
tra&ing  the  fenfible  fibres,  produce  rednefs, 
and  flufhing  of  the  face  and  eyes,  accompa- 
nied with  violent  pain  in  the  head  and  other 
parts  of  the  body*     This  fpecies  of  fever, 
from  the  full,  flrong,  hard,  and  rapid  pulfe, 
and  the  remarkable  excefs  of  heat  which  dif- 
tinguifhes  it,  is  termed  the  inflammatory  fe- 
ver.    By  thefe  defcriptions  we  fhall  readily 
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judge  how  to  diftinguifh  one  of  thefe  front 
the  other,  though  they  both  belong  to  one 
clafs. 

CHAR     I. 

Of  the  fimple  continued^   and  inflammatory 
Fever. 

TT  was  neceflary  to  make  the  diftin&ion 
above,  as  fome  flight  difference  may  be  ob- 
ferved  in  the  treatment  ;  but  fome  authors 
concifely  fet  down  the  fymptoms  of  both 
unitedly,  making  them  only  form  one  fever  $ 
as  follows : 

The  figns  are,  firft,  a  flfivering ;  which,  if 
great,  is  fucceeded  by  a  proportionable  degree 
of  heat,  and  a  quick  pulfe;  fometimes  the 
pulfe  is  fluggiih,  fometimes  full  and  ftrong; 
the  heat  foon  becomes  univerfal,  and  varies 
according  to  the  degree  of  fever ;  there  is 
great  uneaiinefs  and  anxiety ;  pain  in  the  back 
2nd  head ;  a  drynefs  of  the  tongue,  mouth, 
and  fauces  ;  and  unufual  thirft. 

The  Cure  in  general. 

Where  the  fymptoms  are  in  the  milder  de- 
grees, in  the  fimple  continued  fever,  the  af- 
i  fair 
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fair  may  often  be  trufted  to  nature ;  enjoining 
abftinence  in  the  patient,  free  dilution,  and 
keeping  in  bed  to  encourage  perfpiration  :  but 
if  there  is  a  good  deal  of  oppreffion  and  heat, 
the  pulfe  full,  and  rather  hard,  fome  few 
ounces  of  blood  muft  be  taken  away. 

Dr.  Mead  lays  it  down  as  a  rule,  that  all 
fevers  require  bleeding  in  the  beginning;  but 
inftances  daily  occur  where  great  mifchief 
arifes  from  this  practice.     Bleeding  may  be 
neceflary  at  the  beginning,  in  young  perfons 
particularly;  and  the  more  fo,  if  the  pulfe  be 
full  and  ftrong;  though  this  requires  cau- 
tion, moreefpecially  in  London,  where  inflam- 
matory difeafes  foon  affumc  a  different  ap- 
pearance, and  require  a  management  different 
from  what  they  do  in  the  country.  The  pulfe 
will  beft  diredt  us  how  much  blood  may  be 
taken  away,  and  when  and  how  frequently  it 
may  be  repeated.    It  is  to  be  remarked,  how- 
ever, that  perfons  lately  come  from  the  coun- 
try require  larger  and  more  frequent  bleeding 
than  thofe  who  have  been  refldent  in  London 
for  any  time.  Care  however  is  necefLry,  in  all 
cafes,  not  to  reduce  the  patient  too  much,  left 
he  fhould  want  ftrength  to  carry  him  through 

B  3  the 
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the  difeafe.  After  this,  if  the  body  is  coftive, 
a  folution  of  fome  of  the  neutral  purgative 
falts  with  manna,  in  weak  white  wine  whey, 
fhould  be  taken  once  in  three  or  four  hours, 
till  it  procures  three  or  four  alvine  evacua- 
tions, and  at  bed-time  a  gentle  anodyne;  fuch 
as  the  following :

For  this  will  not  only  tend  to  compofe  and 
quiet  any  little  difturbance  that  the  conftitu- 
tion  might  have  experienced,  but  aflift  in 
taking  off  the  fpafmodic  cbnflridtion,  which 
we  conclude  exifts  in  fevers. 

If  in  the  fucceeding  day  the  febrile  fymp- 
toms  ftill  continue,  fuch  as  the  heat  and  op- 
preflion ;  the  fkin  remains  dry,  the  tongue 
foul,  and  the  night  has  been  reftlefs ;  let  the 
fubfequent  mixture  be  had  recourfe  to:

Thefe  may  be  fo  divided,  that  a  fixth,  a 

fourth 
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fourth,  a  third,  or  half  a  grain,  may  begiven, 
according  to  the  age  and  conftitution  of  the 
patient,  once  in  three  or  four  hours. 

Small  diluting  liquors  are  to  be  ufed  free- 
ly; and  where  there  appears  a  putrid  tenden- 
cy, they  may  very  properly  be  acidulated.  Bar- 
ley-water, baum  and  fage-tea,  whey,  &c.  are 
very  proper  drinks.  For  food,  panada,  bar- 
ley-gruel, or  light  puddings ;  but  all  kinds  of 
animal  food  fhould  be  abfolutely  forbidden  ; 
even  light  broth,  though  made  of  the  lean  part 
©f  frefh  meat. 

An  emetic  will  be  very  proper,  efpecially 
where  a  naufea,  or  the  fufpicion  of  a  foul  fto- 
mach,  indicates  it ;  bleeding  being,  however, 
firft  premifed,  efpecially  in  full  plethoric  ha- 
bits.

This  laft  frequently  vomits,  procures  a  ftool, 
produces  a  diaphorefis,  and  terminates  the  dif- 

B  4  eafe. 
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eafe.  After  the  operation  is  over,  and  three 
or  four  hours  allowed  for  the  ftomach  to  fet- 
tle, let  the  antimonial  julep  or  powder  be 
again  returned  to,  and  continued  in  the  fame 
manner,  allowing  the  patient  to  drink  freely 
of  diluting  liquids. 

Some  recommend  the  fubfequent  powder, 
to  be  repeated  every  two,  four,  or  fix  hours  ;

If  this  courfe  is  applied  in  time,  we  fhali 
generally  fucceed;  but  fhould  the  fymptoms 
increafe,  the  head  ach  grow  more  diftrefling, 
and  no  fleep  be  procured,  more  blood  muft  be 
taken  away,  unlefs  the  patient  be  remarkably 
weak,  and  the  pulfe  finks ;  the  antimonial 
continued  in  fmall  dofes,  and  if  the  body  is 
not  kept  open  by  this  remedy,  a  glyfler  fhould 
always  be  thrown  up  in  the  evening. 

But  notwithftanding  thefe  efforts,  fhould 
the  fever  run  on  beyond  the  fourth  or  fifth 
day,  the  fymptoms  encreafing  in  violence, 
we  may  look  upon  it  as  eflablifhed,  and  will 
continue  for  fome  days  longer  :  however  the 
fimple-continued  fever  feldom  exceeds  the 
fourteenth  day  ,•  during  which  time  the  pa- 
tient 
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tient  muft  be  fupported  by  fheathing  fubacid 
drinks ;  and  fuch  thin  diet,  as  the  ftomach 
can  relifh,  and  bear  with  eafe.  As  to  medi- 
cine  the  following  julep  is  recommended  :

This  will  generally  keep  the  bowels  free, 
and  difpofe  the  cutaneous  pores  for  giving 
way  to  the  fweats  when  the  time  comes  for 
their  being  thrown  off.  If  the  head  becomes 
much  affected,  and  the  pain  there  very  dif- 
treffing,  bliftering  between  the  fhoulders, 
and  bathing  or  fomenting  the  feet,  will  bid 
fair  to  procure  eafe,  and  difpofe  the  patient  to 
reft.  In  cafe  of  acidities  in  the  ftomach 
and  bowels,  magnefia  alba  may  be  given  with 
the  julep  above ;  and  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
fever,  if  the  pulfe  begins  to  flag,  and  there 
appears  a  neceffity  for  rouzing  nature,  give 
wine-whey,  wine  and  water,  or  fometimes 
pure  wine,  and  prefcribe  the  following  julep  :

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If  the  urine  lets  fall  a  copious  fediment, 
the  pulfe  becomes  full,  equable,  foft,  and 
lefs  frequent,  whilft  the  pores  of  the  fkin 
give  way  to  a  plentiful  and  general  fweat,  and, 
at  the  fame  time,  the  patient's  fenfes  return, 
after  having  flept,  we  may  exped:  a  favourable 
termination,  which  is  generally  completed 
from  the  eleventh  to  the  fourteenth  day,  the 
force  of  the  difeafe  being  firft  broken  on  the 
former,  gradually  fubfides  to  the  latter,  the 
pulfe  falling  four  or  five  ftrokes  in  a  day,  till 
it  gets  even  below  its  natural  rate. 

The  inflammatory  fever  differs  little  from 
this,  except  in  the  violence  of  the  fymptoms, 
and  the  peculiar  diathefis  of  the  conftitution, 
which  is  of  an  inflammatory  nature.  Hence, 
the  heat  in  this  cafe  is  much  encreafed,  the 
pulfe  is  frequent,  ftrong,  and  hard,  the  urine 
high-coloured,  and  the  functions  of  the  fen- 
forium  a  little  difturbed.  In  the  beginning 
of  this  fever  we  muft  bleed,  and  eftimate  the 
quantity  of  blood  to  be  taken  away,  from  the 
degrees  of  ftrength  and  violence  of  the  fymp- 
toms -y  and  if  the  pulfe,  in  fix  or  eight  hours, 
be  little  or  not  at  all  foftened,  and  the  febrile 
fymptoms  da  not  abate,  it  muft  be  repeated  a 
fecond  time,  though  not  in  the  fame  quantity; 

and, 
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and,  indeed,  a  third,  if  the  fymptoms  continue 
to  be  urgent.  But  when  the  fever  is  advanced 
beyond  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  bleeding  is 
deemed  improper,  left  nature  lhould  be  dis- 
turbed in  her  operations  in  forming  a  crifis. 
However,  there  are  cures  which  will  require 
a  repetition  in  the  more  advanced  ftages  of  this 
difeafe,  and  thofe  in  full  and  ftrong  habits, 
where  the  lungs  are  threatened  with  inflam- 
mation, which  we  may  Lifer  from  the  op- 
prefiion,  and  great  dirficulty  of  breathing ;  or 
where  the  biam  is  in  danger  of  being  fur- 
charged  with  a  load  of  blood,  which  will  ma- 
nifeft  nfelf  from  the  fevere  pain  in  the  head, 
with  high  delirium,  fucceeded  by  a  coma.  In 
thefe  cafes,  bleeding  at  any  time  of  the  dif- 
eafe will  be  proper,  and  may  poffibly  relieve 
the  patient. 

But,  however,  if  the'pulfe  is  high,  and  in- 
flammatory fymptoms  continue,  to  the  pulvis 
febrifugus  add  acids  and  gentle  laxatives. 

In  cafe  of  naufea  and  ficknefs,  give  antimo- 
nials  to  create  vomiting ;  and  procure  alvine 
evacuations,  fo  that  the  primas  viae  may  be 
cleared  from  any  acrid  fa^urra,  or  bile,  or  in* 
digeftible  food;   thenperfifl  in  fmall  dofes,  as 

before 
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before  directed ;  and  fhould  thefe  fymptoms 
continue,  give

Every  thing  which  is  drank  fliould  be  cool, 
the  bed-cloaths  not  weighty,  nor  the  air  of 
the  room  warm  or  clofe. 

If  a  delirium  fhould  come  on  with  watch- 
ing, the  pulfe  will  then  be  the  befr  guide  to 
direct  us  in  our  future  meafures  ;  if  it  proceed 
from  inflammation,  give  a  clyfter,  and  cooling 
and  nitrous  medicines,  and  bleed.  Leeches 
applied  to  the  temples  often  do  more  fervice 
than  general  evacuations.  But  if  it  be  attend- 
ed with  fpafrns,  with  a  fubfultus  tendinum, 
and  with  a  low,  depreffed  pulfe,  blifter  the 

neck 
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neck  and  arms,  and  apply  the  following 
plafters  to  the  feet,  after  bathing  the  legs  and 
feet  very  well  in  warm  water  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes :

When  the  fkin  continues  dry,  and  the  fe- 
ver has  got  to  a  dangerous  ftage,  the  warm 
bath  may  be  uieful;  as  there  have  been  in- 
ftances  where  this  has  brought  on  a  favourable 
crifis  ;  but  a  vapour-bath  is  better,  as  it  may 
be  applied  when  the  patient  lies  in  bed.— 
Hence  all  the  inconveniences  of  the  former 
will  be  avoided,  and  every  good  purpofe  an- 
fwered.  See  a  pamphlet  of  Dr.  Denhman's 
on  this  fubjedt. 

Many  of  thefe  fevers  run  on  to  a  consider- 
able length,  without  any  remarkable  or  un- 
common fymptoms.  Our  bufmefs,  in  this  ^ 
cafe,  is  to  watch  and  affift  nature  in  her  mo- 
tions and  intentions ;  to  check  the  impetus  of 
the  blood ;  and  to  moderate  it  fo  as  to  keep  it* 
as  much  as  poflible,  within  its  due  bounds. 

CHAP, 
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CHAP.     II. 

Of  the  Milk  Fever. 

**|^HIS  fever  generally  arifes  about  the  fe- 
cond,  though  oftener  on  the  third  or 
fourth  day  after  delivery  ;  at  which  time  the 
patient's  fleep  becomes  more  difturbed,  at- 
tended with  unpleafant  dreams;  and  fome- 
times  does  not  fleep  the  whole  night  through ; 
an  inquietude  comes  on*  and  fometimes  pain 
in  the  head,  the  pulfe  rifes  and  becomes 
quicker,  a  chillnefs  is  alfo  felt  through  the 
courfe  of  the  fpine  of  the  back,  between  the 
moulders,  and  often  through  the  whole  ma- 
chine, which  is  fucceeded  by  an  encreafed 
heat.  The  breafts  begin  to  be  painful,  dif- 
tended,  and  tumified,  mooting  frequently  to 
the  axillse.  Refpiration  becomes  in  fome 
degree  more  laborious,  the  lochia  decreafe, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  on  account  of  the  ten- 
fion  of  the  neighbouring  parts,  the  arms  are 
moved,  not  without  fome  inconvenience.  If 
the  patient  is  permitted  to  reil  quietly,  take 
freely  of  thin  diluting  liquids,  and  thin  diet  ^ 
in  four  and  twenty  hours  thefe  inconveniences 

C  fubfide 
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fubfide  by  a  general  fweat,  fufEciently  copious, 
particularly  about  the  cheft,  and  the  breafts 
fill  with  milk ;  or  it  continues  a  day  or  two, 
and  ends  fpontaneoufly  On  the  inflammation 
ceafing  in  the  breafts,  and  the  milk  flowing 
freely,  at  which  time  there  are  often  profufe 
fweats,  or  large  quantities  of  pale  urine.  Or, 
if  the  milk  is  fuddenly  repelled,  the  patient  is 
fometimes  relieved  by  a  diarrhoea. 

In  fome  women,  indeed,  of  good  constitu- 
tions, this  fever  is  found  fo  flight,  that  except 
pafling  rather  a  reftlefs  ni^ht,  there  is  nothing 
of  any  moment  occurs,  efpecially  if  the  infant 
is  put  to  the  breaft. 

If  it  fhould  prove  violent,  efpecially  in 
young  women  of  a  plethoric  conftitution,  we 
fhould  abate  the  inflammation  by  bleeding : 
however,  this  is  rarely  neceflary.  But,  in 
every  conftitution,  the  body  muft  be  kept 
open  by  gentle  cooling  cathartics,  or  clyfters. 
The  breafts  may  be  drawn  by  the  child,  in 
preference  to  any  other  perfon,  or  contrivance; 
but  if  the  mother  does  not  defign  to  give  fuck, 
by  fome  proper  perfon,  by  whom  no  pain 
will  be  given  by  fucking,  and  only  fo  as  to 
leffcn   (not  empty)  the  fullnefs  the  breafts. 

But 
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But  this  is  rarely  required. — If  the  breafts  are 
hard,  very  turgid,  or  inflamed,  emollient  fo- 
mentations and  cataplafms  may  be  applied  to 
them.     The  common  poultice  of  bread  and 
milk,  with  the  addition  of  a  little  oil,  may  be 
ufed  on  this  occafion;  and  warm  milk,  or  a 
deco&ion  of  elder-flowers,  for  a  fomentation, 
or  fuch   as   are  made  partly  of  emollients, 
partly  of  difcutient  aromatics,  in  which  a  pro- 
per proportion  of  Venice  foap  has  been  dif- 
folved;  all  thefe  fhould  be  boiled  in  milk, 
by  which  they  lofe  much  of  the  volatile  fti- 
mulus  of  the  aromata,  and  are  particularly 
ufeful,  when  there  is   an  infar&ion    of  the 
breafts,    along   with   an   inflammation,    not 
very  violent.     But  where  there  is  great  heat, 
rednefs,  and  pain,  then  the  moft  emollient 
remedies  are  to  be  preferred.     The  patient 
fhould  ufe  a  thin,    flender   diet,    coniifting 
only  of  panada,    or  fome  other  farinaceous 
fubftances.     Her  drink  may  be  barley-water, 
milk  and  water,  weak  tea,  or  the  like.     See 
Inflammation  of  the  Breafts. 
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CHAP.     III. 

Of  the  nervous,  orjlow  Fever* 

A  S  the  inflammatory  fever  confifts  in  an 
affedion  of  the  vafcular  fyftem,  in 
which  there  is  an  intenfenefs  of  motion  ;  this 
is  founded  on  the  nervous,  which  experi- 
ences thofe  morbid  affeftions  conftituting  fe- 
ver. Hence",  in  conftitutions  where  the  blood 
is  poor  and  thin,  and  the  nervous  fyftem  re- 
markably fufceptible  of  impreflions,  when  a 
fever  feizes,  the  heat  is  leldom  high,  the  pulfe 
neither  full  nor  ftrong,  though  quick  and  ir- 
regular, and  the  thirft  feldom  fo  violent  as  to 
create  any  great  degree  of  uneafinefs :  but  as 
the  folids  are  in  general  in  a  ftate  of  morbid 
relaxation*  the  pores  of  the  fkin,  for  the  mofl 
part,  allow  the  fubcutaneous  fluids  to  ouze 
forth  in  clammy  fweats,  while  theweaknefs  is 
Hill  more  remarkable  than  in  the  inflammatory 
fever;  and  there  is  a  much  greater  tendency 
to  fpafm,  and  to  the  other  fymptoms,  which 
depend  on  diforders  of  the  nervous  fyftem* 
Hence  this  fever  is  not  fo  rapid  in  its  progrefs, 
nor  of  fo  ihort  duration  as  the  inflammatory 
fpeciesj  therefore  called  flow  or   nervous. 

Thia 
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This  fever  is  brought  on  by  excefles  of  any 
kind,  bad  food,  too  thin  clothing,  a  moift 
air,  grief,  &c. ;  and  is  frequently  epidemic, 
after  warm  and  moift  weather ;  and  prevails 
mod  in  low  and  damp  fituations.  People  who 
drink  freely  of  wine  are  obferved  to  be  the 
leaft  fubjeft  to  this  complaint. 

It  may  be  diftingufhed  by  dread  of  dying, 

which  is  fometimes  fo  great  that  the  patient 

fears  to  fhut  his  eyes  ;  a  pale  and  defpondent 

look,  light    chills  and  fhiverings,  great  laf- 

fitude  and  wearinefs  all  over  the  body,  a  figh- 

ing,  amazing  anxiety,  and  dejedtion  of  fpirits, 

pain,  load  or  giddinefs  in  the  head,  loathing 

of  food,  a  white  tongue,  with  a  brownifh  or 

yellow  mucous  lift  running  along  the  middle 

of  it,  fometimes  covered   over  with  a  thin 

white  mucus ;  and  after  the  fever  is  formed, 

and  has  continued  fome  days,  grows  dry,  red, 

and  chapped,  but  little  or  no  third;  the  lips 

are  dry;  there  is  a  naufea,  fometimes  encreaf- 

ed  fo  far  as  to  occafion  retching,  which  brings 

up  nothing  but  infipid  phlegm,  difficulty  of, 

or  oppreffive  breathing ;  a  weak,  quick,  and 

unequal  pulfe;   the  pulfe,  heats,  and  chills, 

#re  very  fluctuating  and  unequal ;  fometimes 

a  fudden  glow  and  florid  colour  in  the  cheeks, 

C  3  while 
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while  the  tip  of  the  nofe  and  ears  fhall  be 
cold,  and  the  forehead  perhaps  in  a  dewy 
fweat ;  pale,  limpid  urine,  with  a  dull  fenfe 
of  pain  and  coldnefs  in  the  back  part  of  the 
head,  and  drowfinefs,  but  without  fleep;  at 
the  firft,  better  when  in  the  air.  All  the 
complaints  generally  encreafe  towards  night. 
About  the  time  the  patients  have  been  con- 
fined in  bed  feven  or  eight  days,  the  pain 
and  heavinefs  in  the  head  becomes  much 
more  diftreffing  and  fevere,  and  they  are  tor- 
mented with  a  noife  and  buzzing  of  the  ears, 
which  are  the  prelude  to  a  delirium,  which 
is  feldom  violent,  but  rather  a  continual  mut- 
tering and  faultering  in  their  fpeech,  which, 
as  the  fever  advances,  encreafes,  and,  in  fome 
cafes,  the  power  of  pronouncing  is  loft  alto- 
gether. Sometimes  miliary  eruptions,  and 
profufe  fweats,  ftrike  out  in  this  fever,  but 
feldom  give  any  relief.  When  the  ears,  face, 
and  head  are  cold,  the  face  feems  flufhed. 
The  extremities  are  cold,  while  the  blood  is 
determined  to  the  head.  And  there  is  great 
fenfibility  to  light  and  noife. 

The  nervous  fever  hath  no  regular  critical 
days,  nor  is  there  often  any  thing  completely 
critical  happens.     On  the  feventh  day  fymp- 

i  toms 
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toms  increafe.  If  the  patient  dies,  it  is  ufu- 
ally  on  or  before  the  fourteenth  day ;  if  they 
can  be  fupported  to  the  twentieth,  or  there- 
abouts, they  commonly  efcape.  A  continu- 
ance of  this  fever  occafions  idiotifm,  which 
goe6  off  as  the  ftrength  returns. 

An  ered:  pofture  caufing  fainting,  is,  with 
cold,  clammy  fweats,  a  fign  of  great  debility. 
In  the  advanced  ftages  of  this  fever,  if  the 
tongue  and  hands  tremble  when  moved, 
weaknefs  is  extreme ;  if  aphthae  appear  nume- 
rous and  crop  after  crop,  or  if  they  are  con- 
fluent or  large,  or  brown ;  if  fwallowing  be- 
comes difficult ;  if  profufe  fweats  break  forth 
all  at  once,  without  bringing  any  relief,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  ftill  weakening  more  and 
more  j  and  loofe  watery  ftools  ->  or  if  an  hic- 
cuping  comes  on ;  if  the  pulfe  links  confider- 
ably;  or  if  miliary  eruptions  appear,  there 
is  great  danger  :  if  the  extremities  grow  cold  ; 
the  nails  become  pale  or  livid ;  and  the  pulfe 
fo  quick,  that  it  may  be  faid  to  tremble  and 
flutter  rather  than  to  beat ;  if  from  being  ex- 
ceedingly fufceptible  of  impreffions,  fearful 
and  ftarting  at  the  leaft  noife,  they  become 
quite  infenfible  and  flupid,  fo  as  fcarcely  to 
be  rouzed  by  the  loudeft  noife,  or  affe&ed 

C  4  with 
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with  the  ftrongeft  light,  we  may  expedt  a 
fatal  termination,  for  the  delirium  now  ends 
jn  a  conftant  dofing,  the  ftools,  urine,  and 
tears  ileal  off  involuntarily,  general  convul- 
fion  enfues,  and  foon  clofes  the  fcene.  On 
the  contrary,  an  early  moifture  on  the  {kin, 
a  falivation  without  aphthae,  or  a  conftantly 
moift  tongue,  deafnefs,  fwelling  of  the  parotid 
glands,  angry  eruptions  about  the  nofe  and 
mouth3  a  moderate  diarrhoea,  &c.  are  favour- 
able fymptoms. 

As  in  the  inflammatory,  fo  in  this  kind  of 
fever,  the  fate  of  the  patient  ufually  depends 
on  the  management  during  the  firft  few  days. 
The  cure  is  effected  by  a  gradual  change  in  the 
moving  power,  not  by  difcharge  of  blood, 
&c.  as  in  inflammatory  fevers  3  or  by  ftool,  as 
in  putrid  ones. 

A  more  generous  diet  than  is  allowed  in 
inflammatory  fevers,  fhould  take  place  here; 
thin  chicken  broth,  beef  tea,  or  panada,  and 
light  jellies,  fhould  be  allowed.  The  drink 
may  be  light  cordial  liquors,  increafing  gradu- 
ally from  the  weaker  to  the  ftronger ;  muflard 
whey  is  ufeful ;  and  toward  the  height  of  the 
difeafe,  wine  and  water,  cool  wine-whey,  or 
even  pure  wine,  may  be  plentifully  allowed  $ 

when 
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when  we  find  the  pulfe  foft,  and  full  upon 
its  ufe,  it  may  be  indulged  in  confiderable 
quantity,  for  it  has  been  known  to  allay  de- 
lirium and  procure  fleep  in  thefe  fevers,  and 
has  been  taken  with  fuccefs  to  the  quantity 
of  fome  quarts  in  the  courfe  of  twenty-four 
hours :  the  indications  for  giving  it  with  fuch 
freedom,  are,  when  we  find  the  pulfe  foft  and 
low,  and  the  patients  in  a  comatofe  deli- 
rium. If  the  patients  long  exceedingly,  as  is 
fometimes  the  cafe,  for  cold  water,  they  may 
be  indulged  •  for  it  is  only  in  cafes  of  topical 
inflammations  that  cold  drinks  may  be  hurt- 
ful. Avoid  every  kind  of  fatiguing  exercife. 
In  the  beginning,  a  gentle  vomit  of  ipeca- 
cuanha, or  a  lenient  clyfter,  may  be  very 
ufeful.  Avoid  coftivenefs  by  fmall  dofes  of 
P.  rhab.  tincft.  Rhoei  kali  tartarifatum.  man- 
na, &c. 

Remedies  of  the  mild,  diaphoretic,  and 
cordial  kind,  feem  to  promife  the  befl:  fuccefs : 
give  them  throughout ;  but  avoid  hot  ftimu- 
lants.

It  is  of  great  confequence  in  this  difeafe  to 
keep  the  patient  in  bed,  to  keep  him  calm, 
in  the  dark,  and  never,  if  poffible,  to  let  fleep 
be  wanted  in  the  night.  Order  him  to  drink 
freely,  yet  not  fo  as  to  promote  a  profufe 
fweat ;  pedilaves  three  or  four  times  a  day  are 
ufeful  -9  much  fweating  in  thefe  fevers  is  not 
only  very  improper,  but  extremely  hurtful, 
and  might  often  prove  of  fatal  confequence. 
If  the  {kin  is  dry,  give  the  aqua  ammonia 
acetata.  &  miftura  camphorata. 

But  we  are  to  expedt  the  greateft  relief  from 
blifters ;  and  their  early  application,  if  they 
are  applied  before  the  patient  keeps  his  bed, 
fo  much  the  more  proper  5  for,  if  we  wait 
till  there  is  great  diiturbance  in  the  nervous 
fyftem,  the  fenfe  of  hearing,  feeling,  and 
feeing,  grow  more  acute  than  natural ;  thefti- 
mulus  of  blifters  mayincreafethediftrefs;  if  not 
therefore  applied  in  the  beginning,  they  mull 
be  poftponed  till  there  appears  fome  degrees 
of  infenfibility.  They  fhould  firft  be  applied 
to  the  legs ,  fuffered  to  lay  on  till  they  have 
produced  their  effe&sj  then  taken  off;  the 

blifters 
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blifters  fnipped,  but  not  drefled  with  any 
acrid  plafters  ;  for  it  is  the  ftimulus  here 
wanted,  not  the  ferous  evacuation.  If  the 
head  fhould  be  affedled  with  ftupor  and  drow- 
finefs,  and  the  ufe  of  bliflers  become  requifite, 
they  {hould  be  applied  to  the  head ;  fome 
think,  if  laid  on  the  back,  they  anfwer  every 
purpofe. 

Light  antifeptic  drinks  to  fupport  nature, 
are  of  the  utmoft  confequence  throughout, 
efpecially  in  fummer.  Wine  is  the  moft 
powerful  cordial  and  fpecific ;  old  hock  or 
Rhenifh  are  the  beft.  It  fhould  always  be 
moderately  diluted  with  water.  During  the 
ufe  of  wine,  attend  to  the  pulfe,  and  diredt 
it  more  or  lefs  freely,  as  it  renders  the  pulfe 
flower,  firmer,  and  more  diftind:.  Made 
into  negus  is  perhaps  the  bell  mode  of  giving 
wine  in  thefe  cafes.  If  pains  come  on  like 
the  colic,  bleeding,  evacuations  are  injurious; 
for,  in  general,  fuch  pains  are  fpafmodic, 
and  yield  beft  to  cordials  and  fmall  dofes  of 
anodynes.

If  a  diarrhoea  attends,  fmall  dofes  of  the 
Pulv.  rhab.  vel  vinum  Rhasi.  cum  tindt.  opii 
gut.  ij. — v.  &  ut  opus  erit  repetend. 

The  fubfultus  tendinum  is  beft  relieved  by 
tindt.  opii,  gut.  x.  This  may  be  repeated 
every  four  hours,  until  the  patient  fleeps.  It 
may  be  given  in  the  miflura  e  Mofch. 

If  a  remiflion  fhould  appear  after  the  fever 
has  continued  a  week  or  longer,  the  bark  will 
be  found  efTentially  ferviceable,  infufed  in  cla- 
ret, either  alone  or  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
water, 

It 
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It  is  ufeful  in  preventing  mortification, 
which  in  the  latter  end  of  fevers  are  fqme- 
timcs  apt  to  occur  in  the  place  where  blif- 
tcrs  have  been  applied,  or  where  there  has 
been  much  preflure  from  lying  fo  long.  It 
alfo  flops  colliquative  fweats. 

If  an  intermiffion  appears,  with  turbid  urine, 
&c.  throw  in  the  decodlion  of  the  bark  with 
cordials.     Or,

When  aphthae  appear,  accompanied  with 
ulcerations  in  the  throat,  emollient  and  de- 
tergent gargles  are  proper.  Be  careful  not  to 
interrupt  or  difturb  the  aphthae;  inftead  of  Si- 
mulating gargles,  employ  foft  ones.

If  vifcid  phlegm  fhould  difturb  the  fwal- 
lowing  or  breathing,  gentle  emetics  of  ipeca- 
cuanha, oroxymel,  fcillae  are  advifable,  though 
the  ftage  be  a  late  one. 

If  thefe  do  not  operate  fufficiently,  we  fhould 
have  recourfe  to  fmall  dofes  of  tartarifed  anti- 
mony. 

At  the  decline  of  the  fever,  the  bark  and 
fnake-root  fhould  be  joined  to  the  cordial  me- 
dicines, interpofmg  now  and  then  a  little  rhu- 
barb, to  carry  off  the  putrid  matters  in  the 
firft  paffages. 

Blifters,  fome  advife  and  affirm,  may  be 
applied  at  any  time  of  the  difeafe,  with  fafety 
and  advantage.  Their  ftimulus  is  wanted,  not 
their  difcharge.  Apply  them  firft  on  the 
lower  extremities,  then  on  the  upper ;  heal 

the 
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the  firft  immediately,  and  apply  others :  thus 
a  proper  ftimulus  will  be  continued.  When 
this  fever  is  negledted,  to  raife  it  to  a  proper 
type  let  the  common  drink  be  rum  and  wa- 
ter, wine  and  water,  and  good  wine- whey ; 
give  nourishing  fpoon-meats,  and  apply  blif- 
ters  to  each  arm  and  each  foot.  Thus  a  kind- 
ly perfpiration  comes  on,  the  patient  feels 
lighter  to  himfelf,  and  the  diforder  begins  to 
vanifh. 

In  order  to  reftore  the  patient,  a  light  nu- 
tritious diet,  (fuch  as  chocolate,  jellies,  fago, 
and  falop  ;  which  laft  fhould  be  always  boil- 
ed fome  minutes  before  it  be  taken,  as  it  is  of 
a  crude  heavy  nature  without  boiling ;  broth 
of  lean  mutton  and  beef,  whitings,  flounders, 
foals,  &c.)  fhould  be  advifed,  and  taken  judi- 
cioufly,  often  in  fmall  quantities  at  a  time. 
The  patient  fhould  get  into  the  country, 
where  he  can  enjoy  a  healthful  air,  moderate 
exercife  on  horfeback,  and  drink  aires'  milk 
in  its  greateft  perfection. 
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CHAP.    IV. 

Of  the  putrid  malignant  Fever* 

HTHOSE  fevers  on  which  we  have  befortf 
difcourfed  feem  not  to  have  had  much 
injury  done  to  the  craiis  of  the  blood,  at  leaft 
previous  to,  or  at  the  commencement  of  the 
difeafe :  but  we  frequently  meet  with  appear- 
ances and  fymptoms  that  manifeft  high  de- 
grees of  corruption  and  acrimony,  and  fhew 
the  craiis  of  the  blood  to  be  much  diflblved 
or  broken  as  the  fever  advances,  particularly 
thofe  which  begin  with  high  degrees  of  in- 
flammatory heat :  for  from  thefe  caufes  the 
blood  often  tranfudes  through  the  pores  of  the 
fubcutaneous  arteries,  or  perhaps  corrodes 
them,  and  efcapes  into  the  cellular  parts  of  the 
fkin,  railing  up  the  cuticle,  and  forming  fpots 
of  various  hues.  But  there  is  another  fpecies  of 
continued  fever,  which,  from  the  very  onfet, 
appears  to  have  the  fluids  in  a  corrupt  or  de- 
praved ftate  :  hence  the  name  of  this  fever 
which  we  are  treating  of,  called  putrid,  from 
the  evident  tendency  to  putrefaction.  The 
morbific  matter  which  gives  rife  to  putrid  fe- 
vers appears  in  fome  cafes  to  be  generated 

gra* 
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gradually  in  the  body,  and  is  deemed  the  con- 
fequence  of  feeding  on  ill-cured  animal  food, 
without  a  fufficient  quantity  of  found  vegeta- 
bles to  corredr.  the  putrefcent  tendency.  At 
other  times  putrid  fevers  are  caught  by  infec- 
tion, and  are  caufed  by  thofe  fubtile  matters 
called  miafmata,  which  take  their  rife  in  dif- 
ferent ways,  and  are  capable  of  being  convey- 
ed to  diftant  places.  The  moft  diftinguilh- 
ing  fymptoms  of  this  fever  are, — more  remark- 
able degrees  of  weaknefs,  oppreffion,  and  nau- 
fea,  either  from  the  firft  attack,  or  very  foon 
enfuing,  than  what  are  met  with,  in  any  other 
fpecies;  and  this  extreme  and  fudden  proflra- 
tion  of  ftrength  is,  for  the  moft  part,  accom- 
panied with  as  remarkable  a  defpondency,  or 
dejection  of  mind ;  or,  what  is  ftill  more 
alarming,  with  an  uncommon  degree  of  in- 
fenfibility,  and  want  of  apprehenlion. 

Putrid  malignant  fevers  are  preceded  by  a 
vertigo,  or  giddinefs,  and  confufion  in  the 
head :  the  head  is  fooner  attacked  in  this  than 
in  nervous  fevers,  and  often  is  affected  with 
a  pain  in  its  fore-part,  which  fhoots  into  the 
eye-brows,  one  or  both,  and  the  bottom  of  the 
fockets  ;  the  eyes  at  the  fame  time  appearing 
full,  heavy,  and  as  it  were  inflamed ;  at  other 
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times  they  have  a  yellowifli  caft  :  both  prooft 
of  the  diffolution  of  the  blocd.  The  patient 
from  the  firft  attack  feels  an  exceffive  burn- 
ing inward  heat,  which  far  exceeds  the  cold 
that  alternates  with  it,  attended  with  naufea 
and  vomiting;  great  and  fudden  proftration 
of  ftrength  ;  he  is  heavy,  very  much  deje&ed 
and  watchful ;  and  in  cafe  of  any  fleep,  is  not 
at  all  refreshed  by  it :  the  pulfe  is  fometimes 
at  the  firft  hard,  tenfe,  and  quick,  but  foon 
becomes  languid,  flow,  fmall,  and  unequal ; 
the  pulfation  of  the  carotid  and  temporal  ar- 
teries inconfiderable;  there  is  great  oppreffion 
at  the  praecordia,  tinnitus  aurium,  fubfultus 
tendinum,  delirium,  coma ;  the  tongue  in  fomc 
is  clean  throughout  the  difeafc  -,  but  in  gene- 
ral, though  only  whitilh  and  moift  in  the  be- 
ginning, grows  daily  more  dark-coloured  and 
dry,  until  at  length  it  becomes  almoft  black; 
and  this  blackifh  tinge  does  not  difappear  for 
fome  days,  even  when  the  fever  terminates  in 
a  favourable  crifis.  The  urine  is  equally  va- 
rious with  the  pulfe,  both  depending  on  diver- 
sity of  constitution,  efpecially  in  cafes  where  the 
fever  originates  from  infection,  and  where  the 
putrefcent  diathefis  is  very  prevalent,  the  urine 
is  thin,  crude,  and  often  very  offenii  vein  its  fmell, 
9  the 
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the  naufea  and  oppreffive  ficknefs  never  abate, 
and  it  is  ufual  for  the  patients  to  fetch  deep, 
heavy  (ighs  often,  and  feem,as  it  were,  to  pant 
for  breath  :  there  is  alfo  an  averfion  to  animal 
food  fooner  and  greater  than  in  any  other  fe- 
ver.    The  thirft  at  firft  is  but  moderate,  but 
increafes  every  day  as  the  fever  advances :  no 
kind  of  drink  pleafes,  but  all  feem  either  bit- 
ter or  mawkifh.     But  when  the  cafe  grows 
very  bad,  the  patient  lofes  the  fenfe  of  thirft ; 
notwithftanding  the  tongue,  together  with  the 
lips  and  teeth,  are  at  this  time  parched  up,  and 
covered  with  dark-coloured  fordes.     On  the 
fourth,  fifth,  and  feventh  day,  petechia  often 
appear  without  relief,  which  are  therefore  ra- 
ther fy mptomatical  than  critical.    The  nearer 
they  approach  to  a  livid  or  blackifh  colour, 
the  more  alarming  their  appearance  ;  though, 
if  they  continue  of  a  brighter  red,  the  more 
favourable  the  prognoftic. 

The  pain,  heavinefs,  and  confufion  of  the 
head,  which  are  among  the  firft  fymptoms,  are 
foon  followed  by  delirium,  different  in  degree 
in  different  fubje&s,  in  fome  accompanied  with 
toffing  and  reftleffnefs,  in  others  with  a  dofing 
and  lethargic  difpofition;  and  it  is  obfervable, 
that  in  thefe  cafes,  where  the  patient  is  in  this 
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comatofe  ftate,  the  pulfe  is  fometimes  nof 
quicker,  weaker,  or  more  irregular,  than  in 
the  time  of  per  fed:  health.  Fevers  of  this  kind 
are  moftly  accompanied  with  remiffions  in  the 
beginning,  which  become  lefs  perceptible  in 
their  increafe  :  they  are  ever  attended  with 
confiderable  danger,  even  when  the  fymptoms 
feem  moil  favourable. 

Some  epidemic  fevers  are  originally  putrid ; 
others,  though  ariling  from  common  caufcs, 
degenerate,  by  continuing  beyond  a  certain 
time,  into  a  putrid  ftate,  efpecially  where  bili- 
ous humours  prevail.  Though  contagion  is 
faid  to  be  a  general  caufe  of  putrid  and  malig- 
nant fevers ;  yet  the  bad  management  of  in- 
flammatory and  nervous  fevers  is  a  very  fre- 
quent one. 

At  the  onfet  of  putrid  fevers,  fom  the  full- 
nefs  and  ftrength  of  the  pulfe,  fometimes  they 
put  on  the  appearance  of  thofe  of  the  inflam- 
matory type  ;  but  the  pulfe  foon  flags,  efpeci- 
ally after  bleeding,  and  fometimes  finks  fo  low, 
that  it  can  never  be  raifed.  Hence,  where 
great  debility  is  obfervable  at  the  firft  attack, 
and  the  patient  feems  fcarce  able  to  fupport 
himfelf,  blood  fhould  be  taken  away,  if  ne- 
ceftary,  with  extreme  caution  -}  for  this  ex> 
2  treme 
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treme  weaknefs  is  a  fure  fign  of  a  putrefcent 
diathefis. 

A  griping  in  and  f welling  of  the  belly  are 
fometimes  early  fymptoms :  whenever  they 
occur,  if  they  abate  not  in  proportion  to  the 
ftools,  a  mortification  takes  place  in  the  bowels, 
and  the  event  is  fatal.  Numerous  and  dark- 
coloured  aphtha?,  hiccup,  cold  fweats,  foetid 
urine  and  ftools,  are  amongft  the  threatening 
fymptoms. 

Sometimes  an  itching  angry  rafh,  or  fcabby 
eruption,  appears  about  the  nofe,  lips,  and 
corners  of  the  mouth;  both  which  are  favour- 
able. A  depofition  from  the  urine,  if  not 
high-coloured,  is  good  :  and  deafnefs  coming 
on  in  the  decline  is  alfo  favourable. 

Thefe  fevers  are  different  in  point  of  their 
duration,  fome  terminating  in  death  in  the 
courfe  of  feven  or  fourteen  days ;  but  when 
they  furpafs  twenty -one,  recovery  is  the  com- 
mon confequence ;  yet  there  are  inftances  of 
putrid  fevers  running  on  to  fix  weeks ;  but 
thefe  could  not  be  attended  from  the  firft  with 
a  putrefcent  ftate  of  fluids. 

The  favourable  Jigns  are — when  the  pulfe 
grows  ftronger,  and  more  equable  j  the  fcnfcs 
begin  to  clear  up ;  warm  fweats  break  out  in 
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moderate  quantity,  and  the  patient  lies  under 
them  without  toffing  or  raving,  the  urine  at 
the  fame  time  (hewing  marks  of  concoction, 
by  depofiting  a  whitifh  fediment. 

The  unfavourable  orfataljigns  are,  when  the 
pulfe  finks,  grows  more  quick,  and  intermits  ; 
the  tendons  ftart ;  the  tongue  faulters ;  the  fea- 
tures change  ;  the  lick  perfon  lies  on  his  back 
in  a  comatofe  ftate,  Aides  down  in  the  bed,  and 
is  conftantly  fumbling  with  his  fingers,  and 
picking  the  bed-clothes  ;  when  cold  clammy 
fweats  break  out;  the  urine  and  faeces  come 
away  involuntarily;  the  hypochondria  being 
tenfe,  and  the  extremities  cold. 

All  food  muft  be  avoided  here  that  has  not 
a  tendency  to  acidity ;  plentiful  dilution  with 
fmall  red  wine,  old  hock,  and  orange-juice, 
mixed  with  water,  whey,  barley-water,  fmall 
beer,  &c.  with  a  very  free  ufe  of  acids,  will 
be  proper. 

Bleeding  in  general  is  hurtful  in  this  fever, 
unlefs  particularly  indicated  by  the  pulfe  and 
conflitution,  fhewing  a  tendency  to  inflamma- 
tion. 

Some  eminent  practitioners  think  that  there 
is  one  period,  at  the  beginning,  for  taking 
away  blood ;  but  the  pulfe  in  thefe  cafes  will 

always

always  be  the  bell;  guide.  No  time  is  to  be  loft 
in  thefe  kinds  of  fever  ;  for  whatever  is  to  be 
done,  Jhould  be  done  immediately  and  in  the  be- 
ginning. After  the  operation  of  bleeding,  if 
that  be  found  neceflary,  on  account  of  the  hard 
pulfe  and  head-ach,  we  fhould  begin  the  cure 
by  giving  fmall  dofes  of  emetic  tartar,  with 
neutral  falts,  or  fenna,  and  repeating  them  every 
third  or  fourth  hour,  till  they  either  vomit, 
purge,  or  throw  the  patient  into  a  plentiful 
Iweat :  but  as  the  patient  is  to  be  fupportcd 
throughout,  if  at  the  firft  attack  the  debility 
fhould  be  fo  great  as  to  forbid  bleeding,  all 
other  profufe  difcharges  are  alfo  to  be  avoided. 
Vomits -and  purges  are  moft  directly  proper  to 
evacuate  the  putrid  matter,  which  feems  firft  and 
principally  to  be  in  the  firft  paflages.  Befides 
laxatives  by  the  mouth,  during  the  firft  ftage,  give 
a  glyfter  every  twenty-four  hours,  of  the  com- 
mon deco&ion,  or,  in  want  of  it,  warm  water. 
After  thefe,  give  as  follow :

After  the  neceffiiry  evacuations  from  the 
prims  viae  this  effectually  fupports  the  cutl- 
cular  difcharge ;  but  ftill,  if  neceffary,  a  ftool 
muft  be  daily  procured  by  a  few  grains  of  rhu^ 
barb  or  other  gentle  laxative. 

Blifters  in  the  beginning  of  this  fever  are  of 
no  ufe ;  but  when  patients  begin  to  grow  co- 
matofe  and  infenfible,  then  they  are  often  fuc- 
ceeded  by  happy  effedts. 

London  porter  has  been  lately  recommend- 
ed in  this  fever  for  drink,  and  apparently  with 
good  fuccefs :  the  patient  may  drink  it  at 
pleafure,  and  particularly  before  being  expofed 
to  a  cooler  air.     Some  phyficians  advife  their 
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patients  to  be  carried  into  the  open  air  (dur- 
ing the  height  of  the  fever)  or  otherways  ex- 
pofed  to  it,  as  is  pradtifed  in  the  fmall-pox> 
and  that  particularly  when  a  profufe  colliqua- 
tive fweating  is  brought  on  by  bad  manage- 
ment ;  and  have  thereby  occafioned  a  favour- 
able change  fooner  than  could  otherwife  have 
been  expected ;  with  which,  a  free  ufe  of 
the  bark  and  cordial  liquors,  they  have  rarely 
failed  to  effed:  a  cure.  Due  evacuations  being 
r^ade  by  vomit  and  ftool,  the  bark  is  to  be 
given  freely,  without  waiting  for  either  inter- 
miflion  or  remiffion.  It  adts  in  a  double  fenfe, 
both  as  a  tonic  to  brace  up  the  debilitated  fi- 
bres, and  as  an  antifeptic,  to  corredl  the  pu- 
trefcent  ftate  of  the  fluids  ;  and  muft  be  given 
as  foon  as  the  diffolution  of  the  blood  is  per- 
ceived, either  from  numerous  petechia?,  or  hae- 
morrhages. In  the  latter  of  which  it  is  ufual  to 
give  the  vitriolic  acid  along  with  the  bark  ;  if 
this  does  not  check  the  bleeding,  give  the  fol- 
lowing :

If  the  ftomach  cannot  bear  the  bark  in 
fubftance,  a  very  ftrong  deco&ion,  in  which 
fome  of  the  finer  part  of  the  powder  is  retained, 
fhould  be  given;  but  if  the  patient  can  take 
it,  lefs  than  two  ounces  of  the  powder,  in 
twenty-four  hours,  cannot  be  depended  on. 
Some,  who  cannot  keep  either  the  powder 
or  the  decodlion,  will  drink  three  or  four 
pints  of  the  cold  infufion  in  a  day  and  night, 
with  fenfible  advantage.  During  this  free  ufe 
of  the  bark,  a  ftool  fhould  be  procured  every 
day. 

In  flupors,  attending  this  fever,  bliflers 
may  be  applied  advantageoufly  to  the  head. 
Though  bliflers  are  not  thought  to  be  fo  ufe- 
ful in  thefe  as  in  nervous  fevers,  yet  the  vio- 
lent head-ach  which  attacks  in  the  beginning 
is  relieved  by  a  blifler  on  the  back.  The 
following  preparation  of  the  bark  defervea 
attention :

There  are  fome  fymptoms  in  this  difeafe 
which  require  particular  attention  when  they 
make  their  appearance. 
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If  violent  vomiting  comes  on,  it  may  be  re~ 
ftrained  by  the  fucceeding  draught :

This  is  confidered  as  correcting  the  collu- 
vies  in  the  flomach,  and  flexure  of  the  duode- 
num ;  and  thus  may  be  of  ufe  in  removing 
part  of  the  fource  of  the  fever,  and  fhorten- 
ing  the  difeafe. 

If  a  profufe  diarrhoea  fhould  fupervene, 
and  threaten  to  fink  the  patient's  flrength,  it 
muft  not  be  reftrained  fuddenly;  we  ihould 
therefore  try  only  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacuanha 
every  third  or  fourth  hour,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote a  diaphorefis,  and  by  that  means  relieve 
the  bowels ;  for  fometimes  this  diarrhcea 
proves  critical.  Mild  opiates  are  recommend- 
ed 5  and  a  few  drops  of  tindlura  opii,  properly 
repeated,  will  check  a  fymptomatic  colliqua- 
tive diarrhoea.  Wine,  and  panada,  with 
orange  juice,  and  a  free  generous  regimen, 
mufl  be  ordered,  and  clofely  adhered  to,  ac- 
cording to  the  exigences  of  the  cafe. 

After  thefe  fevers,  people  fometimes  be- 
come  dropfical,    or  have  oedematous   legs : 

tonics 
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tonics  and  ftrengtheners,  not  purgatives,  as  in 
other  dropfies,  are   the  remedies  in  this  cafe. 

Towards  the  decline  of  all  fevers,  as  to 
what  kind  of  food  is  moft  proper,  the  tafle  of 
the  patient  is  generally  the  beft  guide. 

In  eruptive  fevers  it  is  commonly  allowed 
that  the  patient  mould  be  kept  in  bed,  for 
fear  of  checking  the  eruption.  But  this  does 
not  always  prove  true,  for  fometimes  the  con- 
trary will  happen  ;  and  fitting  up  out  of  bed 
has  even  been  found  favourable  thereto. 

The  air  of  the  patient's  room  fhould  be 
kept  as  pure  and  well  ventilated  as  poflible, 
and  the  floor  be  frequently  fprinkled  with 
vinegar.  And  after  the  ficknefs  is  over,  the 
place  of  confinement  may  be  beft  cleared  from 
infection  by  fumigating  it  with  brimftone,  or 
gunpowder. 

To  prevent  a  relapfe,  it  may  be  proper  firfl 
to  give  a  lenient  purge,  or  two,  by  which 
an  accumulation  of  any  oftenfive  matter  in 
the  prima?  via?  will  be  avoided,  and  then  we 
muft  attempt  to  recover  the  tone  of  the  vifcera, 
and  to  ftrengthen  the  habit  in  general,  by 
means  of  light  and  eafily-digeftible  food,  mo- 
derately taken  j  by  exhibiting  aromatic  bitter 

infufions 
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infufions  of  orange  peel,  calamus  aromaticus, 
chamomile  flowers,  or  lignum  quaflia,  to- 
gether with  the  ufe  of  chalybeate  waters,  and 
gentle  exercife. 

SECT.    II. 
Mixed    Fevers. 

1"N  praflice  we  very  often  find,  that  violent 
continued  fevers  are  fo  indiftindtly  marked* 
and  accompanied  with  the  fymptoms  both  of 
the  inflammatory  and  nervous,  or  putrid  kind, 
fo  equally  blended,  or  running  into  one 
another  by  fuch  imperceptible  gradation,  that 
there  is  no  particular  fpecies  they  can  be  re- 
ferred to*  Thus  extreme  naufea,  and  total 
lofs  of  ftrength,  which  are  diftinguifhing 
figns  of  the  putrid  fever,  are  often  found 
along  with  great  heat,  and  a  quick,  hard,  and 
ftrong  pulfe,  which  are  pathognomic  iigns  of 
the  inflammatory  fever.  Thefe  fymptoms  ap- 
pearing at  the  fame  time,  are  obvious  proofs 
of  both  the  nervous  and  vafcular  fyftem  being 
morbidly  affedted ;  and  hence  fuch  fevers  arc 
properly  fliled  mixed  fevers ;  hence,  how- 
ever, the  fymptoms  are  combined. 

We 
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We  mud  take  the  indications  of  cure  from 
thofe  fymptoms  which  are  moft  preffing,  and 
appear  to  demand  moft  the  antiphlogiftic,  the 
cordial,  and  antifpafmodic,  or  the  {lengthen- 
ing, and  antifeptic  courfe :  according  as  we 
happen  to  find  the  figns  of  inflammation, 
nervous  difturbance,  or  putrefadtive  diathelis 
to  be  chiefly  prevalent. 

SECT.    III. 

Remittent    Fevers. 

T^  Emittents  are  thofe  kinds  of  fevers, 
which,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end, 
never  totally  difappear,  but  in  every  ftage 
return  at  determinate  times ;  indeed,  many  of 
them,  with  chillinefs,  or  yawning,  coldnefs, 
or  fome  fimilar  fpafmodic  effort,  with  a  fub- 
fequent  encreafe  of  heat  and  other  fymptoms, 
without  any  evident  caufe,  or  procatartic  prin- 
ciple. But  fometimes  in  their  courfe  they 
often  fo  nearly  refemble  continued  fevers  that 
they  are  not  to  be  diftinguifhed  but  by  the  mofl 
attentive  and  accurate  obfervation.  They  are 
indeed  of  a  middle  nature,  between  the  con- 
tinued 
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tinued  and  intermittent,  partaking  perhaps 
more  of  the  nature  of  the  laft  than  firft,  from* 
their  yielding  to  nothing  with  fo  much  cer- 
tainty as  the  bark,  from  their  ariftng  from 
the  fame  caufe,  mar(h  miafma ;  in  the  fame- 
places,  at  the  fame  feafoti  of  years,  each  or 
them  being  epidemic  together ;  and  very  often 
in  the  fame  man,  the  fame  difeafe  which  ap- 
pears, fometimes  exhibits  an  intermittent 
type,  fometimes  that  of  a  remittent. 

Thefe  fevers  generally  proceed  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  : — They  begin  with  yawning, 
and  ftretching ;  naufea,  or  bilious  vomiting, 
and  a  fenfation  of  cold;  then  fucceeds  ex- 
treme heat,  thirft,  pain  of  the  head,  back, 
and  ftcmach ;  reftlefsnefs  j  difficulty  of  breatta* 
ing,  and  generally  delirium.  The  pulfe  is 
now  hard,  though  feldom  very  full ;  the 
tongue  white  and  moift ;  with  a  yellownefs 
very  perceivable  in  the  whites  of  the  eyes, 
and  fometimes  over  the  whole  body.  Thefe 
fymptoms  continue  for  two  or  three  days; 
fometimes  for  five  or  fix ;  at  length,  a  fweat 
breaking  out  preferves  the  patient,  and  renders 
him  tolerably  eafy  for  a  few  hours  ;  but  the 
fever  again  rekindles,  fometimes  with,  fome- 
times 
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times  without  the  cold  fit.  After  the  con- 
tinuance of  a  certain  number  of  hours,  diffe- 
rent in  different  fubjedts,  this  fecond  fit  fpends 
its  force,  and  again  remits ;  to  which  a  third 
acceffion  of  the  ufual  fymptoms  fucceeds  ;  and 
in  this  manner  the  difeafe  proceeds,  till  death, 
or  perfedt  recovery.  This  will  furniih  a  ge- 
neral idea  of  remittents,  which  practical  uti- 
lity divides  but  into  two  fpecies,  inflamma- 
tory and  putrid.  In  thefirft  the  fymptoms  of 
exceffive  heat,  thirft,  and  pain,  all  run  re- 
markably high,  attended  with  a  dry  fkin,  and 
a  ftrong,  full,  and  hard  pulfe.  In  the  laft, 
the  fymptoms  of  naufea,  vomiting,  oppreffion, 
extreme  weaknefs,  and  dejection  ;  with  dif- 
colouring  of  the  fkin,  and  weak  pulfe,  fhew 
plainly  the  putrefa&ive  diathefis. 


CHAP.     I. 

Of  the  fimple  Remittent  Fever. 

fT^HE  moft  perfqcft  of  the  fevers  called  re- 
mittents, is  that  which  has  received  fe- 
veral  names,  viz.   bilious  kwcr,  marfh  fever, 
autumnal   remittent;  yellow,    Weft  Indian, 

E  Bengal, 
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Bengal,  and  camp  fever.  It  generally  comes 
on  luddenly,  and  begins  with  a  fenfe  of  de- 
bility, and  a  very  great  lownefs  of  fpirits. 
Thefe  fymptorns  are  attended  with  a  greater 
or  lefs  degree  of  chillinefs,  a  giddinefs,  nau- 
fea,  pains  in  the  head  and  loins,  and 
trembling  of  the  hands ;  the  countenance  is 
pale,  or  has  a  yellow  caft,  the  fkin  is  com- 
monly dry,  the  eyes  dull,  and  fometimes  yel- 
low, the  pulfe  quick  and  fmall,  and  the 
breathing  generally  difficult :  as  the  paroxyfm 
increafes,  the  naufea  becomes  more  violent, 
or  there  is  a  vomiting  of  bile.  Sometimes 
bile  is  alfo  voided  by  flool.  The  tongue  be- 
comes foul,  a  delirium  follows  y  a  flight  moif- 
ture  appears  on  the  face,  and  from  thence 
fpreads  to  the  other  parts,  and  a  remijjian  en- 
i lies .  On  the  fever's  remitting,  the  pulfe  re- 
turns almoft  to  its  natural  Hate. 

This  is  the  mildefl  degree  of  this  fever ; 
but  when  the  diforder  gains  ftrength,  or  is 
•very  violent,  the  remiiiionis  fcarcely  obvious, 
and  is  immediately  followed  by  another  pa- 
roxyfm, wherein  all  the  fymptorns  are  in- 
creafed.  The  mouth,  teeth,  and  infide  of 
the  lips,  are  not  only  covered  with  a  black 

S  cruft, 
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cruft,  but  the  tongue  becomes  fo  dry  and  ftiff, 
that  the  patient's  voice  can  fcarcely  be  heard. 
And  when  the  difeafe  proves  fatal,  the  matter 
of  the  different  excretions  becomes  almoft  ca- 
daverous ;  the  ftools  are  involuntary,  the  pulfe 
quick,  fmall,  and  irregular;  a  cold  fweat  is 
diffufed  over  the  whole  body;  the  face  be- 
comes convulfed ;  the  patient  is  employed  in 
feeling  aiid  picking  the  bed-cloaths ;  then 
comes  on  a  fubultus  tendinum,  and  convul-* 
iions,  with  which  the  fcene  clofes,  Th& 
more  favourable  fymptoms  are,  livid  or  in- 
flammatory fpots  in  the  laft  ftage  of  the  dif- 
eafe, particularly  on  the  breafts,  arms,  or 
belly  :  the  greater  the  number  of  petechia?, 
the  more  hope  of  an  happy  iffue.  A  copious 
and  univerfal  perfpiration ;  and  the  repeatedly 
voiding  great  quantities  of  urine,  are  very  be- 
neficial. To  thefe,  as  favourable  prognoftics, 
the  abfence  of  the  dangerous  figns  may  be 
added. 

Men  of  flrong  rigid  fibres,  and  valetudi- 
narians, are  very  liable,  in  the  hot  dry  months, 
to  fevere  bilious  fevers*  In  both  the  danger 
is  great,  but  greateft  and  mod  fpeedily  fo  in 
the  robuft.  Women,  children,  andthofeofa 
E  a  tender 
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tender  habit  are  more  rarely  affected  ;  nor  are 
the  fymptoms    in  thefe  patients  fo  alarming* 

If  the  pulfe  be  full  and  hard,  and  the  heat 
intenfe,  bleeding  may  be  performed  ;  but  this 
is  to  be  ordered  with  fome  caution.  Though 
the  ftrong  tenfe  pulfe,  with  laborious  breath- 
ing, may  indicate  bleeding,  and  the  patient 
feels  himfelf  more  light  and  eafy,  his  pulfe 
more  foft  and  open,  yet  in  a  few  hours,  the 
fymptoms  will  be  more  or  equally  violent, 
and  the  patient  low,  feeble,  and  very  deject- 
ed, with  rigors  and  an  infupportable  load  in 
the  precordia,  &c.  This  fhould  be  pecu- 
liarly attended  to  in  hotter  climates.  But 
when  there  is  a  ftaring  wildnefs  of  the  eyes, 
with  rednefs  in  them,  inattention  to  the  at- 
tendants, a  profufe  bleeding  at  the  nofe,  a 
pronenefs  to  action,  the  pulfe  low  and  feeble, 
pain  in  the  hypogaftric  region,  &c.  a  few 
ounces  of  blood  may  fafely  be  taken  away. 

After  this  operation,  if  required,  or  if  not, 
give  the 

Miltura  Laxativa.

After 
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After  the  evacuations,  which  fhould  be 
firft  upward,  then  downward,  the  faline 
draughts  may  be  given,  in  order  to  bring  the 
fever  fooner  to  a  crilis,  or  to  regular  inter- 
miflions.  Every  mitigated  period  fhould  be 
watched,  and  not  a  moment  negledted,  in 
which  proper  medicines  may  be  given,  to  fe- 
cure  complete,  thougli  fhorr,  remiffions.  To 
promote  perfpiration,  give  the  tartarifed  anti- 
mony, in  fmall  doles  with  nitre,  in  any  con- 
venient vehicle ;  if  this  fails,  after  giving  a  few 
dofes,  add  to  each,  a  fmall  quantity  of  cam- 
phor ;  or  join  the  mild  antimonials  with  ipe- 
cacuanha and  camphor  ;  and,  if  needful, 
immerfe  the  patient  in  a  tepid  bath  of  water 
and  vinegar.  As  foon  as  a  remifficn  is  per- 
ceived, the  bark  is  to  be  thrown  in,  repeated 
very  frequently,  and  in  a  futiicient  large  quan-* 
tity,  during  each  remiffion,  infuch  a  manner 
and  form  that  a  dram,  or  two  fcruples,  may 
be  given,  and  repeated  every  fecond  or  third 
hour,  fo  that  five  or  fix  drams  may  be  taken 
in  the  courfe  of  ten  or  twelve  hours,  left  the 
opportunity  fhould  be  loft  of  giving  a  fuffici- 
ent  quantity   of  the    medicine;   as   the    fits 

E  3  about 
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about  this  period,  that  the  bark  is  admiflible, 
are  apt  to  become  double,  and  the  fever  to 
run  into  a  continued  form.

If  the  bark  fhould  vomit,  or  purge,  a  few 
drops  of  tin£L  opii  may  be  added  to  each 
dole.  One  ounce  and  an  half  of  the  bark  is 
generally  fufficient  to  put  a  flop  to  the  fever; 
but  it  is  to  be  continued  daily,  though  in 
fmall  dofes,  till  the  patient  has  recovered  his 
itrength. 

The  bark,  though  it  does  not  always  imme- 
diately put  a  flop  to  the  progrefs  of  the  fever, 

yet 
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yet  it  invigorates  the  fyftem,  prevents  the 
more  dangerous  fymptoms,  and  brings  on  the 
crifis  much  fooner,  and  with  lefs  diftrefs  than 
where  things  are  left  to  themfelves. 

It  is  a  miftaken  notion  which  has  prevailed 
relative  to  the  bark  exerting  too  much  of  a  re*- 
ftringent  power,  and  thus  fuppreffing  natural 
difcharges ;  for  its  exhibition  has  been  fuc- 
reeded  evidently  by  a  laudable  ieparation  in  the 
urine,  with  warm,  profufe,  univerfal  fweats, 
and  plentiful  bilious  ftools ;  though  it  effec- 
tually reftrains  all  thofe  premature  and  colli- 
quative fweatings,  which  are  common  in  thefe 
.and  intermitting  fevers. 

The  patient's  drink  may  be  pure  water, 
•toaft  and  water,  or  barley-water,  acidulated 
with  lemon-juice,  cream  of  tartar,  or  fpirit  of 
vitriol.  The  air  in  the  patient's  room  fhould 
be  kept  as  pure  and  cool  as  poffible,  and  he 
fhould  be  as  much  expofed  to  it,  as  he  can 
well  bear. 

A  frequent  repetition  of  forne  proper  laxa- 
tive is  neceffary,  to  clear  the  alimentary  cajnal 
from  indurated,  &c.  .colluvies,  which  are 
always  generating  during  the  progrefs  of  this 
-difcafe,.    If  the  milder  laxatives  fail,  givp  five 

jE  4  grains 
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grains  of  calomel  with  half  a  drachm  of  rhin- 
barb  for  one  dofe,  which,  if  neceflary,  may  be 
affifted  with  oily  glyfters.  Coftivenefs  mufl 
be  oppofed  with  refolution. 

Before  we  quit  this  fubject,  it  is  necefTary 
to  obferve,  that  in  cold  climates,  a  too  early 
ufe  of  the  bark,  in  this  fever,  is  hurtful ;  but 
that  in  hot  climates,  fuch  as  the  Eaft  or  Weft 
Indies,  unlefs  recourfe  be  had  to  the  bark  on 
the  very  firir.  intermiffion,  though  imperfect, 
the  fever  is  apt  to  affume  a  continued  and 
dangerous  form. 

In  the  remittents  of  an  inflammatory  type, 
too  early  an  exhibition  of  the  bark  may  be 
dangerous.  Their  cure  fhould  be  begun  with 
bleeding,  cooling  purges,  and  imall  dofes  of 
antimonials,  to  break  the  force  of  the  fever, 
and  procure  a  remiffion  ;  then  the  bark  may 
be  given  with  advantage ;  but  in  thofe  of  a 
putrid  form,  after  proper  evacuations  have 
been  made  with  mild  purgatives,  fuch  as 
manna,  fal  polychreft,  tartarifed  kali,  &c. 
and  the  naufea  and  vomiting  have  been  releiv- 
ed  by  repeated  dofes  of  anti-emetic  mixture^, 
the  bark  may  be  freely  exhibited,  which  ge- 
nerally completes  the  cure. 

If 
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If  this  fever  attacks  a  female  patient,  on  or 
rear  the  time  of  the  menftrual  evacuatioa 
(which  is  m oft  frequently  the  cafe)  and  either 
fuppreffes  or  prolongs  that  difcharge,  the 
event  is  generally  fatal,  unlefs  relieved  by  free 
bleeding,  or  fuch  medicines  as  promote  or  re- 
ftrain  the  difcharge,  (as  one  or  the  other  is 
required.)  Bleeding  therefore  is  more  ne- 
ceflary  in  the  firft  part  of  the  difeafe,  in  fuch 
cafes,  than  ever  is  obferved  with  refpect  to 
men,  and  the  more  vigorous  of  either  fex, 
who  labour  under  this  diforder. 

Cleanlinefs  is  a  great  promoter  of  health,, 
and  a  ftricl:  obfervance  of  it  in  all  inftances 
is  peculiarly  refreshing  to  the  fick,  in  this  and 
all  other  diforders  of  the  putrid  and  the  bilious 
kind. 

CHAP.     II. 

Of  the  Angina  Maligna^  or  Putrid  fore  Throat. 

HP  HIS   fever  is   a  putrid  remittent  of  the 

eruptive  fpecies,  accompanied  with   an 

ulcerated  fore  throat.      It  is  epide  nic  at  times 

in  the  different  countries  in  Europe,  very  fatal 

7  among 
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among  children,  and  for  the  mod  part  has  for 
its  afTociate  a  fcarlet  efflorefcence  on  the  fkin. 
The  inflammation  is  here  more  of  the  eryfipe- 
latous  than  of  thephlegmonic  kind.  It  comes 
on  with  a  giddinefs  of  the  head,  chillinefs,  or 
fliivering,  f jllowed  by  great  heat ;  and  thefe 
interchangeably  fucceed  each  other  during 
fome  hours,  till,  at  length,  the  heat  becomes 
conftant  and  intenfe.  There  is  at  the  fame 
time  a  languor,  ficknefs,  and  vaft  oppreffion ; 
the  pulfe  is  fmall  and  deprefled,  but  extremely 
quick  ;  the  breathing  frequent,  and  laborious ; 
the  flcin  exceffively  hot,  but  not  perfectly  dry  ; 
the  tongue  moift,  efpecially  toward  the  root, 
covered  with  a  whitifh,  foft  mucus,  like 
cream*  Sometimes  a  naufea,  a  vomiting,  or 
purging,  or  both,  attend ;  there  is  a  pain  in 
the  head,  ibrenefs  of  the  throat ;  the  eyes  are 
inflamed  and  watery,  as  in  the  mealies ;  there 
is  a  faintnefs  and  anxiety,  together  with  a 
fiorid  colour  on  the  infide  of  the  throat  and 
tonfils.  Inftead  of  this  rednefs,  a  broad  ir- 
regular fpot,  of  a  pale  white  colour,  is  fome- 
times  to  be  feen  furrounded  with  a  florid  red ; 
and  on  the  fecond  or  third  day  of  the  difeafe, 
the  face,  neck,  bread,  and  hands,  to  the  fin- 
ger 
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ger  ends,  become  of  a  deep  eryfipelatous 
colour,  with  a  fcnfible  tumefaction  ;  a  great 
number  of  fmall  pimples,  alfo,  of  a  more  in- 
tenfe  colour  than  that  which  furrounds  them, 
appear  on  the  arms,  and  other  parts  ;  though 
the  efflorefcence  on  the  ikin  does  not  always 
accompany  this  difeafe;  when  it  does  it  gene- 
rally appears  on  the  third  day,  but  brings  no 
relief  J  on  the  contrary,  the  oppreffion,  diffi- 
culty of  breathing,  and  naufea,  increafe  often- 
times  with  purging  ;  and  the  patient,  who 
by  this  time  begins  to  grow  delirious,  is  either 
conftantly  tolling  in  bed,  or  lies  in  a  comatofe 
ftate ;  the  ftrength,  which  hitherto  has  kept 
up  more  than  might  be  expected,  now  en- 
tirely fails  j  the  breathing  becomes  more  la- 
borious, and  fwallowing  difficult;  and,  be- 
fore the  fixth  day,  life  ends  by  fuffocation. 

The  forenefs  of  the  throat  is  attended  with 
floughs,  and  ulcerates,  different  from  what 
happens  in  the  aphthofe  fever;  the  parotid 
glands  commonly  fwell,  and  are  extremely 
painful ;  a  delirium  frequently  comes  on,  with 
heat  and  reflleffnefs,  efpecially  towards  night; 
and  a  gentle  and  agreeable  fweat  breaks  out 
towards  the  morning,  and  a  remiffion  enfues, 

which 
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which  fometimes  gives  this  difeafe  the  ap- 
pearance of  an  intermittent  :  a  faintnefs,  ne- 
verthelefs,  ftill  attends ;  the  pulfe  is  quick 
and  fmall ;  in  fome  foft  and  full,  but  feldom 
hard.  An  offenfive  bad  tafte  in  the  mouth  is 
perceived  in  this  difeafe,  and  (in  the  other- 
wife  weak  and  infirm,  who  are  chiefly  the 
fubjedls  of  it)  an  acute  pain  afFedts  the  head. 
—■The  breath  is  infectious,  and  fhould  there- 
fore be  guarded  ag^inft. 

This  fever  moft  frequently  occurs  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  autumn  ;  and  attacks  children 
and  people  with  lax  habits. 

We  fhould  allow  ftrong  whey  made  with 
mountain,  or  any  other  rich  wine,  very  freely ; 
fage  tea ;  and,  in  cafe  of  great  ficknefs  at  the 
ftomach,  mint  tea,  negus,  or  other  acidulated 
drinks,  will  be  ufeful,  if  they  do  not  run  off 
by  ftool. 

The  patient  fhould  be  kept  in  bed  mode- 
rately warm. 

Bleeding  fhould  be  attempted  with  the  great- 
eft  caution,  and  nothing  fhould  induce  us  to 
prefcribe  it,  without  the  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms  run  at  the  beginning  extremely  high  ; 
for  it  difpofes  the  blood  to  run  too  rapidly  into 

apu- 
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a  putrefcent  diathefis,  and  hurries  on  the  fa- 
tal fymptoms  dependent  on  that  caufe.  Indeed 
all  evacuations,  except  gentle  fweats,  are  ge- 
nerally injurious  in  this  diforder;  and  there-* 
fore,  if  a  loofenefs  and  vomiting  fhould  come 
on,  and  prove  violent,  notwithftanding  the 
complaints  in  the  throat,  and  other  fymptoms, 
may  feem  to  indicate  their  utility,  they  fhould 
be  checked  by  ftimulants  and  opiates.  On 
the  firft  attack  of  the  difeafe,  a  vomit  is  high  ■ 
ly  falutary,  not  only  in  cleanfing  the  ftomach 
and  inteftines  of  any-  fordes  which  may  be 
lodged  there,  and  affiil  in  aggravating  the  com- 
plaint, but  by  very  often  putting  a  total  flop 
to  the  difeafe.  An  emetic,  therefore,  fhould 
be  exhibited,  and  chamomile  tea  drank  plen- 
tifully, by  which  means  you  may,  in  a  great 
meafure,  flop  the  ficknefs,  and  prevent  a  fu- 
pervening  loofenefs,  which  very  frequently 
attends  in  this  diforder ;  and  then  order  thus :

By  this  method  the  Houghs  will  feparate, 
and  the  Symptoms  in  general  abate ;  but  will 
leave  the  patient  languid,  weak,  and  low, 
with  fome  he&ic  appearances.  At  this  time 
it  will  be  proper  to  order  the  cortex,  with 
the  addition  of  acid,  vitriolic,  dilutum,  and  pre- 
scribe aiTes  milk,  a  country  air,  generous  diet, 
and  gentle  exercife. 


SECT.     IV. 

Intermittent  Fevers,  or  Agues. 
1.  Quotidian.     2.  Ter tain.     $.  Quartan. 

HP  HIS  fever  takes  its  name  from  there  being 
a  total  cefTation  of  all  febrile  affe&ion 
between  the  paroxyfms :  as  in  remittent  fevers, 
there  is  only  an  abatement  or  mitigation  of  the 
fymptoms;  fo  in  this,  there  is  a  total  freedom, 
and  the  patient  feels,  during  that  interval,  a& 
if  not  oppreffed  with  the  difeafe.     This  fever 

has 
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has  three  regular  ftages,  viz.    the  cold   fit, 
the  hot  fit,  and  the  fweating. 

The  firft  begins  with  yawning,  ftretching, 
pain  in  the  back,  and  at  the  ends  of  the  fin- 
gers ;  to  thefe  fucceed  great  coldnefs  and 
fhivering,  which  laft  is  fometimes  very  vio- 
lent. There  is  alfo  a  difficulty  of  breathing, 
with  great  oppreffion,  naufea,  and  frequent 
vomiting ;  the  lips  and  cheeks  are  pale ;  the 
nails  livid,  and  the  whole  fkin  fhrivelled  up, 
and  contracted  ;  the  pulfe  is  weak  but  quick ; 
and  the  urine,  if  any  is  made  during  this  ftage, 
is  thin,  crude,  and  diaphanous. 

This  cold  fit  will  fometimes  continue  four 
or  five  hours,  in  other  cafes  not  laft  longer  than 
half  an  hour,  but  in  general  it  remains  between 
one  and  two  hours ;  afterwards  the  hot  fit 
commences,  in  which  the  ficknefs,  anxiety, 
and  difficulty  of  breathing  remain,  but  go  off 
by  degrees  as  the  pulfe  gets  fuller  and  flronger ; 
.along  with  the  heat  there  is  exceflive  thirft, 
violent  head-ach,  and  frequently  delirium ; 
fometimes,  in  very  dangerous  cafes,  a  degree 
of  flupidity,  or  coma.  The  breathing  is  quick, 
but  free ;  the  pulfe  ftrong,  full,  and  rapid  -, 
the  urine  high  coloured. 

How 
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How  long  this  fit  will  continue  is  not  cer- 
tain, it  has  no  determinate  period,  but  as  a 
fweat  comes  on,  which  generally  does,  all 
the  febrile  fymptoms  vanifh,  and  appear  to  be 
carried  off  by  this  cuticular  evacuation.  Then 
fucceeds  the  interval  of  eafe,  which  is  diffe- 
rent according  to  the  fpecies  of  the  intermit- 
tent, which  is  commonly  divided  into  the 
quotidian,  the  tertian,  and  the  quartan.  In 
the  quotidian,  there  is  a  fit  once  in  every  twen- 
ty-four hours ;  in  the  tertian,  there  is  an  apy- 
rexy,  or  intermiffion,  for  at  leaft  twenty-four 
hours ;  and  it  is  called  a  quartan,  when  the 
patient  is  two  days  free  from  the  fever ;  and 
this  is  more  difficult  to  cure  than  a  tertian  or 
quotidian,  which  laft  are  often  cured  by  I  fi 
of  good  bark.  Quartans  frequently  extend 
from  autumn  to  fpring.  An  autumnal  ague 
is  more  difficultly  cured  than  a  vernal.  Quo- 
tidians, and  double  tertains,  efpecially  when 
they  anticipate  the  hour  of  their  return,  are 
apt  to  change  into  continual  fevers,  and  are 
then  attended  with  greater  danger. 

Profufe  fweats  muft  never  be  promoted  in 
the  courfe  of  intermitting  fevers  ;  for  by  fuch 
methods  you  weaken  your  patient  to  fuch  a 

p  degree 
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degree  as  to  render  the  diftemper  dangerous* 
and  the  cure  difficult. 

At-the  beginning  of  fevers,  it  is  very  often, 
nay  almoft  always,  impoffible  to  tell  whether 
they  will  turn  out  continual,  remittent,  or  in- 
termittent; and,  therefore,  if  any  thing  is 
neceffary  to  be  done,  the  ftate  of  the  confti- 
tution  will  point  of  what  nature  it  muft  be. 
If  the  pulfe  is  full,  and  the  habit  plethoric, 
bleeding  will  be  required  ;  if  the  ftomach  ap- 
pears loaded,  or  foul,  an  emetic  fhould  be 
exhibited ;  and  fhould  it  fail  to  clear  the  in- 
teftines,  fome  proper  purgative  fhould  be 
given;  or  an  emollient  glyfter  thrown  up. 
Indeed  a  vomit  fhould  fcarce  ever  be  omitted, 
when  the  fever  has  put  on,  and  manifefted 
its  intermittent  type.  Four  fpoonfuls  of  the 
following  may  be  given,  and  continued  at  pro- 
per intervals,  till  it  has  produced  its  effedts  :

By  thefe  means,  very  often  the  diforder  will 
be  conquered  j  but  fhould  they  fail,  and  the 
febrile  affections  ftill  keep  their  gfound,  anti- 
monials,  as  in  cafes  of  continued  fevers,  may 
be  had  recourie  to.  Let  the  fever  be  of  what 
nature  it  will,  the  method  here  laid  down  will 
be  proper ;  but,  if  in  fome  time  it  clearly 
fhews  it  to  be  a  fpecies  of  intermittent,  if  the 
paroxyfm  appears  regular,  palling  through  the 

F  2  cold, 
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cold,  hot,  and  fweating  ftages,  and  the  inters 
million  is  attended  with  an  even,  fteady,  foft 
pulfe,  and  a  well-charged  urine,  we  may 
boldly  venture  to  throw  in  the  bark  $  but 
otherwife  it  is  of  great  confequence  to  be 
wary  in  the  exhibition  of  it;  as  it,  if  not  well 
timed,  might  be  productive  of  very  dangerous 
obftrudtions.

It  is  neceffary  to  obferve,  and  fhould  be  con- 
sidered as  a  practical  rule,  that  patients  fhould, 
during  the  intermiffion,  take  as  much  bark 
as  is  fufficient  for  the  prevention  of  the  return 
of  the   paroxyfm.     Adults  generally  require 
from  fix  to  eight  drams  ;  and  the  continuance 
of  the  apyrexy  will  point  out  the  times  in 
which  it  ought  to  be  taken.     In  a  quotidian, 
the  bark  ought  to  be  given  every  fecond  hour ; 
in  a  tertian,  every  third  or  fourth  ;  in  a  quar- 
tan, the  firft  day  free  from   febrile  affection, 
the  medicine  maybe  omitted  ;  but  the  fecond 
and  third  fhould  be   taken  every  fecond  or 
third  hour, 

This  medicine,  properly  adminiftered,  fel- 
dom  fails  to  flop  the  return  of  the  fever  in  a 
fhort  time;  then,  in  order  to  prevent  a  re- 
Japfe,  after  this  has  happened,  the  medicine 
Should  ftill  be  continued  every  fifth  or  fixth 

F  7  hour 
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hour  for  two  or  three  days ;  then  twice  a  day 
for  one  week ;  and  once  a  day  for  another ; 
the  patient  avoiding  night  air,  and  refraining 
from  any  fort  of  food  that  is  cold,  flatulent, 
and  watery. 

Some  ftomachs  will  not  bear  the  bark  either 
in  fubftance  or  decodtion  -,  in  which  cafe  it  may 
be  agreeably  taken  in  the  following  manner  :

Much  depends  on  the  goodnefs  of  that  ex- 
cellent drug  the  bark,  with  which  fuch  mighty 
things  are  done  in  medicine  :  its  tafte  and  co- 
lour are  the  chief  ligns  by  which  to  diftinguifli 
its  goodnefs  $  its  infide  fhould  be  of  a  yellow- 

F  4  ifh, 
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ifh,  reddifh,  or  rufly  iron  colour  -,  its  outiide 
of  a  light  afh  colour,  and  its  rolls  fhould 
not  be  much  larger  than  goofe  quills  5  it 
fhould  break  clofe  and  fmooth,  and  prove 
friable  between  the  teeth ;  its  tafte  fhould  be 
very  bitter,  aftringent,  and  in  fome  degree 
aromatic. 

When  bark  fails  of  curing,  it  has  been  faid 
to  be  owing  either  to  its  not  being  taken  a 
fufficient  length  of  time,  given  in  too  fmall 
dofes,  or  in  an  improper  form.  Six  drams  of 
bark  in  a  julep,  warmed  with  fome  fpirituous 
water,  is  the  moft  effectual  mode ;  but  if  this 
cannot  be  fubmitted  to,  and  a  quantity  requifite 
cannot  be  taken,  bark  glyfters  may  be  given.

For  children  the  dofe  of  the  extradt,  and 
tincture  of  opium  muft  be  proportionably  lef- 
fened. 

When  the  bark  is  prepared  by  deco&ion, 
and  kept  in  the  fhops,  a  little  fpirit  fhould  al- 
ways be  added,  and  the  bottle  fhaken  when 
6  ufed  3 
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ufed  ;  it  fhould  not  be  kept  above  four  or  five 
days  in  fummer,  nor  above  a  week  in  the  win- 
ter feafon. 

After  an  ague  is  cured  by  the  bark,  no  pur- 
gative, or  even  laxative,  muft  be  given  for  a 
great  length  of  time. 

Pyrmont  water,  and  riding  on  horfeback, 
will  affift  much  in  fecuring  the  body  from 
farther  attacks  ;  and  where  the  vifcera  are  per- 
feftly  found,  cold  bathing  may  be  of  great 
ufe  in  preventing  a  return  of  thefe  fevers ;  and 
the  bark  fhould  be  taken  at  the  end  of  every 
two  or  three  weeks,  and  repeated  at  proper 
intervals  occafionally. 

When  the  Peruvian  bark  has  failed,  the 
following  method  has  been  known  to  fucceed 
in  the  cure  of  a  tertian ;

In  general,  in  an  irregular  ague,  the  firft  in- 
dication of  cure  is  to  bring  it  to  be  regular. 

This 
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This  is  done  partly  by  time,  and  by  faline,  or 
emetic  and  laxative  medicines. 

Opium  has  been  found  very  effectual  in  re- 
moving intermittent  fevers.  The  proper  time 
of  giving  it  is  half  an  hour  after  the  com- 
mencement  of  the  hot  fit.

The  opium  relieves  the  head-aeh  and  fe- 
ver, and  promotes  a  profufe  fweat. — Dr.  Lind* 
(who  introduced  this  practice)  gives  the  opiate 
in  about  two  ounces  of  the  tindt.  facra,  when 
the  patient  is  coftive,  ordering  the  bark  im- 
mediately after  the  fit.  Thus  the  fit  is  fhort- 
ened,  and  the  inteftines  cleanfed  before  giv- 
ing the  bark. 

For  children  labouring  under  this  difeafe, 
a  waiftcoat  with  powdered  bark  quilted  be- 
tween the  folds  of  it  has  been  of  fervice :  alfo 
bathing  in  a  femicupium,  made  of  a  decodtion 
of  the  cortex  ->  or  rubbing  the  fpine,  at  the 
approach  of  the  fit,  with  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  tindtura  opii  and  linimentum  faponis. 
Jf  thefe  ihould  not  produce  the  defired  effedt, 

two 
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two  or  three  tea-fpoonfuls  of  the  fyrup.  pa- 
pav.  alb.  may  be  given  in  the  hot  fit.  And 
for  the  entire  removal  of  the  difeafe,  after 
purging  with  the  magnefia  alba,  one  drachm 
of  the  extradt.  cort.  Peru,  with  a  few  drops 
of  the  tin£t.  opii,  may  be  given  in  a  clyfter, 
and  repeated  every  three  hours,  for  a  child  of 
about  a  year  old. 

Pills  made  of  cobwebs  have  been  known  to 
cure  the  ague.  Indeed  there  are  few  difor- 
ders  that  have  fuch  a  multiplicity  of  empirical 
remedies  recommended  for  the  cure;  I>r* 
Lind  has  collected  no  lefs  than  forty,  in  his 
Effay  on  Difeafes  incidental  to  Europeans  ir* 
Hot  Climates,  p.  297. 

SECT.     V. 
Eruptive    Fevers.  '*< 

CHAP.    r. 
Of  the  Small  Fox. 

ff^HE  fmall-pox  are  commonly  divided  in- 
to  two  forts ;   the  diftindt  and  con- 
fluent. 

The 
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The  firft  fymptoms  of  the  diftind  fort  are 
like  thofe  of  moft  other  fevers,  a  fenfation  of 
cold,  fhivering,  great  oppreffion,  naufea,  and 
Vomiting,  with  pain  in  the  head  and  back, 
exceffive  heat  and  thirft,  ftraightnefs  about  the 
praecordia,  drowfinefs,  fornetimes  a  degree  of 
delirium,  and,  in  young  children,  convul- 
fions,  which  in  them  are  confidered  as  a  fa- 
vourable fymptom.  In  ftrong  plethoric  pa- 
tients the  pulfe  is  frequent,  full,  and  hard  -, 
the  eyes  red  and  fparkling,  the  fkin  moift  and 
foft. 

About  the  fecond,  third,  or  fourth  day 
from  the  firft  feizure,  little  red  fpots  are  feen, 
like  flea-bites,  which  feel  hard  in  the  fkin, 
when  prefled  with  the  finger ;  which  hard- 
nefs  diftinguiffies  them  from  other  eruptions, 
particularly  the  meafles,  which  at  their  firft 
appearance  can  feldom  be  felt  in  this  manner, 
being  rather  efflorefcences,  not  elevating  the 
cuticle ;  and  thefe  fpots  appear  on  the  face, 
hands,  and  fore  part  of  the  arm,  neck,  and 
upper  part  of  the  breaft,  fucceffively,  attended 
with  reftleflhefs. 

The  pain,  ficknefs,  oppreffion,  and  fe- 
brile -affe&ions,  decreafe  as  the  eruption  ap- 
pears, 
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pears,  and,  except  the  fkiri  continuing  hoi 
and  moift,  go  off  in  a  day  or  two.  About  the' 
fixth  day  from  the  attack,  the  puftules  begin 
to  fwell,  grow  hot,  and  painful,  and  round 
their  bafis  the  colour  of  the  fkin  appears  of  a 
florid  red ;  the  whole  face,  and  particularly 
the  eye-lids,  are  foon  after  fo  puffed  up  that 
the  eyes  are  often  clofed  j  and  the  whole  coun- 
tenance fo  changed  and,  inflated,  as  to  have 
fcarcely  any  refemblarice  of  the  natural  fea- 
tures. Now  the  febrile  fymptoms  begin  to 
be  rekindled,  and  encreafe  until  the  ninth, 
tenth,  or  eleventh  day,  according  to  the  par- 
ticular circumftances  refpedting  the  quantity 
of  eruption,  and  feverity  of  the  difeafe.  The 
puftules  on  the  ninth  day  are  at  their  ftate  y 
and  now  the  face  and  eye-lids  fwell  %  and,  if 
numerous,  the  eyes  clofe  up ;  the  hands  alfo 
begin  to  tumefy ;  the  puftules  having  many 
of  them  acquired  the  fize  of  peas,  and  being 
arrived  at  complete  maturation,  and  filled  with 
yellowifh  pus,  begin  to  turn  of  a  dark  colour, 
to  dry,  and  become  rough  ;  on  the  tenth  day, 
on  the  face  ;  on  the  eleventh  the  fwelling  fub- 
fides,  and,  as  that  happens,  the  hands  and 
feet  puff  up,  and  the  puftules  do  not  fall  till 


the 
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the  fourteenth  or  fifteenth,  when  the  puflules 
begin  to  fcale  off. 

In  the  confluent  kind  all  the  above  firas 
are  greatly  aggravated  ;  the  fpots  are  more  red, 
thick,  and  clofe,  and  the  fpaces  between 
them  much  more  inflamed  ;  livid  fpots  alfo 
frequently  attend.  This  kind  of  pock  firft  ap- 
pears about  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  and  comes 
to  its  flate  about  the  fifteenth.  The  fever 
does  not  give  way  on  the  eruption,  as  in  the 
diftindt.  A  fpitting,  in  adults,  is  a  regular 
fymptom  in  the  confluent  fmall  pox,  from  the 
fixth  day  till  after  the  crifis,  the  fudden  flop- 
page  of  which  is  attended  with  dangerous  cir- 
cumftances,  unlefs  it  be  fucceeded  by  a  re- 
markable fwelling  of  the  hands.  A  diarrho3a, 
in  children,  often  precedes  this  kind  of  fmall 
pox. 

In  cafes  where  the  furface  of  the  body  is, 
in  a  manner,  entirely  covered  over  with  the 
eruption,  and  this  hardening  into  a  continued 
cruft,  what  with  the  abforption  of  the  puru- 
lent matter,  what  with  the  offenfive  fordes 
from  the  inteftinal  canal,  and  what  with  the 
obftrudtion  of  the  cutaneous  difcharges,  the 
blood  again  appears  to  be  affedted  with  a  mor- 
bific 
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bific  acrimony,  which  raifes  a  new  fever,  that 
frequently  deftroys  the  patient,  in  fpite  of 
every  effort  to  avert  the  fatal  cataftrophe. 

This  fecondary  fever  ought,  perhaps,  rather 
to  be  attributed  to  the  incomplete  feparation 
and  expulfion  of  the  vairolous  matter;  and 
from  hence,  alfo,  proceed  naufea,  and  want 
of  appetite,  hedtic  heat,  inflammations  of  the 
eyes,  (Edematous  fwellings  of  the  hands  and 
feet,  abfeeffes,  and  untoward  ulcers,  efpecially 
in  fcrophulous  habits,  and  foolifhnefs,  a  de- 
gree of  delirium,  without  fever,  a  cough, 
and  other  phthifical  fymptoms.  The  fureft 
remedy  for  every  one  of  thefe  complaints  is 
the  cortex,  as  a  tonic,  an  antifeptic,  and  cor- 
rector of  acrimony,  and  grand  reiterative, 
joined  to  a  proper  courfe  of  diet,  change  of 
air,  and  the  prudent  interpolition  of  cathar- 
tics. 

The  danger  of  this  difeafe  is  generally  efti- 
niated  by  the  number  and  nature  of  the 
puftules,  and  chiefly  by  thofe  on  the  face  ; 
alfo,  by  the  manner  of  their  coming  out ;  the 
more  flow  and  regular  their  appearance,  the 
more  univerfal  will  be  the  feparation  of  the 
variolous  matter.     The  fewer  there  are  in  the 

face, 
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face,  and  about  the  throat,  or  on  the  breaft, 
or  the  neck,  the  better. 

Where  it  is  fatal,  the  patient  generally  dies 
On  the  eighth  or  ninth  day,  in  the  diftincl: 
kind;  and  on  the  eleventh  in  the  confluent. 

The  regimen  fhould  be  determined  by  the 
fymptoms  and  feafons  of  the  year  :  the  patient 
for  inftance,  muft  be  kept  warmer  in  winter 
than  in  fummer  :  a  hot  regimen,  at  all  times, 
is  now  juftly  and  univerfally  exploded. 
The  diet  ihould  be  light,  and  not  he 
the  apartment  fhould  be  kept  cool,  and  the 
patient  fit  up  fome  hours  every  day,  if  the 
ftrength  will  permit. 

The  drink  fhuuld  be  cold  water,  or  barley- 
water,  milk  and  water,  milk-porridge,  bar- 
ley-gruel :  final  1  white- wine  whey,  in  fome 
cafes,  may  be  allowed.  Attenuating  drinks 
cannot  be  too  much  inculcated  in  either  the 
diftindtor  confluent  pock;  but,  above  ail,  the 
free  admiflion  of  pure  air. 

It  appears  obvious,  that  the  fmall  pox  is  to 

be  treated  according  to  the  nature  of  the  fever 

which  accompanies  it;  if  the  difeafe  fhould 

.  feize  people  whofe  conftitution  labours  under 

an  inflammatory  diathefis,  and  have  the  fymp- 

G  torus 
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toms  of  an  inflammatory  fever,  copious  bleed- 
ing, and  that  repeated  if  the  fymptoms  do 
not  abate  on  the  firft  evacuation,  is  neceflary ; 
antimonials  in  fmall  dofes,  with  nitre,  and 
cooling  fub-acid  drinks;  and  glyfters  to 
empty  the  bowels.  If,  on, the  contrary,  thofe 
of  an  oppofite  temperament,  who  have  been 
exhaufted  by  previous  diforders,  or  who  have 
weak  and  relaxed  fibres,  with  a  poor  and  thin 
ftate  of  fluids,  and  fhould  ileal  on  in  a  gradual 
way,  like  a  nervous  fever,  we  muft  endeavour 
to  rouze  the  languid  animal  motions,  by  giv- 
ing warm  wine,  or  ftrong  fack-whey,  with 
fome  drops  of  compound  fpirit  of  ammonia  in 
each  dofe;  and,  on  no  account,  to  attempt 
to  leffen  the  quantity  of  blood,  or  give  any 
thing  that  may  bring  on  a  number  of  loofe 
ftools :  a  gentle  emetic  will  be  beneficial,  as 
its  adtion  may  not  only  tend  to  promote  the 
eruption,  but,  alfo,  by  unloading  the  ftomach, 
may  remove  the  heavy  ficknefs,  and  relieve 
the  anxiety.

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But  mould  we  know  the  fluids  to  be  in  a  pu- 
t$efcent  ftate,  and  a  putrid  fever  be  the  affb- 
ciate,  bleeding  muft,  by  all  means,  be  avoided, 
and  fuch  fteps  taken  as  have  been  before  ad- 
vifed,  in  fevers  of  that  type. 

In  cafe  of  a  loofenefs,  decodt.  cornu  cervi 
cum  cortic.  cinnamom.  will  be  a  proper  drink; 
but  we  mould  be  very  circumfpedt  how  we 
check  the  diarrhoea,  unlefs  it  be  too  violent.

If  the  fymptoms  go  on  properly,  and  a  cof- 
tivenefs  attends,  many  choofe  to  procure  a 
ftool  by  an  emollient  clyfter  every  fecond  or 
third  day;  others  omit  it  till  the  ninth  day; 
but  this  laft  cannot  furely  be  maintained  as  a 
reafonable  practice;  fince  experience  evinces 
the  propriety  of  keeping  the  bowels  gently  and 
regularly  open. 

After  the  eruption  is  complete,  fyr.  papav. 
albi  3i.  with  aq.  diftillat.  31.  for  a  child  of 

G  2  four 
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four  years  old,  and  fo  in  proportion,  every 
night,  is  ftrongly  recommended  by  many 
practitioners ;  provided  the  body  be  not  cof- 
tive;  a  circumftance,  as  juft  now  remarked, 
which  mould  be  carefully  guarded  againfh 

If  a  vomit  hath  been  omitted  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  difeafe,  a  naufea,  and  ficknefs  at 
the  flomach,  will  frequently  be  the  confe- 
quence ;  in  this  cafe,  let  the  patient  drink 
plentifully  of  warm  water  to  empty  the  fto- 
mach,  or  give  a  gentle  emetic  •>  or  a  little 
white-wine  whey,  under  fuch  a  circumflance, 
will  afford  relief;  or,

If  the  fuppu- 
ration  does  not  go  on  kindly,  and  petechias  ap- 
pear, the  bark  fhould  be  given. 

In  czfe  a  delirium  and  lethargic  fymptoms 
come  on  towards  the  crifis,  with  reftlerTnefs, 
and  difficulty  of  breathing,  blifters  muft  be 
immediately  applied  to  the  legs  and  arms  ; 
but,  above  all,  there  fhould  be  a  full  ad- 
miflion  of  pure  air,  with  as  much  cold  water 
for  drink  as  the  thirft  requires,  and  the 
bowels  ,fhould  be  conftantly  kept  open. 

Gentle  cardiacs,  in  almoft  all  cafes  of  this 
kind,  fhould  not  be  omitted,

This  fymptcm  (viz.  bloody  urine)  fome- 
times  attends  the  beginning  of  the  fmall-pox, 
and  is  joined  with  great  pain  in  the  back  ;  in 
fuch  the  eruption  never  rifes.

—Bleeding  in  this  cafe  is  efteemed  injurious, 
though  the  pain  may  feem  to  indicate  it. 

Some  phyficians  have  lately  recommended 
mercurials  in  the  confluent  fmall-pox,  lb  as 
to  raife  a  gentle  ptialifn ;  this  practice  un- 
doubtedly merits  farther  confideration. 

Gentle  purgatives  are  recommended  towards 
the  decline  of  this  diftemper ;  fuch  as  infuf. 
fen.  tinctur.  fen.  fal.  Rupellenf.  vel  kali 
tartar,  then  ftronger  cathartics,  fuch  as  the 
extract,  colocynth.  cum  aloe  gr.  xv.  vel,  ai. 
pro  doii,  &  repetend.  ad  quatuor  vel  fex 
vices. 

Some  greatly  difapprove  of  fevere  purges 
after  the  fms!l-pox,  iuppofing  that  they  bring 
on  various  diieafcs ;  fuch  as  fcrophulous  tu- 
mors, &c.  It  is  moft  certain  we  often  find, 
where  they  have  been  neglected  at  proper  in- 

G  4  tervals, 
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tervals,  that  many  troublefome  diforders  en* 
{us;  fuchas  ftrumous  ophthalmies,  fwellings, 

<&c.  which,  when  d  happen,  are  beft 

removed  by  alteratives  and  mild  evacuations f 
— But  if  fuch  complaints  fhould  arife*,  in  ten- 
der habits,  from  too  fevere  purging,  or  mould 
not  fubmit  to  the  former  method,  we  muft 
have  recourfe  to  the  cortex,  and  to  affes  milk  : 
perpetual  blifters,  and,  in  grofs,  fcrophulous 
fubjeds,  jflues,  at  the  decline  of  this  dilbrder, 
will  be  of  infinite  fervice. 

Small  dofes  of  calomel  are  very  fuccefsfully 
ufed  after  the  fmall-pox,  and  injure  the  ten- 
der conftitution  lefs  than  profufe  purging. 


Of  Inoculation. 

INoculation  is  the  happiefl  method  of  com  - 
municating  the  fmall-pox:  yet,  notwittu 
ftanding  the  great  fuccefs  that  generally  at- 
tends it,  it  requires  preparation,  with  refpecl 
to  the  fubject  of  inoculation,  and  difcretion, 
with  refpedt  to  the  operator.  The  patients 
fhould  be  found  and  healthy,  or  at  leaft  free 
from  acrimonious  humours. 

The 
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The  bed  age  is  from  two  years8  and  up* 
wards ;  as  the  proportion  of  children  dying 
before  that  period  (hews  how  much  they  are 
liable  to  difeafes  of  other  kinds.  Indeed  very 
young  children  are  fubject  to  have  a  great 
number  of  puftules,  which  always  indicate 
danger. 

As  to  the  feafons  for  inoculation,  there  is 
no  reafonable  objection  to  be  made  to  any, 
unlefs  fome  epidemic  ftate  of  the  air  prevails. 

With  regard  to  the  preparation,  the  great 
point  is  thought  to  lie  in  reducing  the  patient 
if  in  high  health,  and  in  ftrengthening  him 
if  weak ;  alfo  to  clear  the  bowels  from  all 
crudities.  In  order  to  effect  this,  it  is  proper 
to  abftain  from  all  animal  food,  broths,  but- 
ter, cheefe,  eggs,  fpices,  and  fermented  li- 
quors ;  and  enter  upon  a  diet  of  puddings, 
gruel,  fago,  milk,  rice,  fruit,  greens,  po- 
tatoes and  vegetables ;  with  the  ufe  of  tea, 
coffee,  and  chocolate.  This  courie  is  to  be 
purfued  for  a  week  or  ten  days  ;  during  which 
time  he  is  to  take  three  preparative  pills  ;  or 
the  medicine  may  be  given  in  the  form  of  a 
powder,  and  taken  in  currant-jelly  or  fyrup, 
going  to  reft;  and  the  next  morning  purged 

oft 
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off  with  a  dole  of  Glauber's  fait  diffolved  in 
barley-water  or  water-gruel. 

The  firft  dofe  mould  be  given  at  the  en- 
trance of  this   courfe;  the  fecond,  three  or 
four  days  after ;  and  the  third,  on  the  eighth 
or  ninth  day ;  and  the  inoculation  fhould  be 
performed  the  day  after  the  laft  dofe  has  been 
taken.     Some   cafes    may  occur,    of  weakly 
patients,  where   the  above  plan,  both  as   to 
diet  and   medicine,  may  be  difpenfed  with  ; 
and  boiled  chicken  or  any  light  food  may  very 
judiciouily  be  adminiftered  :  and  where  a  few 
alteratives,  fuch  as  aethiops,  for   fome  days, 
with  a  gentle  purge  or  two,  may  be  fufficient. 
The  preparative  medicine  is  to  be  compofed 
of  prepared  calomel,  and  crabs'  claws,  of  each 
eight  grains,  and  one  eighth  part  of  a  grain  of 
tartarifed   antimony.      Thefe  mould  be  inti- 
mately mixed  in  a  glafs  mortar.     This  quan- 
tity is  a  full  dofe  for  a  healthy  man  or  woman ; 
and  if;  muft  be  regulated  in  proportion  to  the 
sge  and  constitution. 

For  girls  of  :en  or  twelve  years  1  have  com- 
monly given  three  grains  of  calomel,  and  three 
of  crabs'  claws,  and  one  fixteenth  part  of  a 
grain  of  tartarifed  antimony. 

7  Notwith- 
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Notwithftanding  what  has  been  faid  on  pre- 
paration, previous  to  inoculation,  it  muft  be 
acknowledged  that  many  eminent  practitioners 
now  doubt  its  efficacy,  and  boldly  inoculate 
all  perfons  in  health  without  any  previous 
preparation.  Perhaps  this  method  is  not  lefs 
fuccefsful,  but  it  will  fcarcely  ever  be  £0  ac- 
ceptable to  the  patients  or  their  friends,  fim- 
plicity  and  want  of  myftery  being  always  dif- 
liked  by  the  majority  of  mankind. 

As  to  the  manner  of  communicating  the  in- 
fection ;  a  little  of  the  matter  is  to  be  taken 
from  the  place  of  infertion,  if  the  patient  is 
under  inoculation,  or  from  a  puftule,  if  in 
the  natural  way,  on  the  point  of  a  lancet. 
This  is  to  be  introduced  in  that  part  of  the 
arm  where  ilTues  are  cut,  deep  enough  to  pafs 
through  the  fcarf-fkin,  and  juft  to  touch  the 
{kin  itfelf.  It  is  in  general  proper  to  make 
two  of  thefe  punctures,  clofe  to  each  other, 
in  order  to  render  the  infedtion  more  certain. 
Neither  bandage,  plafler,  or  covering  is  to 
be  applied. 

Many  recommend  the  taking  the  matter  in 
a  crude  ftate,  or  during  the  eruptive  fever; 
and  it  feems  indifferent  whether  it  be  from  a 

patient

patient  who  has  the  fmall-pox  in  the  natural 
way,  or  by  inoculation. 

About  the  third  day  after  the  operation,  the 
fmall  pun&ures  appear  inflamed.  At  that 
period  it  will  be  proper  to  give  three  grains  of 
prepared  calomel,  and  as  much  crabs'  claws, 
with  one-tenth  part  of  a  grain  of  tartarifed  an- 
timony, very  intimately  mixed,  going  to  reft, 
in  the  form  of  a  powder  or  pill;  purging  the 
patient  next  day  brifkly  with  jalap  or  vitriolated 
natron.  This  mould  be  repeated  about  the 
fixth  or  feventh  day,  and  by  many  is  again 
praclifed  during  the  eruption.  About  the  fixth 
or  feventh  day,  pains  come  on  in  the  arms, 
which  indicate  the  eruption ;  then  follow 
pains  in  the  head,  back,  loins,  &c.  with  a 
foetid  breath,  and  bad  tafte  in  the  mouth. 
And  now,  the  eruption  being  completed, 
little  remains  to  be  done,  but  to  give  a  gentle 
laxative  draught  of  infufion  of  fena  and  manna 
with  3i.  or  -jij.  of  tartarifed  kali,  provided 
the  feverifh  fymptoms  run  high. 

Should  the  fmall  wounds  net  appear  inflam- 
ed, but  remain  pale  and  flat  about  the  edges, 
with  other  unfavourable  appearances,  then  the 

powder 
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powder  or  pill  firft  ordered  mufl  be  given 
over-night,  and  purged  off  next  day. 

At  this  period  it  is  indifpenfably  neceffary 
to  keep  the  patient  out  of  bed,  and  to  let  him 
have  as  much  free  air  as  poiiible,  either  by 
walking  out,  or  (if  the  weather  forbids  that) 
by  having  the  windows  up,  and  that  he  be 
kept  in  gentle  motion.  Frequent  cafes  have 
occurred  of  very  tender,  delicate  girls,  who 
chufe  rather  to  lit  by  the  fire  than  move  about; 
yet,  upon  their  having  a  window  thrown  up, 
and  a  glafs  of  cold  water  given  them,  even 
when  the  fever  ran  high,  plealing  fenfations 
of  relief  were  the  immediate  confequence. 

The  fuccefs  of  inoculation  depends  greatly 
upon  this  method  of  keeping  the  patient  out 
of  bed,  and  expofing  him  to  the  cold  air  during 
the  eruptive  fever. 

I  have  inoculated  with  matter  during  the 
eruptive  fever,  and  with  matter  taken  in  the 
mature  ftate  ;  but  am  not  able  to  determine 
which  is  preferable,  both  having  anfwered 
equally  well. 

I  have  never  had  a  boil  or  fwelling  of  any 
kind  fo  much  complained  of  in  this  new  me- 
thod of  inoculation :  yet  have  had  frequent 

experience 
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experience  of  very  troublefome  fwellings  in 
the  old  way. 

Three  dofes  of  phytic,  after  the  eruption  is 
gone,  feem  neceflary  to  be  given  at  proper 
periods. 

After  the  completion  of  the  eruption,  the 
mercurial  antimonial  medicine  is  recommend- 
ed to  be  taken  at  proper  intervals,  till  the 
puftules  are  brought  to  their  height ;  and  any 
light,  purging  apozem  may  be  ufed  to  pro- 
cure a  ftool  or  two  every  day. 

The  patient,  during  this  flage,  if  he  be  fo 
unfortunate  as  to  have  many  puftules,  a  thing 
which  happens  but  rarely  with  fkilful  opera- 
tors, fhould  not  be  rafhly  carried  into  the  open 
air,  becaufe  nature  may  ftand  in  need,    and 
often  does,  of  reft  and  nourishment ;  there- 
fore, lying  on  the  bed,  and   being  at   eafe, 
muft  be  the  bufinefs  of  this  ftate.     A  plea- 
fant  drink  is  ordered,  at  this  period  of  the 
difeafe,  by  fome  experienced  inoculators,  to 
be  made  with  one   part    of  diluted  vitriolic 
acid,    and   two   parts  of  fp.    aetheris    vitriol. 
Half  an  ounce  of  this  is  to  be  added  to  three 
pints   of  barley-water,   or  as  much  pedtoral 

decoction, 
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deco&ion,  and  is  ufed  to  much  advantage  as 
common  drink. 

To  conclude ;  the  preparation  in  full  ha- 
bits of  body  feems  moftly  neceffary ;  but  in 
others  it  may  be  omitted :  and  inoculation 
has  been  as  fuccefsful,  where  it  has  been  per- 
formed after  one  calomel  pill  and  a  dofe  of 
phyfic,  as  after  the  long  courfe.  The  laxa- 
tive ftate  of  the  body,  with  pure  and  cool  air, 
during  the  eruptive  period,  appear  always  ne- 
ceiTary  :  and  thefe,  contrary  to  former  practice, 
are  intended  to  abate  any  feverifh  fymptoms, 
which  are  now  looked  upon  as  the  greateft 
enemy,  inftead  of  nature's  friendly  agent  as 
heretofore. 

CHAP.     II. 

Of  the  Swine  and  Chicken  Pox. 

r|   HE    fwine    and    chicken-pox   are  of  a 
milder  nature  than  the  fmall-pox,  and 
differ  but  in  the  name. 

Thefe  pocks  break  out  in  many  without  any 
illnefs,  or  previous  fign ;  in  others  they  are 
preceded  by  a  little  degree  of  chillinefs,  laf- 
iatude,  cough,  broken  fleep,  wandering  pains, 

lofs 
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lofs  of  appetite,  and  feverifhnefs  for  thred 
days.  Moft  of  the  eruptions  are  the  common;, 
fize  of  the  fmall-pox,  but  fome  are  lefs  ;  they 
are  not  confluent  or  numerous.  On  the  firffc 
day  they  are  reddifh ;  on  the  fecond,  on  the 
top  of  iiioft  of  them,  there  is  a  very  fmall 
bladder  about  the  iize  of  a  millet-feed  :  this 
is  fornetimes  full  of  a  watery,  colourlefs, 
fometimes  of  a  yellowifh  liquor,  contained 
between  the  cuticle  and  fkin.  On  the  fe- 
cond,  or  at  the  fartheft  on  the  third  day  from 
the  beginning  of  the  eruption,  as  many  ok 
thefe  pocks  as  are  not  broken,  feem  arrived 
at  their  full  maturity  $  and  thofe  which  arc 
fulleft  of  that  yellow  liquor  very  much  re- 
femble  what  the  genuine  fmall-pox  are  about 
the  fifth  or  fixth  day,  efpecialiy  where  there 
happens  to  be  a  larger  fpace  than  ordinary 
occupied  by  the  extravafated  ferum-  When 
the  little  bladder  is  barft  by  accident  or  rub- 
bing, as  happens  fometimes  on  the  firft  day, 
there  forms  a  thin  fcab,  and  the  fwelling  of 
the  other  part  abates  without  its  ever  being 
turned  inta  pus,  as  it  is  in  the  fmall -pox. 
The  few  which  efcape  being  burft,  have  the 
little  drop  of  liquor  contained  in  the  veficlc 

2  at 
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at  the  top  of  theni  turri  yellow  and  thick, 
and  dries  into  a  fcab.    On  the  fifth  day  of  the 
eruption*  they  are  almoft  dried,  arid  covered 
with  a  flight  cruft.     The  patients  fcatce  fuffer 
any  thing  through  the  whole  prdgrefs  of  the 
illnefs,  except  fome  languidrlefs  of  ftrengthi 
fpirits,    and   appetite.      A   proper    regimen, 
with  plenty  of  dilution,  feems  to  be  the  chief 
intention  neceflary  for  the  fcure,  with  a  few 
mild  purges.     The  principal  marks  by  which 
the  chicken-pox  may  be  diftinguiihed  from 
the  fniall-pox  are,  the  appearance  on  the  fe- 
cond  or  third  day  from  the  eruption  of  the 
veficle  full  of  ferum  upon  the  top  of  the  pock > 
and  the  cruft  which  covers  the  nocks  on  the 
fifth  day ;  at  which  time  thofe  of  the  fmall- 
pox  are  not  at  the  heighth  of  their  fiippuration. 
Thofe  who  have  once  had  the  chickeri-pox 
are  riot  capable  of  having  it  again.     It  is  pro- 
per to  remark  here>  that  they  fdmetimes  are 
fo  large*  and  come  to  fuch  maturity,  as  to  be 
miftaken  for  the  fmall-pox.     Thefe  inftances 
have  given  rife  to  the  fuppofitio'n  of  fome  per- 
fons  having  had  the  true  fmall-pox  a  fecond 
time;    and  where  inoculators  have  been  lb 
unwary  as  to  take  infection  from  them,  have, 
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befides  injuring  the  reputation  of  the  pra&ice, 
occafioned  fome  falling  facrifices  to  a  fatal  fe- 
curity.  The  predominant  epidemic,  and  the 
way  in  which  the  infe&ion  had  been  received, 
fhould  ever  be  enquired  into  before  infeclion 
is  taken  from  a  natural  fmall-pock,  attended 
with  a  very  few  eruptions. 

There  is  a  cutaneous  difeafe  believed  to  be 
a  more  malignant  kind  of  chicken-pox,  and 
thus  defcribed :  the  diforder  is  preceded  for 
three  or  four  days  by  all  the  fymptoms  which 
forerun  the  chicken-pox,  but  in  a  much 
higher  degree ;  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day  the 
eruption  appears  with  very  little  abatement  of 
the  fever ;  the  pains  likewife  of  the  limbs  and 
back  ftill  continue,  to  which  are  joined  pains 
of  the  gums.  The  pocks  are  redder  than  the 
chicken-pocks,  and  fpread  wider,  and  hardly 
rife  fo  high  ;  at  leaft  not  in  proportion  to  their 
lize.  Inftead  of  one  little  head  or  velicle  of  a 
ferous  matter,  thefe  have  from  four  to  ten  or 
twelve.  They  go  off  jufl  like  the  chicken- 
pox,  and  are  diftinguifhable  by  the  fame 
marks  \  befides  which,  the  continuance  of  the 
pains  and  fever  after  the  eruption,  and  the  de- 
gree of  both  thefe,  though  there  be  not  above 
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twenty  pocks,  are  what  never  happen  in  the 
fmall- pox.  The  mode  of  cure  is  limilar  to 
what  has  been  delivered  above. 


CHAP.       IIL 

Of  the  Meajles* 

npHE  meafles  are  known  by  the  appearance 
of  fmall  eruptions,  refembling  flea-bites, 
Over  the  face  and  body  $  but  particularly  about 
the  neck  and  breaft,  not  tending  to  fuppura- 
tion.  Many  of  thefe  fpots  foon  join,  and 
form  red  ftreaks,  or  fuftufions,  larger  or 
fmaller,  which  inflame  the  (kin,  and  produce 
a  very  perceptible  fwelling  of  the  face  -,  each 
fmall  fpot  is  raifed  a  little  above  the  furface, 
efpecially  in  the  face,  where  they  are  mani- 
feft  to  the  touch ;  in  the  limbs  and  trunk  they 
form  only  a  roughnefs. 

The  ligns  are  a  general  uneafinefs,  chil- 
linefs,  and  fhivering,  pain  in  the  head,  in 
grown  perfons;  but,  in  children,  a  heavi- 
nefs,  and  forenefs  in  the  throat,  fever,  fick- 
nefs,  and  vomiting,  as  happen  in  moft  fe- 
vers 3  but  the  chief  chara&eriftic  fymptoms 
are,  a  heavinefs  about  the  eyes,  with  fwelling, 
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inflammation,  and  a  defluxion  of  fharp  tears, 
and  great  acutenefs  of  fenfation,  fo  that  they 
cannot  bear  the  light  without  pain,  together 
with  a  difcharge  of  ferous  humour  from  the 
noftrils,  which  produces  freezing.  The 
heat,  and  other  febrile  fymptoms,  encreafc 
very  rapidly;  to  which  fucceeds  a  frequent 
and  dry  cough,  a  fluffing,  great  oppreflion, 
and  oftentimes  retching  to  vomit,  with  vio- 
lent pains  in  the  loins,  andfometimes  aloofe- 
nefs ;  at  other  times  there  is  great  fweating, 
the  tongue  foul,  and  white ;  the  thirft  very 
great,  and  in  general  the  fever  runs  much 
higher  than  in  the  milder  fort  of  the  regular 
fmall-pox.  The  eruptions  appear  about  the 
fourth  or  fifth  day,  and  fometimes  about  the 
end  of  the  third.  On  the  third,  or  fourth 
day,  from  their  firft  appearance,  the  rednefs 
diminifhes,  the  fpots,  or  very  fmall  paftules, 
dry  up,  the  cuticle  peels  off,  and  is  replaced 
by  a  new  one.  The  fymptoms  do  not  go  off 
on  the  eruption,  as  in  the  fmall-pox,  except 
the  vomiting;  the  cough  and  head-ach  con- 
tinue, with  the  weaknefs  and  defluxion  on 
the  eyes,  and  a  confiderable  degree  of  fever. 

On 
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On  the  ninth,  or  eleventh  day,  no  tracer  of 
rednefs  is  to  be  found,  but  the  fkin  aflumes 
its  wonted  appearance;  yet  without  there 
have  been  fome  confiderable  evacuations, 
either  by  the  fkin,  kidneys,  or  by  vomiting, 
the  patient  will  not  recover  ftrength,  but  the 
cough  will  continue,  the  fever  return  with 
new  violence,  and  bring  on  great  diftrefs  and 
danger.  A  fimilar  method  nearly  as  in  the 
fmall-pox  is  here  requifite  ;  only  in  this  cafe 
the  patient  fhould  be  in  a  moderately  warm 
air,  keep  in  bed,  ufe  great  quantities  of  weak 
tepid  drink,  dilution  being  yery  requifite,  as 
the  difeafe  is  attended  with  inflammation ; 
cfpecially  of  the  lungs. 

Bleeding  is  abfolutely  neceflary,  if  the  fever 
be  high,  the  pulfe  hard,  the  load  and  oppref- 
fion  heavy,  and  all  the  fymptoms  violent, 
and,  if  pofTible,  before  the  appearance  of  the 
eruption  :  however,  if  it  has  not  been  done 
before,  it  muft  neverthelefs  by  no  means  be 
neglected,  or  muft  be  largely  repeated,  accord- 
ing to  the  urgency  of  the  cafe  ;  for  as  the  lungs 
are  chiefly  concerned  in  this  diftemper,  great 
regard  muft  be  had  to  them  ;  and  if  the  head 
#nd  cheft  are  much  affected,  blood  ought  to 
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be  drawn  from  the  feet  in  preference  to  the 
arm. 

Vomits  are  to  be  ufed  with  great  caution 
here,  as  the  blood  is  much  agitated,  and  the 
pulmonary  veffels  much  weakened  by  cough*- 
ing.  Though  fmall  dofes  of  antimonials 
fhould  be  given  every  fix  or  eight  hours,  and 
thin  acidulated  liquids  be  drank  freely,  and  if 
coftive,  a  glifter given  every  day;  and,  indeed, 
the  meafles,  in  their  dangerous  ftate,  ought 
in  general  to  be  confidered  merely  as  a  perip- 
neumony, 

The  pediluvium  is  fometimes  of  ufe  to  re- 
lieve the  head  and  cheft ;  and  fleams  of  hot 
water  received  into  the  lungs,  are  often  of 
fervice  in  relieving  the  cough  and  forenefs  of 
the  thrqat,

At  the  turn  of  this  difeafe,  when  peripneu- 
monia fymptoms  come  on,  gentle  purging  is 
neceflary:  if  the  cough  be  confiderable,  and 
the  fever  attended  with  a  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing, bleeding  fhould  be  again  repeated,  efpeci- 
ally  if  the  fymptoms  be  urgent. 

The  belly  fhould  be  kept  foluble,  and  a 
blifter  applied  between  the  fhoulders,  and 
made  perpetual,  if  the  cough  continues  ob- 
stinate.    Iffues  between   the  fhoulders,  or  a 

H  4  feton, 
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feton,  are  alfo  of  infinite  feryice ;  and  the  an« 
timonial  powder  fhould  be  often  repeated,  as 
prefcribed  in  the  hooping-cough.  Repeated 
fmall  bleedings  are  here  alfo  necefiary. 

An  anodyne  draught  fhould  be  given  every 
night,  of  fyr.  papaveris  albi  pro  ratione  asta- 
tis. — If  all  thefe  methods  prove  ineffectual, 
order  the  following  decodtion  :

Should  livid  eruptions  appear,  efpecially  in 
adults,  and  after  the  pernicious  ufe  of  a  hot 
regimen,  bleed,  and  give  the  bark  with  the 
dilute  vitriolic  acid.-^Where  the  blood  is  ir* 
a  weak  diflolved  ftate,  abftain  from  bleeding » 
and  give  afles  milk,  provided  the  hedtic  heat 
be  not  too  great;  alfo  prefcribe  the  bark, 
country  air,  butter-milk,  goats  whey,  and 
order  fmall  dofes  of  the  tindtur.  ppii  every 
pight  going  to  reft. 

A  loofenefs  fticceeding  the  mealies  will 
often  give  way  to  bleeding.     It  is  by  fome 

ingenious 
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ingenious  phyficians  reckoned  a  great  error  to 
purge  immediately  after  the  meauVs,  as  this 
difeafe  is  fuppofed  by  them  to  be  occafioned 
by  a  light  active  poifon  thrown  on  the  (kin  ; 
and  which,  after  the  diiappearance,  ought 
rather  to  be  carried  off  by  a  natural  perfpira- 
tion,  or  gentle  diaphoreiis.  Cooling  lenitive 
medicines  are  always  neceflary  after  this  ma- 
lady, to  carry  off  the  remaining  inflammatory 
ftate  of  the  humours ;  and  perhaps  no  difeafe 
requires  a  longer  continuance  of  laxative  or 
gently  purging  medicines.  Others  depend 
much  on  an  early  ufe  of  blifters,  and  gene- 
rally obferve  that,  by  the  following  treatment, 
the  ufual  bad  confequences  are  entirely  pre- 
vented :  Apply  a  blifter,  and  continue  its 
difcharge  from  the  firft  appearance  of  the  dif- 
eafe ;  keep  the  bowels  lax,  alfo  from  the  be- 
ginning and  throughout;  and  for  common 
drink  give  a  fmall  proportion  of  brandy  with 
water.  The  blifter  is  faid  to  prevent  the  eyes 
from  being  affedted,  to  moderate  the  cough, 
and  prevents  the  difeafe  from  fettling  on  the 
lungs. 


CHAR 
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CHAP     IV. 

Of  the  Scarlet  Fever. 

THIS  fever  takes  its  name  from  the  fcarv 
let  efflorefcence  which  appears  on  the 
fkin  of  the  whole  body,  not  riling  above  the 
furface,  attended  with  heat,  drynefs,  and 
itching.  It  commences  with  a  chillnefs  and 
fhivering  like  other  fevers,  but  without  great 
ficknefs ;  and  thefe  are  fucceeded  by  heat, 
thirft,  and  head-achj  fometimes  in  a  very 
moderate  degree,  at  others  more  violent.-r- 
The  fkin  is  covered  with  red  fpots,  more  nu- 
merous, much  broader,  of  a  fuller  red,  but 
kfs  uniform  than  thofe  of  the  meafles.  Af- 
ter  two,  three,  or  four  days,  the  effloref- 
cence difappears,  the  cuticle  peels  off,  and 
there  remains  a  kind  of  branny  fcales,  dif- 
perfed  over  the  body,  which  fometimes  re- 
appears two  or  three  times. 

It  generally  appears    towards    the   end  of 
fummer,  and  particularly  attacks  children , 

Where  the  difeafe  appears  in  this   fimple 
ftate,  there  is   little   required  from  art,  but 

the

the  kindly  warmth  ,of  the  bed,  confining  the 
patient  to  diluent  drinks,  abftaining  from  all 
flefh,  and  giving  a  gentle  cathartic  or  two  at 
the  clofe  of  the  diflemper,  when  the  fkin  is 
entirely  peeled  off  and  the  iyrnptoms  vanished. 

But  oydenham  obierves,  -c  that  at  the  be- 
<c  ginning  of  the  eruption  epileptic  convul- 
ft  fions,  or  coma,  fome times  happen  to  young 
<c  perfons  md  children  ;  then  it  is  highly  pro- 
"  per  to  apply  a  large  and  ftrong  blifter  to  the 
"  neck,  2  id  immediately  exhibit  a  paregoric 
*'  of  fyrup  of  white  poppies,  which  is  to  be 
if  repeated  every  evening  during  the  illnefs,  and 
"  milk  boiled  with  three  times  the  quantity  of 
<c  water  muft  be  given  for  ordinary  drink,  and 
<c  abftinence  from  animal  food  enjoined."  Some^ 
times  alfo  the  red  eruption  is  intermixed  with 
itching  blotches  like  the  ftingingof  nettles.  The 
fever  here  is  not  ufually  more  fevere  nor  di- 
ftreffing  than  where  thefe  do  npt  make  their 
appearance,  and  requires  no  interpofition, 
except  the  fever  runs  high;  then  bleeding  and 
the  antiphlogiftic  method  may  be  had  recourfe 
to. 

But  the  fcarlet  fever  fometimes  puts  on  a 
very  malignant  appearance.     It  then  attacks 

with 
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with  a  chillinefs,  languor,  ficknefs,  and  op* 
predion  ;  thefe  are  fucceeded  by  great  heat, 
naufea,  and  vomiting,  with  a  forenefs  in  the 
throat,  a  fmall  quick  pulfe,  and  a  frequent 
and  laborious  breathing.  The  tonfils  appear 
inflamed  and  ulcerated,  though  not  much 
fwelled  ;  and  on  the  third  day  the  efflorefcence 
appears,  but  without  any  relief*  When  it 
proves  fatal,  it  generally  terminates,  by  a  fuf- 
focation,  before  the  fixth  day. 

This  dangerous  kind  of  the  fcarlet  fever 
requires  great  caution  and  judgment  in  the 
method  of  cure.  Bleeding  can  hardly  be  or^ 
dered  with  fafety,  but  if  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms  fhould  prevail  fo  as  to  indicate  that  eva- 
cuation, it  mud  be  made  by  fcarifying,  and 
afterwards  applying  cupping-glafles  betwixt 
the  fhoulders,  and  repeating  the  operation  as 
occafion  requires.  The  fame  precaution  is 
alfo  neceffary  in  promoting  ftools ;  for  anti- 
monials,  which  are  frequently  fo  fuccefsful 
in  other  fevers,  in  this  frequently  bring  on 
violent  and  dangerous  purging:  however,  the 
body,  if  coftive,  muft  be  kept  open  by  gentle 
and  emollient  clyfters.  A  blifter  fhould  be  ap- 
plied    between   the   fhoulders,    and   another 

round, 
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round  the  throat,  if  neceffity  requires  it.  If 
a  putrefcent  diathefis  be  highly  predominant, 
the  chief  dependence  mail  be  on  the  cortex, 
joined  with  fnake-root,  and  cordials.  If  the 
bark  fhould  run  off  by  flool,  three,  four,  or 
five  drops  of  tind:.  opii  may  be  added  10  each 
dofe.     See  Angina  Maligna. 

CHAP.    V. 

Of  the  Eryfipelatofe  Fever. 

TH  E  eryfipelatofe  fever  is  a  fuperncial 
inflammation,  caufed  by  a  iharp,  hot, 
acrid  humour  in  the  blood ;  and  begins  with 
a  fhivering  and  lofs  of  ftrength,  and  may  arife 
from  a  too  fudden  cooling  after  great  heat.  In 
general  it  is  termed  eryjipelas,  or  St.  Anthony's 
fire  ;  and  is  called  by  fome  a  blight. 

This  fever  is  generally  preceded  by  cold  a  id 
fhivering,  and  fucceeded  by  heat,  thirfb,  re(t- 
leflhefs,  and  other  febrile  fymptoms.  The 
face,  if  that  mould  be  the  feat  of  the  com- 
plaint, fwells  fuddenly  with  great  pain,  and  a 
glofly,  mining  rednefs,  inclining  to  yellow; 
abundance  of  fcurf  or  fmall  pimples  appear, 
which  often  rife  into  little  blifters,  andfpread 
8  confider- 
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confiderably  over  the  whole  head,  the  eye- 
lids in  the  mean  time  being  clofed  up  by  the 
fwelling,  which  is  puffy;  a  difficulty  of 
breathing  fometimes  attends*  The  pain> 
fwelling,  and  other  fvmptoms,  conduce  to  the 
incfeafe  of  the  fever,  till  both  are  taken  off 
by  judicious  management.  The  hot  ftage  is 
frequently  attended  with  a  confufion  of  the 
head,  and  fome  degree  of  delirium  •>  almoft 
always  with  drowfinefs,  and  perhaps  a  coma* 
The  furface  of  the  fkin  in  the  bliftered  places 
fometimes  become  livid  and  blackifh.  The 
inflammation  ufually  continues  for  eight  Or 
ten  days,  with  the  fever  and  other  fymptoms. 
In  the  progrefs  of  the  complaint,  the  delirium 
and  coma  attending  fometimes  go  on  increaf- 
ing,  and  the  patient  dies  apople&ic,  on  the 
feventh,  ninth,  or  eleventh  day  of  the  difeafej 
but  if  not,  the  inflammation,  after  having 
affedted  a  part,  commonly  the  whole  of  the 
face,  and  perhaps  the  other  internal  parts  of 
the  head,  ceafes,  as  does  alfo  the  fever ;  2nd 
without  any  evident  crifis  the  patient  reco- 
vers. 

Great  care  and  attention  is  required  in  the 

cure  of  this  complaint  5  not  to  fink  the  fever 

6  too 
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too  low  by  immoderate  evacuations,  ncr  pre- 
vent the  difcharge  of  the  morbific  matter  by 
the  imprudent  application  of  cold  or  aftringent 
fubftances,  as  there  is  evidently  an  acrimonious 
humor  thrown  off  from  the  blood,  and  de- 
pofited  in  the  inflamed  veffels  of  the  Ikin, 
from  whence  it  ought  to  exude. 

Though  if  attended  with  much  fever,  which 
it  frequently  is,  bleeding  is  requifite;  but  in 
the  common  milder  fort,  gentle  lenient  purg- 
ing will  be  fufficient,  but  muft  be  repeated. 
There  is  not,  perhaps,  an  acute  diftemper, 
which  allows  of  thefe  purges  more  freely  than 
this,  more  particularly  where  the  fwelling  has 
feized  the  head  and  face.     After  which,

But  fhould  the  fwelling  faddenly  fink,  and 
the  acrid  humor  appear  to  ftrike  in,  oppref- 
fion  or  anxiety  come  on,  and  the  pulie  grow 
weak ;  or  when  it  is  in  the  face,  attended  with 
a  low  pulfe  and  a  degree  of  malignancy,  blifter 
the  nape  of  the  neck,  or  between  the  fhoul- 
ders.  Wine  fhould  be  given  writh  freedom  ;

But  if,  on  the  contrary,  notwithstanding  the 
fubfidence  of  the  tumefa<ftion,  mould  the 
pulfe  and  fever  continue  high,  we  muft  have 
recourfe  to  bleeding,  according  to  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  cafe ;  and  a  purge  be  given, 
particularly  if  it  affefts  the  brain  -,  bliftering 
the  lower  extremities,  and  applying  finapifms 
to  the  feet,  fhould  not  be  omitted. 

Once  a  day,  or  every  fecond  day,  a  ftool 
or  two  muft  be  procured. 

Beware  of  topical  applications.  Camphor, 
perhaps,  would  be  no  contemptible  medicine 
here,  prefcribed  to  be  uied  both  internally  as 
well  as  externally. 

Flannels  wrung  out  of  a  ftrong  decodtion 
of  elder-flowers,  with  the  addition  of  a  little 

of 
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df  the  liniment,  faponac.  atid  applied  warm; 
have  been  recommended  ftrongly,  but  at  pre- 
fent  it  is  generally  allowed  that  it  may  be  the 
fafeft  and  the  beft  to  apply  a  piece  of  fmooth 
linen  rag  only  oVer  the  part,  impregnated 
with  flour,  or  dry  meal,  particularly  when  a 
thin  watery  humour  weeps  from  the  little  ve- 
fications  attending  eryfipetalofe  inflammation ; 
and  all  greafy  and  refinoUs  applications  are  to 
be  carefully  avoided.

Of  the  Miliary  Fever. 

JT*  H  E  miliary  fever  takes  its  name  from 
the  puflules  or  bladders,  refembling  in 
fhape  and  fize  the  feeds  of  millet.  There  are 
two  kinds  of  miliary  eruption,  the  white  and 
the  red,  termed  by  medical  writer $}  purpura 
alba,  &  purpura  rubra  :  but  the  two  are  often 
intermixed ;  though  in  both  the  contained  fluid 
has  a  fdurifh  fmell,  and  is  faid  to  have  a  very 
acrid  tafte.  This  fever,  like  other  eruptive 
fevers,  may  be  of  different  kinds,  either  of 
the  fixnply  continued,  the  inflammatory,  pu- 

I  trid, 
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trid,  or  nervous ;  when  accompanied  by  the 
firft  it  is  generally  of  the  mildeft  fort,  for  in 
this,  before  the  eruption,  the  fymptoms  are 
moderate,  no  great  pain,  thirft,  or  ficknefs ; 
the  pulfe  rather  depreffed  and  hard ;  till  the 
third  or  fourth  day  thefe  increafe,  when  thc^ 
eruption  makes  its  appearance,  chiefly  on  the 
neck,  back,  and  breaft,  preceded  by  a  copious 
fvveat,  of  a  fourifh  fmell,  a  tingling  fenfation 
in  the  fkin,  particularly  in  the  fingers,  and  an 
itching  in  thofe  places  where  the  miliary  erup- 
tion is  moft  plentiful.     The  eruption,  replete 
with  ferum,  having  an  inflammatory  appear- 
ance, round  the  bottom  of  the  fmall  veficles, 
is  generally  completed  in  thirty  hours.     The 
patient,  all  the  febrile  fymptoms  now  fubfiding, 
fweats    plentifully,    makes    higher    coloured 
urine,  the  pulfe  becoming  at  the  fame  time 
gradually  full,  foft,  and  equal ;  and  at  the  end 
of  (kven  days  the  eruption  dies,  and  falls  off 
in  fcales.     But  when  the  fever  is  of  the  inflam- 
matory  type,    the   inflammatory   fymptoms, 
notwithftanding  the  eruption,  go  on  increaf- 
ing,  the  pulfe  continues  quick  and  hard  ;  the 
urine  pale  and  watery ;  the  tongue  dry  and 
white ;  the  face  puffed  up,  and  the  head  tor- 
mented 
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mentcd  with  fevere  internal  pain^  incefFant 
toffing,  and  inability  to  fleep.  When  of  the 
flow  nervous,  the  pulfe  is  weak,  quick,  and 
unequal ;  urine  fometimes  turbid,  fbmetimes 
clear;  the  voice  trembling,  the  tendons  ftartj 
the  head  is  confufed,  the  fweats  are  clammy, 
with  a  difagreeable  fmell,  the  eruption  never 
coming  out,  but  appearing  to  lurk  in  the 
flcin,  without  any  fign  of  inflammation,  or 
remarkable  degree  of  heat.  This  fever  con- 
tinues at  leafl  three  weeks,  and  is  very  apt  to 
return. 

When  of  the  putrid,  it  is  often  attended 
with  petechia,  and  always  with  fuch  fymp- 
toms,  as  have  been  defcribed  in  cafes  of  putrid 
fever.     (Page.   32.) 

The  miliary  fever  frequently  attacks  delicate 
women  after  lying  in.  Some  think  that  the 
miliary  eruptions  are  merely  accidental,  not 
produced  by  any  fpecific  acrimony,  whilft 
others  maintain  the  contrary  opinion,  and 
confider  it  a  diftindt  fpecies,  and  not  to  be 
confounded  with  the  petechial  or  fpotted 
fevers,  which  are  only  varieties  of  the  putrid. 
However,  with  refpedt  to  the  cure,  we  muft 
advert  to  the  nature  of  the  fymptoms.

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If  the  febrile  fymptoms  run  high,  bleeding 
in  the  beginning,  before  the  eruption,  will 
fometimes  be  ileceffary,  which  mufl  be  pro- 
portioned to  the  different  circumftances  of  the 
patient's  cafe  $  and  then,

If,  on  the  contrary,  the  fever  fhould  appear 
of  the  low  nervous  kind,  cordial  medicines 
are  indicated,  fuch  as  mixtures  with  confe&iQ 
aromatica,  ammonia  pp.  camphora,  &c.  but 
they  muft  be  given  with  great  caution  and 
moderation^  and  wine-whey  may  be  allowed 
for  drink  :  but  the  patient  muft  not  be  kept 
too  warm. 

When  a  violent  pain  in  the  head,  coma,  or 
delirium,  attends,  a  blifter  fhould  be  imme- 
diately applied  betwixt  the  fhoulders,  it  iiiay 
be  repeated  as  in  the  cure  of  nervous  fevers* 
for  it  is  allowed  that  in  no  febrile  afFedtion  da 
blifters  anfvver  every  good  purpofe  more  per- 
fectly than  in  this  fpecies  of  the  miliary ;  but 
6  in 
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in  that  accompanied  with  putridity,  they  can- 
not be  expe&ed  to  be  of  any  material  fervice, 
for  when  this  happens,  the  cortex  and  wine 
are  the  chief  remedies* 

There  is  one  fymptom  which  often  accom- 
panies this  fever,  and  requires  great  fagacity 
in  properly  conducting  the  patient  under  it; 
that  is  a  purging ;  for  though  its  continuance 
to  excef§  may  contribute  greatly  to  imbecili- 
tate  the  ponftitution,  ftiU  if  it  is  improperly 
checked  by  aftringents,  all  the  febrile  fymp- 
toms  will  certainly  be  aggravated.  In  this 
fituation  we  are  to  fupport  the  ftrength  by 
vinous  cordials,  and  divert  the  fluids  to  the 
furface  by  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacuanha,  united 
wjth  fome  abforbent. 

CHAP    VII. 

Of  the  Aphthofe  Fever,  or  ThruJIj. 

'T^  HIS  difeafe  makes  its  appearance  by 
X  little  ulcerations  in  the  mouth  and  fau- 
ces, qf  a  white  colour,  affe£ting  much  the 
tonfils  and  uvula;  and  fometimes  they  have  a 
yellow  appearance.  They  are  very  fre- 
quently met  with  in  young  children,  and  are 

I  3  perhaps 
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perhaps  generally  owing,  in  thofe  tender  fub- 
jecfts,  to  acidities  in  the  primae  vise.  In  adults 
this  complaint  is  frequently  accompanied  with 
miliary  eruptions ;  and  may  properly  be  faid  to 
be  an  effett  of  this  fever ;  but  the  true  aph- 
thous fever  may  be  thus  defcribed.  There  is 
a  phlydfoenous  eruption  feizing  the  internal  fu- 
perficies  of  the  mouth,  but  the  fpots  are  fmall 
and  roundifh,  very  painful  in  the  palate,  in 
the  tongue  of  the  fame  colour ;  the  apex  per- 
forated, which  little  ulcers,  the  cuticle  being 
abraded,  creep,  and  are  very  painful ;  thence 
in  fwallowing,  fucking,  and  with  adults  in 
chewing,  give  great  uneafinefs.  There  is 
very  often  no  fever,  or  a  very  fmall  degree, 
unlefs  the  aphtha  fhould  be  complicated  with 
the  fmall  pox,  &c.  The  colour  of  thefe  is 
various  -y  commonly  they  are  white  in  the 
middle,  red  in  the  circumference ;  in  the 
tongue  of  the  fame  colour.  But  in  the  malig- 
nant aphthae,  the  papube  are  brown,  yellow, 
black,  livid. 

In  this  diforder,  for  infants,  nothing  avails 
more  than  a  little  magnefia  and  rhubarb,  with 
thin  chicken- water.    And  the  ulcers  may  be 

touched 
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touched  with    infuf.   rofse   to    prevent  their 
spreading.

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The  vitrum  antimonji  ceratum  has  been 
recommended  as  very  powerful  in  this  difor- 
der.  The  dofe  to  a  fucking  child  is  half  a 
grain ;  to  a  child  pf  three  or  four  years,  two 
or  three;  to  a  boy  of  ten,  three  or  four;  an4 
to  an  adult,  ten  grains. 


SECT.     VI, 
Hectjc    Fevers, 

CHAP.    I. 

TH  I S  is  a  kind  of  continued  fever,  which 
gradually,  after  the  manner  of  chronic 
difeafes,  and  without  any  remarkable  proftra- 
tion  of  ftrength,  and  with  a  flight  encreafe  of 
frequency  in  the  pulfe,  is  apt  to  run  on  for 
many  weeks,  nay  months,  with  the  pulfe 
becoming  quicker  after  eating.  Th\s  fever 
has  been  called  irregular  intermittent,  fympto- 
matip,  and  the  fever  of  fuppqrations  ;  though 
it  does  put  on  the  appearance  of  an  intermit- 
tent, and  by  common  obfervers  is  fometimes 
miftaken  for  it,  yet  it  is  clearly  different  j  for 
even  in  the  clearefl  remiffion,  and  during  the 

{late 
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ftate  of  the  greateft  quietude  between  the  fits, 
there  is  ufually  a  feverifh  quicknefs  perceptible 
in  the  pulfe,  which  feldom  fails  to  exceed  the 
utmoft  limit  of  a  healthy  one,  by  at  lead  ten 
ftrokes  in  a  minute,  hence  the  diftin&ion  is  dif- 
coverable.  The  chilnefs  of  this  fever  is  fome- 
times  fucceeded  by  heat,  and  fometimes  im- 
mediately by  a  fweat,  without  any  interme- 
diate ftate  of  heat,  and  the  heat  will  fome- 
times come  on  without  any  remarkable  chill- 
nefs  previous  to  it ;  and  the  chillnefs  has  been 
obferved  to  go  off  without  being  followed  by 
heat  or  fweat.  The  duration  of  thefe  ftages 
is  feldom  the  fame  for  three  fits  together. — 
The  he&ic  patient  is  little  or  not  at  all  relieved 
by  the  coming  on  of  the  fweat,  but  is  often  as 
anxious  and  refilefsin  the  fweat,  as  in  the  chill- 
nefs and  heat.  When  the  fweat  is  over  the 
fever  will  fometimes  continue,  and  in  the 
middle  of  the  fever  the  chillnefs  will  return, 
which  is  a  moil  certain  mark  of  this  fever. 
This  he£tic  will  return  with  great  exa&nefs, 
like  a  quotidian,  tertian,  or  quartan,  for  two, 
perhaps  three  fits  together,  feldom  or  never  for 
four ;  and  the  fit  will  now  and  then  keep  off 
for  tenor  twelve  days,  and  at  other  times,  efpe- 
8  daily 
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cially  when  the  patient  is  very  ill,  it  will  re- 
turn fo  frequently  on  the  fame  day,  that  the 
chillnefs  of  a  new  fit  will  follow  immediately 
the  fweat  of  the  former.  Pains  like  the  rheu- 
niatifm  will  often  afflicT:  he&ic  patients,  even 
fo  ftrong  as  to  require  opium.  Swellings  of 
the  neck,  trunk,  and  limbs,  will  rife  up  almoft 
inftantaneoufly,  but  they  are  not  painful, 
hard,  or  difcoloured,  and  they  continue  for 
feveral  hours. 

Sometimes  it  will  attack  thofe  in  apparent 
tolerable  health,  in  a  violent  and  fudden  man- 
ner, like  a  common  inflammatory  fever, 
bringing  the  patient  into  eminent  danger, 
then  abate,  and  little  fever  remain ;  but  that 
has  never  ceafed  but  with  life.  This  though 
is  rare.  It  commonly  creeps  on  fo  flowly, 
that  for  fome  months  people  fcarce  think 
themfelves  ill,  complaining  only  of  being 
fooner  than  ufual  tired,  of  want  of  appetite, 
and  of  falling  away ,  but  if  the  pulfe  beat 
ninety,  perhaps  an  hundred  and  twenty  times 
in  a  minute,  there  is  the  greateft  reafon  to  be 
apprehenfive  of  the  event. 

Though  there  perhaps  is  no  diforder,  where 
the  pulfe  is  of  more  ufe  to  diredl  our  judg- 
ment, 
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nient,  without  great  caution,  once  in  twenty 
times  we  may  be  deceived,  if  we  truft  entire- 
ly to  it ;  for  in  that  proportion,  a  patient  with 
all  the  worft  figns  of  decay,  from  fome  incu- 
rable caufe,  which  irrefiftibly  goes  on  to  de- 
ftroy  his  life,  will  not  fhew  the  leaft  degree 
of  quicknefs,    nor  any  other  irregularity  of 
the  pulfe,  to  the  day  of  his  death.     The  cure 
of  fevers  of  this  clafs  depend  on  artificial  ma- 
nagement, as  fcarce  any  is  to  be  expe&ed  from 
nature,  and  as  they  are  of  fuch  long  continu- 
ance, the  dietetic  regimen  is  thought  prefera- 
ble to  the  pharmaceutic.     Hence  courfes  of 
goat's  whey,  afles*  milk,  and  frefh  butter-milk, 
with  the  Seltzer  and  Briftol  waters,  are  re- 
commended, and  oftentimes  the  bark  is  given 
with  advantage,  as  it  is  found  to  moderate  the 
fweats,  and  prevent  the  violent  paroxyfms  of 
the  fever  $  but  country  air,  cheerful  compa- 
ny, and  riding,    or  failing,  contribute  n^ofl 
fpeedily  to  a  recovery.     Indeed  there  is  little 
doubt,  but  if,  before  the  difeafe  is  gone  too 
far,  patients  would  take  a  fea  voyage,  many 
who  are  threatened  with,  or  labour  under  a 
heftic    fever,    would    have  their   lives   pro- 
longed. 

This 
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This  affords  a  general  furvey  of  the  he&ic 
fever,  and  the  mode  of  management ;  but  in 
fome  cafes,  other  means  will  be  found  necef- 
fary,  which  we  fliall  confider  in  the  two  fol- 
lowing chapters,  under  the  titles  of  phthifis 
pulmonalis,  and  tabes ; 

CHAR     It 

Of  the  Phtbifis  Pulmonalis,  or  Pulmonary  Con- 
fumption. 

A  Pulmonary  cbnfumption  is  attended  with 
a  cough,  dyfpricea,  a  remitting  fever,  a 
total  wafting  of  all  parts  of  thd  body;  and 
very  often  a  fpittirig  up  of  pus,  proceeding 
from  an  ulcer  or  tubercles  in  the  lungs.  Aii 
effort  of  nature  to  clear  the  lungs  from  any 
puruknt  matter  irritating  them,  appears  to  be 
the  caufe  of  all  the  fymptoms. 

It  may  arife  from  intemperance,  from  a 
very  tender  and  delicate  habit  of  body,  he- 
morrhages, pleurily,  long  continued  coughs, 
bad  digeftion,  hard  fludy,  grief,  fcrophula, 
fometimes  from  a  particular  formation  and 
ftraitnefs  of  the  thorax,  or  an  hereditary  taint 
in  the  habit. 

The 
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The  occafional  caufe  is  almoft  always  cold 
caught  from  expofure  to  cold,  damp,  or  night 
air,  or  from  wet  clothes. 

It  is  difcovered  by  the  fucceedingfymptoms. 
In  the  beginning  there  is  a  dry  obftinate 
cough,  with  a  tone  of  voice  more  acute  than 
ufual ;  clangous ;  a  weight  and  oppreffion  of 
the  bread,  with  difficult  refpiration  in  walk- 
ing, flying  pains  and  flitches,  with  uneafinefs 
about  the  diaphragm,  a  fever  which  is  con- 
ftant,  encreaiing  after  eating,  with  a  circum- 
fcribed  rofy  rednefs  of  the  cheeks,  while  the 
reft  of  the  face  looks  pale,  and  as  it  were  dirty, 
and  grows  thin.  The  fever  is  attended  alfo 
with  a  fmall,  frequent  pulfe,  in  the  evening 
and  night  encreafing;  whence  watching, 
much  heat,  and  early  in  the  morning  a  fweat. 
But  the  fever  fometimes  makes  the  attack  like 
a  peripneumony,  with  greater  difficulty  of 
breathing,  fometimes  with  fpit  rather  bloody, 
and  afterwards  with  a  more  copious  expectora- 
tion, which  is  purulent;  hence  thirft,  high- 
coloured  urine,  and  emaciation  encreafes. — 
The  fpits  in  the  beginning  are  few,  difficult 
to  be  expectorated,  vifcid  ;  then  the  fever  re- 
mitting,   they  become  more  copious,  of  an 

afh- 
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aih-co;our,  rather  fweet,  or  fait  and  acrid  to 
the  tafle,  foetid,  yellow  when  dry,  and  very 
vifcid ;  when  thrown  into  water  they  fall  to 
the  bottom,  unlefs  fupported  by  froth.  Some- 
times the  fpits  are  in  the  form  of  little,  white, 
round  lumps.  When  thefe  fymptoms  are 
violent,  an  ha?moptoe  foon  attends,  in  which 
the  blood  thrown  up  appears  thin,  florid,  and 
frothy ;  and  afterwards  it  becomes  paler,  and 
then  the  diicharge  is  gradually  changed  into 
pus.  At  length  a  colliquative  diarrhoea  comes 
on,  fuppreffing  expectoration  ;  the  nails  grow 
curved,  the  ends  of  the  fingers  bulbous  ;  the 
hair  fills  off,  the  body  becomes  extremely 
thin;  and  death,  fcarce  ever  forefeen  by  the 
patient,  doles  the  fcene. 

The  phthifis  may  be  confidered  of  three 
kinds;  1  ft,  where  the  cough  is  not  attended 
with  any  expectoration,  but  of  a  white  frothy 
phlegm,  in  fmall  quantities,  until  near  the 
clofe ;  2d,  where  there  is  a  remarkable  ex- 
pectoration of  uncoloured  vifcid  mucus  at  firft, 
but  in  the  progrefs  changes  to  a  yellowiili, 
fetid,  grey,  or  greeniih  matter  ;  3d,  where  large 
and   frequent  hsmorhages  happen  from   the 

pulmonary  veflcls. 

The 
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In  our  mode  of  cure,  the  diet  fhould  confiftdf 
mild,  light,  nourifhing  food j  jellies,  viper-brotK 
with  eringo  roots,  thin  chocolate,  and  milk  ; 
and  above  all^  2  milk  diet  fhould  be  dire&ed, 
with  Country  air,  gentle  riding  on  horfebatcki 
failing  in  a  fhip,  agreeable  company*  and 
Briftbl  Waters  drank  on  the  fpot. 

Small  repeated  bleedings  will  be  proper  in 
the  beginriing;  and  even  during  the  whole 
courfe  of  the  difeafe,  especially  in  young  fub- 
jedts.  If  the  veffels  ate  not  tender,  and  no 
preceding  hemorrhage  contraindicates,  fre- 
quent ipecacuanha  vomits*  about  3ft  taken 
thrice  a  week,  with  an  arlodyhe  at  night,  of 
pil.  e  ftyrac:  gr.  v.  ad  viij.  with  as  much  piL 
ex  aloe  cum  myrrha,  ifnecefTary,andaconftant 
ufe  of  butter-milk,  or  goat's  Whey*  in  the 
country,  may,  perhaps,  fucceed  better  in  this 
difeafe  than  any  other  method  :  and  a  decoc- 
tion of  the  bark  given  at  noon  and  evening, 
will  greatly  tend  towards  removing  the  fever, 
and  ftrengthening  the  habit  of  body.  I  have 
feen  its  happy  effeds  in  a  variety  of  inftances  ; 
and  even  when  the  lungs  were  ulcerated,  the 
fvmctoms  have  been  reftrained,  and  life  ren« 

deredj  in  fbme  mcafure,  comfortable  by  it.

Here  it  is  more  requifite  than  in  any  other 
fpecies  of  pulmonary  confumption,  to  live  iri 
a  pure  and  fettled  atmofphere,  to  obferve  ex- 
treme temperance  of  every  kind. 

If  tubercles  are  not  a&ually  formed;  and  a 
fever  attends*  bleed  in  fmall  quantity  and 
often,  and  give  aq.  ammon.  acetata,  and  gum 
ammon.  combined  with  foap,  and  ferrum 
ammoniacale,  and  order  iflues  and  fetons. 

If  there  is  little  or  no  fever,  you  may  pre- 
fcribe  chalybeate  waters,  and

rately, probably  the  mifchief  in  the  bronchial 
glands  may  be  prevented;  but  as  people  in 
this  complaint  are  apt  to  apply  too  late,  ftill 
thefe  remedies  we  are  obliged  to  have  recourfe 
to  as  palliatives  to  prolong  life. 

If  the  heat  be  confiderable,  we  mull  have 
recourfe  to  butter-milk,  or  goats  whey. 

Here  fmall  bleedings  repeated,  with  the  ufe 
of  the  following  draughts,  have  been  much 
commended :

Thefe  were  given,  where  not  any  great  de- 
gree of  heat,  or  thirft,  nor  any  manifeft  fign 
of  inflammation  attended. 

But  where  thefe  were  concomitants,  and 
alfo  flufhings  in  the  face,  a  har&pulfe,  a  hot 
and  dry  fkin,  a  hard  and  dry  cough,  with 
difficult  expe&oration,  then  from  thirty  to 
forty  grains  of  nitre  were  added  to  the  fame 
mixture,  and  the  kali  omitted ;  and  bleeding 
was  occafionally  repeated,  according  to  the 
exigency  of  the  fymptorpe.

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CHAP.      III. 

Of  the  Tabes. 

rFHE  tabes  is  a  general  wafting  of  the 
whole  body,  attended  with  a  feveriQi 
quicknefs  in  the  pulfe,  but  without  any 
cough,  or  fpitting:  thefe  laft  diftinguifh  it 
from  the  phthifis.  It  is  generally  occafioned 
by  a  colledtion  of  matter  in  fome  part  of  the 
body,  but  more  particularly  attends  upon  the 
inflammation  of  a  fcirrhous  gland. 

When  it  arifes  from  an  infarflion,  or  fup- 
puration  of  the  liver,  it  may  be  difcovered  by 
a  yellow,  bilious,  or  brownifti  fediment  in 
the  urine ;  a  fallow,  or  fometimes  a  yellow- 
ifh  complexion ;  with  a  fulneis,  pain  or  fenfe 
of  weight  in  the  right  hypochondrium.— • 
Sometimes  alfo,  and  very  frequently,  a  cough 
accompanies  thefe  lymptoms ;  but  if  the  belly 
is  tenfe,  and  there  fhould  be  a  frequent  diar- 
hoea,  with  the  common  hedtic  fymptoms,  we 
may  be  pretty  certain  that  it  is  the  mefentery 
which  is  fimilarly  affected.  When  it  arifes 
from  exceffive  indulgence  in  libidinous  plea- 

fures, 
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fures,  it  difcovers  itfelf  by  frequent  nodtur- 
nal  emiffions,  and  a  conftant  difcharge  of 
mucus  and  feminal  fluids  from  tl<e  urethra, 
pain  in  the  fmall  of  the  back,  with  a  fenfa- 
tion  of  crawling  down  the  fpine,  cofti venefs, 
and  difficulty  in  making  water,  joined  to  the 
other  fymptoms  of  tabes.  In  order  to  form 
a  cure,  total  abftinence  from  thofe  lafcivious 
excefles  which  firft  induced  the  complaint  is 
abfolutely  requifite  *y  and  before  the  fever  comes 
on,  a  courfe  of  afles  milk,  chalybeate  waters, 
and  the  cold  bath,  may  be  fuccefsful ;  but  after 
the  hedtic  heats,  and  colliquative  fweats  have 
made  their  appearance,  little  is  to  be  expect- 
ed. 

In  the  cure  of  this  malady,  a  wholefome 
air,  gentle  exercife,  and  a  proper  courfe  of 
mild  diet,  are  particularly  necefiary.  The 
body,  if  coftive,  muft  be  kept  gently  open  by 
eccoprotic  medicines  ;  but  in  cafe  of  a  colli- 
quative diarrhoea,  it  muft  be  moderated  by 
opiates,  and  the  teftaceous  powders.  When 
a  fcirrhus  in  the  liver,  or  mesenteric  glands, 
gives  rife  to  it,  the  cure  muft  be  attempted 
by  the  deobftrubent  gums,  with  foap  and  mild 
chalybeate  medicines,  aififted  by  goats  whey, 

K  4  afles 
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affes  milk,  and  the  like.  The  myrrh  draughts, 
as  recited  when  fpeaking  of  phthifis,  feem§ 
here  to  be  an  ufeful  medicine.  Small  dofes 
of  calomel  and  cicuta  fhould  be  tried,  and 
mineral  waters  which  abound  with  foffile 
alcali,  fuch  as  Seltzer,  Tilbury,  Clifton,  &c. 
If  the  fcirrhous  gland,  or  abfcefs,  be  fituated 
externally,  the  caufe  is  to  be  removed  by 
opening  the  fiftulous  finufes  which  confine 
the  purulent  matter,  or  by  extirpating  the 
part  which  fupplies  the  fomes  of  the  difeafe. 
The  bark,  in  fome  of  thefe  heclics,  is  often 
of  great  fervice,  to  which  may  be  joined  other 
dietetic  remedies  proper  in  thefe  cafes,  in  order 
to  attempt  to  corred:  the  acrid  and  putrefac- 
tive nature  of  the  offending  matter,  if  the 
caufe  fhould  be  fp  fituated  as  to  admit  not  of 
extirpation.  It  is  obferved,  that  the  Bath 
waters  are  particularly  hurtful  in  this  fpecies 
of  hedic  fever,  as  alfo  in  the  phthifis,  whicfy 
they  never  fail  to  increafe.

CHAf. 
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CHAP    IV. 

Of  Worms  y  and  the  Worm  Fever. 

"IITORMS,  which  infeft  the  human  body, 
are  of  four  kinds ;  the  round,  like  the 
common  earth-worms ;  the  flat  and  fhort 
white  worm,  like  a  gourd-feed ;  the  tasnia,  or 
long  tape- worm ;  and  the  afcarides,  or  fmall 
white  worms,  with  fharp-pointed  heads^ 
They  are  moll  frequently  found  in  children, 
more  efpccially  when  they  are  fucking,  and 
are  at  the  fame  time  indulged  with  meat ;  for 
their  tender  ftomachs  cannot  digeft  folids. 
Such  food,  therefore,  will  corrupt,  and  pro- 
duce worms. — They  are  known  to  exift  by  a 
riaufea,  with  an  inclination  to  vomit,  loofe- 
nefs,  whitifh  and  turbid  urine,  flufhing  of  one 
cheek  in  a  circumfcribed  fpot,  hedtic  fever, 
faintings,  intermitting  weak  irregular  pulfe, 
itching  of  the  nofe  and  of  the  anus,  fits,  and 
convulfions :  they  alfo  may  produce  hunger, 
lofs  of  appetite,  fometimes  one,  fometimes 
the  other,  voracity,  coftivenefs,  palsnefs, 
foetid  breath,  grinding  of  the  teeth,  and  even 

death ; 
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death  ;  add  to  thefe,  the  ftomach  and  abdomen 
are  fometimes  much  inflated,  Befides  thefe 
general  fymptoms,  it  has  been  obferved,  that 
fudden  gripings  about  the  navel  denote  the 
prefence  of  the  round  worms  j  a  weight  in 
the  belly,  as  if  a  ball  were  rolling  about  in  it, 
is  held  as  a  fign  of  the  taenia  ;  and  an  itching 
about  the  anus,  with  a  tenefmus,  are  figns  of 
the  afcarides. 

The  diet  fhould  be  light  and  eafy  of  digef- 
tion,  with  a  moderate  allowance  of  red  port 
wine  diluted.  A  pint  of  water  in  which  3i. 
argent,  viv,  has  been  boiled,  is  an  ufeful 
drink.  The  lumbrici,  or  thofe  like  earth- 
worms ;  the  flat  /hort  white  worm,  and  the 
taenia,  may  be  diflodged  by  fome  of  the  fol- 
lowing remedies  :  iEthiops  and  rhubarb  is 
chiefly  proper  for  children,  efpecially  aftei* 
purging,  if  they  can  bear  that  operation.

A  decodtion  of  the  bark  of  the  Wefl- India 
wild  cabbage,  or  bulgewater  tree,  has  been 
found  very  effectual.  Some  make  a  fyrup 
with  this  bark. 

The  hairy  fubftance  of  couhage,  or  cow- 
itch,  made  into  an  eledtary  with  treacle,  and 
given  from  one  to  two  tea  fpoonfuls  failing, 
often  cures. 

So  does  foap  from  ^ij.  to  Si.  in  grown 
people ;  and  lime-water,  where  the  ftomach 
has  been  chiefly  concerned. 

Sea- water  has  been  experienced  to  be  effec- 
tual in  deftroying  worms  in  general  in  chil- 
dren; and,  for  adults,  perhaps  nothing  ex- 
ceeds

ceeds  the   virtues   of  the  fulphur  fprings  at 
Harrowgate,  when  drank  upon  the  fpot. 

Againft  the  afcarides  in  particular,  a  decoc- 
tion of  the  leaves  of  favin  in  water,  is  very 
ufeful;  as  are  likewife  clyfiers  compofed  of 
deco&ions  of  wormwood  and  rue,  in  oil,  or 
milk,  with  a  fmall  quantity  of  aloes  diffolved ; 
or,  what  is  as  efficacious,  blowing  the  fmoke 
of  tobacco,  by  a  proper  contrivance,  into  the 
rectum,  as  none  of  the  remedies  above  re- 
cited are  capable  of  diflodging  thefe  worms, 
without  the  ufe  of  thefe  glyfters.

The  couhage  mentioned  above  has 
been  here  recommended  as  particularly  fervice- 
able,  as  has  alfo  the  polypodium  filix  mas 
Linn^i.  The  male  fern,  given  in  a  larg$ 
dofe  early  in  the  morning,  and  about  two 
hours  after  a  ftrong  purgative  with  calomel, 

feajnmony, 
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fcammony,  gamboge,  or  fome  fuch  ftrong 
purgatives  mixed  together.  Briflk  purges 
likewife  are  very  proper ;  fuch  as  the  extradt. 
colocynth.  comp.  calomel,  or  tindtur.  aloes : 
or  3ij.  of  the  limat.  ftann.  may  be  given  every 
morning,  for  fix  or  {c^tn  days,  and  then  be 
purged  off  with  fal  cathart.  amar.  diflblved  in 
water. 

Whatever  medicines  have  been  made  ufe  of 
to  deftroy  and  expel  the  worms,  it  will  always 
be  of  great  ufe  afterwards  to  prefcribe  a  courfe 
of  the  bark,  in  decoftion,  or  otherwife,  to 
ftrengthcn  the  whole  habit,  by  lime-water  and 
bitters,  with  fteel,  to  prevent  a  relapfe. 

In  the  worm  fever,  bleeding  and  blifters 
are  often  very  neceffary.  Fomentations,  and 
poultices  of  rue  and  wormwood,  are  alfo  re- 
commended to  the  abdomen;  or  rubbing  the 
belly  with  ox  gall.

External    Inflammations. 

CHAP    I. 

Of  the  Phlegmon,  or  jliperfcial  Inflammation. 

AS  all  inflammations  have  for  their  im- 
mediate caufe  an  excefs  or  encreafe  of 
ofcillatory  motion,  and  a  diminution  of  the 
refilling  power  of  the  coats  of  particular  fets 
of  the  fmaller  blood-veflels,  which  occaiions 
a  diftenfion  of  thefe  vefTels,  a  tranfudation  of 
the  red  part  of  the  blood  through  pores  in 
their  coats,  and  its  progrefs  into  the  minuter 
branches,    which  in  health  appear  to    carry 
only    the     ferous    fluids  -y    we    fay   that   the 
phlegmon  is  occafioned  by  an  extravafation  of 
the  blood,  or  by  its  ftagnating  in  the  capillary 
veflels  of  the  lkin  and  parts  adjacent,  which 
being   prefled  on,  at  the  fame  time,  by  the 
'  blood  from  behind,  accumulates  there. 

5  The 
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The  figns  are  a  circumfcribed  fwelling  and 
hardnefs,  heat,  tenfion,  pain,  and  rednefs  in 
the  part,  with  a  knfc  of  throbbing,  attended 
with  a  quick,  full,  and  hard  pulfe  $  which 
increafing,  the  inflammation*  if  not  ending  in 
refolution,  terminates  either  in  fuppuration,  a 
gangrene,  or  fcirrhus. 

It  arlfes  often  from  external  caufes,  as 
wounds,  bruifes,  &c.  and  when  not  critical, 
fhould  be,  if  poffible,  refolved.  For  which 
purpofe  the  diet  fhould  be  {lender  and  fparing, 
with  refrigerating  and  diluting  drinks,  ac- 
companied with  reft. 

Bleeding,  in  general,  is  highly  neceflary, 
and  fhould  be  repeated  occafionally ;  and  after- 
wards ftools  muft  be  procured,  by  coolings 
purges.

But  if,  notwithftanding  all  this,  matte? 
fhould  begin  to  form  itfclf,  all  evacuations 
mull  be  laid  afide,  and  the  fuppuration  be  en- 
couraged, by  adding  linfeed-meal,  and  white 
lily-root,  to  the  common  poultice,  if  thought 
neceflary ;  or  applying  the  cataplafma  matu- 
rans.  When  the  abfeefs  is  formed,  it  fhould 
be  opened  at  the  proper  time  of  maturation, 
and  the  wound  drelTed  with  doffils  of  dry  lint, 
laid  on  gently,  and  covered  with  pledgets  of 
the  ointment  of  yellow  wax  -9  or  ung.  Arcaei 

may 
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may  be  ufed.  In  a  few  days,  if  the  fore  ap- 
pears not  clean,  red  precipitate,  mixed  with 
ointment  of  yellow  wax;  or  the  green  bafili- 
con,  may  be  applied,  to  clean  away  the 
Houghs  that  often  fill  the  bottom  of  the 
fore,  which,  when  effe&ed,  the  red  granu- 
lated flefh  will  fprout  up,  and  then  dry  lint 
and  proper  bandages  will  almoft  always  com- 
plete the  cure.  But  after  opening  the  abfcefs, 
ihould  there  be  found  a  thin  acrid  difcharge, 
with  flight  hedlic  fymptoms,  the  cortex  muft 
be  administered,  to  bring  on  a  kindly  fuppu- 
ration,  and  facilitate  the  healing  of  the  fore. 
In  fome  cafes,  mercurial  alterants,  and  die- 
tetic deco&ions,  are  requifite  to  correct  the 
acrimonious  ftate  of  the  humours,  and  me- 
liorate the  difcharge. 

Inflammations  arifing.  from  contufion  are 
the  mofl  fuccefsfully  treated  by  immediate 
and  large  bleedings,  applying  vinegar  to  the 
part  injured,  and  procuring  ftools;  this  laft 
caution  is  particularly  neceflary  to  be  attended 
to,  efpecially  in  blows  on  the  head,  or  legs. 

But  no  external  application,  in  the  begin- 
ning, exceeds  the  cataplafm  of  oatmeal,  oil, 
and  vinegar ;  or  the  following  mixture  :

C  HAP.     II. 

Of  the  FuruncuhtSy  or  Boit 

THE  furnuculus,  or  boil,  is  a  fmall  cir- 
cumfcribed  tumor,  or  pointed  tubercle, 
attended  with  rednefs,  pain,  and  hardnefs, 
arifing  promifcuoufly  in  all  parts  of  the  body  5 
thefe  are  feldom  capable  of  being  difcufled; 
they  commonly  ripen,  or  turn  to  matter,  in 
the  fpace  of  feven  or  eight  days,  and  after  the 
difcharge  of  their  contents,  which  is  not  the 
pus  of  a  common  abfcefs,  not  fo  fluid,  but 
confifts  chiefly  in  firm  floughs,  that  form  a 
core,  frequently  heal  without  much  trouble. 
The  common  bread  and  milk  poultice  may 
be  applied,  or,  in  fome  cafes,  gently  adhefive 
and  maturating  plafters,  fuch  as  the  empla- 
ftrum  commune,  &  commune  cum  gummi ; 
and,  when  the  fuppuration  is  complete,  if  the 
pus  does  not  make  its  own  way,  the  tumor 
muft  be  opened.     In  this  kind  of  inflamma- 

L  3  tory 
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tory  tumor  the  flough,  or  core,  muft  be  caffc 
out  before  the  fore  will  heal.

In  fome  conftitutions  boils  are  repeatedly 
breaking  out,  and  give  great  uneafinefs  and 
trouble  ;  when  this  is  the  cafe,  befides  healing 
thefe  by  external  applications,  from  time  to 
time,  a  rad.ical  cure  can  only  be  expected  from 
a  courfe  of  proper  alterants ;  for  thefe  depend 
upon  a  vitiated  ftate  of  the  fluids,  which  re- 
quire to  be  corre&ed.

CHAP.       III. 

Of  the  Paronychia,  or  Whitlow. 

HIS  is  a  painful  tumor,  appearing  on  the 
finger  ends,  owing  to  an  inflammation 
affc&ing  the  periofteum,  and  tendons  adher- 
ing to  it,  from  an  acrid,  very  corrofive  hu- 
mour fixing  itfelf  there.  It  is  fometimes  at- 
tended with  a  fever,  reftleflhefs,  great  throb- 
bing in  the  part,  and  a  quick  pulfe  j  and  the 

whole

whole  arm  is  frequently  affefted  by  it;  the 
inflammation  runs  on  to  maturation,  and  fome- 
times  to  a  gangrene. 

Bleeding  is  proper  in  the  beginning,  and 
if  the  diforder  increafes,  with  a  violent  in- 
flammatory tenfion  on  the  parts,  apply  emol- 
lient cataplafms,  and  ufe  the  following  lini- 
ment : 

Linimentum  Anodynum.

The  cataplafms  fhould  be  repeated,  and 
opiates  given  at  night  to  prevent  a  fever. — If, 
notwithftanding  all  thefe  methods,  the  hu- 
mour lies  deep,  and  the  part  continues  pain- 
ful, open  it  with  a  lancet,  and  drefs  it  with 
liniment.  Arcaei  for  fome  days  $  then  heal  it 
with  the  ceratum  epuloticum,  &c.  The 
fooner  it  is  brought  to  maturation,  there  is 
the  leaft  danger  of  a  caries  of  the  bone. — In 
the  fimple  whitlow  a  fuppuration  is  readily 
procured,  and  very  eafily  healed,  the  laudable 
pus  being  let  out.  But  there  is  another  called 
the  malignant  whitlow,  or  Felon  5  this  is  ex- 

L  4  tremely 
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tremely  dangerous,  and  is  almoft  never  cured, 
except  by  very  early  incifion  down  to  the 
bone. 

CHAP    IV. 

Of  the  Pernio^  or  Chilblain. 

/^Hilblains  are  fmall  fhining  tumors  or* 
the  fingers,  toes,  and  heels,  which  form 
a  whitifh  appearance  at  firft,  incline  to  a 
bluifh  caft,  they  itch  violently,  grow  pain- 
ful, and,  at  length,  go  off,  fometimes  with, 
fometimes  without  ulceration,  When  they 
break  in  the  heels,  they  arp  called  Kibes. 

Thefe  feldom  appear  but  in  the  winter  time. 
On  the  fingers  they  come  in  lumps,  like  a 
filver  penny,  (fometimes  lefs)  and  are  red, 
though  they  turn  livid  or  blue;  and  when 
they  break  in  the  hands  they  are  termed 
Chaps.

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5*rith.  In  kibes  nothing  is  better  than  the 
unguent,  deficcativ.  rub,  with  a  little  cam-' 
phor,  and  the  emplaflrum  e  minio  over  all. 
If  the  parts  affe&ed  are  rubbed  with  petroleum, 
it  often  preserves,  and  cures  them.  Diluted 
muriatic  acid  has  been  recommended  for  bath- 
ing the  parts  with  before  they  break ;  and 
after  they  have  broken,  the  fleams  of  vinegar* 
and  the  common  digeftive  ointment.  It  will 
be  proper,  now  and  then,  to  give  fome  gen- 
tle purgatives  ;  and,  if  the  complaint  is  very 
violent,  an  alterative  courfe  of  medicine  might 
be  ufeful  before  the  approach  of  winterr 
Keep  the  feet  and  legs  warm,  avoid  getting 
wet,  and  being  much  expofed  to  fevere  cold. 

CHAP.    V, 

Of  the    Inflammation    of  the   Breajls,    an<$ 
Nipples, 

TXTHEN  the  breafts  begin  to  be  uneafy  and 
tumefy,  a  few  days  after  delivery, 
from  the  milk  ftagnating,  a  fhivering  is  ge- 
nerally a  preceding  fymptom ;  then  fucceeds 
inflammation,   with  febrile  affections,  fome- 

times 
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times  more,  fometimes  lefs, ;  a  quick  pulfe, 
thirft,  head-ach,  and  difficult  refpiration.  If 
the  pulfe  is  full  and  hard,  and  the  other  fymp- 
toms  violent,  we  may  have  rccourfe  to  the 
lancet,  and  mild  purgathflts.  Gentle  diapho- 
retics may  be  prefcnbeu,  and  fpir.  vin.  camph. 
applied,  or  warm  cloths,  or  emplaftr.  com- 
mun.  cum  camph.  or  rags  dipt  in  brandy  and 
put  to  the  axillae.  Should  pain,  with  inflam- 
mation, come  on,  apply  a  poultice  with  bread, 
milk,  and  oil,  and  an  emollient  fomentation. 
The  following,  which  is  generally,  if  applied 
in  time,  efFe&ual  :

If  it  does  not  yield  to  this  method,  and 
fuppuration  cannot  be  prevented,  it  muft  be 
treated  accordingly.  But,  in  general,  it  is 
much  better  to  let  the  tumor  break  of  itfelf^ 
than  to  open  it,  either  with  the  lancet,  or 
cauftics.  The  ulcer  is  afterward  to  be  treated 
according  to  the  common  rules  enjoined  in 
disorders  of  that  kind.

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If  there  be  only  a  hardnefs  in  the  breaft, 
from  coagulated  milk,  emollient  cataplafms 
and  fomentations  are  to  be  ufed,  as  likewife 
frefh-drawn  lmfeed  oil  by  way  of  liniment. 

Chapped,  or  lore  nipples,  are  very  frequent 
with  thole  who  give  furk;  in  this  cafe  the 
ol.  cera  is  a  very  proper  application  ;  or  frefli 
cream  fpread  upon  fine  linen  ;  or  a  folution  of 
gum  arabic  in  water.  If  the  nipples  be  lax 
and  moift,  and  more  aflringent  applications 
be  neceffary,

It  ib  al.r.oft  needlefs  to  obferve,  that,  what- 
ever applications  be  made  ufe  of  to  the  nipples, 
they  ought  always  to  be  wafhed  off  before  the 
child  is  permitted  to  fuck. 

If  an  inflammation  of  the  breafts  be  attend- 
ed with  a  fever,  the  treatment  muft  be  the 
fame  as  hath  been  already  defcribed  under  the 
head  of  milk-fever \ 

CHAP. 
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chap,   vi. 

Of  the  Hernia  humor  alts. 

HE  hernia  humoralis  is  an  inflammation 
firft  of  the  epididymis,  and  afterwards 
ei  the  teflicles,  with  pain  and  hardnefs,  which 
often  continues  for  a  conliderable  length  of 
time.  It  may  be  produced  by  the  fame  caufes 
as  other  inflammations,  but  it  moll  commonly 
arifes  from  the  venereal  infection . 

Bleed  plentifully,  repeat  it  as  occafion  may 
require,  and  treat  the  patient  as  in  other  cafes 
of  topical  inflammation  ;  fufpend  the  parts  in 
a  bag-trufs,  and  confine  the  patient  to  bed ; 
apply  Goulard's  faturnine  wTater,  cold,  or  a 
mixture  of  vinegar  and  brandy;  and,,  if  the 
fwelling  and  inflammation  be  great,  foment 
with  the  fotus  communis,  with  the  addition 
©f  a  little  fpir.  vin.  camph.  &  fal  ammoniac# 
and  apply  the  bread  and  milk  poultice  with 
about  ?G,  of  the  unguent,  caerul.  mit. 

If  it  fhould  arife  from  the  fudden  flopping 
of  a  virulent  gonorrhoea,  that  fhould  be  re- 
called again,  if  poflible ;  for  which  purpofe, 
after  bleeding,  if  neceflary,  and  a  glyflcr, 
6  fhould 
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fhould  the  patient  be  coftive,  he  muft  fit  in  a 
warm  bath,  or  the  fleams  of  warm  water,  his 
tefticles  being  properly  fufpended.  From 
thence  he  fhould  go  to  bed $  a  dry  bag  trufs 
being  put  on  to  fupport  the  teftes,  a  warm 
bread  poultice  muft  then  be  applied  to  the 
penis,  to  folicit  the  difcharge,  and  a  full 
dofe  of  opium  fhould  be  given  by  the  mouth, 
or  the  following  glyfter  :

The  patient  fhould  be  kept  low.  If  the 
running  returns,  relief  is  proportionably  ob- 
tained ;  and,  fhould  it  be  requifite,  the  opiate 
may  be  repeated  every  twenty -four  hours  £ 
and  two  or  three  times  a  day  the  parts  fhould 
be  expofcd  to  the  fleams  of  hot  water. 

If  thefe  fail,  vomit  with  ipecacuanha,  and  re«* 
peat  it  as  neceflity  may  require :  and,  in  all 
cafes,  give  ik)w  and  then  a  few  dofes  of  fome 
brifk  cathartic.  But  if  matter  does  form,  m 
fpite  of  all  efforts  to  prevent  it,  it  muft  be  dil- 
charged  by  a  fufficient  opening,  and  proceed 
in  the  cure  as  in  other  cafes  of  abfcefs ;  ob- 

ferving, 
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ferving,  that  in  thofe  which  arife  from  vene- 
real virus,  the  mercurial  courfe  fhould  not  be 
omitted. 

CHAP.    VII. 

Of  the  Phimofis,  and  Paraphiniofis. 
HEN  the  prasputium  cannot  be  retract- 


w 


ed  beyond  the  glans,  the  diforder  is 
called  phimofis ;  and  when  retracted,  and  can- 
not be  drawn  over  the  glans  again,  it  is  then 
termed  parapbimofs. 

Thefe  will  generally  yield  to  emollient  cata- 
plafms,  unguent,  hydrargyri,  emetics,  and 
brifk  purgatives.  Sometimes  it  may  be  proper, 
in  the  phimofis,  to  throw  up  an  emollient  or 
iaturnine  injection  between  the  glans  and 
prepuce,  to  keep  the  parts  clean,  prevent  the 
matter  from  corroding,  and  heal  the  ulcera- 
tions which  are  fometimes  the  caufe. 

It  often  happens  that  thefe  difeafes  become 

fo  obflinate,  from  mifmanagement,  as  not  to 

yield  to  any  medicines  or  external  applications. 

In  thefe  cafes  the  hand  of  the  furgeon  becomes 

neceflary  to  flit,  or  even  amputate,  a  part  of 

the  prepuce. 

CHAR 
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CHAP.    VIII. 

Of  the    Ophthalmia. 

'  A  N  ophthalmy  is  an  inflammation  of  the 
^*p  membranes  which  invert  the  eyes,  ef- 
pecially  the  tunica  albuginea,  and  is  attended 
with  a  pricking  pain,  heat,  and  rednefs.  This 
is  only  when  the  diforder  is  in  a  flight  flate, 
but,  when  it  is  more  violent,  it  is  attended 
with  great  pain,  tenfion,  tumors,  heat,  and 
rednefs ;  fometimes  with  a  pricking  fo  great 
as  if  the  eyes  were  ftimulated  by  a  needle  or 
thorn  fixed  therein ;  they  are  filled  with  a  hot 
humour,  and  a  pituitous  difcharge,  fometimes 
fmaller,  fometimes  very  copious  in  quantity, 
fucceeds ;  and  alfo  a  certain  kind  of  fordes  fill 
up  the  larger  angles  ;  and,  when  the  difeafe  is 
ftill  more  violent,  the  parts,  even  to  the 
cheeks,  fwell,  the  arteries  all  round  beat  vio- 
lently, the  fmall  veffels  become  turgid,  and 
are  confpicuous,  which  before  were  imper- 
ceptible in  health,  in  the  white  portion  of 
the  eye.  It  fometimes  extends  itfelf  to  the 
retina,  and  very  often  makes  the  fight  intole- 
rable. It  is  moil  to  be  dreaded  when  an  ori- 
ginal 
9 
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ginal  difeafe  ;  when  the  temples  ach,  the  fore- 
head itches,  and  the  body  fweats  in  the  night. 

It  may  be  occafioned  by  any  internal  caufe 
whatever,  capable  of  producing  an  inflamma- 
tion, though  it  frequently  proceeds  from  ac- 
cidents* When  attended  with  long  head-achs,; 
it  is  bad,  and  portends  blindnefs. 

All  hot  aromatic  food,  and  wine,  is  bad : 
a  low  diet,  reft,  and  keeping  the  part  covered 
from  the  light,  with  plenty  of  dilution,  will 
be  here  very  requifite.  When  flight  it  may 
often  be  cured  by  external  applications  alone, 
but  when  confiderable  we  muft  bleed  plenti- 
fully and  repeatedly,  more  or  lefs,  according 
to  the  degree  of  inflammation.  After  copious 
general  depletion,  if  the  inflammation  does 
Hot  yield,  apply  leeches  alfo  to  the  temples^ 
and  the  external  angle  of  the  eye,  and  cupping 
glaftes  between  the  moulders  -,  or,  in  children,* 
bleed  in  the  jugular;  purge  gently  with  infuf* 
fen.  kali  tartarifat.  &c.  and  order  perpetual 
blifters,  fetons,  or  iffues.  If  great  heat,  dry- 
nefs,  and  revere  pain,  fhew  that  the  difeafe  is 
produced  and  fupported  by  the  increafed  ofcil- 
latory  motion,  and  want  of  fufficient  refift- 
ance  in  the  coats  of  the  veffels,  emollients* 

and 
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and  fedatives  muft  be  had  recourfe  to  ;  if  the 
moifture  of  the  eye,  flight  degrees  of  heat  and 
pain,  with  an  apparent  flabby  ftate  of  the  vef- 
fels,  fhews  it  is  from  relaxation,  aftringent 
applications  are  our  remedies.  From  thefe, 
therefore,  according  to  the  circumftances  of 
the  cafe,  we  muft  apply

Or,  let  a  drop  or  two  of  the  Thebaic 
tin&ure  alone  be  dropt  into  the  eye  affe&ed 
two  or  three  times  a  day. 

Foment  the  eye  with  warm  milk,  or  ano- 
dyne fomentations,  and  apply  a  poultice  of 
white  bread  and  milk  over  it  twice  a  day.  If 
an  aftringent  application  be  indicated,  the 
coagulum  aluminofum,  fpread  on  a  foft  rag, 
is  very  proper.  A  thin  folution  of  gum  ara- 
bic  has  been  recommended  as  an  ufeful  colly- 

M  rium ; 
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rium ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  large  dofes  of 
nitre  to  be  given  frequently.  The  pediluvium 
may  alfo  be  tried. 

If  it  arifes  from  a  blow  or  bruife,  and  the 
eye  be  fwelled  and  black,  after  bleeding,  ufc 
the  following :

There  is  an  inflammation  of  the  eye  very 
different  from  the  common  ophthalmy,  which 
depends  on,  or  arifes  from  a  laxity  of  the  vef- 
fels,  and  is,  for  the  mofh  part,  fcrophulous, 
or  rheumatic,  and  fometimes  venereal ;  which 
laft  is  faid  to  be  diftinguifhed  by  having  the 
cornea  more  afFedted  than  common.  If  it 
arifes  from  &  venereal  caufe,  mercurials  muft 
be  directed.

Sir  Hans  Sloane's  liniment 
has  alfo  been  of  fervice,  as  well  as  in  the 
difeafes  of  the  eye-lids  depending  on  fuch  com- 
plaints. Millepedes  taken  alive  in  a  large 
quantity,  hydrargyrus  cum  fulph.  the  decodt. 
farfaparillae  have  all  been  advantageoufly  exhi- 
bited j  and  fo  have  the  following  powders  :

Miies  in  the  arms,  or  a  feton  in  the  neck, 
are  fometinres  neceffary  in  thefe  cafes.  Or 
perforations  through  the  lobes  of  the  ears, 
paffing  a  fkein  of  filk  through  them,  and 
treating  them  like  fetons,  by  that  means 
keeping  up  a  continued  difcharge,  which  is 
thought  more  efficacious. 

Small  tubercles  fometimes  appear  in  the 
corners  of  the  eyes  and  eye-lids,  refembling  a 
barley-corn,  or  a  hail-ftone,  and  affedt  them 
with  inflammation ;  they  are  generally  of  long 
continuance,  and  very  flow  in  their  progrefs. 

The  heft  method  of  cure  will  be  to  difcufs 
them'  with  the  unguent,  hydrargyri  fort,  and 
give  calomel,  gr.  i.  in  a  pill  at  night  for  ten 
days,  and  repeat  or  defift  juft  as  you  .find  it 
neceffary. 

An  ophthalmy  is  fometimes  occafioned  by 
the  eye-lafhes  turning  inwards ;  and  is  then 
eafily  removed  by  plucking  out  the  inverted 
hairs. 

If  there  be  ulcers  on  the  eye-lids,  the  fol- 
lowing liniment  is  recommended  by  Sir  John 
Pringle  :

In  watery  eyes,  apply  fpir.  rorifmar.  and 
give  gentle  evacuants,  and  alteratives. 

The  eye-lids  frequently  adhere  together  in 
children,  which  may  become  very  trouble- 
fome.  In  order  to  remove  this  complaint, 
perhaps  nothing  will  be  better  than  to  foment 
the  eye-lids  with  warm  milk  and  water,  with 
a  fmall  fpoonful  of  brandy;  and  afterwards 
apply  a  little  unguent,  tutiae,  with  the  addi- 
tion of  two  grains  of  the  zincum  vitriolatum 
purificatum  to  3ij.  of  the  former. 

If  a  fharp  ferum  attends,  correct  it  by  pro- 
per alteratives,  and  gentle  evacuations. 

Here  extradt.  corticis  Peruvian,  in  fmall 
dofes,  is  of  great  ufe. 

CHAP.    IX. 

Of  the  Angina,  or  Quinfey. 

\  N  angina  is  an  inflammation  of  the  throat, 

•*•  ^  with  burning  heat,    pain,    tumor,  and 

rednefs;  a  conftant  inclination  to,  and  diffi- 

M  3  culty 
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culty  in  deglutition,  attended  with  a  fever, 
Frequently  the  uvula  and  parts  adjacent  are 
highly  relaxed  and  inflamed,  and  liquids  often 
rejected  by  the  nofe,  with  rednefs  in  the  face. 

This    is    the    common    inflammatory  fore 
throat,  where   the  tonfils  are  chiefly  affed:ed  ; 
but   fometimes  the   inflammation  feizes    the 
mufcles  of  the  larynx,  and  membranes  lining 
the  upper  part  of  the  trachea  ;  then  no  great 
degree  of  inflammation  appears  in  the  fauces, 
nor  any  remarkable  external  fwelling,  which, 
in   the  other  cafe,    fometimes  happens;  the 
internal  heat  and  pain  are  extremely  violent, 
the  breathing  very  painful  and  difficult,  and 
the  voice  becomes  flirill  and  rattling.     Some- 
times the  inflammation  fpreads  from  the  paro- 
tid and  maxillary  glands,    affe&ing  alfo  the 
ligaments  and  mufcles,  which  raife  up  and 
conned:  the  lower  with  the  upper  jaw.   Hence, 
though  there  is  feldom  any  remarkable  degree 
of  fever,  the  external  fwelling  is  very  large, 
and   very  often    fevere  pain  in   opening  the 
mouth;    here   the   complaint   is  called    the 
Mumps. 

When  the  inflammation  affe&s  the  mem- 
brane lining  the  upper  part  of  the  trachea,  and 

the 
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the  paflage  of  air  is  almoft  filled  up  with  a 
thick  flough,  having  a  fibrous  or  membranous 
appearance.     It  commonly  makes  its  appear- 
ance with  the  ordinary  fymptoms  of  catarrh, 
but  fometimes  the  peculiar  fymptoms  fhew 
themfelves  at  the  onfet,  which  are  a  hoarfe- 
nefs,  with  a  (hrillnefs  and  ringing  found  both 
in  fpeaking  and  coughing,  as  if  the  noife  came 
from  a  brazen  tube.     At  the  fame  time  there 
is  a  icnfc  of  pain  about  the  larynx  ;  fomc  diffi- 
culty of  refpiration,  with  a  whizzing  found 
in  infpiration,  as  if  the  palfage  of  the  air  was 
ftraightened.     The   cough  is  generally  dry, 
and  if  any  thing  is  fpit  up,  it  is  a  matter  of  a 
purulent  appearance,  and  fometimes  films  re- 
fembling  portions  of  a  membrane ;  there  is 
alfo  a  frequency  of  pulfe,  a  reftlefihefs,  and 
uneafy  fenfe  of  heat.     The  internal  fauces  are 
fometimes    without    inflammation,    but  fre- 
quently a  rednefs,  and  even  a  fwelling  appears ; 
fometimes  there  is  an  appearance  of  matter  like 
that  rejected  by  coughing ;  this  difeafe  is  called 
the  Croup.  '  So  that  we  find  the  quinfey,   or 
angina,  may  be  divided  properly  into  four  va- 
rieties, viz. 

M  4  1.  Angina 
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1.  Angina  parotide,  or  Mumps. 

2,  Tonfillaris. 

3.  Trachealis. 

4,  Trachealis  mufcofa,  vel  fuffocatio  ftri-* 
dula,  or  Croup. 

The  firft  of  thefe  is  eafily  removed ;  bleed^ 
ing  once  or  twice,  a  fmart  faline  purgative  or 
two,  with  the  application  of  fome  volatile  on 
flannel,  applied  to  the  throat,  is  commonly 
fufficient.  But,  in  going  off,  if  a  fwelling  of 
the  tefticles  in  men,  or  in  the  breafts  in  wo- 
men, fhould  come  on,  and,  on  their  receding, 
febrile  fymptoms  of  any  confequence  fhould 
attend,  and  threaten  an  affection  of  the  brain, 
it  will  be  proper  to  apply  warm  fomentations 
to  folicit  back  the  fwelling,  and,  in  cafe  of 
failure,  to  have  recourfe  to  vomiting,  bleed- 
iug,  or  bliftering. 

The  fecond  requires  that  the  diet  fhould 
chiefly  confifl  of  water-gruel,  weak  whey, 
barley-water,  and  chicken-broth,  drank 
warm. 

Large  bleedings,  if  the  violence  of  the 
fymptoms  or  fever  require  it,  and  repetitions 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  cafe :  then

A  flannel  well  moiftened  with  the  liniment, 
ammoniae  is  recommended  by  fome  -y  or  the 
bread  and  milk  poultice,  with  3ij.  or  Siij.  of 
camphor. 

Through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe 
purge  gently,  or  throw  up  lenient  clyfters  till 
the  inflammation  abates ;  then  prefcribe  the 
following  gargarifm :

Antimonials  have  frequently  been  of  great 
fervice  in  this  diforder. 

If  a  fuppuration  fhould  come  on,  forbear 
evacuations,  and  order  the  vapour  of  emol- 
lient 
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lient  plants  to  be  received  into  the  throat 
through  a  funnel ;  and  when  the  maturation 
is  complete,  puncture  the  abfcefs  fo  that  the 
matter  may  be  difcharged. 

After  which  tincture  of  myrrh  may  be  added 
to  the  lafl-mentioned  gargle,  and  the  cure 
finifhed  by  prefcribing  the  bark,  a  milk  diet, 
and  gentle  exercife. 

In  cafes  of  great  danger,  where  the  ref- 
piration  is  much  affected,  the  fleam  of  hot 
vinegar,  drawn  in  with  the  breath,  does  vaft 
fervice ;  and  where  a  fuppuration  has  taken 
place,  a  vomit  of  ten  grains  of  vitriolated 
zinc  purified  fometimes  breaks  the  tumor, 
and  fnatches  the  perfon  from  the  jaws  of 
death. 

In  the  third  the  fame  method  mufl  be  pur- 

fued   vigorouily   to    prevent    fuffocation,    of 

which,  fhould  great  danger  appear,  broncho- 

tomy  mufl  be  had  recourfe  to,  in  order  to  give 

the  only  chance  for  fecuring  the  patient  from 

death.     Which  modes  mufl  alfo  be  followed 

in  the  lafl,  giving  a  vomit  immediately  after 

bleeding,  inflantly  applying  a  blifler  acrofs 

the  throat,  and  frequently  having  recourfe  to 

laxative  glvilers.

Internal    Inflammations. 

CHAP     h 

Of  the  Pbrenitis. 

PIIR^NITIS  is  an  inflammation  of 
the  brain,  or  its  membranes,  with  a 
confhnt  delirium,  and  an  acute  continual 
fever. 

The  figns  are,  difficult  but  flow  refpiration, 
vioknt  pa ai  in  the  head,  continual  watchings, 
fierce  delirium,  rednefs  of  the  eyes  and  face, 
a  quick,  hard,  full  pulfe,  black  and  dry 
tongue,  thin  and  diaphanous  urine,  fudden 
ftartings  out  of  bed,  pulling  and  fingering  the 
bed-cloaths,  &c.  It  is  diflinguifhed  from  a 
common  delirium  attending  fevers,  by  its 
coming  on  fuddenly,  and  preceding,  as  it 
were,  the  fever.  It  is  rarely  met  with  in 
temperate  climates,  but  very  frequent  in  hot 
ones,  after  having  been  expofed  much  to  the 
burning  heat  of  the  fun. 

Bleeding  largely  is  here  abfolutely  neceflary, 
^d  deliquum,  together  with  ftimulating  clyf- 

ters, 
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tcrs,  fmart  purges,  finapifms  for  the  feet, 
with  bliflers  on  the  legs  and  arms ;  warm  pe- 
diluvia,  and  embrocations  for  the  head,  it 
being  previoufly  fhaved  very  clofe,  fhould  like- 
wife  be  made  ufe  of.

Or  the  head  may  be  warned  with  cold  vine- 
gar, or  cold  water  poured  upon  it ;  or  even 
ice  applied. 

Three  or  four  leaches  may  be  fet  to  the 
temples  after  venaefedtion  in  the  arm;  and 
large  and  repeated  dofes  of  nitre  fhould  alfo 
be  made  ufe  of. 

A  large  blifter  fhould  be  applied  to  the 
head. 

If  this  diforder  happens  in  confequence  of 
blows  or  accidents,  bleeding  will,  in  that 
cafe,  be  more  particularly  ufeful. 

Smart  purges  are  alfo  neceflary  in  this  dif- 
order, becaufe  they  carry  off  the  morbific 
humours  lodged  about  the  praecordia ;  leffen 
the  too  great  impetus  of  the  arterial  blood ; 
derive  it  from  the  head  towards  the  extreme 

parts ; 
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parts ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  diminifh  the  too 
great  quantity  of  the  fluids  diflending  the  vef- 
fels. 

Opiates  are  fometimes  neceflary  in  this  dif- 
cafe. 

Promoting  the  hemorrhoidal  flux,  in  this 
cafe,  as  well  as  in  all  difeafes  of  the  head,  is  al- 
fo  falutary  •,  the  hemorrhoidal  veflels  and  ca- 
rotid arteries  convey  the  blood  in  different  di- 
rections -y  and  therefore  we  may  expedt,  by  this 
means,  a  very  great  revulfion. 

When  we  find  the  raging  delirium  fubfide 
early,  before  the  veflels  have  fuflfered  much  in- 
jury,  the  patient  will  recover  in  a  few  days, 
and  the  debilitated  parts  return  gradually  to 
their  former  ftandard  of  health ;  but  if  relief 
comes,  later,  fo  that  over-diftenfion  of  the 
veflels  of  the  brain  has  been  fuflfered  to  take 
place,  and  continue  fcr  that  time,  the  fenfes 
for  the  moil  part  never  perfectly  return,  and 
fome  degree  of  idiotifm  too  frequently  re- 
mains. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP      II. 

Of  the  Pleurify. 

A  PLEURISY  is  an  inflammation  of  the 
pleura,  attended  with  a  high  fever,  fhort 
dry  cough,  and  an  acute  pain  or  flitch,  in- 
creafing  always  upon  infpiration,  in  the  fide, 
mofl  commonly  the  right,  under  the  flefhy 
part  of  the  breaft,  attended  with  a  difficulty  of 
breathing. 

It  chiefly  attacks  the  ftrong  and  laborious 
country  people.  It  begins  with  a  chillinefs 
and  fhivering,  which  is  fucceeded  by  heat, 
thirft,  reftleffnefs,  and  a  moft  fharp  pungent 
pain  is  felt  on  one  fide  near  the  ribs,  which 
extends  itfelf  towards  the  fhoulder -blades* 
fpine,  and  breaft,  and  to  the  back.  The  pain 
is  moft  violent  when  the  affected  fide  is  laid 
upon  :  it  is  alfo  atended  with  a  difficulty  of 
refpiration,  naufea,  rednefs  of  the  cheeks,  and 
a  dry  cough.  When  matter  is  expectorated  it 
is  either  phlegm,  bloody,  or  yellowifh.  The 
pulfe  is  remarkably  hard,  vibrating  like  a 
ftretched  cord,  full  and  ftrong.  Spitting  is 
not  a  conftant  fymptom  of  this  difeafe;  though, 
8  when 
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when  it  happens,  it  is  confidered  as  a  more 
favourable  fymptom,  provided  it  be  well  con- 
codled. 

Nitre  fhould  be  given  plentifully  in  the 
common  emulfion,  linfeed-tea,  barley-water, 
pe&oral  decodlion,  &c. 

The  body  fhould  be  kept  neither  too  folu- 
ble  nor  too  lax.  Bleeding  is  mod  abfolutely 
neceiTary,  and  that  repeatedly,  from  a  large 
orifice.  Cupping  on  the  part  affedted,  with 
fcarification,  is  very  often  attended  with 
fuccefs  ;  and  fo  are  blifters,  laid  on  the  part, 
or  between  the  fhoulders,  which  fhould  be 
applied  immediately,  whether  the  heat  and 
fever  be  great  or  not. 

Leeches  are  ferviceable  applied  to  the  party 
after  the  patient  cannot  bear  to  have  more 
blood  taken  from  the  arm.  iEther  may  like- 
wife  be  externally  applied. 

Frequently  a  cooling  emollent  clyfter  pre- 
vents great  mifchief,  and  anticipates  the  ne- 
ceffity  of  farther  bleeding;  though  thefe  reme- 
dies are  properly  repeated  till  the  fourth 
day. 

Small  dofesof  antirn.  tartarif.  may  be  given 
after  venaefe&ion,  foas  not  to  create  any  ft rong 

vomiting; 
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vomiting ;  for  emetics  fliould  be  given  with 
very  great  caution,  if  at  all ;  and  the  clyfter 
thrown  up,  which  often  refolves  the  inflam- 
mation.

in  with  the  breath  ;  and  thefe  draughts  have 
been  known  to  be  of  fome  fervice  alfo  :

Some  add  tindt.  bpii  camphorat.  but  opiates 
fhould  be  given  with  very  great  precaution  in 
pleurifiesj  especially  while  there  remains  any 
difficulty  of  breathing,  and  where  the  pulfe  is 
hard  :  but  when  the  fever  is  much  abated  or 
entirely  gone  off*  and  a  thin  defluxion  On  the 
lungs  becomes  troublefome,  they  may  then  be 
allowed  with  advantage  5  and  in  cafe  the  head 
fhould  be  affeCted  by  them,  fal.  c.  c.  in  fmall 
dofes  may  very  conveniently  be  added. 

There  are  fome  eminent  phyficians  who 
avoid  promoting  expectoration  in  this  diforder, 
and  think  it  requires  no  other  treatment,  ex- 
cept timely  and  copious  bleedings  with  plenty 
bf  diluting  warm  drinks,  emollient  fomenta- 
tions* nitre  and  camphor,  with  opiuai  to  eafe 
the  pain:  But  if  the  expectoration  be  yelloW 
and  ftreaked  with  blood,  and  comes  up  freely^ 
by  keeping  it  up  with  pcdtoral  drinks^  all  will 
fcnd  well :  and  here  bleeding  fhould  be  avoid- 
ed, which  would  rather  obftradl  the  defign  of 
nature.— To  promote  the  expectoration*

If  this  goes  on  well,  is  copious,  and  free 
for  a  few  days,  relief  is  conftantly  perceptible, 
and,  in  a  fhort  time,  will  complete  the  reco- 
very ;  but  if  it  mould  ftop,  and  not  be  fuc- 
ceeded  by  fome  other  evacuation,  things  will 
begin  to  wear  an  unfavourable  afpeft,  we  muft, 
therefore,  if  the  pulfe  will  bear  it,  bleed,  di- 
rect warm  fteams  to  be  drawn  in  with  the 
breath,  apply  blifters,  and  give  antimonials 
in  fuch  dofes  as  to  bring  on  gentle  vomiting, 
in  order  to  renew  expectoration  and  prevent 
fuftbcation  from  the  lungs  being  overloaded. 

If,  after  repeated  bleedings,  the  pulfe  fhould 
flag,

If  the  pleurify  be  attended  with  a  violent 
fever,  burning  heat,  dry  cough,  and  parched 
tongue,  the  cafe  generally  will  foon  terminate 
either  in  a  fuppuration,  or  gangrene.

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The  diforder  is  mod  dangerous  when  the 
pain  afte&s  the  right  fide,  or  ftrikes  through 
to  the  back. 

It  is  worth  obfervingj  that  there  are  few 
pleuriiies  met  with  now  in  this  city,  fuch  as 
were  defcribed  by,  and  known  to  that  candid 
and  great  phyfician  Sydenham  :  nor  will 
the  cafes  we  fee  here  in  general  bear  large  and 
repeated  venaefe&ions ;  for  if  the  body  be 
weakly,  and  the  pulfe  finks  on  the  firft  bleed- 
ing, you  muft  flop  dire&ly :  and  if;  at  the 
fame  time^  the  pain  and  difficulty  of  breathing 
continue,  then  fal.  e.  c.  writh  blifters  will  be 
very  ufeful. 

In  cafe  of  a  diarrhoea^  apply  emollient  fo- 
mentations to  the  whole  body ;  and,  if  an  ab- 
fcefs  appears,  if  muft  be  promoted  by  fomen- 
tation, &c.  it  fhould  be  opened  before  matu- 
ration and  kept  running  as  long  as  poffible. 

A  metaftafis  happening,  and  manifefting  it- 
felf  by  pain  in  the  fhoulder,  back,  &c.  apply 
emollient  fomentations,  gentle  fridlions,  fti- 
mulating  and  drawing  plafters*  e  gum.  labda- 
ni  and  empl.  melilot. 

If  there  is  much  expectoration,  fleams  of 

warm  water  fhould  be  received  into  the  lungs, 

N  2  the 
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the  air  fhould  bz  warm  and  moift,  the  legs 
fhould  be  bathed  in  warm  water  $  light  dilut- 
ing diet,  faponaceous  medicines,  expe&orants, 
as  honey,  ox.  fcillit.  rob.  famb.  &c. 

If  there  is  a  fcirrhus,  or  callus,  &c.  at  the 
wound,  no  cure  but  from  hard  exercife,  con- 
ftant  riding,  and  country  air,  external  emol- 
lients, foap,  juice  of  quick-grafs,  and  whey. 

If  a  gangrene  appears,  treat  it  as  gangrenes 
in  general* 

After  the  lofs  of  much  blood  in  this  difeafe, 
we  fhould  be  very  circumfpedt  and  careful  that 
the  body  be  again  filled  with  healthy  juices* 

Sometimes  this  diforder  terminates  in  an  ab- 
fcefs,  in  the  fubftance  of  the  lungs,  which  is 
called  a  vomica.  It  is  known  by  the  cough 
and  difficulty  of  breathing  continuing,  though 
the  pain  has  ceafed;  by  flight  fhiverings,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  heat ;  by  a  quick  weak  pulfe,  hec- 
tic fever,  a  general  wafting  of  the  body  •  and 
by  the  patient  not  being  able  to  lie  down  but 
on  the  fide  affefted. 

From  this  there  will  be  little  or  no  prof- 
pe£t  of  efcaping,  unlefs  the  apoftem  fhould 
difcharge  itfelf  into  the  branches  of  the  trachea 
fo  gradually  as   not  to  occafion  fuffocation, 

then. 
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then,  perhaps,  the  matter  may  be  coughed 
up,  and  expectorated  by  degrees. 

When  there  is  a  collection  of  purulent  mat- 
ter lying  loofe  in  the  cavity  of  the  thorax,  it 
is  named  an  empyema.  In  this  cafe,  there  is 
generally  an  enlargement  of  the  cavity,  and 
an  oedematous  fulnefs  of  the  fkin  and  flefh  of 
one  fide  of  the  cheft,  with  a  dry  cough,  and 
difficulty  of  breathing. 

When  a  vomica  is  once  formed,  gentle  me- 
dicines of  the  terebinthinate  kind,  with  bal- 
famics,  and  dieuretics,  feem  to  promife  the 
belt  fuccefs,  joined  with  afles*  milk,  gentle 
exercife,  and  a  mild  country  air.  Balfamic 
fleams  have  alfo  been  recommended  to  be  re- 
ceived into  the  lungs.  In  the  empyema,  the 
operation  may  fometimes  fucceed  happily; 
if  not,  diflblution  is  inevitable, 


CHAP.    III. 

Of  the  Peripneumony, 

*  I  ^HIS  is  an   inflammation  of  the  lungs, 

A     known  by  a  great  load  and  oppreffion 

at    the    breaftj    a    difficult    refpiration,  hot 

N  3  breath, 
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breath,  cough,  fever,  and  a  florid  rednefs  in 
the  countenance.  There  is  a  fighing,  fobbing 
refpiration,  with  great  anxiety  and  proitration 
of  flrength.  The  pulfe  fometimes  is  hardly 
perceptible  before  bleeding;  but  afterwards 
beats  ftrong ,  fometimes  it  is  full  and  foft,  at 
other  times  flender  and  unequal.  The  cough 
in  the  peripneumony  is  commonly  more  moift, 
the  pain  not  fo  acute,  or  fuperficial,  nor  the 
pulfe  fo  full,  or  hard,  as  in  the  pleurify, 
though  the  difficulty  of  breathing,  anxiety, 
and  oppreffive  weight  be  more  diftreffing. 

A  white  and  uniform  fediment  in  the  urine 
promifes  fafety  to  the  patient,  and  fhortnefs  of 
the  difeafe :  and  fo  does  a  red  fediment  chang- 
ing gradually  to  white ;  becaufe  it  is  a  fure 
fign  of  a  per  fed  conco&ion,  and  change  of 
the  morbific  matter. 

The  treatment  of  .the  peripneumony  is,  in 
general,  to  be  the  fame  as  in  the  pleurify. 

All  vifcid  food  is  very  improper.  Give 
panada,  water-gruel,  green  tea,  and  milk, 
barley-water,  butter-milk,  whey,  and  pecto- 
ral decodiions. 

.  The  room  in  which  the  patient  lies  mould, 
if  poffible,  be  large  and  airy.     Bleed  in  the 

beginning 
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beginning  from  a  large  orifice,  and  repeat  it 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  fymptoms  : 
but  great  attention  and  care  is  required,  with 
regard  to  this  operation  ;  for  if  the  habit  of 
body  be  llrong,  the  pulfe  full,  firm,  and  hard, 
it  may  be  repeated  the  more  boldly ;  but 
otherwife  we  mould  be  cautious  in  the  repe- 
tition. 

Emollient  clyfters  are  alfo  immediately  in- 
dicated, with  blifters  on  the  back  and  fides. 

Gentle  purgatives,  or  eccoprotics,  will  often 
be  neceflary  to  keep  the  body  open. 

In  order  to  promote  expectoration,  and  af- 
fift  nature  in  her  work,

In  cafe  the  fymptoms  run  high,  give  a  fcru^ 
pie  of  nitre  every  fix  hours  in  a  draught  of 
the  depoft.  hord.  ccimp.  with  a  little  juice  of 
Seville  orange. 

If  the  pulfe  flags,  add  9i,  coofeft.  arpmat, 
to  the  fal.  c.  £T  draughts :  or  if  the  blood  ap- 
pears pale  and  jelly  like,  without  the  true 
buff,  this  with  other  fymptoms  contraindic^te 
the  ufe  of  the  lancet  j  and  if  a  fpitting  comes 
qn,  bleeding  will  be  greatly  injurious. 

Should  florid  frothy  blood  be  fpit  up  free- 
ly, bleed  as  far  as  the  patients  ftrength  will 
admit,  and  give  plentifully  of  the  lac  amyg- 
dalae with  nitre. 

Should  it  put  on  a  putrid  appearance,  and 
bring  on  a  thin  defluxion  on  the  lungs,  with 
the  blood  like  the  lees  of  red  wine,  black  and 
foetid,  with  a  loofe  craffamentum,  and  red- 
didit coloured  ferum,  forbear  the  lancet.  Ace- 
tpm  camphoratum,  conferv.  lujulae,  red  wine 
and  water,  with  orange  and  lemon  juice,  fill 
fuf.  rofae,  hartfhorn  jelly,  &c.  are  at  this  time 
very  proper.     All  volatiles   muft  be  entirely 

omitted, 
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omitted,  and  opiates  very  cautioufly  prefcrib- 
ed,  if  at  all. 

Blifters,  iffues,  and  fetons,  are  very  fre- 
quently of  great  ufe  in  thefe  cafes. 

We  fhould  be  very  circumfpedt  in  this  dif- 
eafe,  and  not  difturb  nature.  In  cafe  the 
breathing  be  difficult,  and  the  pain  continues 
without  any  figns  of  expectoration,  we  muft 
endeavour  to  promote  it ;  but  be  at  the  fame 
time  very  careful  not  to  bring  on  a  diarrhoea, 
by  being  too  free  with  the  fquills,  &c. 

In  this  critical  difeafe,  a  found  and  very 
diftinguifhing  judgment  is  highly  required, 
fince  the  parts  affe&ed  are  fo  effential  to  life. 

When  a  fuppuration  comes  on,  we  may  ex-r 
pedt  that  a  vomica  pulmonum  will  be  the 
ponfequence.- — See  Phtbijis,  p.  91, 


CHAP    IV. 

Of  the  Gaftritis,  or  Inflammation  of  the  Sto~ 
mach* 

f  N    this    diforder   the   patient    perceives    a 

heat  and  pulfation  in  the  part,  with  a  mod 

acute  pain,   which  is  always  increafed  upon 

fwal? 
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f wallowing  even  liquids  the  moft  mild;  a 
tenfion  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  extreme 
anxiety,  and  internal  burning  heat  :  there  is  a 
retching  and  frequent  hiccough,  with  a  final], 
quick,  and  intermitting  pulfe. 

The  treatment  depends  in  a  great  meafure 
on  the  caufe;  if  it  arifes  from  the  retroceffion 
of  any  febrile  exanthemata,  little  can  be  done 
without  refoliciting  the  eruption  to  the  fkin, 
which  mud  be  attempted  by  the  inflantaneous 
application  of  blifters.  If  from  fwallowing 
poifon,  little  in  this  cure  is  to  be  done  with- 
out we  are  called  immediately  at  the  com- 
mencement, almoft  before  the  inflamma- 
tory fymptoms  can  be  faid  to  have  taken 
place,  at  lead  in  any  degree.  Then  the  (to* 
mach  ought  to  be  emptied  of  its  contents,  and 
large  quantities  of  new  milk  or  frefli  butter 
given ;  if  arfenic  has  been  the  poifon  ufed, 
the  alimentary  canals  fhould  be  filled  with 
iheathing  liquids ;  and  if  the  corrofive  fubli- 
mate  has  been  taken,  or  any  poifonous  metal- 
line fait,  we  ought  to  aim  at  its  decompofi- 
tion  by  the  ufe  of  alcaline  fait,  which  will 
prevent  an  inflammation  from  taking  place,  if 
adminiftered   in    time.     Should   wounds    or 

other 
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other  external  violence  be  the  caufe,  we  muft 
oroceed  in  the  antjphlogiftic  method,  and  at- 
tempt the  refolution  as  foon  as  poflible,  in  the 
very  beginning ;  elfe  will  there  be  very  little 
hope. 

Give  warm  emollient  drinks ;  for  nothing 
acrimonious  can  have  a  place  in  this  difeafe. 

Whatever  is  drank  muft  be  very  fmall  in 
quantity  at  a  time,  fo  as  not  to  diftend  the 
ftomach. 

Bleeding  is  generally  very  requifite;  and 
order  emollient  oily  clyfters,  and  gentle  ano- 
dynes, with  fomentations ;  blifters  may  alfo 
be  proper  ;  and  a  healing  medicine,  fome- 
thing  like  the  following,  may  be  prefcribed  to 
t>e  taken  frequently  :

CHAP. 
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CHAP.    V. 

Of  the  Hepatitis^   or   Inflammation    of  the 

Liver. 

T  N  cafe  the  liver  be  inflamed,  though  it  is 
confidered  by  many  not  as  a  very  common 
cafe,  except  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  it  may  be 
known  by  a  pungent  pain  in  the  region  of 
that  vifcus  fhooting  up  towards  the  throat  and 
clavicle,  a  dry  cough,  vomiting,  lofs  of 
ftrength,  quick  pulfe,  and  a  tenfion  of  tha 
hypochondrium  :  fometimes  alfo  the  eyes  and 
fkin  will  be  yellow,  the  urine  faffron -colour- 
ed, with  a  difficulty  of  breathing,  watching, 
and  collivenefs  :  and  it  fhould  have  been  ob- 
ferved,  that  if  the  patient  attempts  to  lye  on 
the  left  fide,  there  is  an  increafe  of  pain  ;  and 
to  the  touch  alfo  there  is  a  fenfe  of  forenefs. 
Thefe  attend  when  the  convex  or  fuperior  part 
of  the  liver  is  the  feat ;  when  the  concave,  the 
patient  can  turn,  with  more  eafe,  and  the  pairi 
is  not  fo  fevere.  Here  the  greateft  danger  is 
to  be  apprehended,  fhould  a  fuppuration  come 
on  ;  in  which  cafe,  the  patient  generally  dies 
tabid.     Therefore  we  muft  have  recourfe  to 

bleed? 
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bleeding  repeatedly  and  early,  in  which  the 
pulfe,  and  other  attendant  fymptoms,  are  to 
be  our  guide,  with  blifters  on  the  part :  thefc 
promife  the  fpeedieft  and  mofl  certain  relief, 
together  with  fuch  antiphlogiftics  as  are  re- 
commended in  inflammatory  diforders  in  ge- 
neral; fuch  as  fmall  dofes  of  antimonium 
tartarifatum,  or  oleum  Ricini,  with  rhubarb, 
to  keep  the  bowels  gently  open,  faline 
draughts,  cooling  clyfters,  diuretic  emulfions, 
emollient  topical  applications,  and  the  pedi- 
luvium. 

An  inflammation  of  the  liver  is  a  very  fre- 
quent difeafe  in  the  Eaft  Indies.  After  the 
fever  is  fomewhat  abated  by  venefe&ion,  and 
gentle  purgatives,  they  have  immediate  recourfe 
to  quickfilver,  as  a  fpecific  for  this  diforder,  raif- 
ing  a  gentle  falivation  of  fifteen  or  twenty  days 
continuance,  by  means  of  the  mercurial  oint- 
ment, rubbed  upon  or  near  the  affefted  part, 
together  with  the  ufe  of  mercurial  pills,  or 
calomel  taken  occafionally. 

When,  in  fpite  of  the  above  methods,  an 
abfcefs  forms  in  this  malady,  the  liver  fre- 
quently adheres  to  the  peritoneum,  and  a  tu- 
mour appears  externally,  which  may  common- 
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ly  be  opened  with  fuccefs,  after  forwardiiig 
the  fuppuration  by  emollient  cataplafms.  If 
the  adheiion  is  perfect;  if  the  abfcefs  burfts 
internally  into  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen* 
death  muft  be  the  inevitable  confequence. 
Or,  if  this  difeafe  fhould  terminate  in  a  fcir- 
rhus,  which  moftly  happens  from  too  free  an 
ufe  of  wine  or  fpirituous  liquors,  very  little 
hopes  of  a  perfect  cure  are  left  $  it  generally 
ends  in  a  fatal  and  incurable  jaundice  or  drop- 
fy.  Perhaps  the  following  may  be  ibmewhat 
ufeful :

CHAP. 
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CHAP.    VI. 

Of  the  Nephritis ■,   or   Inflammation   of  the 
Kidneys. 

HPHIS  diforder  is  attended  with  a  pungent 
burning  pain  in  the  region  of  the  kid- 
neys, the  fmall  of  the  back,  together  with  a 
fever,  and  a  frequent  difcharge  of  urine,  which 
is  fmall  in  quantity,  red,  and  high-coloured ; 
yet  in  the  higheft  degree  of  the  difeafe,  lim- 
pid and  watery  :  the  thigh  feels  numb,  and 
there  is  a  pain  in  the  groin  and  tefticle  of  the 
fame  fide,  which  is  retra&ed,  and  in  the  ilium, 
with  bilious  vomitings  and  continual  eru£ta- 
tions. 

The  regimen,  and  indeed  the  whole  me- 
thod of  cure,  fhould  be  very  nearly  the  fame 
as  recommended  in  all  other  diforders  of  the 
inflammatory  kind. 

Bleed  repeatedly,  in  which  you  are  to  be 
dire&ed  by  the  pulfe  and  other  fymptoms ; 
throw  up  emollient  broth  clyfters  ;  and  let 
the  patient  drink  freely  of  the  following  de- 
coition. 

Warm 
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Warm  fomentations  to  the  part,  or  the  fe- 
micupium,  are  likewife  highly  neceflary.

But  this  complaint;  though  it  may  pro- 
ceed from  hard  riding;  ftrains,  fome  external 
injuries,  or  other  fources  of  inflammation,  it 
often  arifes  from  a  calculus,  or  gravel.  In 
thefe  cafes  the  urine  is  often  mixed  with 
blood  and  mucus,  is  gravelly,  and  the  pain 
increafed  by  fevere  motion,  or  riding  or  jolt- 
ing in  a  carriage.  Here  alfo  are  recommended 
nitrous  medicines,  warm  bathing,  and  terebin- 
thinate  glyfters.

To  complete  the  cure,  the  Peruvian  bark  is 
advifable. 

If  there  be  a  fudden  remiffion  of  pain,  cold 
fweats,  a  weak  intermitting  pulfe,  with  fin-

gultus  and  ftcppage  of  urine,  which  when 
difcharged  is  foetid,  you  may  conclude  a  mor- 
tification is  at  hand,  and  that  death  will  fhort- 
ly  follow* 

CHAP.     VII. 

Of  the  Cyflitis,  or  Inflammation  of  the  Bladder. 

TF  the  bladder  be  inflamed,  an  acute  burning 
pain  and  tenfion  will  be  felt  in  the  region 
of  the  pubis,  with  a  fever,  a  frequent  incli- 
nation to  go  to  ftool,  and  a  conftant  defire  to 
make  water,  a  difficulty  in  making  it,  or  total 
ftoppage. 

In  this  cafe,  the  fame  method  is  to  be  at- 
tempted, as  prefcribed  above  for  the  nephritis, 
with  warm  bathing,  &c. 

CHAP     VIII. 

Of  the  Hyfleritis,  or  Inflammation  of  the  Uterus. 

^THHIS  difeafe,  befides  the  common  caufes 
productive  of  inflammation,  often  hap- 
pens after  abortion  and  child-birth,  efpecially 
when  the  lochia  are  prevented,  by  cold  or  other 

affec- 
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affections ;  and  is  then  attended  with  other 
lymptoms  than  thofe  which  appear  from  an 
uterus  not  lately  impregnated. 

In  the  firft  cafe,  there  is  a  pain  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  belly,  which  in  general  is  neither 
throbbing  nor  acute  -y  the  pulfe  is  frequent, 
efpecially  after  child-birth  ;  often  frnall  ; 
fometimes  irregular;  in  ftrong  habits,  jand 
after  early  abortion,  hard ;  the  patient  is  af- 
flicted with  delirium,  fubfultus  tendinum,  and 
other  fymptoms  of  irritation  ;  the  womb  mor- 
tifies, and  death  clofes  the  fcene. 

In  the  fecond,  the  pain  is  more  conftant, 
limited,  and  throbbing ;  there  is  a  heat  in  the 
uteVus,  attended  with  tumour ;  as  alfo  in  the 
vagina :  the  pulfe  is  hard,  full,  and  ftrong, 
with  other  fymptoms  of  general  inflammation  $ 
there  is  a  heat,  and  difficulty  in  micturition 
great  coftivenefs,  and  pain  in  going  to  ftool. 
If  the  difeafe  rifes  to  a  great  height,  and  in- 
creafes,  the  pulfe  becomes  fmall  and  frequent, 
the  fymptoms  of  irritation  attend,  and  fuppu- 
ration  is  more  liable  to  happen.  In  both, 
fome  of  thefe  fymptoms  make  their  appear- 
ance, viz.  (Irangury,  or  fuppuration  of  urine, 
tenefmus,  fwelling,  and  heat. 

O  2  'An 
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An  inflammation  in  the  uterus,  arifing  froru 
common  caufes,  as  in  this  laft  cafe,  fhould  be 
treated  like  that  of  any  other  part,  with  bleed- 
ing, gentle  emollient  clyfters,  a  light  diet, 
and  warm  diluting  liquors,  with  reft;  and 
apply  fomentations,  and  afterwards  the  milk 
and  bread  poultice,  with  oil,  to  the  pudenda. 
In  cafe  it  mould  degenerate  into  a  cancer,  the 
palliative  cure  is  all  that  can  be  expected ; 
perhaps  frequent  bleeding,  gentle  anodynes., 
and  a  due  regard  to  the  non-naturals,  may  do 
as  much  as  can  be  expected.  But  when  it  is 
the  confequence  of  abortion,  or  labour,  if  the 
pulfe  is  hard,  not  very  frequent,  nor  the  pa- 
tient much  weakened,  one  bleeding  may'  be 
advantageous  ;  it  fcarce  can  be  repeated ; 
therefore  relaxants  muft  be  our  refource ;  as 
the  pulvis  antimonialis,  with  faline  draughts, 
taking  care  not  to  produce  purging:  to  which 
may  be  added  anodyne  and  antifpafmodic  fo- 
mentations and  poultices. 

In  delicate  and  feeble  conftitutions,  after 
childbirth,  and  when  there  is  no  hardnefs, 
but  great  frequency  of  the  pulfe,  little  can  be 
done  but  keeping  the  patient  in  bed,  mode- 
rately warm  ;  exciting,  ifpoffible,  by  farina- 
*        a  ceous 
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ceous  deco<ftions,  in  fmall  quantities  at  a 
time,  but  frequently  repeated,  gentle  perfpi- 
ration,  and  conftantly  applying  fomentations 
and  poultices,  the  bowels  may  be  occafionally 
emptied,  by  repeated  emollient  clyflers,  and 
the  water  drawn  off,  if  neceffary.  Blifters 
promife  lefs  in  this  than  moft  other  local  in- 
flammations, becaufe  they  quicken  the  pulfe 
too  much.  If  the  pain  continues,  opiates 
may  be  fafely  and  advantageoufly  given :  but 
flimulants,  aromatics,  and  emenagogues  mould 
not  be  adminiflered  till  the  fever  and  fpafms 
abate  ;  and  at  beft,  indeed,  they  are  a  dubious 
and  uncertain  remedy.  But,  notwithftanding 
all  our  efforts,  mould  fuppuration  come  on, 
an  exit  mull  be  procured  for  the  pus  as  foon 
as  poffible,  which  will  fometimes  point  to  the 
perinaeum. 

CHAP.    IX. 

Of  the  Puerperal  Fever. 

HpHE  puerperal  fever  is  a  difeafe  peculiar 
to  lying-in  women;  and  though  it  hap- 
pens fo  frequently,  yet  it  hath,  till  of  late, 

O  3  been 
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been   ftrangely   overlooked  by  authors,    even 
thofe  who  have  written  profeflTedly  on  fevers. 

It  commonly  begins  with  a  rigor  or  chil- 
linefs,  on  the  firft,  fecond,  or  third  day  after 
(delivery,  followed  by  a  violent  pain  and  fo re- 
liefs over  the  whole  hypogaftric  region.  There 
js  much  thirft;  pain  in  the  head,  chiefly  in 
the  forehead  and  parts  about  the  eye- brows; 
a  fluming  in  the  face ;  anxiety ;  a  hot  dry 
fkin ;  quick  and  weak  pulfe,  though  fome- 
times  it  will  reiift  the  finger  pretty  ftrongly  ; 
a  fhortnefs  in  breathing ;  high-coloured  urine, 
and  a  fuppreflion  of  the  lochia.  Sometimes 
vomiting  and  purging  attend  from  the  firft; 
but  in  general,  in  the  beginning,  the  belly  is 
coftive :  however,  when  the  diieafe  proves 
fatal,  a  diarrhoea  generally  fupervenes,  and  the  ■ 
ftools  at  laft  become  involuntary. 

There  have  been  feveral  treatifes  written 
lately  upon  this  diforder;  but  as  the  authors, 
are  not  agreed  as  to  the  caufe  of  the  com- 
plaint, nor  the  proper  mode  of  treating  it,  I 
mall  not  pretend  to  give  any  precife  method  of 
cure.  In  general,  the  good  fenfe  of  the  phy- 
fician  will  teach  him  that,  when  the  pulfe  is 

ftrong 
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ftrong,  and  the  pain,  heat,  and  thirft,  arc 
great,  bleeding,  laxatives,  and  the  antiphlo- 
gistic regimen  will  be  requifite :  on  the  con- 
trary, when  there  is  great  debility,  the  patient 
muft  be  fupported,  and  all  evacuations  care- 
fully avoided. 

It  is  pretty  obvious,  that  as  this  fever  in 
different  ftages  feems  to  partake  of  the  inflame 
matory  and  putrid  type,  or  may  even  com- 
mence  with  the  latter,    pra&itioners  fhould 
be    extremely    cautious    what    method    they 
adopt ;  nor  can  any  other  rules  be  laid  down 
for  its  cure  than  what  has  been  fpecified  when 
treating  of  the  inflammatory  and  putrid  fever, 
which  muft  be  feparately  purfued,  according 
to  the  fymptoms  ;  only  taking  efpecial  care 
not  to  pufh  on  the  antiphlogiftic  too  rapidly, 
nor  to  be  too  hafty  in  bleeding,  or  repeating 
that  operation  in  the  inflammatory  ftate;  left 
the  patient  mould  be  hurried  too  haftily,  and 
too  fatally,  into  the  putrid  ;  nor  enter  upon 
the  corrobating  and  antiptitrefcent  courfe  too 
early,   left  the  inflammatory  ones  £hould  be 
heightened  thereby,

CHAP      II. 

Of  the  Gout. 

T^HE  gout  is  an  hereditary  difeafe,  arifing 
without  any  evident  caufe,   but  for  the 
moft  part  has  an  unufual  affe&ion  of  the  fto- 
mach  preceding. 

There  are  febrile  affe&ions  attendant,  pain 
in  fome  joint,  £nd  «cnoft  commonly  attacking 
the  great  toe  j  certainly  the  joints  of  the  feet 
and  hands.  It  returns  at  intervals,  and  often 
alternates  with  affections  of  the  ftomach,  and 
other  internal  parts.  There  is  one  fpecies  on- 
ly of  this  difeafe  :  but  fome  alterations,  in  par- 
ticular circumftances,  relative  to  the  apparent 
fymptoms,  have  occafioned  authors  to  make 
fome  divifions  into  varieties.  Thus,  when 
the  gout  comes  on,  attended  with  a  pretty 
ftrong  inflammation  of  the  extremities,  or  fome 
part  of  them,  continues  for  fome  days,  and 
recedes  gmdually  with  tumor,  itching,  and 

de« 
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defquamation  of  the  part  affected,  it  is  call- 
ed   regular    gout  :     when    it  makes  its 
attack  with  atony  of  the  flomach,  or  fome 
other  internal  part,  and  even  without  the  ex- 
pected and  ufual  inflammation  in  the  limbs, 
or  with  only  flight  pains  ;  and  thefe  fugitive, 
and  often  fuddenly  alternating,  with  dyfpepfia 
or  other  fymptoms  of  atony,  it  takes  the  name 
of  atonic.     When  the  inflammation  in  the 
limbs,   fuddenly   receding,   and  atony  of  the 
ftomach,  or  fome  other  internal  part,  by-and- 
by  fucceeds,  it  is   then  denominated  retro- 
grade; and  erratic,  when  with  an  in- 
flammation of  fome  internal  part,   the  inflam- 
mation of  the  joints  have  either  not  preceded, 
or,  having  preceded,  fuddenly  difappears. 

Thus  the  firft  of  thefe  being  fly  led  the  re- 
gular, the  three  laft,  conjunctively  confi- 
dered,  are  called  the  irregular  gout. 

This  difeafe  may  be  acquired ;  and  when, 
that  is  the  cafe,  it  proceeds  from  high  living, 
a  fedentary  life,  excefs  in  veneiy  when  young, 
drinking  hard,  fitting  up  late,  clofe  applica- 
tion to  ftudy,  anxious  and  intenfe  thinking 
&c.  It  chiefly  affects  the  tendons,  nerves, 
piembranes,  and  ligaments,  and  comes  on  at 
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firft  fuddenly,  about  the  end  of  the  month  of 
of  January  or  beginning  of  February.  The 
patient  is  fometirnes  troubled  with  crudities 
and  indigeftion  before  the  attack.  The  pain 
refembles  that  of  a  diflocated  bone,  and  is  at- 
tended with  a  fenfation  as  if  water  juft  warm 
was  poured  upon  the  membranes  of  the  part 
affected  ;  and  thefe  fymptoms  are  fucceeded 
by  a  chillinefs,  fhivering,  and  a  flight  fever. 
About  two  in  the  morning  the  fit  generally 
attacks  the  patient,  who  is  difturbed  by  the 
vehemence  of  the  pain,  which  ufually  feizes 
the  great  toe ;  at  other  times  the  heel,  calf  of 
the  leg,  the  ancle,  and  metatarfal  bones ; 
tt  others,  the  gnawing  of  a  dog,  or  of  a  weight 
and  conflriclion  of  the  parts  affecled,  increas- 
ing often  to  an  exquifite  degree.  After  much 
toffing  and  anxiety,  towards  morning  the  pain 
is  fomewhat  more  tolerable,  a  breathing  fweat 
comes  on,  and  the  part  fwells.  If  there  be 
much  gouty  matter,  the  pain  will  return  again 
on  the  next  day,  as  the  evening  approaches. 
In  a  few  days  after,  it  often  feizes  the  other 
foot ;  and  thus  it  goes  on,  till  all  the  gouty 
virus  is  fpent.  This  is  called  a  regular  fit;  and 
this  is  certainly  an  effort  of  nature  to  free  the 

habit 
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habit  from  the  morbific  matter ;  yet  however 
painful  may  be  the  exertion,  the  (harper  it 
proves  the  fooner  the  fit  terminates,  and  the 
•longer  and  more  perfed:  is  the  intermiffion^ 
The  fit  generally  returns  once,  fometimes 
twice  a  year,  fpring  and  autumn  :  it  feldom 
attacks  before  the  thirty-fifth  or  fortieth  year. 

This  diftemper  is  more  fatal  in  the  decline 
of  life,  when  it  frequently  feizes  upon  the 
nobler  parts ;  fuch  as  the  head,  ftomach,  and 
bowels. 

The  affiled  parts  fhould  be  kept  mode- 
rately warm ;  the  patient  ought  to  go  to  bed 
early,  and  not  to  rife  foon  :  he  fhould  rather 
keep  in  bed  entirely,  until  the  fymptoms 
abate;  abltain  from  flefh,  fill),  and  high-fea- 
foned  food.  A  (lender  light  diet  is  bell.  Of 
liquids,  London  fmall-beer  ancUtoaft  may  be 
allowed,  together  with  weak  fack-whey,  Bath- 
water-whey, water-gruel,  and  a  little  wine. 

During  the  paroxyfm,  little  is  to  be  done 
by  medicine.  The  iafefl  external  applications 
are,  to  wrap  the  parts  afreded  in  new- combed 
wool,  or  in  the  fofteft  flannel.  If  there  be  a 
ficknefs  at  the  ftomach,  the  patient  may  drink 
plentifully  of  chamomile,  or  carduus  tea,  fo 
8  as 
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as  to  excite  vomiting;  and  the  body  fhould 
be  kept  gently  open  by  clyfters,  or  with  tincl. 
aloes,  or  magnef.  alb.  bat  fhould  the  fit  be 
very  violent,  a  gentle  anodyne  may  be  admi- 
nistered. 

Bleeding,  though  recommended  in  very  full 
habits,  and  recent  attacks  of  the  gout,  and 
faid  to  be  advantageous,  and  indeed  juftly, 
fhould  be  ftudioufly  avoided  in  the  aged,  the 
weak,  and  thofe  who  have  had  repeated  pa- 
roxyfins. 

The  nature  of  this  difeafe,  and  its  irregu- 
lar appearances,  are  not  in  general  well  un- 
derftood  j  and  to  investigate  it  thoroughly,  re- 
quires perhaps  as  much  fagacity  as  any  difor- 
der  incident  to  the  human  frame.  In  fhort, 
the  gout  feizes  all  parts  of  the  body  at  diffe- 
rent times ;  but  in  general  the  ftomach  parti- 
cipates more  or  lefs  of  its  attack. 

After  the  declenfion  of  the  fit,  the  diforder 
is  more  eafily  eradicated  when  confined  to  the 
extremities,  than  when  the  vifcera  is  affe&ed ; 
in  which  laft  cafe  the  flomach  is  fo  infirm  as 
hardly  to  perform  its  office.

The  Bath-waters,  and  proper  cxercife,  bid 
the  faireft  to  reftore  the  patient,  and  prevent  a 
return  of  the  complaint. 

The  tindtur.  rhabarb.  or  vini  aloes,  is  very 
proper,  in  order  to  keep  the  body  foluble.  A 
decodtion  of  guaiacum  has  been  known  to  do 
1  fervice,  taken  for  two  or  three  months  fuc- 
ceffively,  to  the  quantity  of  a  pint  a  day.  The 
following  is  likewife  ufeful :

Should  the  gout  feize  upon  the  lungs,  treat 
it  as  a  peripneumony ;  if  on  the  head,  cup 
and  blifter  the  arms,  legs,  and  ankles,  and 
order  the  feet  to  be  bathed  in  fome  fpirituous 
fomentation;    to  which   add    a  quantity  of 

com- 
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common  fait  and  flour  of  muftard  ;  and  give 
a  large  dofe  of  the  vinum  aloes,  and  bleed  if 
the  patient  be  plethoric.  If  on  the  ftomach, 
prefcribe  wine  boiled  with  fpices,  or  burnt 
brandy  with  fpices,  or  brandy  with  garlic  -y 
and  if  thefe  fhould  be  thrown  up  by  vomit- 
ing, add  a  few  drops  of  tindt.  opii  at  proper 
intervals. 

Mufk  has  likewife  been  praifed  in  this  cafe.

Topical  applications,  however,  in  the  gout, 
are  not  advifable,  but  under  the  mod  ftridt 
circumfpedtion,  left  the  gouty  matter  be  tranf- 
lated,  and  attack  the  more  vital  parts. 

In  perfons  fubjedt  to  frequent  gouty  attacks 
in  the  head,  and  where  the  fits  are  not  regu- 
lar and  critical,  an  iffue  in  the  neck  or  thigh, 
made  pretty'  large,  has  been  found  to  be  of 
great  efficacy. 

Soap  and  lime-water,  with  the  ufe  of  fto* 
machic  medicines,  proper  diet,  and  exercife, 
with  Bath  -water,  and  daily  fri&ion  of  the  feet 
with  flannels,  bid  faireft  to  relieve,  if  not  pre- 
vent the  returns  of  the  gout. 

The  powder  called  the  Duke  of  Portland's, 
has  been  much  recommended  to  keep  off  the 
gout.     It  is  compofed  of  equal  parts  of  the 

roots 
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roots  of  round  birthwort,  and  gentian  ;  of  the 
leaves  of  germander,  and  ground-pine;  and 
of  the  tops  of  the  leffer  centaury.  Thefe  are 
.all  to  be  well  dried,  pounded,  and  fifted,  fo 
as  to  make  a  fine  powder.  The  dofe  is  a 
drachm  every  morning  for  the  firfl  three 
months ;  for  the  enfuing  three  months,  three 
quarters  of  a  drachm  ;  and  half  a  drachm  for 
the  next  fix  months.  The  fecond  year  re- 
quires only  half  a  drachm  every  other  day. 
But  it  is  to  be  remarked,  that  as  this  powder 
may,  in  fome  cafes,  be  very  ferviceable,  fo  an 
indifcriminate  ufe  of  it  may  do  a  great  deal  of 
harm. 

A  milk  diet,  with  a  total  abflinence  from 
fermented  liquors  and  flefh  meats,  has,  in 
many  inftances,  cured  effectually  the  gout $ 
but  then  it  may  be  queftioned  whether  it  does 
not  bring  on  worfe  complaints.  The  ftomach, 
in  particular,  is  fo  much  weakened  by  it,  as 
never  afterwards  to  bear  any  folid  food.  Be- 
fides,  the  young  and  vigorous,  or  thofe  of  very 
flrong  conflitutions,  mould  make  the  attempt ; 
for  the  weak  or  aged,  or  fuch  as  are  much 
broken  down  wTith  the  difeafe,  cannot  bear  to 
live  fo  low.     And  it  muft  alfo  be  obferved* 

that 
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that  the  diet  mull  be  perfifted  in  during  the 
courfe  of  life ;  for,  on  a  return  to  the  former 
mode  of  living,  the  gout  generally  returns  with 
increafed  violence. 

CHAP.    II. 

Of  the  Rheumatifm. 

THE  rheumatifm  is  either  acute,  or  chro- 
nic. The  acute  is  that  which  is  at- 
tended with  febrile  fymptoms;  and  the  chro- 
nic, that  which  is  without  fever.  The  for- 
mer can  only  be  relieved  by  conquering  the 
inflammation ;  the  latter  generally  proceeds 
from  a  defedl  of  the  glandular  and  mucilagi- 
nous humour  in  the  joints,  inflead  of  which 
a  (harp  irritating  acrimony  prevails.  A  local 
rheumatifm  is  to  be  diftinguiihed  from  a  more 
general  one. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  commonly  afFedls 
thofe  who  are  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  is 
known  by  wandering  pains,  with  fvvelling  and 
rednefs  in  the  part,  which  increafe  towards 
the  evening,  and  when  the  patient  growrs  warm 
in  bed,  and  is  preceded  by  a  rigor,  fhivering, 
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and  thirft.  A  fever  attends,  with  anxiety  and 
coftivenefs. 

The  pain  generally  purfues  the  courfe  of 
the  mufcles,  and  attacks  the  larger  joints, 
rather  than  thofe  of  the  hands  and  feet;  fome- 
times  one  part  is  attacked,  while  another  is 
quite  free  from  pain ;  fometimes  different  parts 
are  feized  at  the  fame  time  ;  and  indeed  fome- 
times all  parts  at  the  fame  inftant. 

There  is  fcarce  a  difeafe  more  hereditary 
than  this. 

That  it  proceeds  from  a  ferous  humour,  is 
evident  from  many  fymptoms  which  attend 
this  complaint. 

Bleeding  is  neceflary,  and  fhould  be  repeat- 
ed, efpecially  when  the  difeafe  is  attended  with 
great  inflammation. 

After  this,  if  the  patient  be  of  a  ftrong  habit 
of  body,  nitre  may  be  given  in  as  large  quan- 
tities as  the  ftomach  can  bear.  It  is  belt  ex- 
hibited in  water-gruel,  oij  to  a  quart,  and  a 
tea-cupful  taken  every  fecond  hour.  If  the 
ftomach  mould  rejecl  it,  when  taken  in  fuch 
quantities,  it  may  be  exhibited  in  fmaller  dofes, 
and  combined  with  other  things ;   as,

At  the  fame  time,  fhould  the  bowels  not 
t>2  kept  open,  we  muft  have  recourfe  to  cly- 
fters,  or  proper  dofes  of  the  neutral  purgative 
falts. 

If  the  pain  be  violent,  give  pil.  fapom  3^4 
h.  f.  but  by  no  means  if  the  fever  is  high. 

Apply  warm  cataplafms  in  cafe  of  tumor* 
Warm  fteams,  conveyed  to  the  parts  affected, 
are  often  of  great  fervice.  Or  the  warm  bath 
may  be  made  ufe  of,  after  the  proper  evacua- 
tions.    And  when  the  patient  can  bear  fric- 
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tions,  camphorated  oil,  or  the  linim.  ammon. 
may  be  ordered  to  be  rubbed  in  warm,  and  the 
parts  to  be  afterwards  wrapped  in  flannel ;  and 
as  the  matter  of  the  rheumatifm  is  bed:  car- 
ried off  by  the  cuticular  pores,  diaphoretic 
and  fudorific  medicines  are  beneficial ;  and  in 
this  mode  the  cure  is  commonly  completed. 
Hence  decoftion  of  feneka  may  be  given  in 
luch  large  quantities  as  to  raife  a  fweat.

The  chronic  rheumatifm,  which  fhews  it- 
felf  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  without  fever 
or  inflammation  in  the  part,  is  fometimes  the 
effed:  of  the  inflammatory  fpecies ;  but  chiefly 
attacks  thofe  who  are  advanced  in  life.  The 
pain  feldom  attacks  fo  many  places  at  a  time 
as  in  the  acute  fpecies,  neither  are  the  parts 
affe&ed  fo  liable  to  become  red  or  tumified. 
A  milk  diet,  properly  attended  to,  has  great 
efficacy ;  fo  has  bleeding,  if  the  pulfe  will  ad- 
mit of  it  :  if  not,  begin  with  calomel,  in  fmall 
dofes  ;  or  with  a  gentle  purge  of  infuf.  fenae.

Obftinate  rheumatic  cafes  frequently  require 
change  of  climate,  from  a  cold  to  a  warm  one, 
and  the  ufe  of  the  Bath-waters,  Bathing  in 
the  fea,  or  the  common  cold  bath,  are  often 
excellent  prefervatives  againft  returns  of  the 
rheumatifm  ;  as  alfo  wearing  a  flannel  fhirt. 


CHAP    III. 

Cf  the  Lumbago ,  and  the  Sciatica. 

rTHE  lumbago  is  a  fixed  pain  in  the  fmall 

of  the  back,  particularly  upon  ftirring, 

or  endeavouring  to  raife  the  body;  without 

naufea 
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naufea,  and  other  fymptoms  peculiar  to  the 
nephritis.  1  hey  may  belong  either  to  the 
gout  or  rheumatifm,  but  moil  commonly  the 
latter.  When  the  fciatica  is  of  the  arthritic 
fpecies,  the  pain  is  more  deeply  feated  than 
when  to  the  rheumatic.  Hence  they  feern  to 
be  the  farpe  complaint,  only  varying  their  feat, 
and  from  thence  take  their  names.  The  Jcia- 
tka,  termed  alfo  if c bias,  is  a  fixed  pain  in  the 
hip,  and  by  fome  is  called  the  hip-gout. 

We  fhould  be  careful  to  diftinguiih  the 
acute  from  the  chrome  $  for,  like  the  rheu- 
matifm, they  may  be  of  either  fpecies,  be- 
caufe  of  the  former,  bleeding  is  neceffary,  and 
repetitions  occafionaliy  ;  nitre,  plentiful  dilu- 
tion, faline  purges  $  and  in  the  lumbago,  te- 
rebinthinate  glyfters,  &c.  Indeed  they  both 
demand  very  nearly  the  fame  treatment  as  the 
rheumatifm,  but  are  much  more  tedious  and 
difficult  to  cure.  The  pilulasterebinthinatas,  and 
thofe  defcribed  in  p.  215,  are  particularly  re- 
commended 5  and  blifters  near  the  part  affedted, 
and  on  the  thigh,  have  often  proved  efficacious; 
alfo  iifues  above  or  below  the  knee,  though  not 
always  to  be  depended  upon  ;  the  caufe  of  the 
difeafe  lying  too  deep  tp  be  affedled  by  fuch  fu^ 

perficial 
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perficial  applications  as  veflcatorits.  Volatile 
remedies,  fuch  as  ol.  terebinth,  aether,  given  in 
the  quantity  of  thirty  or  forty  drops  in  decodt. 
guaiac.  feems  to  bid  the  faireft,  together  with 
an  outward  application  of  the  epithema  vola- 
tile. A  Burgundy-pitch  plafter,  with  one 
eighth  part  of  euphorbium,  and  terebinth.  Ve- 
net.  q.  f.  is  alfo  well  adapted  to  the  diforder*

Rubbing  the  pained  part  with  flour  of 
muftand  until  it  becomes  inflamed,  has  often 
a  good  effect.  As  has  likewife  muftard  whey 
drank  plentifully. 
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CHAP.    VI. 

Of   the   Head-ach. 

THHE  head-ach  is  a  painful  fenfation  feated  in 
the  contents  of  the  cranium,  as  the  brain, 
dura  or  pia  mater,  or  in  the  mufcles,  mem- 
branes, nerves,  or  other  parts  of  the  head.     It 
is  called  a  cephalalgia,  if  the  head  appears  full* 
and  as  it  were  overloaded  with  a  dull  pain, 
attended  with  heavinefs ;  cephalcea,  if  invete- 
rate, or  extremely  acute,  having  a  fpafmodic 
tenfion,  a  forenefs  of  the  exterior  parts  for  its 
aflbciates  ;  and  a  hemicrania,  if  only  one  fide 
or  part  of  the  head  is  afte&ed.     If  the  pain 
be  fixed  to  a  point,   it  is  called  clavus  hyfteri- 
cus.     As  thefe  affe&ions  arife  from  fuch  a  va- 
riety of  caufes,   which  may  require  different 
treatment,  it  will  always  be  ufeful,  if  poflible, 
to  diftinguifh  the  a&ing  one,  as  it  may  arife 
from  rheumatifm  or  gout,  from  a  plethora,  or 
inflammatory  diathefis,  an  intermittent  fever, 
venereal   virus,   foulnefs  of  the  flomach,  or 
fome  other  nervous  affedtion  of  the  prima?  via?, 
a  diflenfion  of  the  nervous  fibres,  convulfions, 
or  a  fudden  translation  of  matter.     Where  the 

ftomach 
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ftomach  is  in  fault,  which  it  generally  is  in  the 
hemicrania,  vomits  will  be  very  proper,  and 
bitter  purges,  &c. 

If  thefe  pains  take  their  origin  from  a  ple- 
thora, which  the  fymptoms  of  a  full  pulfe, 
florid  countenance,  and  heavinefs  of  the  head, 
will  difcover;  bleeding,  cupping,  blifters,  and 
gentle  purgatives,  are  to  be  prefcribed. 

When  they  arife  from  gouty  or  rheumatic 
humours,  blifters  to  the  back  and  legs,  put- 
ting the  feet  in  warm  water,  and  vinurn  aloes 
given  now  and  then,  anfwer  very  well.

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mofch.  a  little  being  applied  with  a  warm 
hand  to  the  part,  has  often  relieved. — The 
body  muft  be  kept  open. 

Stimulating  cataplafms,  applied  to  the  feet, 
have  been  found  very  ferviceable,  together 
with  the  emplaftr.  cantharidis  &  cephalic. 
&c.  When  the  pain  is  removed,  the  patient 
fhould  be  always  very  careful  to  keep  his  feet 
warm. 

In  habitual  head-achs,  vin.  antimonii,  with 
Valerian,  has  been  found  ufeful. 

A  little  of  the  following  eflence  may  be 
poured  into  the  palm  of  the  hand,  and  applied 
to  the  pained  part.

In  cafe  of  coftivenefs,  the  vinum  aloes 
fhould  be  given  over  night. 

When  the  complaint  is  found  to  depend  on 
the  relics  of  an  intermittent  fever,  or  to  be 
periodical,  the  cortex,  with  valerian,  is  the 
chief  remedy  ;  interpofing  now  and  then  a 
gentle  emetic.  If  the  venereal  taint  gives  rife 
to  it,  then  mercurials  and  fudorific  diet-drinks 
are  the  only  things  to  be  depended  on. 

If  a  weak  ftomach  be  the  caufe,  joined  with 
any  uneafinefs  of  the  mind  and  relaxed  nerves, 
pil.  gummof.  Spa- waters,  and  riding  on  horfe- 
back,  are  of  the  greateft  ufe.  Should  it  be 
foul,  and  it  or  the  inteflines  be  loaded  with 
faburra,  after  a  gentle  emetic,  or  a  purgative, 
ftomachic  bitters,  joined  with  chalybeate^ 
will  be  ferviceable,  taking  care  to  avoid  cof- 
tivenefs, and  promoting  all  the  due  fecrelions 
properly.  Hence  aloetic  pills  occafionally 
fhould  be  had  recourfe  to;  and  the  menfes,  or 

piles, 
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piles,  fhould  they  be  obftrudied,  muft,  if  pof- 
lible,  be  recalled. 

It  is  worth  obfervation,  efpecially  to  the 
ftudious,  never  to  write  on  low  defks  or  ta- 
bles, or  to  tye  their  flocks  or  neck-cloths 
tight,  as  many  inconveniencies  have  arifen 
from  thence.  Some  have  fallen  within  the 
author's  notice,  where  various  nervous  medi- 
cines have  been  ufed,  together  with  cupping, 
neutral  falts,  &c.  all  to  no  purpofe. 

It  may  be  proper  alfo  to  obferve  here,  that 
people  who  are  much  fubjedt  to  headacbs  fhould 
always  lie  high  with  their  heads ;  fleep  in  thin 
night-caps :  if  they  eat  fupper,  it  ftiould  be 
very  light;  avoid  coflivenefs ;  go  always  to 
bed  with  their  feet  warm,  and  well  rubbed  : 
for  by  obferving  thefe  directions,  many  have 
found  great  benefit,  in  complaints  of  this 
kind,  which  have  long  evaded  the  power  of 
medicine,  where  attention  to  thefe  particulars 
have  been  difregarded. 


C  H  A  P, 
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CHAP,    V. 

Of   the    Tooth-ach. 

HP  HE  tooth-ach  is  often  occafioned  by  an 
impure  acrimonious  ferum,  which  cor- 
rodes the  membranes  and  nerves ;  very  fre- 
quently brought  on  by  colds  and  rheumatic 
complaints,  more  particularly  after  a  fudden 
change  of  weather,  or  from  a  caries :  fome- 
times  it  is  merely  fympathetic,  as  in  hyfteric 
and  pregnant  women. 

If  the  tooth  be  rotten  or  hollow,  burn  the 
nervous  chord,  if  poffible,  which  is  the  feat 
of  the  pain,  and  the  cavity  may  be  filled  up 
with  lead,  wax,  or  maftich. 

The  beft  radical  cure  is  to  extradl  the  tooth, 
if  it  can  be  conveniently  effe&ed. 

If  the  tooth  affe&ed  be  not  one  of  the  grin- 
ders, it  may  be  replaced  by  one  drawn  frefh 
from  a  healthy  perfon,  which  often  becomes 
as  ufeful  and  lading  as  the  original  one  could 
have  been. 

Touching  that  part  of  the  ear  called  the 
antihelix,  with  a  hot  iron,  has  alfo  fometimes 
been  found  to  remove  the  tooth-ach.

If  the  patient  be  plethoric,  and  the  gum 
fwells,  bleed,  fcarify  the  gums,  or  apply 
leeches :  or  thefe  failing,  apply  blifters  be- 
hind the  ears,  and  give  gentle  purgatives. 
The  fame  remedies  are  of  fervice,  when  the 
tooth-ach  is  a  fymptom  of  pregnancy. 

If  a  rheumatic  complaint  feems  to  fly  about 
the  patient,  with  pains  in  the  face  and  jaws, 
the  bark  may  be  of  ufe  :  or,

The  acidum  muriaticum,  well  diluted  with 
a  fufficient  quantity  of  water,  anfwers  extreme- 
ly well,  where  the  infide  of  the  mouth,  lips, 
or  tongue,  are  ulcerated ;  and  more  particular- 
ly fo  in  a  putrefcent  ftate  of  the  body. 

When  the  pain  is  merely  fympathetic,  the 
caufe  which  gives  rife  to  the  nervous  affec- 
tion muft  be  ftruck  at  -y  fo  that  if  either  hy- 
fteria,  pregnancy,  6cc.  fhould  be  the  occa- 
fion,  the  cure  depends  on  antifpafmodics, 
bleeding,  &c.  as  the  particular  caufe  may  re- 
quire. 

A  fcetid  breath  may  proceed  from  carious 
teeth,  putrid  gums,  bad  lungs,  or  may  fome- 
times  be  conftitutional :  it  is  often  attendant 
on  weak  nerves ;  and  frequently  owing  to 
mercurials.

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If  conftitutional,  it  is  not  to  be  remedied. 
Elegance  and  care,  however,  may  palliate 
and  render  it  lefs  offenfive :  and  the  ftate  of 
the  ftomach  and  primae  viae  deferve  great  at- 
tention in  this  cafe.

CHAP.     VI. 

Of  Dentition. 

"XTITHEN  children  are  about  cutting  their 
teeth,  they  flaver  much,  are  feverifh, 
hot,  and  uneafy ;  their  gums  fwell,  and  are 
very  painful  3  they  are  fomftimes  loofe,  and  at 
other  times  coflive :  now  and  then  convulfions 
come  on. 

If  the  child  be  plethoric,  and  the  fever 
high,  a  little  blood  may  be  drawn,  or  leeches 
are  often  of  ufe,  applied  behind  the  ears,  as 

alfo  blifters ;  and  give  the  following  :

CHAP.    VII. 

Of  the  Otalgia ,  or  Ear-acb. 

fTPlII'5  complaint  may  be  occafioned  by  an 

inflammation  of  the  internal  ear,  which 

is  fometimes  fo  violent  as  to  render  the  patient 

delirious  ;  by  a  purulent  difcharge ;  by  infedts, 

or  hard  bodies  getting  into   the  ear,   or  by 

catching  cold. 

If  inflammation  gives  rife  to  it,  venefecftion, 

cooling  and  (mart  purges  ;   cupping,  leeches, 

and  blisters,  to  the  back  part  of  the  head,  and 

behmu  the  ears,  and  the  pediluvium,  are  ne- 

ceflary. 

Puru- 
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Purulent  matter  appearing  in  the  meatus 
auditorius,  detergent  injedions  are  to  be  made 
ufe  of;  which  may  be  compofed  of  foap  and 
water,  tindt.  aloes  comp.  and  water,  or  de- 
co&um  hord.  cum  mel.  rof.  et  tindt.  myrrh. 

If  from  living  infedts,  the  moft  effectual 
way  to  deftroy  them  is  to  blow  in  the  fmoke 
of  tobacco,  and  then  pour  in  warm  oil.  Hard 
bodies  getting  into  the  ear,  are  to  be  extradted 
by  proper  inftruments,  aiTifted  by  emollient 
injedlions. 

Pains  in  the  ear,  occafioned  by  colds,  re- 
quire mild  diaphoretics,  and  the  patient  to  be 
kept  warm ;  and  cataplafms  of  bread  and 
milk,  with  roafted  onions,  will  be  of  fervice. 
If  the  diforder  gives  not  way  to  thefe  methods, 
bleed,  and  blifter  behind  the  ears,  and  give  an 
anodyne  going  to  bed.  The  rheumatifm  may 
fometimes  produce  thefe  complaints ;  a  blad- 
der, filled  with  warm  water,  and  applied  to 
the  part,  will  be  of  ufe  ;  alfo  the  fpir.  cam- 
phoratus.  Should  the  pain  be  merely  fpaf- 
modic,  or  arife  from  a  defluxion  of  acid  ferum, 
cupping,  and  bliftering  the  back  of  the  head, 
will  be  ferviceablej  and  foft  doflils  muft  at 
the  fame  time  be  put  into  the  ear,  dipped  in 

a  4  °u 
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oil  of  almonds ;  to  which  a  little  oleum  fuc 
cini,  and  tinctura  opii,  may  be  added. 

A  noife  in  the  ears  may  be  relieved  by  the 
vapours  of  aromatic  plants  conveyed  thither 
through  a  funnel ;  or  drop  the  following  into 
the  ear  :

CHAP      VIII. 

Of  the  Cardialgia,  or  Pain  and  Uneajinefs  in 
the  Stomach. 

HPHIS  complaint  is  commonly  termed  the 
heart-burn  $  which  is  an  uneafy  fenfa- 
tion  in  the  ftomach,  with  anxiety,  a  heat 
more  or  lefs  violent,  and  fometimes  attended 
with  oppreffion,  faintnefs,  an  inclination  to 
vomit,  or  a  plentiful  difcharge  of  clear  lymph, 
like  faliva. 

This  pain  may  arife  from  various  and  dif- 
ferent caufes ;  fuch  as  flatus ;  from  fharp  hu- 
mours, either  acid,  bilious,  rancid,  or  empy- 
reumatic  ;  from  worms  gnawing  and  vellicat- 
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ing  the  coats  of  the  ftomach ;  from  acrid  and 
pungent  food,  fuch  as  fpices,  aromatics,  &c. 
as  alfo  from  rheumatic  and  gouty  humours, 
or  furieits  ;  from  too  free  a  ufc  of  tea,  watery 
fluids  relaxing  the  ftomach,  &c.  from  the  na- 
tural mucus  being  abraded,  particularly  in  the 
upper  orifice  of  the  ftomach  :  this  moftly 
happens  with  thofo  whofe  blood  abounds  with 
fcorbutic  falts. 

In  all  pains  of  the  ftomach,  particular  at- 
tention fliould  be  paid  to  the  offending  caufe, 
as  the  cure  will  entirely  depend  upon  that  be- 
ing conquered. 

The  diet  fliould  be  of  a  light  animal  kind  ; 
the  drink  brandy  and  water,  toaft  and  water, 
Briftolor  Tilbury- water;  no  vegetables  fliould 
be  allowed;  and  very  little  bread,  and  that 
well  toafted. 

The  cure  of  a  common  cardialgia,  if  it 
proceeds  from  indigeftion,  or  an  acid  acri- 
mony, fliould  be,

This  joined  with  the  mineral  waters  of 
Bath  or  Pyrmont,  where  the  caufe  arifes  from 
laxity  or  indigeftion,  has  been  found  very  ef- 
fectual. If  from  a  fharpnefs  and  exuberance 
of  bile,  emetics  are  firft  neceflary,  drinking  a 
pint  of  cold  fpring  water  every  morning  is 
extremely  ferviceable,  as  a  preventive  remedy. 

If  from  any  excoriation,  or  ulceration,  the 
pain  will  be  conftant,  but  greatly  exaggerated 
by  fwallowing  any  thing  hot  or  acrid,  muci- 
laginous fubftances  in  this  cafe  are  moft  pro- 
per ;  but  probably  no  remedy  fo  efFedual  as  a 
milk  diet. 

If  it  is  attended  with  a  difcharge  of  clear 
lymph,  like  faliva,  fometimes  infipid,  fome- 
times  acrid,  it  is  called  the  wate»*-brafh. 
Tincture  of  bark  in  lime-water  is  recom- 
mended as  very  ufeful,  and  often  given  with 
fuccefs. 

If 
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If  the  coats  of  the  ftomach  have  their  tone 
weakened,  and  cannot  protrude  their  contents 
in  proper  time,  and  thus  occafions  this  com- 
plaint, moderate  living  is  abfolutely  neceflary. 
Vinum  amar.  with  the  vitriolic  acid  diluted, 
or  the  etherial  fpirit  of  vitriol,  will  be  fervicea- 
ble:  ifcoftive,  the  aloetic  pills  are  advifeable. 
Occafionally  riding  ;  but  failing  is  prefera- 
ble as  moil  efficacious. 


CHAP     IX. 

Of  Pains  in  the  Stomach  and   Bowels  from 
Foifon. 

Arsenic. 

THIS  fubftance  taken  inwardly,  produces 
violent  gripings  in  the  ftomach  and 
bowels,  diftenfion,  vomiting,  great  heat,  thirft, 
cold  fweats,  tremors,  convulfions,  inflamma- 
tions, gangrene,  and  finally  death.  A  morti- 
fication of  the  pudenda  is  faid  to  be  peculiar  to 
the  poifon  of  arfenic. 

Give  large  quantities  of  milk,  honey,  and 
fogar  mixed,  of  warm  water  and  oil,  and  add 

g  ipeca- 
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ipecacoanh.  or,  what  is  much  more  brifk  and 
certain  in  its  operation,  zinci  vitriolati  purifi- 
cati  si.  to  be  repeated  fo  as  to  promote  as 
quick  a  difcharge  upwards  as  poflible,  and  in- 
ject oily  clyfters.  In  a  word,  fill  the  whole 
tract  of  the  alimentary  canal  with  foftening 
emollient  liquids,  fuch  as  new  milk,  frefh  but- 
ter melted,  chicken  or  veal  broth,  fweet  oil, 
to  dilute  and  fheathe  the  poifon,  giving  them 
largely,  both  by  the  mouth  and  clyfters. 
And  when  you  have  obtained  a  free  evacuation 
both  ways,  let  the  perfon  continue  to  drink 
very  plentifully  of  decodtum  hord.  cum  g. 
Arabic,  fperm.  cet.  pulv.  tragacanth.  fat  veal 
and  mutton  broths,  milk,  oil,  &c.  not  forget- 
ting to  keep  the  body  open  for  feveral  days,  in 
order  to  carry  off  the  poifon. 

Thefe  rules  hold  good,  as  to  poifons  in  ge- 
neral, when  taken  into  the  ftomach.  If  there 
be  a  plethora,  or  the  pulfe  be  ftrong  and  full, 
it  will  be  very  neceflary  during  the  above  cure 
to  take  away  blood. 

When  the  mouth  and  fauces  appear  exco- 
riated and  ulcerated,  as  they  will  do  fometimes 
when  corrofive  fublimate,  nitrous,  vitriolic, 
or  muriatic  acid  have  been  taken,  little  doubt 

remains 
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remains  of  the  caufe ;  but  when  they  are  want* 
ing,  and  death  has  enfued,  and  on  opening  the 
body,  erofions,  livid  and  mortified  fpots,  appear 
on  the  coats  of  the  ftomach,  we  are  not  rafhly 
to  conclude  that  poifon  has  been  taken,  becaufe 
thefe  may  originate  from  internal  caufes  ; 
therefore  the  contents  of  the  ftomach  fhould 
be  examined.  If  a  white  powder  is  found  in 
the  ftomach,  and  that  arfenic,  it  has  a  milky 
whiteneis,  is  gritty  and  infipid:  part  of  it 
fwims  on  the  furface  of  cold  water,  like  a  pale 
fulphureous  film ;  the  greateft  portion  finks 
to  the  bottom  and  remains  there  undiffolved; 
thrown  on  a  red-hot  iron,  it  does  not  flame, 
but  nfes  entirely  in  thick  white  fames,  which 
have  the  ftench  of  garlic,  and  cover  cold  iron 
held  juft  over  them  with  white  flowers.  If  it 
be  inclofed  between  two  plates  of  copper,  and 
put  into  the  fire  and  made  red  hot,  the  copper 
will  become  white.  Ten  grains  boiled  in  5iv. 
of  clear  water,  and  then  pafled  through  a  fil- 
ter, I  divided  into  five  equal  parts,  and  put  in- 
to as  many  glafles. — Jn  one  I  poured  a  few 
drops  of  fpirit  of  fal  ammon,  into  another  fome 
of  the  aqua  kali,  into  a  third  ftrong  vitriolic 
acid,  into  the  fourth  fome  muriatic  acid,  and 

6  into 
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into  the  fifth  fome  fyrup  of  violets.  The  firft 
threw  down  a  few  particles  of  pale  fediment, 
the  fecond  gave  a  white  cloud,  which  hung  a 
little  above  the  middle  of  the  glafs ;  the  third 
and  fourth  made  a  confiderable  precipitation 
of  a  lightifh-coloured  fubftance,  which  in  the 
former  hardened  into  glittering  cryftals,  flick- 
ing to  the  fides  and  bottom  of  the  glafs*  Sy- 
rup of  violets  produced  a  beautiful  pale  green 
tin&ure,  &c.  Thefe  are  methods  we  muft 
make  ufe  of  for  the  certain  difcovery  of  its  ex- 
iftence,  and  confequently  its  effe&s. 

Another  method  is  to  foak  a  piece  of  bread 
in  the  liquid  contents  of  the  ftomach,  and  give 
it  to  a  dog,  and  then  from  the  confequences  it 
produces  form  our  conclufions.  It  is  neceffary 
to  be  as  certain  in  thefe  points  as  poflible,  that 
when  called  before  a  bar  of  juftice,  in  the  un- 
happy cafes  of  people  being  poifoned,  to  give 
evidence,  we  may  aft  with  clearnefs  and  preci- 
fion. 

Muriated   Quicksilver. 

Befides  the  general  cure  for  expelling  poi- 
fons  delivered  above,  the  antidote  for  corrofive 
fublimate  is  a  weak  folution  of  any  mild  alka- 
line 
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line  fait ;  about  one  ounce  of  fait  of  tartar,  fait 
of  wormwood,  or  common  pearl-afhes,  may  be 
diffolved  in  a  gallon  of  water*  and  the  ftomach 
filled  with  the  folution,  which  will  decom^ 
pound  the  fublimate,  and  deftroy  its  faline  fpi* 
cuke. 

Vegetable   Poisons. 

The  plants  which  chiefly  produce  unhappy 
effects  are,  fome  kinds  of  maJJjrooms  -y  hemlock 
gathered  for  parfley,  and  eaten  in  fallads ;  the 
roots  ofthzhemlock-dropwort,  eaten  inftead  of 
carrots,  and  the  berries  of  the  deadly  night Jl:ade% 
which  children  eat  by  miftake  for  wild  cherries. 

All  the  poifons  of  this  clafs  feem  to  prove 
mortal  rather  from  a  narcotic  or  ftupcfying, 
than  an  acrimonious  and  ftimulating  quality. 
A  flaring  wildnefs  in  the  eyes,  confufion  of 
fight,  palpitations,  giddinefs,  lofs  of  memory 
and  voice,  ftupor  or  fury,  convulfions,  and 
Teachings  to  vomit,  are  the  chief  fymptoms. 

The  patient  fhould  immediately  take  a  folu- 
tion of  the  zincum  vitriolatum  purificatum, 
and  repeat  it  till  it  caufes  him  to  vomit  plenti- 
fully, affifted  by  a  large  quantity  of  warm 
water,  and  other  foftening  fluids,  as  above  re- 

com- 
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commended.  After  the  operation  of  the  vo* 
mit,  and  the  evacuation  of  the  inteftinal  canal, 
by  oily  and  emollient  clyfters,  the  patient 
fhould  continue  to  take  large  quantities  of 
water,  or  whey,  fweetened  with  honey  or  fu- 
gar,  and  medicated  with  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  vinegar,  which  is  efteemed  a  Specific, 
or  antidote,  againft  this  fort  of  poifons. 

Opium. 

This  excellent  drug,  when  taken  by  mif~ 
take,  or  otherwife,  in  too  large  a  quantity,  is 
converted  into  a  poifon.  The  cure  is  to  be 
the  fame  as  already  defcribed,  except  that  there 
may  be  a  greater  neceiiity  for  fpeedy  venefec- 
tion,  as  the  effect  of  this  poifon  is  to  produce 
fymptoms  fimilar  to  thofe  of  the  fanguineous 
apoplexy.  Blifters  may  be  applied  betwixt 
the  fhoulders,  and  to  the  ancles,  and  vinegar 
to  the  noftrils,  and  dilute  vitriolic  acid,  cream 
of  tartar,  lemon-juice,  or  any  convenient  pa- 
latable acids  may  be  added  liberally  to  what- 
ever liquor  the  patient  drinks.  The  common 
faline  mixture  is  here  particularly  recommend- 
ed, and  that  to  be  given  freely. 

Much  depends  upon   keeping  the  patient

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from  fleeping  until  the  effect  of  the  opium 
be  over. 

After  the  poifon  is  evacuated,  gentle  aloetic 
purges  are  very  proper  to  be  given  at  ftated 
intervals.

CHAP.    X. 

Of  the  different  Species  of  Colic* 

THE  colic  is  an  acute  pain,  and  obftruc- 
tion  in  the  inteftines.  When  the  colic- 
pain  is  accompanied  with  vomiting  of  bile, 
it  is  called  a  bilious  colic.  When  the  pain 
arifes  from  flatus,  without  any  inflammatory 
or  bilious  fymptoms,  it  is  termed  the  flatulent 
or  windy  colic.     If  it  takes  its  origin  from  hy- 

fteric 
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fteric  complaints,  it  is  named  the  by  ft  eric  colic. 
When  it  is  accompanied  with  tenfion  in  the 
abdomen,  forenefs  to  the  touch,  heat,  thirft, 
quick  pulfe,  and  other  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms,  it  gets  the  name  of  inflammatory  colic. 
When  it  is  attended  with  an  obftinate  confti- 
pation  of  the  bowels,  and  a  vomiting  of  every 
thing  that  is  taken,  indicative,  from  the  nature 
of  what  is  difcharged,  that  the  paflage  through 
the  inteftines  is  entirely  clofed,  the  difeafe  is 
termed  the  iliac  paffion.  When  the  pain  is 
violent,  and  feated  in  the  umbilical  region, 
ftriking  through  to  the  back,  with  obflinate 
coftivenefs,  and  a  retra&ion  of  the  navel,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  fpafmodic  contraction,  or  palfy  of 
the  lower  extremities,  it  is  called  the  nervous 
colic. 

Bilious  Colic. 

The  bilious  colic  generally  feizes  the  pa- 
tient about  the  beginning  of  fummer,  with  a 
vomiting  of  a  yellow  greenifli  call ;  a  bitter 
tafte  in  the  mouth,  with  great  heat ;  circum- 
fcribed  pain  about  the  region  of  the  navel; 
fometimes  with  mod  excruciating  pain  all 
over  the  abdomen  -,  then  drifting  from  place  to

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place;  little  or  no  difcharge  of  urine;  a  pul- 
fation  in  the  abdomen,  with  a  fenfe  of  cold 
about  it :  frequently  it  is  attended  with  a 
hoarfenefs,  which  continues  during  the  whole 
flage  of  the  diftemper,  with  thirft,  fever,  and 
coftivenefs  ;  and  fometimes  terminates  in  the 
iliac  paffion. 

Bleed  repeatedly,  if  the  pulfe  will  admit  of 
it,  and  avoid  every  thing  that  will  tend  to  in- 
creafe  the  vomiting.

In  the  mean  time,  give  fmall  thin  broths, 
gruel,  whey,  or  warm  water,  to  be  drank  very 
plentifully ;  and  order  emollient  and  opening 
clyfters  to  be  frequently  inje&ed.  If  thefe  do 
not  give  fpeedy  relief,  the  patient  muft  be  put 

into 
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into  a  warm  bath,  and  continued  there  as  long 
as  he  can  well  bear  it.  The  vomiting,  in  this 
colic,  is  often  very  diftreffing.  Give  a  faline 
draught  every  hour,  in  the  ad:  of  effervefcence, 
till  the  complaint  ceafes ;  and  add  to  each  a 
few  drops  of  tine!,  opii.  if  occafion  requires. 
Mithridate  confe&io  opiata,  in  the  form  of  a 
cataplafm,  may  be  laid  to  the  pit  of  the  fto- 
mach.  The  leaves  of  common  mint  boiled  in 
red  wine,  and  applied  to  the  fcrobic.  cord,  are 
alfo  fometimes  effeiflual  in  this  cafe,  when 
other  things  have  failed  in  flopping  the  vomit- 
ing. After  ftools  have  been  obtained,  and  the 
fymptoms  abate,

The  Bath  waters,  and  riding,  are  proper  to 
reftore  the  patient,  and  prevent  a  return  of  this 
difeaie ;  or  a  ccurfe  of  Seltzer,  or  fome  ful- 
phureous  chalybeate  water,  with  a  courfe  of 
aperient  gums  with  foap,  ferrum  ammonia- 

R  3  calc, 
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cale,  and  rhubarb.  The  diet  mould  be  fuch 
as  is  light  and  eafy  of  digeftion,  not  crude  and 
flatulent.  Malt  liquors  fhould  be  avoided ; 
and  if  feverifhly  difpofed,  Seltzer-water  with 
Hock,  if  not  with  Madeira,  Lifbon,  or  Sherry, 
particularly  if  the  habit  is  rather  cold  and 
phlegmatic,  form  the  beft  beverage  for  drink. 

Flatulent  Colic. 

The  flatulent  colic  is  known  by  a  wander- 
ing pain  in  the  bowels,  following  the  track  of 
the  colon,  attended  with  borborygmi,  which 
abates  when  the  air  is  fet  free ;  the  pain  is  not 
exafperated  by  preffure,  but  rather  relieved; 
there  is  no  extraordinary  thirft,  and  the  pulfe 
but  little  dillurbed.  The  habit  is  generally, 
nay  indeed  almoft  always,  coftive ;  and  fome- 
times  fo  flrong,  that  the  periftaltic  motion  of 
the  bowels  is  inverted,  and  the  inteftinal  con- 
tents pumed  upward,  and  ejected  by  the  mouth. 
This,  as  well  as  fome  other  fpecies  of  colic, 
*s  fometimes  attended  with  nephritic  fymp- 
toms  j  hence  the  nephritic  or Jl one- colic.  How- 
ever, they  may  be  eafily  diftinguifhed  from  the 
nephritis,  by  the  pain  not  being  fixed  in  the 
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kidney,  and  propagated  to  the  genitals,  but 
being  more  extended  towards  the  centre  of  the 
belly,  and  by  the  fudden  relief  after  a  difcharge 
by  ftool.  In  the  colic,  after  eating,  the  pain 
increafes,  but  in  the  nephritis  it  is  rather  mi- 
tigated. In  the  nephritis,  the  urine  is  firft 
clear  and  thin,  and  afterwards  lets  fall  gravel 
or  other  fediment :  in  the  colic,  the  urine  is 
generally  thicker  in  the  beginning. 

Though  we  know  that  this  difeafe  arifes 
from  fpafm  in  fome  part  of  the  alimentary  ca- 
nal, the  mod  common  places  are  either  the 
valve  of  the  colon,  or  its  flexure,  where  it  turns 
up  under  the  fpurious  ribs  to  the  left  fide,  the 
lower  part  of  the  duodenum,  the  pylorus,  or 
cardia.  Yet  ftill  it  is  very  difficult  to  difcover 
what  is  the  caufe,  there  are  fo  many  different 
ones ;  moft  of  which  can  only  be  guefled  at : 
therefore  the  patient's  conftitution  is  to  be  en- 
quired after  with  great  nicety,  refpedting  its 
particular  nature,  as  well  as  condudt  refpedling 
the  non-naturals  previous  to  the  attack.  For 
the  obftru&ion  may  arife  from  acrid  biles, 
different  kinds  of  faburra,  ftoppages  of  the 
du&us  communis  choledochus,  from  fpafm, 

R  4  or 
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or  from  biliary  concretions,  hardened  feces, 
worms,  ruptures,  remains  of  undiflblved  food, 
earthy  or  flony  concretions  lodged  in  the  in* 
teftines,  compreffion  of  the  inteftines  from  tu- 
mors in  any  of  the  contiguous  vifcera,  intro- 
fufception  or  volvulus  of  the  inteftine,  a  thick- 
ening of  its  coat  from  fchirrous,  cancer,  &c, 
hence,  whatever  the  caufe,  we  muft  endeavour 
in  our  plan  of  cure  to  take  off  the  fpafm,  and 
promote  a  free  paffage  through  the  bowels 
downwards. 

If  the  patisnt  be  plethoric,  or  of  a  ftrong 
habit  of  body,  bleeding  is  generally  neceflary ; 
after  which,  order  him  to  drink  plentifully  of 
warm  water,  or  chamomile  tea,  fo  as  to  pro- 
mote vomiting;  then  procure  ftools  by  emol- 
lient clyfters,  which  muft  be  repeated,  and 
made  ftronger,  if  neceflary,  till  an  evacuation 
is  obtained ;  or  to  a  decoftion  of  fena  or  co- 
locvnth  add  oil,  honey,  and  common  fait,  or 
crude  fal  ammoniac.

Hyfteric  Colic. 

Women  of  a  grofs  and  lax  habit  of  body, 
of  an  irritable  difpofition,  and  thofe  who  have 
juft  recovered  from  very  difficult  labours,  are 
particularly  fubjed:  to  it.  It  attacks  the  re- 
gion of  the  ftomach,  and  fometimes  the  parts 

juft 
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juft  below  it,  with  violent  pain,  and  is  ac- 
companied with  exorbitant  vomitings  of  green 
or  yellow  matter,  fucceeded  by  great  lownefs 
of  fpirits.  The  pain  goes  off  in  a  day  or  two, 
and  frequently  returns  again,  in  a  few  weeks, 
with  as  great  a  violence  as  ever.  It  is  fome- 
times  attended  with  a  jaundice,  which  vanifhes 
fpontaneoufly  in  a  few  days. 

When  the  fymptoms  are  all  gone  off,  and 
the  patient  is  pretty  well  recovered ;  grief, 
anger,  walking,  or  any  other  exercife  ufed  too 
foon,  will  occafion  a  relapfe* 

Bleeding  and  purging,  in  this  fpecies  of 
colic,  generally  do  harm  ;  unlefs  the  woman 
be  of  a  fanguineous  conftitution  and  robuft 
make,  and  then  they  are  very  proper. 

The  patient  muft  drink  a  large  quantity  of 
warm  poffet- drink,  whey  or  carduus  tea,  till 
there  be  a  thorough  evacuation  of  the  contents 
of  the  ftomach  ;  after  which,

The  opiate  muft  be  repeated  till  the  fymp- 
toms  go  off  entirely,  allowing  a  proper  inter- 
val between  each  dofe ;  for  this  is  chiefly  to 
be  depended  upon.  Aromatic  bitters  with  the 
cortex,  country  air,  and  riding,  will  be  the 
beft  means  to  recruit  the  ftrength,  and  pre- 
vent a  relapfe.  When  a  colic  fimilar  to  this 
attacks  hypochondriac  fubjedts,  it  is  termed 
the  hypochondriac  colic.  The  cure  is  the  fame 
as  jufl  now  defcribed. 

Inflammatory  Colic. 

In  the  inflammatory  colic,  a  vehement 
burning  fixed  pain  is  felt  in  thofe  parts  which 
are  moil  affe&ed,  alfo  accompanied  with  a 
preternatural  heat  of  the  whole  body,  quick 
pulfe,  lofs  of  ftrength,  anxiety,  and  inquiet- 
ude. 

When 
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When  the  inflammation  is  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  inteftines,  the  ftomach  will  be 
diftended  with  wind  ;  and  where  it  is  very 
violent,  convulfions  will  fucceed  in  the  dia- 
phragm, attended  with  vomiting,  painful  in- 
flation, rumblings,  and  fharp  griping  twitches, 
which  may  at  laft  be  productive  of  the  paflio 
iliaca. 

When  the  fharp  pain,  attended  with  fever 
and  naufea,  appears  to  be  betwixt  the  navel 
and  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  it  may  then  be 
fufpedted  that  that  part  of  the  colon  is  affect- 
ed which  lies  under  the  ftomach.  If  it  be  in 
the  right  hypochondrium,  under  the  fpurious 
ribs,  then  that  part  of  the  colon  which  joins 
the  ilium,  may  be  inflamed  :  but  when  the 
pain  is  in  the  middle  of  the  abdomen,  about 
the  navel,  it  indicates  the  fmall  inteftines  to 
be  affedted. 

In  the  inflammatory  colic,  bleeding  largely 
and  repeatedly  will  in  general  be  abfolutely 
neceflary  ;  efpecially  if  the  patient  be  pletho- 
ric, and  the  fymptoms  urgent :  in  this,  the 
pulfe  will  be  the  fureft  guide ;  alfo  warm  fof- 
tening  emollient  drinks  and  clyfters  fhould  be 
prefcribed.     After  thefe,  if  the  vomiting  be 

violent 
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violent,  an  anodyne  may  be  proper,  given  irt 
the  faline  draught  in  the  act  of  effervefcence, 
and  repeated  occafionally.  Warm  fomenta- 
tions are  alfo  ufeful,  and  the  fkins  of  newly- 
killed  animals,  applied  warm  to  the  abdomen  j 
or  bags  filled  with  common  fait,  or  oats,  heat- 
ed ;  and  if  thefe  mould  fail,  we  mud  have  re- 
courfe  to  the  femicupium,  and  warm  bath* 
Blifters  are  Hkewife  advifed,  and  directed  to  be  . 
applied  to  the  part  affected,  immediately  after 
bleeding,  be  the  caufe  either  inflammation  or 
flatulence. 

Frefh  weak  broths  are  the  beft  for  drink, 
as  well  as  for  nourifhment. 

After  bleeding,  flools  mull  be  procured.

In  the  mean  time,  clyflers  are  to  be  thrown 
up,  compofed  of  frefh  broth,  ol.  oliv.  and  the 
fal  amarus. 

Quickfilver,  where  thefe  fail,  to'  the  quan- 
tity of  two  or  three  ounces,  given  every  fe- 
cond  hour,  or  fwallowing  leaden  bullets, 
have  been  recommended,  with  intent  to  force 
through  the  inteftinal  obftru&ion  :  alfo  taking 
the  patient  out  of  bed,  and  dafhing  cold  wa- 
ter on  his  extremities,  whilft  he  iiands  bare- 
footed on  a  cold  flag  :  and  in  defperate  cafes, 
tobacco  glyfters,  either  by  infufing  a  dram  or 
two  in  the  decodtum  pro  enemate,  or  blow- 
ing the  fmoke  into  the  redtum  by  means  of 
an  inftrument  made  for  that  purpofe.  Should 
fcny  of  thefe  means  fucceed,   the  patient  mutt 

S  con* 
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continue  for  fome  time  his  courfe  of  cathar- 
tics and  opiates  occafionally,  till  all  the  fymp- 
toms  perfectly  vanifh,  and  the  freedom  of  the 
alvine  evacuation  convinces  us  all  the  harden- 
ed faeces  are  entirely  removed.  To  prevent  a 
relapfe,  crude  flatulent  vegetables,  animal  food 
of  difficult  digeftion,  mould  be  avoided,  cof- 
tivenefs  always  prevented,  and  riding  perfift- 
fifled  in  ;  for  in  this  cafe  it  is  Angularly  fer- 
viceable. 

But  if,  notwithftanding  the  helps  above 
prefcribed,  the  fever  fhould  continue,  and 
clammy  fweats  come  on,  with  palenefs,  di- 
arrhoea, fcetid  black  ftools,  or  like  the  wafh- 
ings  of  fleflh,  with  a  fmall  intermitting  pulfe, 
and  at  laft  a  total  ceffation  of  pain,  you  may 
prognosticate  a  gangrene  coming  on,  and  that 
death  is  near  at  hand. 

Iliac  Pajton. 

The  iliac  paffion  is  owing  to  an  inflamma- 
tion and  obftrudtion  in  the  inteftinal  canal,  fo 
as  to  allow  no  paflage  for  either  the  faeces  or 
flatulence.  It  may  be  occafioned  by  harden- 
ed faeces,  violent  vomitings,  ruptures,  earthy 
9  or 
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or  (tony  concretions  lodged  in  the  inteftines, 
tumors,  introfufception,  or  volvulus  of  the 
inteftine,  a  thickening  of  the  coats  of  the  in- 
teftines, &c.  and  is  attended  with  an  acute 
pain  of  the  bowels,  an  opprefiion  at  the  fto- 
mach,  tenfion  of  the  belly,  bilious  or  even 
fiercoraceous  vomiting,  great  thirft,  heat,  fe- 
ver, and  at  laft  with  fingultus,  cold  fweats, 
delirium,  convullions,  gangrene,  and  dea~ 

The  method  of  cure  is  nearly  the  fame  as 
prefcribed  in  the  inflammatorv  colic,  the  iliac 
paffion  being  only  the  greateft  degree  of  that 
difeafe. 

The  common  drink  mould  be  weak  chic- 
ken-broth, beef-tea,  chamomile-tea,  or  the 
docodt.  hordei  comp.  the  lac  amygdalae  may 
likewife  be  drank  freely;  and  a  quantity  of 
nitre  may  be  added  to  it. 

Bleed  largely  and  repeatedly,  more  particu- 
larly if  it  arifes  from  a  ftrangulated  rupture  ; 
next  inject  emollient  oily,  and  ftimulating 
clyfters ;  and  give  oily  aperient  remedies,  by 
the  mouth  :  but  the  chief  hope  here  is  in 
bleeding,  cathartics,  and  opiates. 

Give  36  extract,  colocynth.  cum  aloe,  with

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one  or  two  grains  of  the  opium  purificatum, 
and  wait  its  effefts  :

In  cafe  of  an  hernia,  you  muft  never  fatigue 
your  patient  by  attempting  to  reduce  the  in- 
teftine,  till  the  fpafm  and  tenfion  be  entirely 
removed :  when  that  is  done,  and  the  part 
reduced,  keep  him  quiet  for  fome  days,  and 
prefcribe  a  foft,  eafy,  and  low  diet. 

The  warm  bath,  with  the  fmoke  of  tobacco 
blown  into  the  redlum  by  means  of  a  proper 
inflrument,  are  often  of  the  greateft  fervicej; 
and  alfo  the  following  tobacco- clyfter,  and 
pills  :

If  all  thefe  fail,  we  may  have  recourfe  to 
crude  quickfilver  ;  two  or  three  ounces  of 
which  may  be  fwallowed  in  a  little  broth, 
every  fecond  hour,  till  it  takes  effect :  the 
warm  bath,  tobacco  clyfters,  &c.  being  ne~ 
verthelefs  continued. 

Nervous  Colic. 

This  difeafe  is  alfo  called  colica  Pic7onum> 
colic  of  Poicliers ;  Devo?ifiire  colic  -y  convuljive 
colic  ;  and  in  the  Weft  Indies,  where  it  is 
endemic,  they  term  it  the  Dry  belly -ach. 

It  begins  with  a  fenfation  of  weight  or  pain 
at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  attended  with  lofs 
of  appetite,  yellownefs  in  the  countenance,  a 
flight  degree  of  licknefs,  and  conftivenefs.  A 
vomiting  fuccecds  of  acrid  {lim$,  and  gorra- 
ceous  bile. 

S  3  The 
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The  pain  will  frequently  defcend  to  the  re- 
gion of  the  navel,  and  (hoot  from  thence  to 
each  fide  with  exceffive  violence.  Its  feat 
feems  to  be  the  centre  of  the  mefentery ;  and 
the  inteftines  feern  as  if  drawn  in  towards  the 
fpine,  with  convulfive  fpafms ;  fo  that  it  is 
fometimes  impra&icable  to  throw  up  glyf- 
ters.  The  pain  does  not,  as  in  raoft  colics, 
abate  and  increafe  fpveral  times  in  a  few  mi- 
nutes ;  but  generally  obferves  the  fame  te- 
nour,  for  feveral  hours  together.  The  pulfe  is 
commonly  low,  and  as  quiet  as  in  health, 
without  any  appearance  of  fever  or  inflamma- 
tion; but  rather,  on  the  contrary,  a  faintnefs 
and  lownefs  of  fpirits.  When  the  pain  has 
continued  long  and  violent,  and  begins  to 
abate,  the  patient  commonly  feels  an  unufual 
fenfation  and  tingling  along  the  fpina  dorfi, 
which  extending  to  the  arms  and  legs,  tfiey 
thus  become  weak  and  paralytic. 

Before  the  diforder  is  confirmed,  its  pro- 
grefs  may  perhaps  be  flopped  by  glyflers  of 
the  deco&ion  of  colocynth,  fena,  and  the  car- 
minative feeds,  dhTolving  therein  common 
fait  or  crude  fal  ammoniac,  with  a  proper 
quantity  of  oil,   efpecially  oleum  ricini,  and 

keep-

keeping  the  body  open  with  mild  aperients, 
of  which  the  caftor  oil  is  the  moft  effectual. 
The  patient  fhould  avoid  catching  cold,  and 
be  careful  that  he  takes  nothing  acid  or  indi- 
geftible  by  way  of  diet. 

This  colic  is  often  the  effed  of  lead  acci- 
dentally taken  in  drinks,  fuch  as  cyder,  &c. 
and  too  frequently  eating  and  drinking  things 
of  an  auftere  acid  quality.  It  is  common  in 
cyder  counties ;  and  often  happens  to  plum- 
bers, painters,  and  thofe  who  attend  the 
fmelting  of  lead,  or  making  of  white  lead. 

When  it  is  confirmed,  the  following  me- 
thod has  been  found  fuccefsful :  order  the  pa- 
tient to  drink  warm  chamomile  tea,  to  wafh 
the  ftomach  two  or  three  times,  and  then 
have  recourfe  to  opium  :

In  cafe  the  pulfe  rifes,  and  feverifli  fymp- 
toms  with  inflammation  come  on,  take  away 
ten  or  twelve  ounces  of  blood;  but  in  this  be 
very  cautious.

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If  after  the  purging  the  pain  returns,  purg- 
ing medicines  muft  be  laid  afide,  and  recourfe 
mufl  again  be  had  to  opium. 

The  patient  is  to  ufe  a  thin  fpare  diet,  fuch 
as  weak  chicken-broth,  panada,  or  gruel;  but 
after  fome  time,  bread  and  boiled  chicken,  and 
fometimes  a  little  rum  well  diluted  with  water, 
may  be  allowed  ;  but  all  fermented  drinks  and 
acids  are  ftridtly  forbidden. 

The  oleum  ricini  feems  as  well  adapted  to 
this  difeafe  as  any  in  the  whole  materia  me- 
dica. 

If  paralytic  fymptoms  mould  come  on,  the 
limbs  and  the  fpine  may  be  rubbed  with  the 
following  liniment :

As  a  preventive,  in  the  Weft  Indies  and  on 
the  coaft  or  Guinea,  it  has  been  found  of  great 
life  to  wear  a  flannel  round  the  waift,  and  to 
drink  infufion  of  ginger  by  way  of  tea. — And 
in  this  country  they  enjoin  bleeding;  then 
the  colocynth  glyfler,  as  above  fpecified,  i 
jedted,  and  repeated  two  or  three  times  at  the 
intervals  of  half  an  hour.  ool  is  procured. 

If  after  this  the  pain  continues,  twelve  ounces 
of  warm  milk  and  fix  grains  of  opium,  or  a

'T^HE  firft  difeafes  of  infants  generally  arife 

from  a  retention  of  the  meconium.     This 

may  be  productive  of  pain,  gripes,  and  convul^ 

fions  -,  which  may  be  relieved  by  the  follow-

emptying  their  tender  bowels  of  their  load:

Water,  wherein  frefh  mutton  is  lightly 
boiled,  is  of  great  advantage  here  ;  being  food 
and  medicine,  and  oppofite  in  its  nature  to  aci- 
dity, the  great  fource  of  children's  difeafes. 
This,  with  the  ufe  of  the  above  powders,  fel- 
dom  fails  of  fuccefs.  If  vomiting  and  loofe- 
nefs  attends  this  tender  age,  give  gr.  ij.  ad  gr. 
iv.  pulv.  ipecacoan.  in  two  or  three  fpoonfuls 
of  mutton-broth  in  a  clyfter,  and  repeat  it  pro 
re  nata.  Perhaps  adding  Theriac.  3ft.  may 
be  ufeful.  I  have  known  four  grains  of ipeca- 
coanha  given  to  an  infant  fcv^n  days  old  in  a 
Clyfter  with  great  advantage. 

CHAP, 
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CHAP.     XIL 

Of  the  Stone  and  Gravel. 

npHE  ftone  and  gravel  are  calculous  concre- 
tions in  the  urinary  pafTages,  occasioning 
pain  in  the  back,  pubes,  &c. — When  in  the 
kidneys,  they  are  attended  with  a  naufea  and 
vomiting ;  urine  at  firft  made  in  fmall  quanti- 
ties, and  watery  ->  afterwards  more  copious, 
turbid,  and  alio  bloody,  if  the  ftone  be  point- 
ed and  rough,  ftrangury,  coftivenefs,  a  painful 
retraction  of  the  telticle  of  the  affeited  fide, 
and  a  numbnefs  down  the  thigh  and  leg. 
When  the  obftrudting  matter  is  got  into  the 
bladder,  the  pain  in  the  kidney  abates,  but  is 
perceived  in  the  bladder,  efpecially  about  the 
neck \  the  urine  becomes  turbid,  and  is  dis- 
charged in  drops,  with  a  frequent  inclination 
to  make  water,  and  it  is  oftentimes  bloody  in 
confcquence  of  riding,  or  being  jolted  in  a  car- 
riage ;  there  is  alfo  a  frequent  defire  to  go  to 
ftool,  a  (tnfc  of  weight  in  the  perinaeum,  an 
itching  in  the  penis,  and  a  mucous  fediment 
in  the  urine.   If  from  the  ftimulus  occafioned 

in 
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in  the  kidney,  or  in  the  ureters,  an  inflamma- 
tion fliould  be  induced,  it  muft  be  treated  as 
fet  down  in  the  nephritis. 

Bleeding  is,  in  general,  very  necefTary ;  the 
urva  urfi  to  3i.  or  515  in  powder,  has  done 
good  ;  and  the  following  drink  is  very  proper 
with  it :

If  there  fhould  fymptoms  attend  fimilar  to  a 
flatulent  colic,  it  muft  be  treated  with  terebin- 
thinate  glyfters,  warm  bathing,  caftor-oil,  and 
opiates,  as  laid  down  when  treating  of  the  colic 
from  flatulency. 

Where  the  ftone  is  become  fo  large  as  not 
to  give  way  to  medicine,  the  only  refource  is 
cutting. 

Soap,  and  oyfter  or  cockle-fhell  lime-water, 
long  perfifted  in,  have  fometimes  been  attend*- 

T  ed 
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ed  with  much  fuccefs,  as  folvents  for  the  ftone. 
The  kali  purum,  or  aqua  kali  puri,  is  generally 
thought  to  be  the  moft  efficacious.  The  pa- 
tient muft  begin  with  fmall  dofes,  fuch  as  x. 
xx.  or  even  xxx.  drops,  to  be  taken  in  half  a 
pint  of  veal-broth,  or  new  milk,  and  gradually 
increafe  the  quantity  of  lixivium  as  far  as  the 
ftomach  and  urinary  paflages  will  bear. 

An  infufion  of  the  feeds  of  daucus  fylvef- 
tris,  or  wild  carrot,  fweetened  with  honey,  is 
greatly  extolled  by  fome  in  complaints  of  the 
ftone  and  graveL  And  a  decoftion  made  by 
boiling  thirty  berries  of  raw  coffee  in  a  quart  of 
water  till  it  becomes  of  a  deep  greenifh  colour ; 
and  taken  night  and  morning  to  the  quantity  of 
eight  or  ten  ounces,  with  fpir.  stheris  nitrofi 
gutt.  x.  and  occafionally  purged  with  caftor  oil, 
has  been  known  to  bring  away  gradually  a  large 
quantity  of  calculous  matter.  Acids  are  alfo 
faid  to  be  as  powerful  folvents  in  fome  kind  of 
calculous  concretions  as  even  the  pure  kali. 
The  acidum  muriaticum  may  be  made  ufe  of 
for  this  purpofe. 

The  uva  urli  has  likewife  been  much  recom- 
mended as  a  lithontriptic. 

During  the  ufe  of  all  folvent  medicines, 
7  tte 
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the  body  fhould  be  kept  open  now  and  then 
with  ol.  ricin.  or  fome  other  gentle  cathartic. 
But  it  fometimes  happens  that  the  attempt 
at  diflblving  is  not  only  impracticable,  but 
may  be  dangerous;  we  have  then  no  other  re- 
fource  but  palliatives :  hence  the  body  fhould 
be  kept  open  occafionally  with  fome  eccopro- 
tic ;  and  mild  diuretic  infufions  and  decodtions, 
fuch  as  are  pleafant  and  the  ftomach  will  eafily 
bear,  and  will  pafs  freely,  fhould  be  admini- 
ftered. 

With  refpeit  to  diet,  heavy  and  flatulent 
food  fhould  be  avoided,  as  alfo  high  feafoned 
viands,  or  fuch  as  are  apt  to  turn  rancid ;  like- 
wife  butter,  fatty  fabiiances*  and  acids.  The 
diet  fhould  be  of  the  lightefl  kind,  eafily  di- 
geftible,  and  fuch  as  will  rather  prove  laxa- 
tive. 

CHAP.    XIII. 

Of  the  Ifchuriay  cr  Supprejion  of  Urine. 

A    Total  fupprefhon  of  urine  is  called  by 

authors  ifchuriay  and  differs  in  its  fymp- 

toms  according  to  the  parts  affedled  :    when 

T  2  the 
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the  kidneys,  fome  difeafe  having  preceded, 
there  is  a  pain  and  uneafy  fenfation  of  weight 
in  the  renal  region,  without  any  tremor  of  the 
hypogaftriumor  ftimulus  to  midturition.  When 
the  ureters,  fome  difeafe  of  the  kidneys 
having  preceded,  there  is  a  fenfe  of  pain  or 
uneafinefs  in  fome  part  of  the  ureter,  without 
any  tumor  of  the  hypogaftrium  or  defire  to 
make  water. — When  the  bladder,  there  is 
a  tumor  of  the  hypogaftric  region,  with  pain 
at  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  and  a  frequent  fti- 
mulus to  make  water. — When  the  urethra, 
there  is  a  fwelling  of  the  hypogaftric  region, 
with  a  frequent  defire  to  make  water,  and  pain 
in  fome  part  of  the  urethra, 

A  partial  and  painful  fuppreffion  of  urine  is 
called  dyfuria,  or  ftranguria,  which  have  dif- 
ferent fymptoms  according  to  the  caufes ;  and 
is  either  attended  with  heat  of  urine  without 
any  evident  difeafe  of  the  bladder,  or  a  fpafm 
communicated  from  other  parts  with  the  blad- 
der, or  with  figns  of  calculus  in  the  bladder, 
or  with  a  large  excretion  of  mucus ;  or  it  is 
occafioned  by  preffure  from  the  neighbouring 
parts  affeding  the  bladder,  or  from  thofe  parts 
being  inflamed. 

As 
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As  there  are  fo  many  caufes  which  give  rife 
to  thefe  complaints,  we  muft  particularly  ad- 
vert to  them  in  our  modes  of  cure.  If  it  is 
caufed  by  inflammation,  we  muft  depend  upon 
the  antiphlogiftic  method  as  laid  down  in  ne- 
phritis and  cyftitis.  If  from  fpafmcdic  affec- 
tions, to  opiates,  terebinthinate  glyfters,  and 
the  warm  bath.  If  from  fuperabundance  of 
mucus,  to  faponaceous  medicines  and  ftimu- 
lating  diuretics,  viz.  horfe-radifh,  muftard- 
feed,  fquills,  with  alcalefcent  fubftances,  and 
terebinthinate  balfams  as  attenuants.  If  from 
gravel  or  calculus,  no  inflammation  being  at- 
tendant, to  lithontriptics. 

Total  fuppreffion  of  urine,  when  from  caufes 
exifting  in  the  kidneys,  or  ureters,  is  feldom 
cured,  unlefs  they  arife  from  fpafmodic  affec- 
tions ;  but  when  it  is  partial  our  hopes  may 
be  more  flattering.  If  urine  gets  into  the 
bladder,  and  is  there  fuppreffed,  mould  the 
common  methods  fail  of  fuccefs  according  to 
the  caufe,  the  catheter  fhould  be  paffed  with 
caution,  and  be  had  occafional  recourfe  to  till 
the  original  defect  be  cured,  whether  it  arifes 
from  inflammation,  weakened  tone  of  the  coats 
of  the  bladder,  paralytic  affection,  a  ftone  plug- 

T  3  ging 
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ging  up  the  reck,  an  ulcer  there,  or  the  womb 
preffing  upon  its  neck,  which  happens  in  cafes 
of  pregnancy.  But  as  fuppreffion  moft  com- 
monly proceeds  from  fpafms  or  inflammations 
of  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  bleeding,  fomen- 
tations, and  clyfters  muft  be  purfued.

Jf  the  fuppreffion  ftill  continues,  repeat  the 
bleedings,  have  recourfe  to  the  warm  bath,  and 
give  folutions  of  gum  Arabic,  &c. — Some- 
times the  introduction  of  the  bougie,  firft  oil- 
ed, may  affift  much  in  removing  thefe  com- 
plaints by  its  flight  irritation,  and  gently  dilat- 
ing the  paffages. 

When  there  is  a  total  fuppreffion  of  urine, 
the  catheter  or  bougie  muft  be  ufed  to  draw  it 
bflf.  If  we  try  the  latter,  it  muft  be  allowed  to 
remain  in  the  paffage  for  a  length  of  time,  and

•11  its  being  drawn  away,  the  water  moftly 
follows ;  it  gives  lefs  pain,  and  is  eafier  in- 
troduced than  a  catheter,  but  is  not  fo  certain. 

If  it  arifes  from  paralytic  affedtion  of  the 
coat  of  the  bladder,  during  the  ufe  of  the  ca- 
theter, the  cortex  and  cold  bath  are  advifable, 
with  cantharides,  or  probably  a  blifter  to  the 
facrum  might  be  attended  with  advantage. 

If  from  an  ulcer  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder, 
d  etergent  bougies  and  injections  we  muft  de- 
pend upon,  and  a  courfe  of  fulphureous  waters 
may  be  beneficial.  If  from  pregnancy,  the 
preffure  muft  be  removed  occafionally  by  ele- 
vating the  uterus,  inflammatory  affedions  pre- 
vented from  coming  on,  the  body  kept  con- 
ftantly  cool  and  open,  and  in  a  recumbent 
pofture  as  much  as  may  be  till  nature  removes 
the  caufe,  which  will  happen  in  due  courfe, 
and  bleeding  muft  be  now  and  then  fubmitted 
to. 

If  a  painful  difcharge  of  urine  arifes  from 
caruncles  in  the  urethra,  they  are  moft  effec- 
tually removed  by  bougies,  which  fhould  at 
firft  be  ufed  with  lenity  and  caution ;  and  if 
on  their  firft  introduction  (being  previoufly 
fmeared  with  oil)  any  inflammatory  fymptoms 

T  4  come 
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come  on,  bleed  and  purge,  and  confine  the  pa- 
tient to  his  bed;  and  when  thefe  complaints 
are  gone  off,  let  him  continue  to  ufe  them  con- 
flan  tly  till  the  diibrder  be  removed. 


CHAP.     XIV. 

Of  the  Hemorrhoids,  or  Piles. 

'  ■  ^HE  piles  are  painful  tumors  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  inteflinum  rectum. 

Thofe  who  lead  fedentary  lives,  are  of  a 
loofe  texture  of  fibres,  high  feeders,  hard 
drinkers,  and  fuch  as  are  conftitutionally  cof- 
tive,  or  have  ufed  themfelves  to  aloetic  pur- 
ges, &c.  are  more  particularly  fubjecl:  to  thefe 
diforders. 

Sometimes  they  are  internal,  and  occafion 
great  pain  in  going  to  ftool :  when  external, 
they  are  likewife  very  painful,  and  apt  to 
bleed  :  after  which,  the  pain  generally  abates. 

If  the  patient  be  plethoric,  bleed  ;  and  or- 
der a  light  cooling  diet,  fuch  as  broths,  gruels, 
whey ;  and  avoid  liquors,  which  are  heating 
and  inflaming.

Some  commend  a  folution  of  vitriol,  ccerul. 
to  be  applied  externally  •>  but  the  greateft  cau- 
tion is  necefTary  how  we  repel  the  piles,  the 
habit  of  body  being,  in  general,  much  reliev- 
ed by  their  appearance,  and  they  certainly  free 
it  from  many  acute  difeafes ;  and  a  fudden 
fuppreffion  of  any  habitual  evacuation  has  been 
the  primary  caufe  of  the  worft  and  moft  dan- 
gerous difeafes ;  fuch  as  apoplexies,  epilepfies, 
piadnefs,  &c.

In  order  to  prevent  a  relapfe,  and  give 
ftrength  to  the  parts,  wafhing  the  parts  every 
morning  with  cold  water  is  very  ferviceable 
in  bracing  up  the  coats  of  the  varicofe  veins, 
or  hardening  the  fungous  excrefcences.

CHAP     I. 


Of   the    Tetanus. 

'THETANUS  is  a  rigid  and  painful  contrac- 
tion of  the  mufcles  of  the  neck,  and 
trunk  of  the  body.  It  is  divided  into  two 
ipecies  :  the  opifthotonus  -,  and  the  epijlhotonus, 
or  emproji  hot  onus.  In  the  former,  the  whole 
trunk  of  the  body  is  convulfed  and  drawn 
backwards  in  a  curve,  with  the  head  bent  to- 
wards the  fhoulders ;  in  the  latter  the  trunk 
of  the  body  is  drawn  forwards,  with  the  chin 
8  to 
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to  the  breaft.     This  difeafe  is  mod  frequent 
in  hot  climates,  and  is  faid  to  be  endemic  in 
South  Carolina,  efpecially  among  the  negroes. 
It  fometimes  comes   on  fuddenly ;  then   the 
patients  rarely  furvive  more  than  forty-eight 
hours;    fometimes  gradually;    firft   affecting 
the   back   part  of  the  neck,  and  about  the 
moulders,  with  an  uneafy  ftiffnefs,  the  rigi- 
dity of  the  mufcles  in  general  gradually  in- 
creasing.    From  the  manner  of  the   attack 
mud  the  danger  of  the  difeafe  be  eftimated  ; 
the  more  gradual  and  flow,  the  better ;  and  if 
nine  or  ten  days  are  got  over,  the  patient  ge- 
nerally recovers.     A  painful  drawing  in  un- 
der the  fternum  is  the  diftinguifhing  charac- 
teriftic  of  this  difeafe. 

In  this  dreadful  fpafmodic  cafe,  bleed,  if 
the  pulfe  will  admit  of  it.  If  it  mould  hap- 
pen in  confequencc  of  an  irritation  from  a 
wounded  nerve,  or  tendon,  divide  it  diretftly, 
and  drefs  the  wound  to  bring  on  a  proper  di- 
gestion and  cicatrix.  But  the  cure  principal- 
ly depends  upon  a  liberal  ufe  of  muflc,  opium, 
and  the  warm  bath.  Prefcribe  twelve  grains 
of  mufk,  and  one,  two,  or  three  grains  of  lb- 
lid 
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lid  opium,  with  theriaca,  in  a  bolus ;  and  let 
them  be  repeated  every  four  or  iix  hours,  with 
the  julepum  e  camphora.  If  the  patient  can- 
not fwallow,  opium  muft  be  given  in  clyfters,. 
with  the  addition  of  oil,  or  turpentine  diffolv- 
ed  in  the  yolks  of  eggs  :  the  boc.y  at  the  fame 
time  fhould  be  kept  open  by  manna,  fal.  aaiar* 
ol.  ricin.  &c.  or  by  clyfters.  In  the  mean 
time,  the  warm  bath  muft  be  made  ufe  of, 
and  when  the  patient  is  taken  out,  he  muft 
be  wrapt  up  in  warm  flannels,  and  put  in  bed  i 
the  belly  muft  be  fomented,  and  a  bladder 
half- full  of  warm  water,  muft  be  applied  to 
the  pit  of  the  ftomach.

If  the  pulfe,  during  the  convullive  fpafm, 
is  firft  fmall,  languid,  and  flow,  then  quick, 
intermitting,  and  irreguhr ;  cordials  fhould 
be  interpofed,  fuch  as  caftor,  fpir.  amm.  foetid. 
faL  cornu  cerv.  &c.  and  foetid  glyfters  inject- 
ed occafionally. 

Where  you  fufpedt  a  tetanus  coming  on  ia 
children,  evacuate  gently  by  ftools,  and  give 
fmall  dofes  of  mufk  and  opium,  and  you  may 
frequently  prevent  the  bad  confequences  of 
the  approaching  fit. 

To  reftore  the  patient,  after  the  tetanus,  a 
courfe  of  the  cortex  and  the  balfam.  Peruv. 
is  to  be  tried,  and  the  fpine  is  to  be  rubbed 
with  fome  fpirituous  liniments.  But  blifters, 
and  all  other  ftimulants,  during  the  fit,  are 
reckoned  injurious* 


CHAP, 
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CHAP.    II. 

Of  the  locked  Jaw. 

THIS  difeafe  is  termed,  by  Sauvages, 
trifmus  tonicusy  and  is  a  rigid  contraction 
of  the  mufcles,  which  raife  the  lower  jaw.  It 
jnay  be  either  primary,  or  fecondary ;  that  is, 
either  arife  fpontaneoufly,  without  any  evident 
caufe,  or  be  the  confequence  of  wounds,  or 
other  rrprbid  affedtions. 

The  true  fpecies  are  divided  into  that  which 
affects  infants  within  the  firft  fourteen  days 
from  their  birth  ;  and  that  from  a  wound  or 
cold  attacks  all  ages. 

The  treatment  is  nearly  the  fame  as  that 
prefcribed  for  the  tetanus.  A  blifter  may  be 
applied  between  the  (houlders,  or  acrofs  the 
throat,  and  the  jaw  anointed  with  the  oleum 
lateritium ;  and  purgatives  given  by  the 
mouth,  or  opening  glyfters  injected,  and  re- 
peated occafionally.  On  the  intermediate  days 
the  following  draught  may  be  given  :

A  flannel  moiftened  with  camphorated  oil, 
and  tindl.  opii  may  alfo  be  frequently  applied 
to  the  jieck  and  jaws ;  and  mufk  and  opium 
fhould  he  given  internally,  as  propofed  in  cures 
of  tetanus. 

Mercury  has  been  lately  given  internally 
with  fuccefs  in  this  dangerous  diforder  j  and 
the  unguent,  hydrargyri,  rubbed  externally, 
has  been  found  ferviceable. 

This  may  be  confidered  as  a  fpecies  of  teta- 
nus ;  only  the  affedtions  are  more  partial  t 
and  alfo  may  that  difeafe,  called  catochus, 
wherein  there  is  a  general  rigidity  and  ftiffiiefs 
of  the  mufcles,  accompanied  with  infenfibi- 
lity,  or  without  the  pain  and  difficulty  of 
breathing,  which  are  peculiar  to  the  tetanus ; 
though  this  is  of  the  chronic  kind,  whilft  the 
other  is  a  difeafe  belonging  to  thofe  of  the 
moft  acute  clafs. 

U  CHAR 
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CHAP.    III. 

Of  the  Hydrophobia,  or  Canine  Madnefs. 

\XT&  may  eafily  diftinguifh  a  dog  to  be 
mad,  by  his  dull  and  heavy  look,  en- 
deavouring to  hide  himfelf,  and  feldotn  or 
never  barking  ;  and  yet  he  is  angry  and  fnarls 
at  ftrangers,  and  fawns  and  leaps  on  his  owner ; 
by  refuting  meat  and  drink,  drooping,  hang- 
ing down  his  ears  and  tail,  and  laying  often 
down  as  if  going  to  deep. — This  is  the  firfl 
flage  of  madnefs,  which  is  dangerous,  though, 
perhaps,  not  fo  infectious. 

Soon  after  this  he  begins  to  breathe  quick 
and  heavy,  fhoots  out  his  tongue,  flavers  a 
good  deal,  and  froths  at  the  mouth  ;  looks 
half  aileep,  flies  fuddenly  at  th&  bye-flanders, 
and  runs  forward  in  a  curve  line. — As  thefe 
fymptoms  increafe,  he  knows  not  his  owner ; 
his  eyes  are  thick  and  dim,  and  water,  like 
tears,  runs  from  them;  his  tongue  is  of  a  lead 
colour ;  he  grows  faint  and  weak,  and  often 
falls  down ,-  then  rifes  and  attempts  to  fly  at 
fomething,  grows  mad  and  furious. — This  is 
the  laft  flage,  in  which  he  feldom  lives  above 
thirty  hours.     The  nearer  to  this  ftate,  the 

more 
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more  dangerous  is  the  bite,  and  the  more  dire- 
ful its  effedts. 

The  general  fymptoms,  attending  the  bite 
of  a  mad  dog,  are, 

A  little  time  before  the  diftinguifhing  fymp- 
toms  make  their  appearance,  the  patient  is  af- 
fected with  languor,  a  general  uneafinefs  and 
heavinefs,  difturbed  flecp  and  frightful  dreams* 
accompanied  with  toffings  of  the  body,  fud- 
den  ftarting  and  fpafms,  fighing,  a  love  for 
folitude,  and  anxiety.  Thefe  fymptoms  con- 
tinue through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  diflem- 
per,  increaiing  daily.  Pains  begin  to  fhoot 
from  the  place  where  the  fkin  was  torn,  all 
along  up  to  the  throat,  with  a  ftrnitnefs  and 
fenfation  of  choaking,  and  a  horror  or  dread 
at  the  fight  of  water  or  other  liquids,  (and 
fome  fay  on  feeing  a  looking- glafs),  great  tre- 
mor, and  lofs  of  appetite.  The  perfons  af- 
feded  can,  in  general,  fwallow  any  thing 
which  is  foft  and  folid  ;  but  when  their  lips 
come  but  in  contact  with  a  fluid,  they  ftart 
back  in  the  greateft  fury  and  agony,  though 
this  does  not  always  attend  the  inability  to 
fwallow  from  the  firft  :  there  have  been  in- 
ftances  where  people  have  been  extremely  de- 
firous  to  drink,  and  have  made  the  attempt  in 

U  2  various 
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various  ways ;  they  vomit  a  bilious  matter ;  a 
fever  with  great  heat  comes  on,  attended  with 
a  continual  watching,  fometimes  with  a  pria- 
pifm;  the  tongue  becomes  dry  and  rough, 
and  often  lolls  out  of  the  mouth  j  the  voice 
becomes  hoarfe ;  the  thirft  is  very  confider- 
able,  and  yet  they  cannot  drink ;  they  endea- 
vour to  fpit  at  the  by-ftanders,  even  involun- 
tarily, with  an  apparent  delire  of  biting  thofe 
they  can  come  at ;  and  yet  have  fenfe  enough 
to  beg  they  wrould  keep  from  them,  for  fear 
of  an  accident  of  that  kind ;  they  rage,  and 
foam  at  the  mouth  j  they  cannot  bear  to  fee 
a  dog  come  into  the  room,  and  diflike  a  per- 
fon  in  fcarlet;  their  pulfe  finks,  and  their 
breathing  fails ;  cold  clammy  fweats  ctfme  on, 
with  convulfions,  which  finiih  the  melancho- 
ly tragedy. 

This  difeafe  has  been  known  to  come  on 
fpontaneoufly,  fometimes;  and  in  hyfteric 
cafes  it  has  been  met  with  in  an  inferior  de- 
gree, the  patients  finding  fuch  extreme  diffi- 
culty in  fwallowing,  that  they  can  hardly  be 
prevailed  upon  to  take  any  liquid. 

The  wound  fhould  be  immediately  enlarged, 

or  the  part  entirely  cut  out ;  then  apply  a  cup- 

7  P^g- 
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ping-glafs  with  a  fcarification ;  after  which, 
cauterize  the  wound,  wafhing  it  daily  with 
fait- water  and  vinegar,  and  keep  it  open  with 
efcharotics.  Some  prefer  rubbing  the  wound 
daily  with  the  unguent,  hydrargyri  fortius. 

Bleeding  is  recommended,  by  fome,  to  eight 
or  twelve  ounces ;  but  that  is  not  neceflary, 
unlefs  the  patient  be  of  a  plethoric  habit. 

Emetics,  efpecially  the  hydrargyrus  vitriq* 
Jatus,  may  be  very  proper ;  and  at  night,

The  fame  evening,  or  next  day,  put  the 
patient  into  a  cold  bath,  or  dip  him  in  the 
fea,  rub  him  dry,  and  put  him  to  bed,  repeat- 
ing the  mufk  bolus,  with  ftfl.  of  the  infufion 
of  valerian  and  faffafras,  with  as  much  warm 
fmall  white- white  whey  as  you  can  get  him 
to  drink,  to  encourage  fweating.— This  fhould 

U  3  be 
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be  repeated,  together  with  bathing,  &c.  fuc- 
ceffivdy,  for  four,  fix,  or  feven  nights,  if  the 
animal  was  raving  mad  ;  and  for  three  or  four 
nights  at  the  next  full  moon,  and  the  change. 

The  hydrargyrus  vitriolatus  has  been  of 
late  recommended  as  an  excellent  prefervative 
againft  the  hydrophobia.  There  are  feveral 
examples  given  by  Dr.  James,  in  his  Trea- 
tife  of  Canine  Madnefs,  of  its  preventing  mad- 
nefs  in  dogs  that  had  been  bitten  ;  in  fome, 
of  its  performing  a  cure  after  the  madnefs 
was  begun.  From  fix  or  kven  grains  to  a 
fcruple  are  to  be  given  every  day,  for  a  little 
time,  and  repeated  at  the  two  or  three  fuc- 
ceeding  fulls  and  changes  of  the  moon.  Some 
few  trials  have  likewife  been  made  on  human 
fubjecls,  bitten  by  mad  dogs ;  and  in  thefe 
alfo  the  vitriolated  quickfilver,  ufed  either  as 
an  emetic  or  alterative,  feemed  to  have  good 
effects,  Quickfilver,  applied  externally,  is  al- 
fo propofed  as  an  efficacious  prefervative  againfl 
this  malady.  The  unguent,  hydrargyri  fort, 
may  be  rubbed  in  gradually,  fo  as  to  excite  a 
flight  falivation,  which  fhould  be  continued 
for  fome  weeks. 

In  cafe  the  hydrophobia  has  feized  the  pa- 
tient before  affiflance  has    been  had,   bleed 

freely, 
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freely,  then  proceed  on  the  fame  principles  as 
laid  down  by  the  ingenious  Dr.  Nugent,  in 
his  EiTay  on  the  Hydrophobia.  Opium  and 
mulk  are  what  we  are  chiefly  to  rely  upon# 
Solid  opium,  to  the  quantity  of  gr.  i&.  may  be 
diredted  to  be  given,  in  the  form  of  a  pill, 
every  three  hours  ;  and  a  bolus,  with  mofch. 
gr.  xv.  cinnab.  fad.  31.  every  fix  hoars.  At 
the  fame  time  fponges  dipt  in  hot  vinegar, 
may  be  conftantly  put  to  the  mouth  and  nof- 
trils  ;  and  a  piece  of  thin  flannel,  moiflened 
in  the  following  liquor,  may  be  applied  to  the 
throat,  three  or  four  times  a  day  :

Mercurials  alio,  without  opium,  have  been 
found  efficacious  after  fymptoms  of  the  hydro- 
phobia have  come  on.  After  plentiful  bleed- 
ing, the  parts  about  the  place  where  the  bite 
was  received,  the  limbs,  and  the  fpine  from 
the  top  to  the  bottom,  are  to  be  rubbed  very 
frequently  with  mercurial  ointment ;  and  the 
following  bolus  is  to  be  given  once  in  twenty- 
four  hours  :

Thefe  are  to  be  continued  till  afalivation  comes 
on,  which  is  to  be  kept  up  for  fome  weeks. 

A  cafe  has  lately  occurred,  where  the  great- 
eft  benefit  has  been  derived  by  the  application 
of  oil  thrown  into  the  habit,  by  every  means, 
by  the  mouth,  by  the  anus  in  form  of  a  glyf- 
ter,  and  by  general  fridions  frequently  repeat- 
ed :  the  laft  mode  we  fhould  recommend  to 
be  moft  depended  upon,  as  the  largeft  quan- 
tity of  oil  may  be  thrown  into  the  habit  by 
thefe  means,  in  the  fhorteft  fpace  of  time  j 
and  perhaps  it  is  to  this  that  the  efficacy  is 
moft  to  be  attributed.  Though  the  applica- 
tion of  oil  in  this  dreadful  malady  is  mention- 
ed by  Celfus,  who  recommends  a  bath  of 
warm  oil,  ftill  that  mode  has  proved  ineffica- 
cious ;  therefore  we  fhould  have  recourfe  to 
fridtion  and  the  other  methods,  when  practi- 
cable, in  preference. 

CHAP.     IV. 

Of  Spafms  and  Convuljions. 

"ITCTHEN  mufcles   continue  in  a  ftate  of 
contraction  like  the  former,   they  are 
termed  tonic  ;  when  there' is  violent  agita- 
tion, 
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tion,  and  they  do  not  remain  in  that  perma- 
nent flate,  they  are  called  clonic;  hence 
thefe  we  are  now  to  treat  of  are  involuntary 
contractions  of  the  mufcles,  which  invades  ac-» 
cidentally,  the  patient  remaining  fenfible;  ow- 
ing to  an  irregular  influx  of  the  nervous  fluid, 
irritation,  weaknefs,  pain,  &c. 

Spafms  are  now  and  then  attended  with  a 
fever,  thirft,  coftivenefs,  afthma,  anxiety,  pain; 
thin,  pale  and  crude  urine;  reftleffhefs  and  di- 
arrhoea. Bleeding  fhould  not  be  prefcribed 
in  thefe  complaints  but: with  the  utmoft  cau- 
tion ;  when  they  arife  from  inanition,  occa- 
iioned  by  preffure,  difcharges,  or  evacuations, 
medicine  is  of  little  ufe,  except  fuch  as  is 
efteemed  dietetical :  a  light  nutritious  diet, 
with  plenty  of  warm  fuppings,  fhould  be  re- 
commended; and  thefe  are  to  be  varied  accord- 
ing to  the  ftrength  and  other  circumstances  of 
the  patient.  If  they  fucceed  wounds  or  ex- 
ternal injuries,  after  bleeding,  according  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  cafe,  emollient  cataplafms 
and  liniments  are  to  be  applied,  and  opiates 
\vith  antifpafmodics  ai^e  to  be  had  recourfe  to.

Emollient  and  gently  opening  clyfters  may 
be  occafionally  thrown  up:  fhould  the  fpafm 
affed:  the  inteftinum  redtum,  you  may  add  two 
grains  cf  opium  diflblved  in  the  clyfter. 

If  worms  fhould  be  the  caufe,  as  will  very 
often  happen,  or  any  ftimulus  in  the  inteftines, 
thefe  muft  be  cleared  away  by  fuch  remedies 

as 
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as  are  prefcribed  in  thefe  cafes.  I  the  ftop- 
page  of  any  accuftomed  evacuations,  we  are  to 
attempt  to  unload  the  habit,  and  re-produce 
the  uiual  difcharge,  viz.  as  menfes,  piles,  &c. 
However,  as  it  fometimes  happens  that  the 
caufe  cannot  certainly  be  difcovered,  we  rnuft 
then  purfue  the  general  method  of  relieving 
thefe  fpafmodic  affedtions  by.  the  ufe  of  anti- 
fpafmodics  and  opiates,  as  the  fymptoms  may 
require,  chufing  fuch  as  are  found  to  be  molt 
agreeable  to  the  patient's  conftitution :  we 
may  alfo  apply  blifters,  they  have  been  found 
ferviceable ;  and  in  local  fpafmodic  complaints 
externally,  you  may  apply  aether,  with  a  few 
drops  of  the  ol.  nuc.  mofchat.  or  effence  of 
lemons  ;  or  the  following  liniments :

CHAP.    V. 

Of  the  Chorea  SanSi  Vitu 

rj^HE  Chorea  Sanfti  Viti,  or  St,  Vitus' s 
-*•  Dance,  is  a  fpafmodic  difeafe,  chiefly  in- 
cident to  children  of  both  fexes,  but  more  ef- 
pecially  girls,  frqm  ten  to  fourteen  years  of 
age. 

In  this  malady,  the  legs  and  arms  are  in 
conftant  convulfive  agitations;  and  fo  is  the 
head:  lolling  out  the  tongue,  inarticulate 
fpeech,  and  a  ridiculous  drawing  of  one  of  the 
legs  after  them  like  ideots,  attend  thefe  pa- 
tients. If  a  glafs  of  liquor  be  put  into  their 
hands  to  drink,  they  cannot  dire<3  it  properly 
up  to  their  mouths,  but  ufe  a  thoufand  odd 
geftures,  and  when  it  reaches  their  lips  they 
drink  it  very  haftily,  as  if  they  meant  to  divert 
the  fpe&ators.  It  is  concifely  defcribed  ;  con- 
vulfive motions,  partly  voluntary,  for  the  moft 
part  on  one  fide,  in  the  motion  of  the  hands 
and  arms,  refembling  the  antic  geftures  of  buf- 
foons : 
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foons;  attacking  the  younger  part  of  each  fex5 
from  ten  to  fourteen  moft  frequently,  who 
alfo  in  walking  rather  drag  one  foot  after  them 
than  raife  it  up. 

Cold  bathing  and  fteel  medicines  are  in  ge- 
neral of  ufe  in  this  cafe ;  and  if  the  ftrength 
of  the  patient  will  admit,  bleeding,  though 
that  is  feldom  neceffary :  vomits  and  purga- 
tives are  alfo  occasionally  ufeful,  but  after  them 
an  opiate  fhould  be  adminiftered  :  chalybeates 
and  cortex  are  extremely  beneficial.  If  worms 
be  fufpefted,  prefcribe  thus  :

Volatile  tindture  of  valerian,  or  the  tinftura 
fuliginis,  may  be  given  by  tea-fpoonfuls,  in  any 
convenient  vehicle,  very  frequently* 

Sea- 
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Sea-baking,  and  the  valerian  in  fubftance, 
given  to  the  quantity  of  two  or  three  drams  aday, 
have  been  very  fuccefsfully  ufed.  Millepedes, 
iEthiops  mineral,  the  cortex,  and  Bath-waters, 
have  alfo  been  prefcribed  to  advantage,  accord- 
ing; to  the  different  circumftances  of  the  cafe. 
But  when  the  fetid  gums  and  chalybeates  have 
been  taken  in  great  abundance,  along  with  the 
ufe  of  the  cold  bath,  without  fuccefs,  the  dif- 
eafe  has  yielded  to  the  rlores  cardamines,  from 
3*-  to  half  a  dram,  twice  a  day,  or  more  occa- 
fionally,  continued  for  a  month. 

CHAP    VI. 

Of  the  Epikpfy. 

HPHE  epilepfy,  or  falling  Jicknefs,  is  a  con- 
vulfive  motion  of  the  body,  in  which  all 
or  many  parts  of  it  are  violently  contracted 
and  varioufly  agitated ;  owing,  perhaps,  to  the 
too  great  action  of  the  brain  upon  the  motory 
nerves.  It  is  attended  with  a  deprivation  of 
all  fenfe.  This  fymptom,  its  returning  period- 
ically, though  not  always  at  regular  inter- 
vals, 
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vals,  and  its  being  a  chronic  difeafe  that  often 
lafls  for  a  number  of  years,  without  proving 
fatal,  diftinguifhes  it  from  a  convulfion.  In- 
deed, it  is  the  total  lofs  of  fenfe  which  diftin- 
guiuhes  the  true  epilepfy  ;  and  though  thofe 
who  are  affe&ed  with  this  difeafe  fall  down 
fuddenly,  like  thofe  ltruck  with  an  apoplexy, 
they  do  not  lie  quiet  like  thefe,  as  if  in  a 
profound  fleep  :  hence  the  diftindtion  be- 
tween the  two.  If  it  be  hereditary,  it  is  mod 
difficult  to  cure ;  if  it  arife  from  other  caufes, 
or  be  fymptomatic,  it  may  be  remedied. 

The  fit  is  commonly  preceded  with  a  lan- 
guid pulfe,  pale  countenance,  and  afterwards 
great  pain  in  the  head;  then  a  ffcupor  and 
drowfinefs,  and  the  patient  fuddenly  falls 
down,  gnafhes  his  teeth,  froths  at  the  mouth, 
and  ufes  many  ridiculous  and  difagreeable  dif- 
tortions  and  gefticulations ;  followed  fome- 
times  by  involuntary  emillions,  and  difcharges 
by  flool  as  well  as  urine;  yet  the  patients  are 
frequently  feized  without  any  previous  know- 
ledge of  a  fit  coming  on.  The  duration  of 
the  fit  is  various;  but  when  the  agitation 
ceafes,  the  patients  lie  quiet  as  if  afleep  :  after 
an  hour  or  two  the  fenfes  are  recovered,  they 
9  are 
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are  infenfible  of  what  has  palled,  and  feel  ex* 
tremely  tore  and  fatigued.  It  is  probably  an 
effort  to  difengage  thofe  humours  that  opprefs 
the  brain  and  its  ventricles  $  and,  in  the  inter- 
mediate ftate,  requires  nervous  warm  medicines 
to  increafe  the  moving  powers. 

Hippocrates  obferves,  that  a  quartan  fever 
fucceeding  an  epilepfy,  is  falutary*  It  is  often 
purely  nervous  and  fympathetic,  or  morbus 
fine  materia ;  and  proceeds,  in  fome  cafes*  from 
a  bad  formation  of  the  cranium. 

Hyfteric  women  are  extremely  fubjecT:  to  a 
complaint  fimilar  to  this,  though  it  may  be 
diftinguifhed  from  the  true  epilepfy  by  the  fex 
of  the  patient  and  conftitution,  being  liable  to 
many  hyfteric  fymptoms  previous  to  the  at- 
tack ;  for  though  they  fall  down  faddenly  and 
ftruggle  violently,  they  are  feldom  fo  totally 
infenfible.  They  generally  fhriek,  laugh,  or 
utter  fome  incoherent  words  during  the  pa- 
roxyfms ,•  befides  they  generally  come  on  at 
the  time  the  menfes  fhould  appear,  and  are 
confequently  caufed  by  the  catemenia  being 
obftructed. 

The  diet  fhould  be  light  and  eafy  of  digef* 

tionj 
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tion ;  and  the  mind  kept  as  free  as  poffible 
from  all  turbulent  emotions. 

Where  there  is  a  plethora*  bleed  ;  vomits 
fhould  be  given,  and  now  and  then  repeated, 
and  the  body  be  kept  open  -,  then,

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Cold  bathing  is  of  great  ufe  in  this  diforder, 
with  fetons,  or  perpetual  blifters. 

A  few  grains  of  rhubarb  and  magnefia,  with 
a  drop  or  two  of  ol.  aniii,  and  blifters,  gene- 
rally relieve  children  under  thefe  complaints. 
— Sometimes  they  may  be  eafed  by  the  follow- 
ing mixture,  rubbed  on  their  head,  temples, 
and  behind  their  ears ;  and  by  a  few  drops 
now  and  then  blown  up  their  noftrils,  or  put 
into  their  ears  :

Due  regard  mould  be  had  to  the  times  in 
which  thefe  fits  come  on ;  and  when  they  are 
prefent,  care  muft  be  taken  to  prevent  the  pa- 
tient from  bruifinz  himfelf;  and  efpecially 
that  he  does  not  get  his  tongue  between  his 
teeth. 

Flores  zinci  have  been  much  recommended 
in  this  diforder,  from  one  to  ten  grains  thrice 
a  day;  as  has  likewife  the  cuprum  ammonip- 
cale,  in  fuch  dofes  as  not  to  excite  vomiting, 

Stra- 
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Stramonium  has,  in  fome  inftances,  effe&ed  a 
cure. 

The  following  is  ftrongly  recommended  for 
the  cure  of  this  diflemper,  and  fhould  be  con- 
tinued for  two  or  three  months :

The  cort.  Peruv.  regularly  perfifted  in,  is 
a  very  good  and  efficacious  medicine  in  epi- 
leptic cafes.  Mifletoe  of  the  oak;  the  oleum 
animate;  the  leaves  of  the  orange-tree,  a  hand- 
ful boiled  in  a  pint  of  water  for  two  dofes,  or 
in  fubflance  powdered,  3ft*  twice  a  day,  are 
alfo  recommended.  The  vitriolum  cceruleum 
in  dofes  of  a  grain  or  two,  has  fometimes  done 
fervice;  and  likewife  the  fal  vitrioli,  given 
from  gr.  iij.  to  3fc«  twice  a  day,  has  been 
found  effectual  in  this  malady. 

Flores  cardamines,  or  ladies-fmock,  have 
been  prefcribod  advantageoufly,  from  half  a. 
drachm  to  a  drachm  thrice  a  day.  During 
the  fit,  or  previous  to  its  attack,  mufk  given 
freely  has  been  ferviceable. 

X  2  CHAP. 
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CHAP     VII. 

Of  the  Hyjieric  Difeafe. 

HPHIS  complaint,  called  alfo  the  hyjieric 
pajjion,  appears  under  various  fhapes,  and 
is  attended  with  a  variety  of  fymptoms  which 
denote  the  animal  and  vital  functions  to  be 
greatly  difordered.  It  is  often  owing  to  a  lax 
tender  habit,  obftru&ions  of  the  menfes,  fluor 
albus,  &c. 

In  the  fit,  the  patient  is  feized  with  an  op- 
prefiion  of  the  breaft,  and  difficult  refpiration, 
accompanied  with  a  fenfe  of  fomething  like  a 
ball  afcending  into  the  throat,  which  puts  the 
patient  under  great  apprehenfions  of  being 
fuffocated  ;  there  is  a  lof&  of  fpeech,  and  gene- 
rally, violent  convulfive  motions.  Thefe,  with 
the  train  of  hypochondriac  fymptoms,  may- 
be fufficient  to  determine  the  difeafe;  to  which 
may  be  added,  frequent  laughing  and  crying, 
and  various  wild  irregular  actions :  after  which 
a  general  forenefs  over  all  the  body  is  felt ; 
the  fpirits  are  low  and  the  feet  are  cold.     The 

urine 
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urine  is  clear  and  limpid  and  difcharged  in 
great  quantity.  The  hyfteric  fit  may  be  eafily 
diftinguifhed  from  a  fyncope ;  for  in  this  the 
pulfe  and  refpiration  are  entirely  flopped ;  in 
that  they  are  both  perceivable.  A  fyncope 
feizes  the  patient  at  once,  without  any  previ- 
ous notice;  but  the  hyfleric  paffion  is  pre- 
ceded by  fymptoms  which  denote  the  approach 
of  the  diforder ;  the  face  is  paler  in  the  fyn- 
cope, but  in  hyfteric  fits  there  is  generally  a 
higher  colour  in  the  cheeks ;  moreover,  in 
the  firft  the  fit  is  fhort,  and  foon  determined; 
but  in  the  latter  it  may  fometimes  (fhort  in- 
tervals interpofing)  laft  two  or  three  days. 
This  diftemper  is  feldom  fatal,  though  it  of- 
ten continues  for  a  considerable  time,  and  may 
very  properly  be  called  a  chronical  one. 

This  diforder  is  concifely  marked  by  the  fol- 
lowing appearances  :  a  rumbling  of  wind  in  the 
belly;  a  fenfation  of  a  ball  rolling  in  the  abdo- 
men, afcending  to  the  flomach  and  fauces,  and 
there  ftrangulating ;  drowfinefs;  convuliions; 
profufe  difcharges  of  limpid  urine ;  the  mind 
involuntarily  whimfical  and  mutable.  The 
remote  caufes  are  generally  too  fparing  a  flu;c 

X  7  *of 
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of  the  menfes  ;  too  profufe  fanguinary  cate- 
menia ;  the  whites  ;  obflruftions  of  the  vif- 
cera ;  fome  fault  in  the  ftomach ;  or  too  great 
lafcivioufnefs.  But  the  fpecies  the  mod  ex- 
quifite  and  frequent  is  that  which  attacks  up- 
grown  women  who  live  luxurioufly,  of  fangu- 
ineous,  plethoric,  and  ftrong  conftitutions ; 
and  who,  being  free  from  any  other  difeafe, 
have  this  originating  from  mental  affections 
alone. 

In  general,  a  light  animal  food,  red  wine, 

chearful  company,  and  a  good  clear  air,  with 
moderate  exercife,  are  of  great  importance  in 
this  diforder.  Drinking  tea,  and  fuch  like 
tepid  relaxing  fluids,  fhould  by  no  means  be 
indulged.  Bleeding  in  the  plethoric  may 
be  fometimes  neceflary,  but  the  cure  confifis 
chiefly  in  whatever  tends  to  flrengthen  the  fo- 
lids,  and  the  whole  habit  in  general ;  and  no-* 
thing  will  effedl  this  more  fuccefsfully  than  a 
long  continued  ufe  of  the  mineral  chalybeate 
waters,  riding  on  horfeback,  fri&ions,  liga- 
tures, &c. 

The  body  mould  be  kept  foluble  with  vi- 
num  aloes  in  fmall  dofes,   or  the  pil.  aloe 

myrrha. 
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myrhha,  joined  with  the  foetid  gums;  then 
prefcribc  the  following :

Opiates  muft  be  ufed  in  thefe  cafes  often, 
but,  at  the  fame  time,  with  great  circumfpec- 
tion  and  caution,  and  fhould  generally  be  join- 
ed with  volatile  and  foetid  medicines. 

The  Pyrmont,  Spa,  Bath,  Tunbridge,  Is- 
lington, and  all  chalybeate  waters,  with  the 
afa  foetid,  pills,  have  been  found  very  ufeful  ; 
and  fo  have  iflues,  which  have  been  frequent- 
ly known  to  give  great  relief.  Mild  emetics 
now  and  then  have  alfo  had  their  happy  ef- 
fects in  thefe  diforders. 

Nothing  recovers  a  perfon  fooner  out  of  the 
hyfteric  fit  than  putting  the  feet  and  legs  in 
warm  water. 

When  low  fpirits  arife  from  the  nerves  of 
the  ftomach  and  bowels  being  weak,  tin&urq 
of  bark  and  bitters,  and  chalybeates,  with  ex- 
ercife,  are  the  bell  remedies.

When  low  fpirits  proceed  from  a  fuppref- 
fion  of  the  piles  or  the  menfes,  thefe  evacua- 
tions muft  be  encouraged,  or  repeated  bleed- 
ings fubftituted. 

When  they  take  their  origin  from  long- 
continued  grief,  anxious  thoughts,  or  other 
diftreiTes  of  mind,  nothing  has  done  more  fer- 
vice,  in  thefe  cafes,  than  agreeable  company, 
daily  exercife,  and  efpecially  long  journies,  and 
a  variety  of  amufements. 

It  muft  be  obferved,  that  the  antifpafmodic 
medicines  fhould  only  be  given  during  the 
hyfteric  jparoxyfms :    in  the  intervals,  tonic 

ferru- 
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ferruginous  fubftances,  &c.  mould  be  adhered 
to ;  the  former  alleviating  the  fpafmodic  af- 
fections, whilft  the  latter  are  calculated  to 
prevent  their  return. 

CHAP.    VIII. 

Of  the  Palpitation  of  the  Heart. 

/\  Palpitation  of  the  heart  is  a  quick,  ftrong, 
and  irregular  motion  of  that  organ  -,  and 
is  generally  occafioned  by  violent  and  fudden 
paffion,  by  hectic  heats,  by  an  aneurifm,  po- 
lypus, &c,  Indeed  various  caufes  occafion 
this  diforder,  which  mufl  be  attended  to,  and, 
if  poffible,  found  out  before  we  can  expect  to 
lay  down  rules  for  a  fuccefsful  practice.  If 
it  arifes  from  aneurifm,  or  polypus,  or  in  ple- 
thoric conftitutions  ;  bleeding  often  and  freely 
is  the  chief  and  only  remedy  in  fuch  cafes :  if 
fro  n  weak  nerves  or  a  lax  habit,  then  corro- 
borants will  be  proper;  fuch  as  the  cortex, 
mineral  waters,  &c. 

In  cafe  of  an  afthrna,  blifter  and  give  fome 
volatile  drops  in  an  infufion  of  valerian,  twice 
or  thrice  a  day, 

la 
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In  a  polypus,  the  patient  ought  to  be  very 
regular  in  diet,  moderate  in  exercife,  and  to 
make  ufe  of  the  chalybeate  waters,  though 
there  can  be  very  little  expected  under  fuch  a 
circumftance. 

Upon  the  whole,  when  the  palpitation 
arifes  from  a  weak  ftomach,  rendered  extreme- 
ly irritable,  the  beft  remedies  are  gentle  vo- 
mits, the  bark,  bitters,  exercife,  and  vinum 
aloes :  for  prefent  relief,  fpirit.  c.  c.  tinctur. 
caftor.  aether,  &c.

When  palpitations  arife  from  gouty  fpafms 
affecting  the  heart,  volatiles,  blifters,  and 
warm  pediluvium  for  the  feet,  with  bleeding, 
if  the  patient  is  plethoric,  will  anfwer  beft. 
Indeed,  when  it  is  occafioned  by  any  other 
diforder  in  the  human  machine,  by  curing 
that,  we  can  only  expedl  to  be  ufeful  in  this 
complaint.     Thus  if  it  arifes  from  hyfterics, 

green 
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green  ficknefs,  gout,  &c.  our  endeavours  muft 
be  to  remedy  thefe  difeafes,  by  fuch  rules  as 
are  laid  down,  in  treating  of  them  particu- 
larly. 

CHAP.     IX. 

Of  tie  Singultus,  or  Hiccough. 

fT^HE  hiccough  is  a  convulfive  motion  of 
-*-  the  ftomach,  cefophagus,  and  mufcles 
ferving  for  deglutition  :  the  diaphragm  is  ge- 
nerally thought  to  be  principally  affedted  in  this 
cafe,  but  perhaps  without  any  juft  foundation. 
The  particular  caufe  of  this  complaint  is 
very  difficult  to  difcover  -,  for  in  Ibme,  cuf- 
tom  is  only  neceffary  to  produce  it,  as  a  hic- 
cough may  be  voluntarily  excited,  lb  as  to  be- 
come natural,  or  occafioned  at  pleafure  :  nor 
is  there  greater  irritation  required  to  bring  on 
this  than  is  required  towards  yawning  and 
ftretching ;  and  as  great  naufea  often  may  be 
brought  on  and  renewed  by  the  power  of  ima- 
gination, £o  may  a  confiderable  hiccough. 
However,  the  general  principles  are,  what- 
ever irritates  or  difturbs  the  ftocnach,  particu- 
larly 
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larly  the  upper  orifice,  the  extremity  of  the 
cefophagusP  or  the  diaphragm  itfelf,  with  or 
without  pain. 

Hippocrates  obferves,  that  it  may  pro- 
ceed either  from  too  much  emptinefs  or  full- 
nefs,  particularly  of  the  brain.  Much  de- 
pends on  its  being  a  fymptomatic,  or  a  pri- 
mary difeafe. 

It  is  frequently  a  very  dangerous  fymptom 
in  difeafes,  particularly  after  large  haemorrha- 
ges or  other  evacuations. 

The  mufk  julep  has  proved  ferviceable  in 
this  diforder,  when  fymptomatic,  and  attend- 
ed with  flatus ;  alfo  the  following  :

Sternutatories  frequently  give  relief;  and 
emetics,  when  it  arifes  from  noxious  humours 
lodged  in  the  ftomach.  Retaining  the  breath 
for  a  confiderable  time;  any  fudden  furprize 
or  fright ;  fwallowing  water  very  flowly, 
holding  the  breath  at  the  fame  time  as  long 
1  pof- 
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pofiible,  often  put  a  flop  to  it,  when  it  arifes 
from  an  accidental  caufe. 

The  emplaft.  ladani,  or  a  quantity  of  the- 
riac.  Androm.  fpread  upon  cloth,  may  be  ap- 
plied to  the  pit  of  the  ftomach. 


CHAP.      X. 

Of  a  Cough. 

npHIS  is  a  convulfive  motion  of  the  muf* 
cles  of  the  thorax  and  abdomen,  occa- 
fioned  by  any  thing  that  irritates  the  cefo-^ 
phagus  or  lungs,  and  puts  thefe  mufcles  into 
fudden  and  repeated  action. 

Duretus,  tnat  admiraole  commentator  or 
Hippocrates,  fays,  "  A  cough  is  nothing 
clfe  than  a  concufiion  of  the  thorax,  endea- 
vouring  to  (hake  off  what  is  offenfive  to  it ; 
but  this  concuflion  arifes  from  nature,  irritat- 
ed  by  a  morbific  caufe  :  for  there  is  a  peculiar 
faculty  in  all  the  official  parts,  of  agitating 
themfelves  to  throw  off  what  is  to  them  of- 
fenfive ;  as,  what  is  fneezing,  from  the  no- 
Arils  ;  from  the  ilomach,  hiccoughing  ;  that 
is  coughing  from  the  thorax  :  and  alfo  nature 

has 
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has  inverted  the  kidneys,  bladder,  fpleen, 
liver,  and  diaphragm,  with  the  fame  faculty." 
It  is  often  caufed  by  change  of  weather, 
fhifting  one's  cloathing,  damps,  what  is  call- 
ed catching  cold,  &c. 

In  phlegmatic  and  relaxed  habits,  the  cough 
js  moift  -y  and  in  the  hypochondriac  and  fcor- 
butic,  dry.  The  difcharge  is  frequently  vif- 
cid,  and  lodges  in  the  glands  of  the  trachea  : 
when  its  more  fluid  parts  evaporate,  and  the 
nerves  of  the  trachea  are  left  bare,  a  hoarfenefs 
and  tickling,  &c.  enfue. 

A  regular  warmth  is  here  of  ufe.  Malt  li- 
quors, fpices,  high  meats,  and  wines,  ought 
to  be  omitted  ;  inftead  of  which,  recommend 
linfeed-tea,  barley-water,  bran-tea,  light  pud- 
dings, &c. 

Bleeding  is  neceflary,  unlefs  extreme  weak- 
nefs  and  old  age  forbid  it.  A  vomit  of  ipe- 
cacuanha is  often  indicated,  efpecially  in  cafe 
of  naufea,  or  where  tough  phlegm  is  lodged 
in  the  ftomach  or  bronchia. — Stools  may  be 
procured,  and  the  irritation  on  the  lungs,  fo 
troublefome  at  night,  may  be  allayed,  by  the 
followed  method  :

CHAP.    XL 

Of  the  Tujis  Convuljiva,  or  Hooping-CougJu 

f^Hildren,  upon  account  of  the  weaknefs 
and  laxity  of  the  vifcera,  are  particularly 
lubjedt  to  this  diftemper. 

It  is  a  quick,  violent,  convulfive  cough, 
attended  with  an  acute  fonorous  infpiration  like 
the  crowing  of  a  cock,  together  with  an  effort 
to  vomit,  by  a  vifcid  and  thick  matter  lodged 
about  the  bronchia,  trachea,  and  fauces,  which, 
flicking  clofe,  cannot  be  eafily  expectorated  -> 
amd  therefore  the  poor  infants,  in  endeavour- 
ing to  bring  it  up,  ftrain  mod  violently,  till 
they  become  almoft  fuffocated,  and  convulfed. 

For  the  moft  part  it  begins  with  flight  fe- 

Y  2  brile 
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brile  affections,  the  cough  gradually  increafe^ 
with  a  found  like  the  crowing  of  a  cock  ;  then 
a;  clear  mucus  is  only  expe&oratedj  a  tickling 
of  the  throat,  or  a  kind  of  (enfc  of  fuffbcation, 
precedes  the  paroxyfm :  in  the  fit  the  veins 
fwell,  the  arteries  beat  forcibly ;  there  is  a 
pain  in  the  head  ;  the  eyes  look  prominent ; 
tears  trickle  down  the  cheeks ;  the  eye-brows 
fwell ;  the  face  appears  turgid,  red,  or  livid  -, 
the  patient,  as  if  fuffocated,  would  foon  ex- 
pire, unlefs  there  was  an  haemorrhage  from 
the  nofe,  or  the  breaft,  or  he  vomited.  Thofe 
who  vomit  are  in  the  beft  flate.  If  neither 
occurs  in  the  violence  of  the  coughing  fit, 
convulfions  or  apoplexy  are  to  be  feared,  and, 
from  the  length  of  the  difeafe,  a  phthifis. 
This  cough  is  epidemic,  and  is  thought  to  be 
contagious.  Once  in  life  it  attacks  moft  peo- 
ple; but  oftener  infants. 

Hence  we  are  plainly  taught  the  indication, 
which  ihould  be  attempted,  firft,  by  antifpaf- 
modics,  attenuants,  and  difiblvents;  and,  next 
by  corroborants.  It  is  of  great  confequence, 
in  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  to  prevent  chil- 
dren 
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cken  cramming  themfelves  fo  much  as  they 
generally  do. 

Bleeding  may  fometimes  be  ufeful,  to  pre- 
vent inflammation  of  the  internal  membrane 
of  the  trachea  and  lungs ;  though  I  fhould 
prefer  cupping  between  the  neck  and  fhoul- 
ders, — Oxymel  vomits  fhould  be  given,  and 
repeated.

CHAP.    I-f 

Of  the  apoplexy. 

A  N  apoplexy  is  a  fudden  privation  of  all 
-  the  fenfes  and  motions  of  the  body,  ex-? 
cept  thofe  of  the  heart  and  lungs.  It  may  be 
divided  into  two  fpecies,  the  fanguineous  and 
ferous.  They  are  diftinguiftied  by  attending 
to  the  different  figns  of  the  fanguineous  and 
phlegmatic  temperaments.  The  firft  is  caufed 
by  the  blood  diftending  the  veffels,  and  com- 
preffing  the  brain  ->  or  by  an  extravafation  of 
blood.  The  fecond  arifes  from  a  collection  of 
ferous  or  pituitous  humours  in  the  ventricles 
of  the  brain. 

In  this  difeafe,  the  patient  falls  down  fud-r 
4enly,  with  a  total  and  inftant  privation  of  all 
the  powers  of  ftn{e  and  voluntary  motion  $ 
jhe  mouth  is  generally  open,  and  a  fpontaneous 

^ifcharge 
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difcharge  of  urine  and  (tool  frequently  attends. 
The  face  is  red  and  bloated ;  a  pain  or  giddi- 
jiefs  of  the  head  commonly  precedes  the  fit ; 
the  verTels  are  full  and  turgid  about  the  tem- 
ples ;  the  eyes  fwell  and  fparkle ;  the  heart 
beats  quick  and  ftrong  ;  the  pulfe  at  firfh  is 
ftrong  and  full,  and  then  often  languid  and 
flow;  refpiration  is  high,  and  fometimes, 
though  rarely,  the  patient  foams  at  the  mouth  ; 
but  a  ftertor,  or  fonorous  breathing,  generally 
attends.  The  chief  difference  between  a  per- 
son in  an  apoplexy  and  one  afleep  is,  that  you, 
c^n  wake  the  one,  and  not  the  other. 
We  fhould  very  carefully  attend  to  the  dif- 
tinclion  between  the  fanguineous  and  ferous 
apoplexy  :  the  latter  of  which  is  often  follow- 
ed by  a  palfy.  The  fanguineous  apoplexy  is 
fuppofed  to  attack  more  fuddenly  than  the  fe- 
rous ;  without  much  oppreffion,  or  unufual 
fleepinefs,  the  face  appears  red  and  flufhed,  the 
veins  turgid,  the  eyes  half  open  but  not  tranf- 
'  parent ;  the  refpiration  tolerably  free,  though 
accompanied  with  fnoaring  and  rattling  in  the 
throat,  and  the  pulfe  full  and  ftrong.  The. 
ferous  apoplexy  is  apt  to  be  preceded  by  unu- 
sual heavinefs,  giddinefs,  and  drowlinefs ;  and 

After 
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after  the  ftroke  the  face  is  not  remarkably  red 
or  flufhed,  the  veins  are  not  turgid,  the  refpira- 
tion  is  more  ftraitened,  and  there  is  more  of 
the  rattling  and  fnoring,  with  a  working  of 
froth  from  the  mouth :  the  pulfe  is  not  ftrong, 
nor  remarkably  full,  and  inclines  to  intermit. 
In  the  fanguineous  bleed  plentifully  and 
boldly  from  the  jugular,  by  a  large  orifice ; 
alfo  cupping  the  back  part  of  the  head,  with 
deep  fcarification,  in  order  to  open  the  occi- 
pital veins,  is  of  great  ufe.  Bleeding  in  the 
foot  is  alfo  proper  ;  indeed  nothing  but  ex- 
treme weaknefs  can  contraindicate  a  lofs  of 
blood. — Next,  injedt  ftimulating  and  fharp 
clyfters.

As  emetics  are  highly  dangerous  in  the  fan- 
guineous  apoplexy,  fo  they  are  often  effentially 
neceffary  in  the  apoplexy  arifing  from  a  pituit- 
ous  or  ferous  humour.

In  grofs  habits,  muftard-feed  fwallowed 
down  whole,  a  fpoonful  at  a  time,  twice  a 
day,  with  a  free  ufe  of  horfe-radifh  and  warm 
purgatives,  will  be  very  ufeful,  together  with 
warm  nervous  remedies. 

To  prevent  relapies,  due  care  mould  be 
taken  to  keep  the  body  open  with  fome  aloetic 
medicine,  the  feet  warm9  and  the  neck  never 
too  tightly  bound,  and  no  meat  fuppers  mould 
by  any  means  be  allowed.  Iffues,  fetons,  and 
perpetual  bli  iters  are  of  great  advantage  in 
thefe  cafes.  If  the  recovery  is  from  aiangui- 
jieous  apoplexy,  the  patient  mould  carefully 
avoid  malt  liquors,  and  all  fait  acrid  diet; 
fuch  as  faked  and  high-feafoned  meats,  muf- 

tard. 
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tard,  onions,  fpices,  generous  wine,  &c.  and 
jQiould  confine  himfelf  chiefly  to  a  foft,  mild, 
opening  vegetable  regimen. 

But  this  kind  of  diet  will  be  very  proper 
after  a  recovery  from  the  cold  pituitous  apo- 
plexy; aflifted  with  emetics  and  cathartics, 
repeated  at  proper  intervals,  and  a  courfe  of 
chalybeate  waters,  brifk  exercife,  and  dry 
fridions. 

When  apoplexies  are  known  to  be  occafion- 
ed  by  blows  upon  the  head,  or  from  falls,  oc- 
cafioning  a  concuflion  of  the  brain,  we  muft 
have  recourfe  to  large  and  repeated  bleedings, 
with  brifk  purges;  when  from  exceffive  drink- 
ing, or  taking  too  much  opium,  acids  are 
chiefly  to  be  relied  on,  as  lemon-juice  and  vin- 
egar, which  fhould  be  poured  freely  down  the 
throat,  and  perfifted  in  occafionally  till  the  flu- 
por  abates ;  or  the  faline  mixture  may  be  co- 
pioufly  adminiftered. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP.    II. 

Of  a  Coma,  Lethargy,  and  Cams. 

HPHESE  difeafes  have  a  great  affinity  to  the 
**  apoplexy:  indeed  by  fome  nofologifts 
they  are  arranged  with  apoplexy.  They  feem 
but  to  differ  in  fome  flight  appearances ; 
and  the  modes  of  cure  are  fimilar  to  what  we 
have  before  laid  down  under  that  head.  In 
a  coma,  the  patient  fleeps  profoundly;  but 
when  called,  awakes,  opens  his  eyes,  an- 
fwers,  and  immediately  falls  afleep  again.  A 
lethargy  is  a  more  profound  fleep,  attended 
fometimes  with  a  fever,  and  fometimes  with 
delirium.  A  earns  is  only  a  flighter  degree 
of  apoplexy,  in  which  you  get  fome  broken 
incoherent  anfwers  from  the  patient;  when 
called,  he  fcarce  opens  his  eyes ;  yet,  if  he  ber 
pricked,  he  has  feeling. 

Thefe  diforders  fhould  be  treated  by  ftimu- 
lating  clyfters,  volatile  fcetids,  blifters,  cau- 
teries, cupping,  and  vomits.  Out  of  the  fit, 
if  the  patient  be  plethoric,  or  the  pulfe  be 
full  and  ftrong,  bleed.

CHAP.    III. 
Of  a  Vertigo. 

A  Vertigo  is  the  appearance  of  objefts 
*^  which  are  at  reft,  turning  in  a  circular 
diredtion,  attended  with  a  fear  of  falling,  and 
a  dimnefs  of  fight.  This  difeafe  may  arife 
from' plethora,  affedtions  of  the  ftomach,  and 
too  great  irritability  in  the  nervous  fyftem^ 
as  it  is  a  complaint  hyfteric  people  are  very 
fubjedt  to.  If  it  owes  its  origin  to  the  firft 
caufe,  or  fliould  a  fanguinary  plenitude  attend 
the  fecond  or  third,  bleeding  in  the  jugulars, 
a  or 
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or  cupping  with  fcarification  between  thd 
fhuulders,  or  rather  in  the  back  part  of  the 
head,  demand  the  firft  attention  ;  then  apply 
bUtters  and  fetons,  which  mould  by  all  means 
be  kept  open.  Vomiting  is  neceflfary  when  it 
proceeds  from  a  foul  flomach,  and  afterwards  a 
few  drops  of  the  acidum  vitriol,  dilutum  may 
be  taken  two  or  three  times  a  day.  Lenitive 
purges  are  generally  advifable  in  all  cafes  of 
this  malady.

Of  a  Catalepfy.  • 

A    Catalepfy,  called  alfo  catoche,  catochu$i 
-*■  *•  catakpfis,    and  congelation  is  a  very  rare 
and  uncommon  diftemper,  in  which  the  pa- 
tient 
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tient  remains  ftiff,  fenfelefs,  and  motionlefs 
as  a  ftatue,  in  whatever  pofture  he  be  feized 
in,  or  put  into.  He  neither  hears,  nor  fees 
though  his  eyes  be  wide  open ;  neither  does 
he  feel,  though  ever  fo  feverely  pricked  or 
burnt.  He  generally  fwallows  voracioufly 
whatever  is  offered  him,  his  countenance  ap- 
pears florid,  and  towards  the  clofe  of  the  fit, 
he  fighs  very  deep,  and  thus  recovers  himfelf. 
Bliflers,  cupping,  vomits,  and  cathartics, 
with  the  mod  aftive  nervous  ftimulants,  feem 
to  promife  thegre^teft  advantage;  fetons,  and 
fontanels,  are  alfo  of  ufe.  The  following 
cataplafms  may  not  be  improper  in  the  pa- 
roxyfm  :

It  is  obferved  by  authors,  that  the  catalcpfy 
is  a  very  acute  diftemper,  generally  proving 
mortal  in  three  or  four  days ;  and  that  it 
fometimes  changes  into  an  epilepfy,  apoplexy, 
or  melancholy. 

CHAP.       V. 

Of  the  Palfy. 

A  PALSY  is  a  diminution  or  total  privation 
either  of  fome  voluntary  motion  often 
attended  with  drowfinefs,  and  fometimes  with 
lofs  of  feeling.  When  it  happens  to  all  the 
parts  below  the  head,  or  to  the  lower  half  of 
the  body,  it  is  called  paraplegia  -,  if  one  whole 
fide  be  affedted,  it  is  termed  hemiplegia  -,  and 

v  if 
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if  it  be  confined  to  any  particular  limb,  or 
fome  mufcles,  it  is  confidered  and  called  pa* 
ralyfis  partialis. 

When  the  mufcles  of  the  face  are  paralytic, 
the  fource  of  the  diforder  is  in  the  brain ; 
but  if  thofe  be  free,  the  nerves  only  of  the 
fpine,  or  medulla  oblongata,  are  afredted. 

Palfies  may  arife  from  a  conftant,  and  ex- 
ceflive  ufe  of  warm  water.  Extreme  cold  is 
alfo  very  injurious  to  the  membranes,  and 
nerves ;  in  the  fmallcft  of  which  it  is  capable 
of  producing  obftrudtions,  and  thus  give  rife 
to  paralytic  diforders.  Again,  moifc  and  cold 
air  may  caufe  this  diftemper  •>  for  by  moif- 
ture  the  veffels  of  the  human  body  are  gene- 
rally relaxed,  by  which  means  their  a£lion 
upon  the  humours  is  dimini/hed  ;  in  confe- 
quence  of  which  the  true  caufe  of  heat  in  the 
body  will  be  foon  weakened.  Palfies  fucceed 
the  colica  pidtonum,  venereal  excefles  in  el- 
derly men,  the  fumes  of  certain  metallic  fub- 
ftances,  fuch  as  lead,  or  quickfilver ;  alfo  an 
apoplexy,  and  different  fpecies  of  coma ;  the 
moft  common  is  that  which  follows  an  apo- 
plectic ftroke,    which,  when  that   happens, 

Z  2  or 
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or  comes  on  in  old  age,  it  is  feldom  cured. 
The  two  beft  fymptoms  attending  a  palfy  are 
when  a  fenfe  of  itching  is  perceived  in  the 
parts  afteded,  or  a  fever  coming  on,  thefe  af- 
ford hope  of  a  recovery. 

It  is  only  the  {lighter  degrees  of  palfy  in 
which  we  can  hope  for  relief,  and  where  the 
icnfe  of  feeling  remains,  a  perfect  cure  is  more 
likely  to  be  accomplifhed  than  where  that  is 
loft,  as  well  as  the  power  of  motion. 

The  regimen  mould  be  light,  nourifhing, 
and  ftrengthening  where  the  fanguinary  mafs 
is  rather  inclined  to  a  watery  ftate. 

Clyfters,  and  vomits,  feem  to  be  the  firfl: 
and  immediate  indication  ;  then  bliflers,  freely 
and  long  continued. — Muftard  fhould  be  ex- 
ternally ufed,  the  flower  of  which  muft  be 
mixed  with  water,  and  the  parts  well  rubbed 
with  it ;  internally,  likewife,  it  fhould  be 
fwallowed  whole ;  ftimulating  fri&ions,  alfo, 
promife  fuccefs.

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be  occafionally  exhibited.  Sctons  and  iffues 
are  ufeful :  eledtricity  has  been  alfo  tried  to 
advantage.  Dry  fridlions,  and  fcourging  with 
nettles  are  alfo  recommended.  But  the  Bath 
waters  have  moft  frequently  fucceeded,  where 
medicines  have  been  unfuccefsful. 

Eledxifying  the  paralytic  part  has  often 
been  ferviceable,  fo  has  likewife  been  the  cold 
bath. 

When  the  blood  feems  to  be  in  a  ftate  of 
vifcidity,  attenuant  gums,  with  fixed  alka- 
line falts,  and  chalybeate  waters,  promife  to 
be  of  the  greateft  ufe,  accompanying  fuch 
external  applicatious,  as  feem  likely  to  ftimu-* 
late  the  living  folids  and  nervous  fyftem  to 
adtion.  But  when  palfy  fucceeds  the  rheu- 
matifm,  fcurvy,  fcrofula,  lues  venerea,  or 
nervous  colic,  it  will  be  neceflary  at  the  fame 
time  to  advert  to  the  primary  difeafes,  and 
adminifter  fuch  things  as  may  be  ferviceable 
iu  thefe  cafes  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
complaint. 

Tremors,  or  paralytic  fhakings  or  tremblings 
of  the  hands  and  other  parts,  frequently  fol- 
low  upon  hard  drinking,  profufe  venery,  or 
any  other  ex:ceffes  in  the  non- naturals,  and 

may,

may,  in  general,  be  treated  as  a  partial  pally, 
omitting  the  evacuations,  which  would  in 
theie  caies  be  injurious.  The  medicinal  wa- 
ters both  of  Bath  and  Briftol,  under  proper 
regulations,  are  very  advifeable  in  thefe  cir- 
cumftances. 

CLASS     VI. 
Of     Mental     Diseases. 

CHAP.        I. 

Of  Melancholy  and  Madnefs. 

HP  H  E  S  E  are  difeafes  nearly  connected^ 
though  they  are  diametrically  oppofite 
in  fome  of  their  fymptoms ;  for  the  firft  is 
attended  with  great  fear  and  penfivenefs  ;  and 
the  latter  with  great  fury  and  boldnefs  ;  but 
they  both  agree  in  being  accompanied  with  a 
conftant  delirium,   without  fever. 

Melancholia,  by  fome  nofologifts  is  de- 
fined a  partial  infanity  without  any  dyfpepfia, 
by  which  is  meant,  when  a  man  is  in  fuch  a 
fituation,  that  the  relation  of  things  altogether 
falfe  are  conceived  in  the  mind,  fo  that  hi« 

Z  4  paf- 
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paffions  and  afticns  may  be  excited  beyond  alj 
natural  bounds,  or  contrary  to  re^fon  ;  and  a$ 
hypochondriacs  and  melancholy  cannot  al- 
ways be  diftinguifhed  when  they  are,  there 
appears  no  other  fign  but  that  in  the  firft, 
dyfpepfia  is  always  prefent,  in  the  laft,  it  is 
often  totally  abfent.  Mania  is  defined  uni- 
verfal  infanity. 

They  may  be  occafioned  by  whatever  fo 
difturbs  the  brain  as  to  afFedl  the  mind ;  fuch 
as  intenfe  thought,  anxious  cares  and  trou- 
bles, watchings,  frights,  fearful  and  mock- 
ing dreams,  ftrong  paffions,  profufe  evacua- 
tions, or  an  obftruclion  of  them.  Whatever 
renders  the  blood  and  fpirits  too  volatile,  caufes 
the  mirthful  and  raving;  and  whatever,  on 
the  contrary,  depreffes  them,  will  occafior^ 
the  melancholy  fpecies.  If  hereditary,  they 
fcarce  admit  of  a  cure,  or  thofe  which  grow  up 
with  people  from  their  early  youth,  are  in- 
incurable;  and  fo,  in  general,  is  that  which 
has  continued  above  a  year. 

The  general  ligns,  preceding  melancholy, 
iadnefs  and  dejection,  without  any  ante- 
cedent caufe  ;   timidity,  fondnefs  of  folitude, 
troublcibiTie  nights,  fretfulnefs  and  ficklenefs, 
3  coflive- 
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coflivencfs,  little  or  no  urine,  indolence,  and 
palenefs  of  vifage.— On  the  contrary,  in  ma- 
niacs there  is  an  unufual  boldnefs,  with  all 
the  ftrong  appearances  of  irregular  paffions  ; 
riling  fometimes  fo  high,  as  to  give  room  to 
apprehend  the  patient  may  attempt  his  own 
life. 

In  order  to  the  cure,  advife  travelling,  but 
do  not  acquaint  the  fick  with  the  occafion. 
Introduce  new  ideas;  oppofe  them  to  the  pre- 
ceding ideas. 

In  bold  maniacs,  a  {lender  and  weak  regi- 
men is  iequired  ;  fuch  as  gruels,  thin  panadas, 
whey,  water,  and  fruits,  barley  gruel,  butter- 
milk. Bleeding  is  proper  in  the  beginning, 
and  fhould  be  frequently  repeated  in  fmall 
quantities :  but  the  pulfe  and  other  fymptoms, 
will  be  the  beft  guides.  Clyfters  and  vomits 
fhould  not  be  fpared ;  for  they  are  moft  un- 
doubtedly of  very  great  ufe,  and  fhould  be  ei- 
ther antirnonium  tartarifatum,vin.  antimon.  or 
ipecacoanha,  according  to  the  ftrength  of  the 
patient.  Purging  muft  not  be  forgotten ; 
nor  iffues,  blifters,  fetons,  &c. — The  hot 
bath  is  often  of  the  greateft  fervice,  in  ma- 
niacal 
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niacal  cafes ;  bleeding  and  nitrous  medicines 
being  firft  premifed  for  promoting  the  dif- 
charge  by  urine  copioufly,  that  by  the  cuta- 
neous pores  are  confidered  of  the  utmoft 
confequence  in  thefe  cafes.  The  following 
may  be  ufeful,  as  general  medicines,  in  me- 
lancholic difeafes  :

Acet.  diftillat.  given 
to  the  quantity  of  an  ounce  and  a  half  every 
day,  for  one,  two,  or  three  months,  has 
been  attended  with  remarkable  fuccefs  in  ma- 
niacal cafes ;  the  patients  being  fii ft  prepared 
by  bleeding  and  purging,  which  muft  be  re- 
peated as  occafion  requires.

In  fome,  {having  the  head,  cold  bathing, 
with  a  proper  regimen,  and  confinement,  are 
very  eflential  in  the  ci;re  of  this  diforder  :  and 
where  the  patient  is  young  and  fanguine,  re- 
member to  bleed  and  purge  frequently;  let 
the  diet  be  very  flender,  and  give  anodynes 
at  night.  Though  opium  has  by  fome  prac-. 
titioners  been  prohibited,  ftill  this  difeafe  has 
been  known  to  give  way  to  large  dofes ;  it  is 
therefore  worth  our  while  to  exhibit  a  few 
dofes,  and  perfift  or  delift  according  to  the 
vifible  effed:.

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When  madnefs  happens  in  confequence  of 
nervous  and  long  intermitting  fevers,  nothing 
will  anfwer  better  than  the  bark,  with  fteel, 
a  proper  air,  moderate  exercife,  and  a  good 
reftorative  diet :  and  in  order  to  fecure  againft 
a  relapfc,  we  muft  endeavour  to  invigorate 
the  whole  fyftem,  by  the  ufe  pf  the  cold 
bath,  and  chalybeate  waters. 

C    H     A     P        II. 

Of  the  Furor  Uterinus* 

HPHE  furor  uterinus  is  a  fpecies  of  mad- 
nefs  peculiar  to  the  female  fex,  ariling 
from  too  great  a  feniibility,  or  inflammation 
of  the  pudenda  ;  or  too  great  an  abundance, 
or  acrimony,  of  the  fluids  fecreted  in  thofe 
parts.  Its  principal  charadteriftic  is,  an  im- 
moderate deli  re  of  coition,  accompanied  with 
libidinous  geitures  and  fpeeches.  The  figns  at 
firil,  are  melancholy,  great  taciturnity,  though 
with  lafcivious  calling  about  of  their  eyes, 
and  a  redrieft  of  the  face.  As  the  difeafe  in- 
creates,  they  icold,  cry,  then  laugh,  &c. 
Th  ts  in.  rcmoving.the  heat  an4 

irrita- 
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irritation,  by  refrigerants  and  evacuants,  and 
interpoiing  gentle  anodynes.  The  diet  fhould 
be  cooling  and  light ;  fuch  as  whey  and  ve- 
getables. Bleeding  is  proper,  and  fhould  be 
repeated,  efpecially  where  the  pulfe  is  quick 
and  ftrong.  Cooling  purges  are  alfo  ufeful ; 
fuch  as  cryftalli  tart,  with  rad.  jalap,  fal  amar. 
tamarind,  man.  elect,  e  feni  with  nitre  dif- 
folved  in  whey,  &c.

CHAP.        III. 

Of  the    Hypochondi-iajis,    or   Hypocondriac 
Difeafe. 

^TpHIS  diftemper  is  likewife  called  affeBio 
**-  bypGcbondriaca,  vapours,  zn&fpleen.  It 
is  a  chronic  difeafe,  in  which  the  patient 
imagines  himfelf  in  danger  of  dying  from 
palpitation  of  the  heart.  Eructation,  bprbo- 
rygmi,  or  other  difagreeable,    though  High; 

and 
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and  mutable  fymptoms,  arifing  without  any 
evident  cr.ufe. — Men  are  kno.vn  to  be  hypo- 
chondriacal, becaufe  U.  .k  to  us  of  mul- 
tifarious mifchiefa  connected  together  by  no 
evident  principle,  often  only  to  be  difcovered 
from  the  relation  of  patients,  which  are  deli- 
vered with  a  fcrupulous  attention  to  the  moft 
minute  circumftances,  and  in  the  very  terms 
of  the  medical  art  -y  alfo,  becaufe  thofe  incon- 
veniencics  which  other  men  would  defpife, 
they  attack  with  a  thoufand  remedies,  and  of- 
ten change  them,  wearing  out  phyficians 
with  their  complaints,  fometimes  one  fome- 
times  another.  Sollicitous  about  the  event, 
and  prognofticating  moft  unfavourably,  though 
their  appetites  are  good,  themfelves  vigorous, 
having  the  perfect  exercife  of  all  their  func- 
tions, except  the  judgment  relative  to  the 
difeafe.  It  affects  the  imagination,  and  is  at- 
tended with  great  anxiety,  melancholy,  and 
fear  ;  and  fometimes  uncommon  chearfulnefs, 
and  defined  a  difpepfia,  or  difficulty  of  digef- 
tion,  attended  with  languor,  uneafinefs  of 
mind  and  fear,  from  caufes  inadequate,  in  a 
melancholic  conftitution,  and  arifes  in  gene- 
ral, 
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ral,  from  a  fedentary  life,  too  intenfe  appli- 
cation to  ftudy,  grofs  and  vifcid  diet,  profufe 
evacuations,  and  violent  paffions. 

The  figns  are,  indolence,  tremors,  def- 
pondency,  low-fpiritednefs,  dread  of  dying, 
coftivenefs,  difficulty  of  breathing,  fhort 
cough,  flatulence,  pale  crude  urine,  fpafmo- 
die  pains  of  the  head,  &c. 

The  regimen  fhould  confift  of  fuch  food  as 
is  light  and  eafy  of  digeftion.  Pyrmont  wa- 
ter fhould  be  recommended  to  be  drank  in 
common,  and  exercife  or*  horfeback.  Re- 
peated vomits  are  very  proper  here,  and  a  due 
attention  that  the  body  be  kept  foluble  with 
flomachic  purgatives-  The  cold  bath,  bark, 
chalybeates,  bitters,  and  volatiles,  feem  the 
beft  remedies,  together  with  the  gums,  as  af- 
fafoetida,  galbanum,  fagapcenum,  and  myrrh ; 
and  caftor,  mufk,  camphor,  valerian,  &c.

CHAP.    L 

Of  the  Peripneumonia  Not  ha. 

'T^HE  peripneumonia  notha,  or  bajlard  fe- 
**■  ripneumonyy  differs  from  the  true  perip- 
neumony,  or  inflammation  in  the  lungs,  in 
having  neither  extraordinary  heat,  pain,  nor 
thirft ;  and  by  its  commonly  feizing  the  old 
and  phlegmatic ;  and  thofe  of  weak  and  lax 
fibres,  and  grofs  habit  of  body  :  and  particu- 
lerly  hard  drinkers.  It  generally  appears  at 
the  clofe  of  the  winter  feafon,  and  is  moft  pre- 
valent in  moift  fituations,  and  in  foggy  wea- 
ther. 

This  difeafe  is  by  fome  only  efteemed  a 
flighter  degree  of  the  true  peripneumony, 
and  differs  from  that,  in  the  inflammation 
being  milder,  and  the  afflux  of  humors  into 
the  lungs  more  copious  j  whilft  others  efteem 
it  a  very  different  difeafe,  ranking  it  under 
7  thofe 
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ttiofe  of  afthma,  and  allow  for  its  caufe  an  ac- 
cumulation of  ferum  in  the  cellular  cavity  of 
the  lungs,  when  great  oppreffion  in  the  air- 
veflels,  and  fome  degree  of  obftruftion  in  the 
pulmonic  and  bronchial  arteries,  thereby  hin- 
dering the  free  and  regular  circulation  of  the 
blood. 

It  comes  on  with  a  fenfe  of  heat  and  cold 
alternately ;  there  is  a  giddinefs,  and  an  acute 
pain  in  the  head,  when  the  cough  is  moll 
troublefome ;  frequent  vomiting,  fometimes 
with,  and  at  other  times  without  coughing ; 
turbid  urine,  with  red  fediment  $  a  quick  dif- 
ficult breathing,  and  a  remarkable  wheezing, 
whenever  the  patient  coughs.  A  pain  of  the 
whole  breaft  accompanies  this  difeafe ;  but 
there  are  no  figns  of  fever,  especially  in  grofs 
habits. 

Thin  broths,  and  fpoon-meats,  with  pec- 
toral apozems,  are  the  moil  proper  regimen. 
Muftard-whey,  or  decoftion  of  madder-root, 
may  be  proper  as  a  common  drink.  Bleed- 
ing, in  this  diforder,  is  feldom  of  any  fervice, 
but  on  the  contrary  generally  does  harm.  If 
comatofe  fymptoms  fhould  appear,  with  a 
pretty  full  pulfe,  it  may  be  neceffary  to  ufe 

A  a  2  the 
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the  lancet  once,  and  that  immediately;  but 
cupping  in  this  cafe  would  be  preferable. 
Blifters  applied  to  the  back,  fides,  and  arms ; 
and  puking  now  and  then,  with  fmall  dofes 
of  antimon.  tartarfat.  vin.  antimon.  and  oxy- 
mel.  fcillae,  are  what  we  are  chiefly  to  depend 
upon ;  and  the  patient  ought  not  to  drink  much 
after  the  emetic,  that  the  agitation  it  occafions 
may  be  ftronger.  Emollient  opening  glyfters, 
and  gentle  purgatives,  are  alfo  very  proper,  and 
ihould  be  repeated  according  to  the  circum- 
ftances  of  the  cafe  j  and  the  following  medi- 
cines may  be  interpofed :

But  notwithstanding  all  our  efforts,  it  fel- 
dom  happens  that  patients  thus  afflidted  efcape. 
Hence  if  there  is  a  perpetual  laborious  wheez- 
ing, great  anxiety,  and  intolerable  oppreffion 
of  the  praecordia,  together  with  a  conftant 
dofing,  coldnefs  of  the  extremities,  and  a  livid 
colour  of  the  face  and  hands,  we  mull  expert 
that  death  will  fhortly  clofe  the  fcene, 

Iffues  made  between  the  fhoulders  may  be 
very  ufeful  in  preventing  the  difeafe,  by  af- 
fording a  perpetual  drain  to  the  ferous  parts 
of  the  humours,  and  hindering  an  accumula^ 
%lon  in  the  lungs. 


CHAP.    II. 

Of    the     Afihma. 

^THE  afthma  is  a  difeafe,  returning  at  in- 
tervals, attended  with  a  great  difficulty  of 
breathing,  and  wheezing.  It  is  commonly 
divided  into  the  humid  and  dry  afthma;  ac- 
cording as  it  happens  to  be  accompanied  with 
expectoration ,  or  not. 
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It  is  concifely  defined  in  the  following 
terms  :  there  is  a  difficulty  of  breathing  com- 
ing on  at  intervals,  with  a  fenfe  of  flraight- 
nefs  in  the  cheft,  and  a  fibilating  noife  in  re- 
spiration. In  the  beginning  there  is  either  a 
difficult  cough,  or  none  at  all  j  towards  the 
termination  it  is  free,  with  very  often  a  copi- 
ous fpitting  up  of  mucus.  It  is  either  fpon- 
taneous^  coming  on  from  no  manifeft  caufe,  or 
accompanying  any  other  difeafe ;  or  exanthe- 
matic,  arifing  from  a  retropulfion  of  the  itch, 
or  fome  other  acid  effufion  ;  or  plethoric,  from 
a  fuppreffion  of  fome  ufual  fanguinary  evacua- 
tion, or  a  fpontaneous  plethora. 

However,  it  is  commonly  preceded  by  a 
difinclination  to  motion,  lofs  of  appetite,  op- 
preflion  and  flatulency  at  the  ftomach,  and 
frequent  eructations.  After  fome  time  the 
cheeks  become  red,  the  eyes  grow  prominent, 
and  there  is  fuch  an  anxiety  and  fenfe  of  fuf- 
focation,  that  the  patient  can  only  breathe  in 
an  ereel  pofture,  and  is  fcarcely  able  to  fpeak 
or  expectorate :  when  he  catches  a  little 
fleep,  he  fnores  vehemently;  during  the  height 
of  the  paroxyfm,  he  is  defirous  of  a  free  cool 
air  5  he  fweats  about  the  neck  and  forehead  ; 

A  a  4  and 
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and  fometimes,  when  he  coughs,  brings  up  a 
little  frothy  matter  with  great  difficulty;  there 
is  no  fever,  the  pulfe  is  commonly  fmall  and 
weak,  the  urine  is  pale,  and  difcharged  in  great 
plenty.  As  the  paroxyfm  abates,  there  is  more 
or  lefs  of  an  expe&oration  of  mucus ;  the 
urine  becomes  higher  coloured,  and  lets  fall  a 
copious  fediment. 

During  the  fit,  vena?feflion  is  necefTary, 
unlefs  extreme  weaknefs  or  old  age  fhould 
forbid  it ;  and  as  foon  as  may  be  the  follow-* 
ing  clyfter ;

In  the 
paroxyfm  a  ftrong  infufion  of  roafted  coffee 
fcas  been  found  very  beneficial.     Emetics  are 

very 
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very  dangerous  daring  the  paroxyfms ;  but  in 
the  intervals  are  very  proper  to  prevent  a  re-r 
lapfe;  and  fhould  lie  occalionally  had  recourfe 
to ;  as  fhould  alfo  the  lac  ammoniaci,  with 
the  oxymel  fcillae,  and  vinum  antimonialej  or 
pills  may  be  made  of  ammoniacum,  fquills,  or 
any  other  expectorants,  and  wafhed  down  with 
fome  wine  in  which  fome  ingredient  pofleffing 
jfimilar  powers  have  been  infufed.  If  the  pa- 
tient be  advancing  in  years,  and  gouty,  blifters 
to  the  legs,  with  the  fetid  gums  and  camphor, 
are  proper  to  prevent  a  return  ;  fo  are  alfo  b:irk? 
fleel,  &c.  and  the  patient  fliould  be  careful 
never  to  overload  the  ftomach,  or  eat  late  fup- 
pers ;  and  coftivenefs  fhould  be  prevented  by 
taking  from  time  to  time  a  few  grains  of  pil, 
aloes  c.  myrrha,  rhubarb,  or  the  like. 

The  humid  afthma  is  accounted  the  fame 
with  the  peripneumonia  notha,  requiring  ex- 
actly the  fame  treatment — But  the  fpafmodic, 
or  dry  afthma,  is  different,  attacking  nervous, 
relaxed,  and  often  young  people.  It  requires 
principally  the  ufe  of  nervous  medicines  and 
opiates,  added  to  thofe  already  mentioned,  to- 
gether with  the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath,  and 

the 
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the  vapour  of  warm  water  drawn  into  the 
lungs  during  the  fit. 

If  this  complaint  fhould  depend  on  fome 
other  difeafe,  that  mud  be  paid  attention  to, 
viz.  the  gout ;  finapifms  to  the  feet,  or  blif- 
tering,  are  immediately  requifite,  and  fuch 
other  things  as  will  folicit  the  gout  to  the  ex- 
tremities :  the  remains  of  the  ague,  occafioning 
irregular  attacks ;  bark  is  our  remedy  :  retro* 
puljed  eruptions;  iffues  and  blifters  are  re- 
quired, to  afford  drains  for  the  acrid  matter  ; 
courfes  of  fulphureous  waters,  and  goats' 
whey ;  diet  drinks,  and  mercurial  alteratives 
to  correct  the  acrimony  of  the  fluids. 

The  regimen  of  afthmatic  people  fhould 
confift  of  a  light  diet,  void  of  flatulency;  the 
air  fhould  be  fuch  as  the  patient  finds  beft  to 
agree  with  him ;  the  exercife  moderate,  but 
that  of  riding  is  infinitely  the  moft  preferable, 
and  abfolutely  neceffary :  malt  liquors  are  to  b$ 
^voided.

Of  Cachexies,  or  Humoral  Diseases* 

CHAP    I. 

Of  the    Dropfy* 

HP  HE  dropfy  is  a  preternatural  collection  of 
water  or  ferum  in  fome  particular  part 
of  the  body;  attended  moft  frequently  with 
fwelling,  thirft,  difficulty  of  breathing,  and  a 
difcharge  of  very  little  urine.  Before  this 
diforder  is  perfectly  formed,  the  patient  is  ge- 
nerally faid  to  labour  under  a  cachexia ;  and 
agreeable  to  the  parts  affe&ed  it  receives  differ- 
ent denominations  :  when  there  is  a  general 
accumulation  of  lymph  in  the  cellular  fyftem, 
it  is  called  kucophlegmatia,  or  anafarca,  and  is 
defined  a  foft  inelaftic  fwelling  or  intumefcence 
of  the  whole  body,  or  a  part  of  it  $  and  may 
be  either  ferous,  from  a  ferum  being  retained 
on  account  of  fome  accuftomary  fupprefled 
evacuations,  or  from  an  increafe  of  ferum,  on 
account  of  too  much  water  taken  into  the  ha- 
bit: 


bit :  or  it  arifes  from  obftruSlion,  from  a  com- 
preffion  of  the  veins;  or  it  is  exanthematic 
after  eruptions  have  arifen,  and  particularly  af- 
ter an  eryfipelas,  or  from  a  thirinefs  of  the 
blood  produced  by  haemorrhage,  or  from  debU 
lity  in  patients  who  are  weakened  by  long 
continued  difeafes  ;  or  any  other  caufes. 
When  there  is  a  collection  of  watery  fluids  in 
the  abdomen,  it  is  termed  an  a/cites,  which  is 
a  tenfe,  fcarce  elaftic,  but  fluctuating  intumes- 
cence of  the  abdomen,  called  abdominal,  when 
there  is  a  regular  uniform  tumor  of  the  whole 
abdomen,  with  a  Sufficiently  evident  fluctua- 
tion, which  proceeds  either  from  obftruction 
of  the  vifcera,  from  debility,  or  thinnefs  of  tha 
blood.  Or  it  is  named  faccated,  when  there 
is  a  partial  tumor  of  the  abdomen,  at  leaft  in 
the  beginning,  attended  with  an  obfcure  fluc- 
tuation. 

When  in  the  fcrotum,  hydrocele ',  diftinguifh- 
able  by  a  tumor  not  painful,  increafing  by  de- 
grees, foft,  fluctuating,  and  pellucid.  When 
in  the  uterus,  hydrops  uteri,  known  by  a  tu- 
mor in  the  hypogastric  region,  in  women, 
gradually  increafing,  refembling  the  form  of 
the  uterus,  yielding  to  prefTure,  or  fluctuating, 

without 
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without  ifchuria  or  pregnancy.  When  in  the 
breaft,  hydrops  pe5torisy  or  hydrothorax,  which 
fhews  itfelf  by  a  dyfpnoea,  pallid  countenance, 
cedematous  fwelling  of  the  feet,  fmall  quantity 
of  urine,  difficulty  of  lying  down,  fudden  and 
ipontaneous  rouzing  from  fleep,  with  palpita- 
tion, and  water  fluctuating  in  the  cheft.  When 
in  the  head,  hydrocephalus,  in  which  there  is  a 
foft  inelaftic  intumefcence  of  the  head,  with 
the  futures  of  the  cranium  gaping.  This 
though  is  the  hydrocephalus  extern  us ;  tha 
called  internus  will  be  explained  in  the  latter 
end  of  this  chapter.  The  proximate  caufe  of 
dropfies  is  evidently  an  ouzing  out  of  lymph 
into  the  cellular  membrane  or  cavities,  in 
greater  quantities  than  the  abforbent  fyftem 
can  take  up ;  or  from  a  rupture  of  thefe  veflels, 
or  from  their  lofs  of  power;  hence  is  the  ac- 
cumulation formed,  and  from  hence  will  the 
more  remote  caufes  be  understood.  In  moft 
dropfical  cafes  the  legs  fwell  and  pit  towards 
night,  the  appetite  decays,  the  face  either  be- 
comes bloated  or  grows  thin,  emaciated,  and 
pale,  and  a  flow  fever  and  thirft  attend. 
In  all  dropfies  the  diet  fhould  be  dry  and 

folid; 
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folid,  liquids  fparingly  ufed ;  and  thefe  fhould 
confift  of  good  old  rich  wines,  or  medicated 
beer,  [in  order  to  flrengthen  the  folids,  and 
promote  the  renal  difcharges.  Though  it 
fometimes  happens  by  indulging  the  patient, 
when  urged  with  exceffive  thirft,  in  drinking 
freely  of  weak  liquors,  fuch  as  pure  water, 
fmall  beer,  or  cyder,  to  the  quantity  of  four 
or  five  quarts  a  day,  that  a  cure  hath  been 
brought  about  when  ^11  medicines  have  failed; 
and  perhaps  if  thefe  liquids  were  impregnated 
with  fome  of  the  faline  diuretics,  their  efficacy 
would  be  increafed. 

The  following  forms,  varied  as  the  fymp- 
toms  indicate,  will  be  found  very  ferviceable 
for  the  general  cure  of  this  malady,  affifted  by 
fri&ions  and  proper  exercife.  And  firft, 
where  it  can  be  complied  with  without  dan* 
ger,  vomits  fhould  be  prefcribed.

Emetics  and  cathartics,  in  fmall  dofes,  fre- 
quently and  alternately  repeated,  have  been 
often  given  with  fuccefs  in  an  afcites  ;  and 
diuretics,  together  with  corroborants,  fhould 
be  always  joined  and  ufed  at  intervals  during 
the  courfe  of  purges. 

Cr/ftals  of  tartar,  difTolved  in  a  large  quan- 
tity of  water,  have  been  fuccefsful.  An 
ounce  to  twenty,  and  taken  during  the  day; 
it  a£ts  as  a  purgative  and  diuretic ;  and  the 
digitalis  purpurea  has  been  recommended  as 
one  of  the  moft  certain  diuretics  in  the  mate- 
ria medica,  which  may  be  given  in  form  of 
powder  or  decodtion.

If  a  dropfy  happens  in  confequence  of  an 
obftrudted  perfpiration,  or  drinking  large 
quantities  of  cold  water,  diaphoretics  are  very 
plainly  indicated.— -If  from  hard  drinking, 
exercife  on  horfeback,  and  the  ufe  of  wine 
under  proper  reftridtions,  may  be  recommend- 
ed ;  if  from  a  confumptive  diathefis,  diuretics 
and  corroborants  will  be  mod  proper  :  if  it 
happens  after  large  hemorrhages,  or  long  con- 
tinued fevers,  purge  fparingly.  The  chief 
dependence  is  then  on  bitters  and  chaly- 
beates.

Sometimes  an  afcites  accompanies  an  ana- 
farca,  and  thefe  cafes  are  rarely  cured;  but 
we  fhould  attempt  to  evacuate  the  water  by 
every  means,  taking  care  not  tq  weaken  the 
conftitution,  by  too  powerful  or  ftrong  ap- 
plication •>  and  if  all  the  medicines  fail,  the 
only  chance  left  is  to  have  recourfe  to  the  pa* 
j-acentefis,  or  tapping,  which  ought  to  be  of- 
fener  performed  than  it  is,  and  much  more 

early 
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early  in  the  difeafe  j  and  not  be  deferred  till 
the  abdomen  become  greatly  diftended,  and 
the  vifcera  fpoiled  by  long  foaking  in  the  ex- 
travafated  fluids.  After  the  waters  have  been 
evacuated,  and  the  patient  fomewhat  reco- 
vered, the  bark,  fteel,  fri&ions,  and  exercife 
in  a  dry  country  air,  bid  the  faireft  to  prevent 
a  relapfe. 

In  a  cachexia,  the  kali  acetatum,  gum. 
amnion,  oxymel.  fcil.  tin6t.  aloes  comp.  pil. 
ammon,  decoft.  juniper,  &c.  with  proper 
evacuants,  riding  on  horfeback,  and  German 
Spa- waters,  are  of  great  ufe. 

In  the  hydrocele,  or  dropfy  of  the  fcrotum, 
the  water  is  contained  in  the  tunica  vaginalis, 
and  the  difeafe  confined  to  the  part.  The 
tumor  here  may  be  opened  with  a  trocar  in 
the  moft  depending  part  of  the  fcrotum ;  and 
though  this  is  not  properly  a  radical  cure, 
yet  it  fometimes  proves  one,  and  is  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  any  other  method, 

The  radical  cure  of  this  difeafe,  when  the 
patient  falls  under  the  hands  of  a  furgeon, 
has  been  attempted  in  three  methods.  The 
inner  part  of  the  cyft,  or  tunica  vaginalis, 
was  formerly   entirely   differed  away;    but 

this 
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this  painful,  tedious,  operation  is  now  moftly 
difufed,  and  either  a  large  opening  is  made 
with  a  cauftic  into  the  part,  and  the  cyft  en- 
couraged to  flough  or  fuppurate  away ;  or  it 
is  opened  with  the  knife,  and  the  cyft  filled 
with  lint,  whence  is  brought  on  an  inflam- 
mation, and  an  adhefion  produced ;  or  a  feton 
is  made  into  and  through  the  lower  part  of 
the  cavity,  by  which  means  the  water  is  let 
off,  or  effects  fimilar  to  the  former  pro-r 
duced. 

When  water  is  contained  in  the  cellular 
membranes  of  the  fcrotum,  it  is  to  be  treated 
as  an  anarfarca,  and  fcarifications  in  the  fkin 
of  the  legs  will  anfwer  as  well  as  upon  the 


In  a  dropfy  of  the  uterus,  ufe  fomenta- 
tions, and  vapour-baths,  and  give  attenuant 
and  reiblvent  medicines,  fuch  as  foap,  gum. 
ainmon.  pulv.  e  myrrh,  comp.  pil.  ex  hydrar- 
gyro.  &c.  with  ftimulating  clyfters,  and 
emetics. 

The  hydrops  pectoris  requires  perpetual 
blifters  on  the  legs,  and  the  exhibition  of  di- 
urttics  •  purgatives  are  feldom  of  fervice  in 
this  cafe,  but  rather  tend  to  weaken  the  body 

than 
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than  to  evacuate  the  water.  If  thefe  prove 
ineffectual,  the  laft  refource  recommended  by 
authors  is  to  pun&ure  the  thorax,  which  de- 
mands the  affiftance  of  a  flcilful  and  experi- 
enced operator. 

The  hydrocephalus  externus  is  a  diftemper 
in  a  manner  peculiar  to  young  children  ;  per- 
petual blifters,  iffues,  fetons,  cauteries,  and 
difcutient  applications,  are  what  are  com- 
monly advifed  externally,  in  this  fatal  difeafe ; 
and  internally,  fmall  dofes  of  calomel,  rhu- 
barb, &c.  with  ftrengthening  medicines,  and 
a  carminative  diet. 

The  hydrocephalus  internus,  or  dropfy  of 
the  brain,  happens  frequently  to  children,  but 
fbmetimes  adults  are  its  fubjeds  alfo.  Many 
of  the  fymptoms  are  fo  common  to  worm 
cafes,  teething,  and  other  irritating  caufes, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  fix  upon  any  which  par- 
ticularly charafterife  the  difeafe.  The  moft 
peculiar  feem  to  be  pains  in  the  limbs,  with 
ficknefs  and  head-ach  inceflant, which,  though 
frequent  in  other  difeafes  of  children,  are  nei- 
ther fo  uniformly  npr  fo  conftantly  attendant 
as  in  this.  Another  circumftance  obferved 
to  be  familiar,  if  not  peculiar  to  this  diftemper, 

is. 
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is,  that  the  patients  are  not  only  coftive,  but 
it  is  with  the  greateft  difficulty  that  ftools  can 
be  procured.  Thefe  are  generally  of  a  very 
dark  greenifh  colour,  with  an  oilinefs,  or  glaf- 
fy  bile,  rather  than  the  flime  which  accom- 
panies worms,  and  they  are  for  the  mod  part 
extremely  offenfive.  In  complaints  arifing 
from  worms,  and  in  dentition,  fpafms  are  more 
frequent  than  in  this  diforder. 

This  difeafe  has  been  termed,  by  fome  au- 
thors, hydrocephalic  fever,  from  the  attendant 
fymptoms ;   and  to  prevent  us  from  having 
the  idea  of  a  chronic  difeafe,  which  that  of  a 
dropfy  gives.     Befides  what  has  been  men- 
tioned above,   this  difeafe  has  fome  other  pe- 
culiarities :  the  patients  fall  into  convulfions, 
and  expire  in  a  few  hours,  when  there  have  not 
been  the  appearance  of  fymptoms,  which  ufual- 
lyforetel  the  fatal  termination.  Alfo  thepulfe, 
from  being  fmall,  hard,  and  frequent,  becomes 
fuddenly  full,  foft,  and  flow,  but  intermittent; 
and  this  points  out  the  melancholy  change 
which  is  approaching;  and  when  we  find  this 
the  cafe,  we  are  not  to  be  deceived  by  many 
appearances,  which  are  apt  to  flatter  the  un- 
wary iuto  a  falfe  fecurity  -y  for  the  patients  feel

little  or  no  pain  or  diftrefs  ;  they  are  not  de- 
lirious, and  are  free  from  oppreffion  or  fick- 
nefs ;  they  have  no  great  thirft,  fcarce  any 
preternatural  heat;  indeed  they  have  been 
known  to  fpeak  cheerfully,  and  even  to  eat 
with  an  appetite  a  few  hours  before  the  fatal 
convulfive  attack.  To  this  complaint  chil- 
dren and  young  women  are  mod  fubjedt. 

When  the  hydrocephalus  internus  proceeds 
from  the  rupture  of  a  lymphatic  veffel  in  the 
brain,  which  fome  fuppofe  to  be  the  proxi- 
mate caufe  of  the  difeafe,  it  cannot  admit  of 
a  cure.  If  worms  are  the  caufe,  anthelmintics 
foon  relieve  ;  if  otherwife,  there  is  very  little 
hope. 

As  the  fymptoms  are  fo  fimilar  to  thofe 
faid  to  be  from  worms,  and  often  may  not  be 
idiopathic,  but  fymptomatic,  it  will  be  proper 
to  ufe  anthelmintics,  and  fuch  means  may 
free  the  bowels  from  an  irritating  caufe ;  thofe 
medicines  are  calomel,  rhubarb  :  if  the  fto- 
mach  feems  to  be  overloaded,  give  an  anti- 
monial  emetic.  Clyfters  of  aloes  diflblved  in 
milk,  or  decodt.  fern,  fantonic.  cum  ol.  tereb. 
gut.  xxx — xl.  Small  dofes  of  opium  may  oc- 
calionally  be  given.     Heating  medicines  and 

warm 
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warm  rooms  are  hurtful.  This  treatment  may 
be  fuccefsful  in  the  fymptomatic  hydrocepha- 
lus :  in  the  idiopathic,  the  reabforption  of 
the  lymph  accumulated  in  the  brain  is  to  be 
attempted.  Blifters  applied  to  the  head,  and 
the  ufe  of  mercury,  even  to  the  producing  a 
ptyalifm,  have  been  recommended,  and  alfo 
the  vapour-bath.  In  defperate  cafes,  every 
remedy  ought  to  be  tried  which  feems  calcu- 
lated to  effect  the  defired  purpofe ;  though  the 
<Jifeafe  hitherto  has  almoft  ever  eluded  the 
power  of  the  medical  art. 


CHAP.    II. 

Of   the    tympany. 

^T^H  E  tympany  is  a  flatulent  tumor  of  the 
abdomen.  It  may  arife  from  a  variety 
of  caufes,  and  is  fometimes  the  confequence 
of  the  unfeafonable  ufe  of  opiates  in  the 
dyfentery,  or  of  the  bark  in  iritermittents ; 
by  which  means  the  colon  becomes  greatly 
diftended  with  air,  and  forms  a  true  tympa- 
nites. But  it  is  properly  of  two  kinds  j  ift, 
Intejiinaly  in  which  there  is  a  tumor  of  the 

j  abdo- 
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abdomen,  often  unequal,  with  frequent  rejec- 
tion of  wind,  alleviating  both  the  tenfion  and 
pain.  2d,  Abdominal,  difcoverable  by  a  more 
evident  refounding  noife  than  in  the  former, 
a  more  equal  tumefadtion,  and  the  emiflion  of 
flatus  lefs  frequent,  and  not  giving  fuch  evi- 
dent relief.  In  the  former  we  can  only  hope 
to  be  fuccefsful,  and  that  by  endeavouring  to 
difcharge  the  flatulencies  by  the  anus,  and 
giving  the  coats  of  the  inteftines  proper 
ftrength,  by  increafing  their  tone.  Hence 
mull  we,  in  the  firft  intention,  have  recourfe 
to  antifpafmodics,  anodynes,  and  laxatives  :  in 
the  fecond,  to  aromatic  corroborants  and  to- 
nics. If  it  be  attended  with  febrile  fymp- 
toms,  bleeding  may  be  premifed.  The  body  is 
to  be  kept  regularly  open  with  rhubarb,  or 
fome  other  gentle  cathartic,  joined  with  a  few 
grains  of  the  fpec.  aromat.  All  ftrong  pur- 
ging medicines,  and  carminatives  without  lax- 
atives, are  generally  hurtful.  An  eledlary  of 
camomile  flowers  with  'ginger,  and  a  fmall 
proportion  of  fleel,  may  be  given  as  a  corro- 
borant, and  the  patient  may  wafh  it  down 
with  a  draught  of  the  infuf.  gentian,  com- 
pofit.     Spirit,  aetheris  nitrofi,  with  tin&ura 

opii,

opii,  and  flight  dofes  of  the  pilula  ex  aloe  cunt 
myrrha,  will  be  ufeful,  and  alfo  a  courfe  of 
bitters,  joined  with  aromatics ;  fuch  as  ze- 
doary,  quaffia,  ground -pine,  orange-peel,  lef- 
fer  centaury,  &c.  Fridtions  of  the  abdomen, 
fwathing  it  with  a  fmall  flannel  belt,  and  a  re- 
gular courfe  of  exercife,  are  what  are  parti- 
cularly ferviceable  in  this  diforder. 


CHAP.      III. 

Of  the  Chlorofis  9  and  Objlruftion  of  the  Menfes. 

fHE  chlorofis  has  been  defined  by  Dr. 
Cullen,  a  dyfpepfy,  or  a  defire  for  things 
not  efculent,  a  palenefs  or  difcolouration,  a 
defedt  of  venal  plenitude,  a  foft  tumefaction 
of  the  body,  lofs  of  ftrength,  and  a  retention 
of  the  menfes ;  which  lafl:  fymptom,  he 
thinks,  always  attends  a  true  chlorofis :  where 
it  does  not,  the  difeafe  fhould  be  referred  to 
cachexy.  However,  the  two  complaints  here 
fpecified  are  faid  to  be  commonly  attended 
with  a  plethora,  a  liftleflhefs  to  motion,  a 
heavinefs,  palenefs  of  the  complexion,  pain  in 
the  back  and  loins,  with  a  depravity  of  all  the 

func- 
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functions,  haemorrhages  at  the  nofe,  pains  in 
the  head,  with  a  great  fenfe  of  weight  acrofs 
the  eyes  $  loathing  of  food,  a  quick  and  weak 
pulfe,  fluor  albus,  hedtic  heats,  coughs,  hyfte- 
ric  fits,  florid  colour  at  times,  tenfion  of  the 
uterus,  and  turgid  veins. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether  this  obftruc- 
tion  is  fo  often  the  caufe  as  the  confequence 
of  other  diforders,  as  in  general  the  cure  de- 
pends upon  remedying  the  indifpofed  habit  of 
body,  whence  very  oppofite  methods  of  treat* 
ment  are  often  requifite* 

If  a  vifcidity  of  blood  be  the  caufe,  attenu- 
ants;  if  a  plethora,  bleeding  in  the  feet  will 
be  propef .  They  generally  arife  either  from 
a  defetft  of  fluids,  or  obftru&ions  and  pleni- 
tude of  the  uterine  veffels.  In  the  former 
cafe,  aftive  deobftruents  will  not  prevail  till 
the  digeftions  are  mended,  and  the  blood  is 
determined  to  the  uterus  in  a  fufficient  quan- 
tity. 

Hence  we  fhould  firft  have  recourfe  to  nu- 
tritious, eafily  digefted  food  j  afterwards,  an  e* 
metic,  gently  aperient  medicines,  and  a  courfe 
of  aromatic  bitters,  with  fuitable  exercife,  in  a 
clear  fine  air  *  then  emagogues  may  be  pre-

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fcribed,  as  procuring  a  flux  of  the  menfes  ge- 
nerally completes  the  cure,  which  will  be 
confirmed  by  continuing  them  in  their  natu- 
ral periods.

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CHAP-    IV, 

Of  the  Atrophia,  or  Nervous  Confumption.. 

^ITCTHEN  there  is  a  wafting  of  the  body 
without  a  fever,  cough,  difficulty  of 
breathing,  and  other  heftic  fyroptoms,  but  at 
the  fame  time  there  is  an  averlion  for  food, 
and  weak  digeftion,  the  diforder  is  called  an 
atrophia,  or  nervous  confumption. 

There  perhaps  never  is  an  atrophy  without 
fome  fever ;  at  leaft  without  a  quicker  pulfe 
than  ufual  :  but  the  abfence  of  a  hedtic  fever 
almoft  always  diftinguifhes  this  from  a  tabes. 
There  are  different  fpecies,  which  arife,  ift, 
from  too  copious  evacuations :  2d,  from  want 
of  milk  in  nurfes  fuckling  young  children : 
3d,  from  corrupted  nutriment :  4th,  from 
the  function  of  nutrition  being  depraved,  no 
evacuation,  or  very  trifling,  or  cacochymia 
having  preceded.  In  the  beginning  of  this 
difeaf ,  the  habit  is  (Edematous,  the  face  pale, 
fqualid,  and  a  loathing  of  all  kinds  of  food, 
except  that  which  is  liquid.  There  is  alfo 
a  languor,  which  continually  afflidts  the  pa- 
tients 
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tients  while  in  bed  ;  the  urine  is  often  fmall 
in  quantity,  and  high-coloured ;  fometimes 
pale,  and  copious ;  there  is  no  fever,  or  fcarce 
any,  nor  difficulty  of  breathing,  unlefs  that 
which  arifes  from  extreme  debility.  In  the 
beginning  of  this  complaint,  fuch  things  are 
required  as  can  reftore  the  tone  of  the  folids, 
fuch  as  ftomachic  and  ferruginous  medicines ; 
the  body  fhould  be  purged  every  third  or 
fourth  day  with  rhubarb;  the  common  drink, 
wine,  or  ale  medicated  with  bitters,  aroma- 
tics,  and  fteel ;  and  pills  made  of  cafcarilla, 
calamus  aromaticus,  and  bark,  fhould  be  ad- 
miniftered ;  alfo  volatile  fpirits  dropt  upon 
fugar  :  the  mode  of  living  fhould  be  varied, 
and  agreeable,  in  a  pure  air,  and  with  chearful 
company. 

If  the  appetite  and  digeftion  be  bad,  and 
the  legs  fwell,  vomit  with  ipecacoanha,  and 
then  prefcribe  as  follows  :

If  the  wafting  of  the  body  be  occafioned 
by  the  fluor  albus,  and  large  evacuations,  no- 
thing  will  anfwer  better  than  a  decodt.  farfa- 
parii.  milk,  Spa-water,  gentle  riding  on  horfe- 
back,  country  air,  and  the  cortex. 

If  it  be  attended  with  a  fcorbutic  putrid 
diathefis,  avoid  giving  opiates.  Pectorals,  and 
the  fcorbutic  juices,  the  decoct,  cort.  and 
goat's  whey,  will  in  this  cafe  be  the  moft  ta^ 
tional  treatment, 

If  worms  be  the  caufe  of  an  atrophia,  we 
muft  have  recourfe  to  anthelmintics. 

If  afthmatic  fymptoms  prevail,  prefcribe 
the  pil,  fcil.  fpirit.  ammon.  foetid,  blifters, 
oxymel  fciUse,  &cf 

If  hypochondriac  and  hyfteric  affections  are 
the  caufe,  apply  chalybeates,  foetids,  exercife, 
gentle  vomits  \  and  thofe  frequently  repeat- 
ed. 

If  the  difeafe  proceeds  from  a  venereal  taint, 
whiqh  is  indeed  often  the  cafe,   treat  it  with 

the 
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the  decoft.  farfaparil.  pil.  hydrargyri,  fmall 
dofes  of  calomel,  a  folution  of  hydrargyri  mu- 
riati;  and  in  forne  cafes  with  a  milk  diet  and 
pedtorals  :  but  here,  as  in  moft  confirmed 
confumptive  cafes,  very  little  is  to  be  ex- 
pected towards  its  radical  care. 

A  conftant  ufe  of  gentle  laxatives  is  requi- 
iate  in  moft  fpecies  of  this  complaint. 

CHAP.      V. 

Of  the  Jaundice 

HP  HE  jaundice  is  an  univerfal  yellownefs 
tinging  the  fkin,  chiefly  obiervable  in  the 
whites  of  the  eyes  ;  owing  to  the  bile  mixing 
itfelf  in  too  great  a  proportion  with  the  blood ; 
it  may  be  occasioned  by  obftru&ions,  vifcid 
bile,  fmall  {tones,  or  fpafms  in  the  biliary 
dudts,  inflammation,  or  fcirrhus. 

Hence  from  the  caufes  arife  the  following 
fpecies  :  the  calculous,  attended  with  acute 
pain  in  the  epigaftric  region,  increafed  after 
eating,  and  with  dejeclions  of  biliary  concre- 
tions :  the  Jpafmodicy  unattended  with  pain 
gfter  fpafmodic  difeafes  and  mental  afFecYions : 

the 
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the  hepatic,  where  there  is  alfo  no  pain,  but 
arifes  after  difeafes  of  the  liver :  that  of  gravid 
women,  arifing  from  pregnancy,  and  going  off 
after  delivery :  and  that  of  infants^  appearing 
not  long  after  they  are  bom. 

Nature  has  mkde  a  great  apparatus  for  the 
formation  of  bile  3  and  its  ufe  is  juftly  confi- 
dered  of  infinite  confequence  in  the  animal 
ceconomy.  Many  difeafes  depend  on  its  vif- 
cidity,  which  are  apparent  in  the  lives  of  the 
fedentary  by  coflivenefs,  &c.  as  the  contrary 
happens  to  free  livers,  where  the  falts  being 
exalted,  diarrhoeas  and  fevers  frequently  attend. 

The  fymptoms  of  a  jaundice  are,  inactivity, 
laflitude,  anxiety,  ficknefs,  oppreffion  at  the 
breaft,  difficult  refpiration,  pain  about  the  pit 
of  the  ftomach,  dry  ikin,  coflivenefs,  hard, 
white,  or  greyifh  ftools,  yellow  and  high-co- 
loured urine,  with  tinging  things  thrown  into 
it  of  a  yellow  colour :  in  its  progrefs  the  fa- 
liva  acquires  a  bitterifh  tafte,  the  yellow  caft 
of  the  complexion  becomes  livid,  intolerable 
itching  fucceeds,  the  legs  fwell,  and  the  abdo- 
men at  length  filling  with  water,  deftroys  the 
patient  by  a  dropfy;  which  fymptoms  arife 

from 
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from  the  crafis  of  the  blood  being  deftroyed. 
A  jaundice  from  an  obftruition  in  the  gall* 
bladder  is  not  fo  bad  as  that  from  a  fcirrhous 
liver  ;  for  thofe  owing  their  origin  to  the  for- 
mer caufes,  are  fometimes  capable  of  being 
perfectly  cured,  or  relieved  from  time  to  time; 
whilft  fuch  as  proceed  from  fcirrhofity  afford 
us  little  hope  :  however  fuch  things  ought  to 
be  tried  as  feem  calculated  to  remove  or  palli- 
ate it ;  amongft  which  perhaps  cicuta  ftands 
the  foremoft. 

The  diet  fhould  be  attenuating.  In  the 
beginning,  efpecially  if  an  inflammation  of  the 
liver  be  fuipedted,  bleed,  and  then  purge  with 
the  following :

In  cafes  of  vifcid  bile,  what  has  been  above 
advifed  will  almoft  always  be  fuccefsful;  but 
where  bilious  concretions  are  formed,  which 
may  be  expected  from  a  fixed  pain  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  liver,  and  is  fometimes,  though 
not  always,,  fucceeded  by  the  jaundice  ;  and 
where  they  are  to  pafs,  opium  and  the  warm 
bath  are  the  two  chief  remedies,  the  opium  is 
required  in  large  dofes,  and  frequently  to  be 
reqeated.     When  the  pain  abates,  an  emetic 
fometimes  relieves,  by  pufhing  the  gall-ftone 
back,  or  bringing  it  forward ;  but  after  two 
or  three  evacuations  upwards,  give  an  opiate. 
Though  vomiting  in  this  cafe  may  be  ufeful, 
it  muft  be  cautioufly  produced/ for  it  procures 
not  the  paflage,  or  retroceffion  of  the  con- 
creted bile,  it  may  be  detrimental,  if  violent : 
the  gentler  emetics  fhould  only  therefore  be 
exhibited.     Purgatives,  by  increafing  the  mo- 
tion of  the  inteftines,  and  foliciting  the  flow  of 
the  bile,  are  ufeful ;  the  beft  are  the  mildeft, 
as  fea- water,  neutral  falts,  in  a  weak  infufion 
2  of 
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of  fome  bitter  vegetable ;  thefe  may  be  taken 
for  months  every  day,  or  every  other  day,  and 
not  hurt  the  ftomach  :  but  if  the  difeafe  be  of 
long  (landing,  we  fhall  have  reafon  to  fufpedt 
the  calculus  to  be  large  ;  or  when  the  pain  at- 
tendant gives  us  room  to  fufpecT:  an  inflamma- 
tion exifling,  vomits  fhould  be  prohibited  al- 
together; nor  can  ftrong  purgatives  be  proper; 
the  body  fhould  only  be  kept  gently  open,  and 
on  account  of  the  pain,  fomentations  applied 
to  the  epigaftric  region.  iEtherial  oil  of  turpen- 
tine has  been  confidered  by  fome  as  a  folvent 
of  thefe  concretions :  out  of  the  body  they 
certainly  are,  but  otherwife  the  circumftance 
feems  highly  difputable. 

If  a  jaundice  fucceedscolics,  it  generally  goes 
off  fpontaneoufly  in  a  few  days,  and  feldom 
requires  the  application  of  any  remedies  ;  but 
fliould  it  continue,  after  gentle  purging  with 
infuf.  fen.  &c.  order  the  faline  draughts  with 
confect.  aromat.  S'u  or  foapand  rhubarb  joined 
with  fome  of  the  antifpafmodic  gums  ;  thefe 
will  generally  anfwer  every  purpofe.  If  it  be 
accompanied  with  violent  pain  about  the  pit  of 
the  flomach,  it  rauft  be  affuaged  by  giving  re- 
peated dofes  of  opium.

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If  it  be  attended  with  a  fever,  bleed  mode- 
rately, and  prefcribe  a  decodtion  of  hemp-feed. 
If  it  proceed  from  fluggifh  vifcid  bile,  frequent 
vomits  will  anfwer  better  than  any  other  me- 
thod, together  with  mercurial  purges,  or  fmall 
dofes  of  calomel,  with  a  free  ufe  of  kali  aceta- 
tum,  fquills,  gum  ammoniac,  &c.

Riding  on  horfeback,  with  the  ufe  of  mi-

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neral  waters  will  be  very  proper  in  this  cafe  - 
particularly  Harrowgate,  or  Bath  waters. 
They  fhould  be  drank,  however,  at  the  foun- 
tain-head, and  in  the  proper  feafons,  viz.  the 
fpring,  and  in  the  beginning  of  fummer;  but 
if  there  be  a  neceffity  for  their  ufe,  they  may 
be  drank  at  all  times. 

Madder- root,  either  in  powder  or  decoiYion, 
is  efteemed  ferviceable  in  this  difeafe. 

If  haemorrhages  attend  this  diforder,  be 
cautious  how  you  order  attenuants,  aloetics, 
volatiles,  or  chalybeates.  The  acid  and  de- 
mulcent methods,  with  gentle  evacuations, 
will  ill  this  cafe  be  the  moft  proper  -,  among 
which  the  oleum  ricini,  formed  into  an  emul* 
fion,  and  decodtion  of  hemp-feed,  are  recom- 
mended. 

CHAP     VI. 

Of  the  Lepra  Arabumt  or  the  Elephantiajis, 

^THHE  leprofy  of  the  Arabians  is  alfo  known 

in  the  Weft  Indies  by  the  name  of  the 

black  fcurvy.    It  is  contagious,  and  an  African 

difeafe, 
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difeafe,  and  comes  on  gradually.  The  fldn 
grows  thick,  rough,  wrinkled,  and  un&uous  : 
numerous  fpots  appear  on  the  body,  of  a  yel- 
low brown  caft,  which  foon  after  turn  purple, 
and  of  a  copper  colour.  They  chiefly  appear 
on  the  forehead  and  chin.  Thefe  irtcreafe, 
and  grow  thick  and  rough,  with  hard 
fcales;  a  numbnefs  fucceeds  in  the  fingers  and 
toes ;  the  hair  falls  off;  the  breath  becomes 
difficult  and  foetid,  and  the  voice  hoarfe  and 
nafal.  The  lobes  of  the  ears  grow  thick,  the 
cheeks  large,  and  the  face  acquires  a  livid  hue : 
reft  is  difturbed.  Thefe  fymptoms  increafe 
until  the  parts  crack  with  dry  fiffures  and 
knots;  then  follow  ulcers  of  a  virulent  kind, 
afFe&ing  the  hands  and  feet  with  a  fever, 
which  clofes  the  fatal  fcene. 

Perfons  labouring  under  this  terrible  malady 
are  much  difpofed  to  venei  y. 

Moft  of  thefe  fymptoms  are  alfo  obferved  ia 
the  elephantiafis. 

Bleeding  and  antimonial  vomits  feem  to  be 
proper  here,  efpecially  in  the  beginning,

This  fhould  be  continued  for  two  or  three 
months  at  leaft,  with  a  due  regard  at  the 
fame  time  to  a  proper  regimen.  All  fat  or 
pickled  and  dried  meats  fhould  be  avoided,  as 
well  as  pork,  high  fauces,  butter,  cheefe,  beer, 
fpirits,  and  wine  of  all  forts.  Ufe  fub-acid 
diluents,  aperient  infufions,  and  gentle  cathar- 
tics. 

This  difeafe  fometimes  terminates  in  the 
arthritic,  or  joint  evil,  depriving  the  patient 
of  all  fenfation  ;  and  by  degrees  corrodes  the 
tendons  and  vefiels,  fo  as  to  occafion  the  drop- 
ping off  of  the  joints ;  and  at  laft  ulcerating 
the  whole  body,  becomes  highly  infectious 
and  fatal. 

The  kermes  mineral,  with  camphor,  may 
probably  be  of  ufe  in  thefe  cafes,  with  a  de- 
co£t.  farfaparil.  At  Madeira  the  following 
applications  proved  curative :

CHAP.    VIL 

Of  the  Lepra  Grcecorutn. 

THE    leprojy  of  the   Greeks   is    a  difeafe 
much    more   known  in    hot    countries 
than  in  our  parts  $  and  is  very  defperate  and 
deplorable  in  its  effeds,  and  not  eafily  to  be 
thoroughly  eradicated.     It  appears  in  white, 
dry,  fiffured,  fcurfy  fcabs  and  efchars,  and  is 
deeper  rooted  in   the  fkin  than  that  of  the 
Arabians.     It.  is  attended  with  great  itching, 
and'  often  deftroys  not  only  the  cuticle,  but 
even  the  excretory  veffels  and  furface  of  the 
fkin  itfelf,  and  difcharges  a  thiekiih  fort  of 
liquor,  which    forms    itfelf  into   crufis    and 
fcales,  which  is  the  pathognomonic  fymptorn 
of  this  moil  hideous  difeafe.

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The  diet  Ihould  be  very  fparing,  light,  and 
eafy  of  digeftion  -,  the  body  kept  lax,  and  fre- 
quent ufe  made  of  warm  baths,  in  which 
emollient  herbs  may  be  boiled.

The  leprofy,  commonly  met  with  in  Eng-r 
land,  feems  to  be  a  local  difeafe  of  the  cutis* 
and  its  veiTels  and  glands ;  and  may  fometimes 
be  owing  to  what  the  common  people  call  a 
furfeit,  or  cold.  Of  nine  cafes  in  t§n  of  the- 
leprous  patients  who  frequent  the  waters  of 
Bath  as  is  found  by  long  experience,  the  ftag-^ 
nating  humours  feem  to  have  acquired  vari- 
rious  degrees  of  acrimony,  and  to  give  a  pre- 
ternatural hardnefs  and  thicknefs  to  the  cutis. 
■ — Mercurials,  and  the  remedies  recommend- 
ed above,  with  warm  bathing,  will  contribute 
greatly  to  cleanfe  and  foften  the  cutis ;  and 
afterwards  the  cortex,  fea-bathing,  exercife* 
and  a  milk  diet,  will  be  proper  to  ftrengthen 
the  whole  body,  -'and  reftore  a  natural  and 
plentiful  perfpiration. 

Scabby  eruptions  on  the  fk'm,  which  are  fo 
frequently  met  with  in  common  practice,  re- 
quire the  fame  kind  of  treatment  which  hath 
juft  now  been  prefcribed  for  the  lepra.  Thefe 
forts  of  cutaneous  difeafes  are  commonly  call- 
ed  fcorbutic  eruptions;  but  are  carefully  to  be 
riiftinguiihed  from  the  real  fcorbutic  fpots% 
which  are  not  ^f  a  fcabby  or  fcurfy  nature, 
gs  in  thefe  cafes,  but  are  purple,  yellow,  or 

livicj 
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livid  fpots,  not  raifed  above  the  furface  of  the 
fkin,  but  greatly  referable  bruife-marks,  and 
flea-bites.  A  miftake  here  might  be  of  very- 
dangerous  confequence  ;  for  the  true  fcurvy  is 
a  putrid  difeafe,  which  requires  lenient  and 
antifeptic  remedies,  and  where  mercurials 
and  rough  medicines  might  prove  fatal  ; 
whereas  in  the  cutaneous  foulnefles,  we  are 
now  fpeaking  of,  they  are  frequently  of  the 
greateft  fervice. 

In  fome  obftinate  cutaneous  eruptions,  the 
following  medicated  drinks  have  been  found 
very  ufeful :

In  very  vifcid  habits  gum  gaiac.  millepedes  ; 
hydrargyr.  cum  fulphure,  and  fteel  will  be 
advifable. 

In  a  variety  of  cafes,  where  the  fkin  has 
been  over-run  with  a  watery,  itchy,  fpreading 
eruption,  more  particularly  incident  to  old 
people,  nothing  has  been  more  effectual  than 
a  ftrong  deco&ion  of  the  juniper  tops  and  ber- 
ries long  perfifted  in,  and  drank  to  the  quan- 
tity of  a  quart  a  day.  Should  this  fail,  the 
pil  iEthiopic.  will  be  worth  trying. 

A  decoftion  of  the  inner-bark  of  the  com- 
mon elm,  gathered  frefh  from  the  tree,  has 
iikewife  been  found  of  fervice  in  cutaneous 
foulnefles  j

It  fhould  be  continued  for  a  length  of  time 
to  anfwer  any  good  purpofe -,  and  if  the  efflo- 
refcence  of  the  fkin  fhould  be  increafed  after 
its  firft  taking,  it  is  rather  a  circumftance  in 
its  favour. 

CHAP.    VIII. 

Of  the  Scurvy. 

THE  fcurvy  is  a  putrid  difeafe  common  in 
cold  countries  after  living  on  putrid 
falted  animal  food,  where  there  is  a  want  at 
the  fame  time  of  frefh  vegetables.  It  is  very 
fatal  to  feamen,  and  to  people  fhut  up  in  gar- 
rifons  and  befieged  places,  who  experience  the 
fame  deficiency,  and  alfo  of  fermented  liquors, 
and  a  found  nourifhing  diet.  It  commonly 
begins  with  heavinefs,  wearinefs,  and  a  dis- 
inclination to  move  or  ftir  about ;  thefe  are 
fucceeded  by  fpongy  putrid  gums  which  bleed, 
or  oufe  out  blood  on  flight  preflure,  an  offen- 
five  breath,  a  fallow  and  bloated  countenance ; 
haemorrhages  from  the  nofe ;  difficulty  of 
breathing,  efpecially  on  motion  ;  deje&ion  of 
fpirits  -,  fwelling  of  the  legs ;  purple,  yellow, 

or 
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or  livid  fpots  on  the  fkin,  particularly  at  the 
roots  of  the  hair,  not  rifing  above  the  fur- 
face,  greatly  refembling  bruife-marks,  and 
flea-bites ;  tumors  in  various  part  of  the  arms 
and  legs ;  and  a  contraction  in  the  flexor  ten- 
dons of  the  ham  ;  the  catching  of  the  breath 
on  motion,  with  the  lofs  of  ftrength,  dejec- 
tion of  fpirits,  and  rotten  gums,  are  held  as 
the  effential,  or  diftinguifhing  fymptoms  of 
this  difeafe. 

The   cure  of  this  difeafe  depends  entirely 
on   the   ufe  of   frefh  vegetables,  particularly 
lemons,     oranges,     limes,     apples,    citrons, 
fcurvy-grafs,  creffes,  endive,  lettuce,  purflain, 
dandelion,  fumitory,  &c.     Thefe   are   to  be 
taken  in  fuch  forms  as  will  allow  the  patients 
to  confume  the  greateft  quantities.     If  cof- 
tivenefs  is  not  prevented,  nor  the  fkin  becomes 
foft  and   moid  by   the  ufe  of    thefe,  ftewed 
prunes  muft  be  given,  or  a  deception  of  ta- 
marinds  with  cream  of   tartar  to   keep  the 
open  :  a  light  decodtion  of  the  woods, 
a  bathing  prefcribed,  in  order  to  fof- 
le   fkin,    and    relax   the  pores,    which 
j  contribute  towards  the  recovery  of  peo- 
urs  uitiiiled.     With  regard  to  particular 

fjrmp. 
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jfymptoms,  mouth-waters  of  deception  of 
bark,  and  infufion  of  rofes,  with  tin&ure  of 
myrrh  muft  be  ufed  occafionally ;  fwelled  and 
indurated  limbs  with  ftiffened  joints,  muft  be 
bathed  in  warm  vinegar,  and  relaxed  by  vapor- 
baths,  confining  the  vapor  to  the  parts  by 
means  of  clofe  blankets.  To  ulcers  of  the 
legs,  lint,  impregnated  with  bark  decodtion, 
muft  be  applied  in  preference  to  grealy  or  oily 
applications,  which  are  detrimental. 

The  method  of  cure,  in  other  cafes,  ought 
to  be  adapted  to  the  circumftances  of  thofe 
who  arc  moft  fubjecT:  to  this  difeafe  ;  that  is, 
fea-faring  people,  during  long  cruifes,  and 
tedious  voyages  :  for  it  would  be  ridiculous  to 
prefcribe  plenty  of  vegetables  and  freih  broths 
|br  the  cure  of  fuch  patients  as  thefe,  where 
neither  vegetables,  nor  broths,  are  to  be  had. 

For  the  prevention  of  this  difeafe  at  fea, 
fome  have  advifed  malt  to  be  carried  abroad^ 
and  a  wort  frefh  made  from  this  to  be  ufed 
daily,  which  may  likewife  cure  the  complaint 
after  it  has  appeared,  of  which  there  have 
been  many  fuccefsful  experiments.  Some 
have  recommended  four  crout,  or  four  cabbage. 
Others  advife  an  allowance  of  fugar,  melaftes, 

and 
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and  orange  or  lemon-juice  to  the  men,  and 
others  the  impregnation  of  the  water,  which 
is  drank,  with  fixed  air.  But  this  is  an  im- 
portant fubjedt  not  to  be  fixed  by  mere  fpecu- 
lation,  requiring  more  trials  than  has  yet  been 
made,  before  the  rnoft  beneficial  method  of 

conducting  ourfelves  can  be  abfolutely  deter- 
mined. 

CHAP.    XI. 

Of  the    Scropbida, 

HPHIS  difeafe  is  moftly  hereditary,  though 
it  is  capable  of  being  communicated  by 
the  nurfes ;  it  generally  arifes  before  puberty  > 
nor  is  it  certainly  fettled  among  authors  whe- 
ther or  no  it  may  be  tranfmitted  by  contagion; 
however,  if  it  is  capable  it  is  not  equally  fo 
with  the  itch,  and  lues  venerea.  When  it 
makes  its  appearance,  it  is  attended  with  fcir- 
rhous  unequal  tumors,  which  chiefly  afFedt 
the  conglobate  glands,  efpeciaily  about  the 
neck,  and  under  the  jaws.  In  the  eye  it 
creates  inflammation  ;  in  the  eye-lids,  a  fore- 
nefs  and  fmall  ulcerations  ;  and  in  the  canthi, 
a  fiftula  lachryjialis :  there  is  a  thicknefs  of 

the 
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the  upper  lip ;  and  chaps  in  the  lips ;  the  co- 
lumna  nafi  tumid,  and  fometimes  it  even  ulcer- 
ates the  noftrils ;  the  face  florid,  the  fkia 
fmooth  and  fhining,  and  the  abdomen  fwell- 
ed.  There  are  different  fpecies  of  this  difeafe, 
the  common,  which  is  fimple,  external,  and 
permanent;  the  me/enteric,  a  fimple  internal 
fcrophula,  with  palenefs  of  the  face,  want  of 
appetite,  tumor  of  the  abdomen,  and  unufual 
factor  of  the  feces ;  fugitive,  or  flying,  the 
moft  fimple  of  all,  and  only  arifes  about  the 
neck,  produced,  for  the  moft  part,  from  a  re- 
forption  from  ulcers  of  the  head ;  and  the 
American,  joined  with  the  yaws. 

Thefe  affe&ions  generally  are  not  attended 
with  pain,  neither  do  the  tumors  readily  fup- 
purate ;  but  in  procefs  of  time  their  contents 
acquire  acrimony  fufficient  to  irritate  and  cor- 
rode the  living  folids,  the  parts  affe&ed  grow 
red,  hot  and  painful,  and  end  in  fuppuration. 
The  matter  of  this  abfeefs  is  thin,  and  mixed 
with  a  whitiih,  curdly  fubftance,  and  this 
curdly  matter,  together  with  the  hard  lumpy 
feel,  which  thefe  tumors  have  before  fuppu- 
ration, are  the  diftinguifhing  marks  of  thefe 
from  others.     Sometimes  the  humor  does  not 

fhew 
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Ihew  itfelf  externally,  but  fettles  on  the  in- 
terior parts*  which  the  thicknefs  of  the  up- 
per lip  indicates,  and  in  this  cafe,  wafting* 
hectic  fever,  and  death  enfue.  Sometimes 
the  fame  kind  of  matter  fettles  on  the  lungs* 
producing  cough,  with  phthifis. 

In  children  thefe  turr.ors  may  proceed  from 
bad  diet,  which  time,  exercife,  and  a  proper 
courfe  of  alteratives,  may  polTibly  relieve  5 
without  which  care  and  circumfpedion  the 
malady  increafes,  and  they  become  truly  fcro- 
phulous. 

The  diet  fhould  be  light  and  of  eafy  digef- 
tion,  with  a  due  attention  to  the  non-naturals. 
Exercife  in  moderation  will  be  very  conducive 
towards  the  re-eftabli (lm:cn t  of  health.-—1 
Pork,  cheefe,  butter ;  ail  fmoked  and  dried 
meats ;  fi(h,  pickles,  and  high  aromatic  fauces* 
are  by  no  means  to  be  allowed. 

Bleeding  in  the  beginning,  under  proper 
reftri&ions,  may  be  neceffary ;  then,

The  cort.  Peruv.  and  millepedes  have  been 
found  very  ferviceable  in  fcrophulous  cafes. 
Sea-water  drinking,  and  immerfions  in  the 
fame  element,  have  of  late  years  much  pre- 
vailed, and  with  fome  fuccefs,  adhering  to  a 
courfe  of  alteratives  at  the  fame  time.  The 
ufe  of  fea- water  will  anfwer  beft  before  there 
are  any  fuppuration,  or  fymptoms  of  tabes ; 
the  cortex  when  there  are  running  fores,  and 
a  degree  of  heftic  fever.  The  fea-water 
fhould  only  be  taken  in  fuch  quantities  as  to 
render  it  aperient,  and  when  it  creates  great 
thirft  it  may  be  mixed  with  common  water* 
When  fcrophulous  tumors,  it  muft  be  obferv- 
ed  do  fuppurate,  they  ought  never  to  be  open- 
ed, till  all  the  lumpy  hardnefs  is  melted  down  ; 
but  thefe  abfceffes  generally  do  better  when  left 

to 
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to  themfelves,  than  when  opened  by  art.-— 
Alga  marina,  or  common  fca-wrack,  and  ap- 
plying the  fame  by  way  of  cataplafm  ;  alfo 
liniment  of  fre(h  gall  with  foap  liniment,  are 
recommended  as  refol vents.

Madder-root  has  been  advantageous  in  fome 
cafes ;  as  has  even  mercurials,  though  repro- 
bated by  many.  But  it  muft  be  obferved, 
that  hitherto  we  know  no  certain  remedy  for 
the  difeafe,  and  that  it  often  baffles  the  mofl 
fkilful  treatment.  The  following  wafties 
have  fometimes  refol ved  fcropulous  tumors.

Sea-water  is  chiefly  ferviceable  where  the 
obftrudtions  of  the  glands  of  the  neck  and 
vifcera  are  recent ;  alfo  in  obftrudtions  of  the 
liver,  and  in  tumors  of  the  joints  in  general, 
not  fuppurated.  When  the  glands  become 
foftened  by  the  internal  ufe  of  the  water, 
then  bathing,  with  a  courfe  of  the  cortex, 
will  prove  efficacious. 

The  Sydenham -waters  drank  on  the  fpot, 
where  the  glands  were  ulcerated  and  the 
habit  highly  difeafed,  have  been  much  ex- 
tolled.

Sir  Hans  Sloan  e's  liniment,  opthalmic. 
has'  been  known  to  do  fervrce  in  a  fcrophu- 
lous  ophthalmia. 

I  knew  one  inftance  where  a  quarter  of  a 
pint  of  Seville  orange-juice,  drank  at  noon, 
refolved  glandular  obftru&ions  under  the  max- 
illa?, in  one  week's  time,  and  improved  the 
conftitution  in  every  other  refpect. 

Extracl.  cicutas  feems  worthy  of  trial  in 
this  difeafe,  and  is  beft  given  in  old  inveterate 
cafes,  approaching  to  the  fchirrous,  or  can- 
cerous ftate.  Begin  with  fmall  dofes,  and 
increafe  them  with  caution.  It  may  be  given 
as  follows  :

6  CHAP. 
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CHAP.      XII. 

Of  the  Rickets. 

npHIS  diforder  affedts  the  bones  of  chit- 
dren,    and  caufes  a  confiderable  protu- 
berance, incurvation,  or  diftortion  of  them. 

It  may  arife  from  various  caufes,  but  more 
particularly,  when  proper  care  has  not  been 
taken  with  children  ;  when  they  have  been 
too  tightly  lwathed  in  fome  parts,  and  too 
loofe  in  others ;  keeping  them  too  long  in 
one  and  the  fame  pofition  ;  not  keeping  them 
clean  and  dry.  Sometimes  it  may  proceed 
from  a  lax  habit ;  at  others,  from  want  of 
proper  motion. 

It  ufually  appears  about  the  eighth  or  ninth 
month,  and  continues  to  the  fixth  or  feventh 
year  of  the  child's  age.  The  head  becomes 
large,  fwelling  much  anteriorly,  and  the  fon- 
tanella  keeps  long  open ;  the  countenance  is 
full  and  florid;  the  joints  knotty  and  diftort- 
ed,  efpecially  about  the  wrifts  :  lefs  near  the 
ancles.— The  ribs  are  deprefled,    and  grow 

E  e  2  crooked ; 
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crooked ;  the  abdomen  and  hypochondria 
fwell ;  the  reft  of  the  body  grows  thin ;  a 
cough  and  diforders  of  the  lungs  fucceed  ; 
and  there  is,  withal,  a  very  early  undemand- 
ing, and  the  child  moves  but  weakly,  and 
waddles.  It  may  be  fimple,  unconne&ed 
with  any  other  difeafe ;  or  it  has  fometimes 
other  difeafes  for  its  aflbciate. 

This  requires  nearly  the  fame  treatment  as 
the  former ;  its  cure  depending  upon  diflblv- 
ing  the  vifcidity  of  the  juices,  opening  the 
obflrudtions,  promoting  a  free  circulation, 
and  then  ftrengthening  the  folids.  Lying  on 
a  hard  bed  or  matrafs  is  proper. 

The  regimen  fhould  be  light,  and  properly 
feafoned  -y  broth  in  which  craw-fifh  are  boil- 
ed is  excellent,  or  beef  tea  ;  fpiced  meats  are 
ufeful ;  rice  alfo  with  wine,  and  a  little  cin- 
namon ;  the  air  dry  and  clear.  Exercife  and 
motion  fhould  be  encouraged,  and  bandage, 
as  well  as  inftruments,  contrived  to  keep  the 
limbs  in  a  proper  fituation  ;  but  we  fhould 
take  care  that  they  be  fo  formed  as  not  to  put 
the  child  in  pain,  cr  reftrain  it  too  much.  It 
alfo  ihould  be  kept  dry  and  clean. 

n  Cold 
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Cold  bathing  is  of  infinite  ufe  if  it  is  found 
to  excite  a  glowing  warmth  ;  it  may  be  con- 
tinued with  advantage  ;  if  the  child  fhivers  in 
its  ufe,  it  fhould  be  put  between  blankets  till 
it  grows  warm  and  fweats  a  little;  after  this 
trial  ufe  warm  water,  and  gradually  proceed  to 
the  colder;  after  which  we  fhould  not  omit 
fri&ion,  and  placing  the  child  between  two 
blankets,  fo  as  to  encourage  a  free  diaphorefis. 
The  back  fhould  be  well  rubbed  with  fpir. 
rorifmar.  fpir.  vin.  camphor,  or  good  old  rum 
every  night.

If  this  infufion  make  the  patient  coftive 
add  to  it  a  proper  quantity  of  rhubarb,  folu- 
ble  tartar,  or  fblutive  fyrup  of  rofes. 

Bark  and  fteel  are  excellent  tonics,  and 
invigorators  of  the  fyftem ;  but  if  there  is  any 
feverifh  difpofition,  the  acidum  vitriolicum 
may  be  ufed  inftead  of  fteel.  Kali  has  been 
ftrongly  recommended  in  this  complaint,  with 
cort.  Peruvianus  or  madder  in  deco&ion ;  as 
has  alfo  the  ofmund  royal,  or  flowering  fern, 
given  either  in  deco&ion,  powder,  or  extract. 


CHAR 
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CHAP.    XIII. 

Of  the  Lues  Venerea* 

*TPHE  lues  venerea  is  a  contagious  difeafe 
coming  on  after  impure  coition,  and  af- 
fections of  the  genitals,  as  chancres  and  bu- 
boes, and  ulcers  of  the  tonfils,  and  commonly 
makes  its  appearance  with  fcabby  eruptions. 
Thefe  kinds  of  eruptions  are  generally  of  a 
tawny  yellow  hue,  and  not  attended  with 
much  itching,  and  the  fkin  underneath  is  of 
a  reddifh  brown,  or  copper  colour.  They 
chiefly  occupy  the  roots  of  the  hair  about  the 
forehead  and  temples,  they  are  at  firft  fmall 
in  clufters,  running  into  fcabs  and  fcabby 
ulcers.  Nodturnal  pains  affedl  the  fhins, 
bones  of  the  arms  and  head ;  then  nodes  ap- 
pear on  the  fkull  and  tibiae,  which  are  very 
painful,  and  the  bones  at  length  become  rot- 
ten and  carious ;  if  the  throat  continues  ul- 
cerous, the  difeafe  creeps  towards  the  nofe, 
which  thefe  ulcers  fometimes  deftroy.  It 
will  be  neceffary  to  diftinguifti  thefe  venereal 
ylcers  from  fcorbutic  ones,   which  may  be 

E  e  4  done 
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done,  for  the  moft  part,  by  obferving  that  ve- 
nereal ulcers  frequently  fpread  to  the  nofe— 
fcorbutic  ones  never ;  venereal  ulcers  are  cal- 
lous in  their  edges,  fcorbutic  ones  not  fo  ;— « 
venereal  ulcers  are  circumfcribed  and  com* 
monly  circular  j  at  leaft  they  are  confined  to 
certain  places  ;  fcorbutic  ones  are  of  a  more 
irregular  figure,  fpread  wider,  and  frequently 
affedl  thq  whole  mouth  ;  venereal  ulcers  are 
in  general  hollow,  and  commonly  covered  at 
the  bottom  with  a  yellowifh  or  white  flough ; 
but  fcorbutic  ones  are  apt  to  grow  up  in  loofe 
fungi ;  venereal  ulcers  are  red  in  their  circum- 
ference, but  fcorbutic  ones  are  always  livid  $ 
venereal  ulcers  frequently  rot  the  fubjacent 
bones,  fcorbutic  ones  feldom  or  ever ;  vene- 
real ulcers  are  generally  combined  with  other 
fymptcms  which  are  known  to  be  venereal, 
fcorbutic  ones  with  the  diftinguifhing  figns  of 
the  fcurvy, 

Sometimes  the  lues  is  attended  with  chops 
in  the  infide  of  the  lips,  palms  of  the  hands, 
and  behind  the  ears  3  and  deafnefs ;  at  other 
times  the  eyes  are  painful,  red,  and  itch.—* 
Various,  in  fhort,  are  the  fymptoms  under 
\vhich  thefe  miserable  parents  languish, 

Sain 
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Salivation  is  the  radical  cure  of  this  con- 
firmed ftate,  bleeding  being  firft  premifed, 
especially  in  plethoric  perfons,  and  the  moft 
effectual  way  of  raifing  it  feems  to  be  by  unc- 
tion.

Of  this  let  the  patient  rub  in  3^  every  night 
with  his  own  hands,  from  the  ancles  upwards 
to  the  knee,  then  all  round  the  joints,  and  fo 
on  fucceffively  to  the  thighs,  all  which  parts 
are  to  be  covered  with  flannel  drawers  and 
worfted  blockings.  But  there  is  no  neceflity 
for  this  progrefs  if  a  falivation  is  to  be  raifed, 
it  is  done  by  rubbing  from  half  a  dram  to  two 
drams  on  the  iniide  of  the  thighs,  above  the 
knee,  every  night,  or  every  other  night,  till  a 
fpitting  comes  on,  which,  fhould  it  be  tardy 
in  doing,  the  quantity  of  the  ointment  may 
be  increafed,  or  mercurials  given  at  the  fame 
time  internally  in  moderate  dofes,  fo  that  the 
falivation  may  be  raifed  (lowly  and  gradually  $ 
for  this  is  much  moreefficacious  than  producing 
the  effect  too  rapidly.  And  when  the  mouth 
begins  to  be  fore  and  fwell,  leffen  the  quantity 

of 
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of  the  ointment  ufed,  and  apply  it  once  in 
twenty-four  hours. 

It  happens  fometimes  that,  to  raife  the  fpit^ 
ting,  it  will  require  more  than  one  ounce  of 
the  hydrargyrum  purificatum.  Examine  the 
mouth  carefully,  by  which  means  you  will  be 
better  enabled  to  determine  concerning  the 
force  of  the  mercury  already  ufed ;  and  it  is 
certainly  more  eligible  to  effedt  a  fpitting  with- 
out occafioning  the  head  to  fwell,  if  it  can 
poffibly  be  done.  If  no  fymptoms  of  a  fali- 
vation  appear  after  fome  few  days,  vomit  with 
hydrargyrum  vitnolatum  gr.  v.  and  give  very 
plentifully  of  warm  gruels,  whey,  or  chicken- 
broth.

Order  at  the  fame  time  fome  red  wine  with 
fpices. 

Should  the  falivation  be  too  fuddenly  raifed, 
and  endanger  the  patient,  bleed  largely,  and 
throw  up  brifk  cathartic  clyfters  repeatedly. 

If  the  falivation  is  too  violent,  or  continues 
too  long,  it  is  often  found  difficult  to  abate  or 
remove :  however,  the  belt  mode  is,  if  the 
feafon  be  cold,  to  keep  the  patient  in  a  room 
poderately  warm,  and  exhibit  a  gentle  purge, 
if  the  ftrength  of  the  patient's  conftitution 
will  permit.

Then  for  four  or  live  days  every  evening 
he  Ihould  be  put  into  a  warm  bath,  rubbing 
his  body  at  the  fame  time  with  a  flelh-brufb, 

or 
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or  flannel  gloves,  and  when  he  comes  out  be 
dreffed  in  flannel  cloaths :  if  inflammatory 
fymptoms  occur,  bleeding  will  be  neccflary: 
he  fhould  be  confined  to  a  low  diet,  to  drink 
barley-water,  or  fome  other  mucilaginous  li- 
quid; but  fhould  his  ftrength  be  much  re- 
duced, a  nourifhing  diet,  with  the  ule  of  wine, 
in  infufion  of  bark,  or  quaffia  wood  in  wine 
or  cinnamon-water,  with  fome  preparation  of 
iron,  and  a  free  country  air,  are  certainly  pro- 
per; and  lhould  the  air  be  dry,  he  fhould  go 
a  little  abroad,  unlefs  at  the  fame  time  it  be 
very  cold. 

When  the  falivatory  dudts  are  very  relaxed, 
the  mouth  not  very  painful,  and  the  fpitting 
continues  undiminifhed,  an  aftringent  gargle 
may  be  proper,  ufed  with  caution ;  common 
fulphur  has  now  and  then  a  good  effeft,  and 
fulphur  of  antimony.  In  obftinate  ptyalifm, 
a  blifter,  feton,  or  iflfue  in  the  neck,  together 
with  the  ufe  of  purified  fulphur  and  camphor, 
arid  the  volatile  liniment  applied  to  the  throat, 
fometimes  prove  ferviceable ;  and  in  defperate 
cafes  we  might  try  the  eflfedt  of  pouring  cold 
water  over  the  head  and  face,  letting  the  pa- 
tient 
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tient  in  the  mean  time  fit  with  the  reft  of  the 
body  immerfed  in  a  warm  bath. 

To  raife  a  Salivation  by  calomel,  give  five 
grains  in  a  bolus  at  night,  and  repeat  it  every 
other  night  till  the  patient  has  taken  about 
one  drachm;  then  flop,  and  proceed  with 
caution.  Nothing  requires  more  attention 
than  the  exhibition  of  mercury;  fince  men, 
differing  greatly  in  their  conftitutions,  will 
be  varioufly  affcdted  by  its  ufe.  The  difcharge 
of  about  two  or  three  pints  of  faliva  a  day  is 
a  fufficient  quantity;  and  this  fhould  be  con- 
tinued and  kept  up  from  three  to  five  weeks, 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  diftemper  : 
after  which,  gentle  purges,  and  the  decodt. 
farfaparil.  drank  to  the  quantity  of  a  quart  a 
day  for  four  weeks,  will  be  of  great  fervice  :

In  cafe  of  an  ulcerated  fore  throat,  ufe  the 
acidum  muriaticum,  lowered  with  water  3*«  to 
55-  but  a  more  effe&ual  application  is  cinna- 
barine  fumigations,  to  the  quantity  of  Sf-  of 
the  cinnabar  at  a  time. 

When  thofe  particular  tumors  of  the  peri- 
ofteum>  or  bones  called  gummata,  tophi,  nodi, 
or  nodes,  arife,  many  things  have  been  recom- 
mended, though  few  have  proved  fuccefsful, 
,as  mercury,  blifters,  or  incifion,  but  the  faline 
mercurial  preparations,  together  with  a  decoc- 
tion of  the  woods,  are  moft  to  be  depended 
upon,  particularly  that  of  mezereon,  fee  p.  433, 
and  the  gethiops  antimonialis  of  Huxham  : 
and  to  relieve  thofe  excruciating  nodurnal 
pains  which  attend  them,  opium,  according  to 
circumftances,  given  in  large  dofes  in  obfti- 
nate  cafes,  may  be  tried,  till  a  radical  cure  can 
be  eiTedted. 
«.  When  any  complaints  enfue  from  a  faliva- 

tion 
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tion  imprudently  flopped,  or  cold  caught  dur- 
ing the  ufe  of  mercury,  nothing  is  fo  effe&ual 
as  a  frem  courfe  of  mercury  cautioufly  admi- 
niftered. 

Though  I  have  already  faid  fo  much  on 
falivation,  yet  I  muft  obferve  that  few  patients 
in  private  practice  are  now  falivated,  it  being 
much  more  common  to  ufe  mercury  in  fmall 
dofes,  with  purgatives  properly  interpofed,  or 
fuch  medicines  given  with  it  as  may  determine 
the  medicine  to  the  fkin  or  kidneys.

This  method  mould  be  clofely  purfued  till 
there  appear  no  more  fymptoms  of  the  infec- 
tion ;  and  even  for  a  fortnight  at  leaft  aftej: 
they  have  difappeared.  Warm  bathing  would 
certainly  affift  this  method  greatly. 

Some  give  the  hydrargyrum  muriatum  in 
folution,  from  half  a  grain  to  one  grain  twice 

a  day, 
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a  day,  joined  to  a  decoction  of  farfaparilla. 
The  way  to  paepare  the  folution  is,  to  diffolve 
as  much  muriated  quickfilver  in  brandy,  or 
fpir.  vin.  ten.  as  will  give  half  a  grain  to  an 
ounce  of  foiution.  Some  mix  the  folution 
with  the  decoct,  farfaparil.— -We  are  told  of 
much  fuccefs  attending  this  method  of  curing 
the  lues.  How  far  the  conftitution  may  or 
may  not  fuffer  from  it,  mufl:  be  determined 
by  time  and  experience. 

Small  dofes  of  calomel  joined  with  rhu- 
barb, or  fomeof  the  powerful  alteratives  judi- 
cioufly  given,  may  be  very  efficacious  in  the 
lues  of  children. 

Ulcers  in  the  throat  are  cured  better  by 
equal  parts  of  calomel  and  myrrh,  by  way  of 
fumigation,  than  by  cinnabar.  Hydrargyrum 
muriatum  given  to  gr.  G-  every  day,  alfo,  tends 
much  towards  a  radical  extirpation  of  thefe 
kinds  of  ulcers. 

Sometimes  indeed  venereal  nodes  and  noc- 
turnal pains,  depending  on  a  venereal  caufe, 
may  be  happily  relieved  by  the  decoct,  mezer. 
alone.

It  muft  be  perfifted  in  for  two  or  three 
months ;  if  other  venereal  fymptoms  attend, 
mercurials  mull:  be  joined  with  the  decoction. 

In  order  to  prevent  a  return  of  the  difeafe, 
the  whole  of  the  venereal  virus  muft  be  era- 
dicated ;  but  unfortunately  we  have  no  crite- 
rion on  which  we  can  found  this  knowledge 
with  certainty. — It  has  been  therefore  wifely 
recommended  to  continue  the  exhibition  of 
mercurials  for  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  after 
the  fymptoms  have  ceafed  to  appear;  and 
then  we  may  be  pretty  confident  the  cure  is 
completed.  It  has  been,  though,  obferved  in 
feveral  patients  who  bore  the  internal  ufe  of 
mercury  very,  well,  as  long  as  the  difeafe  took 
place,  that  on  the  moment  the  poifon  was 
eradicated,  they  began  to  naufeate  it,  which 
proved  the  ftandard  of  their  being  radically 
cured.

CHAP.        L 

Of  a  Diarrhoea. 

A  Diarrhoea  is  too  frequent  a  difcharge  of 
the  contents  of  the  inteftines,  without 
violent  degrees  of  pain  or  ficknefs.  It  is  not  a. 
Contagious  difeafe,  nor  has  any  primary  febrile 
affe&ions ;  though  by  its  continuance  are 
brought  on  fever,  lofs  of  appetite ;  fometimes 
a  naufea,  weak  pulfe,  dry  ikin,  and  a  conti- 
nual thirft. 

It  is  divided  into  different  fpecies :  the  cra- 
pulous, in  which  the  faeces  are  more  liquid 
than  natural,  and  voided  in  greater  quantity : 
bilious,  wherein  the  faeces  are  yellow,  and 
voided  too  copioufly :  mucous,  in  which  either 
from  things  too  acrid  taken  into  the  ftomach,

Or  from  cold,  particularly  applied  to  the  feet, 
a  copious  evacuation  of  mucus  is  occafioned  : 
cceliac,  wherein  a  milky  humour  like  chyle  is 
voided  :  lienteric>  when  our  food  quickly  paf- 
fes,  without  being  much  altered  :  hepatir- 
rhcealy  when  a  fero-cruentous  fluid  is  eje&ed 
per  anum,  without  pain. 

In  the  common  diarrhoea,  which  arifes  from 
a  furfeit,  or  eating  fomething  indigeftible,  or 
irritating  the  inteflinal  canal*  if  it  proves  vio- 
lent, the  patients  fhould  drink  plentifully  of 
weak  veal,  or  mutton-broth :  and  fhould  this 
not  be  effectual  j  if  the  patient  is  plethoric, 
and  in  the  prime  of  life,  bleed ;  then  give  an 
emetic  of  vin.  ipecacoan.  which  fhould  be  oc- 
cafionally  repeated  :  and,

Thefe  will  be  extremely  proper,  if  acid 
faburra  appear  to  fubfift  in  the  prims  via?,  or 
any  fharp  acrid  humor  of  a  different  nature. 
If  the  relaxed  ftate  of  the  veffels  mould  require 
more  powerful  aftringents,  we  may  have  re- 
courfe  to  decoctions  of  logwood,  alum,  &c. 

The  diet  mould  be,  through  the  courfe  of 
the  difeafe,  rice-gruel,  fea-bifcuit,  panada, 
gum  Arabic  diffolved  in  common  drink,  de- 
coctum  cornu  cervi,  &c. 

In  cafe  bad  digeftion  has  occafioned  this 
diforder,  the  Peruvian  bark  may  be  prefcribed 
to  advantage,  the  primae  vix  having  been  pre- 
yioufly  cleared.  Riding  on  horfeback,  when 
the  feafon  and  ftrength  of  the  patient  will 
admit  of  it,  is  an  exercife  by  no  means  to  be 
neglected  :  and  here,  again,  I  muft  repeat  the 
ufefulnefs  of  the  Tilbury-water,  given  as  fol<- 

F  f  3  lows : 
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lows  :  Take  two  or  three  lumps  of  triple  re- 
fined fugar,  and  the  white  of  a  new  laid  egg; 
beat  them  well  up  together  into  a  fine  froth ; 
then  mix  it  with  a  gill-glafs  full  of  the  Til- 
bury-water, and  half  a  gill  of  frefh  cows-milk 
made  warm.  Drink  this  twice  or  thrice  a  day. 
Great  caution  (hould  be  ufed  in  Hopping 
diarrhoeas,  efpecially  in  full  habits,  as  they  are 
moflly  falutary  efforts  of  nature  to  throw  off 
an  offending  caufe,  and  the  obftru&ing  this 
courfe  moftly  brings  on  a  fever. 

In  thofe  difeafes  called  lientery,  and  cceliac 
paffion,  the  treatment  moft  effectual  coniifts 
of  vomits,  with  ftomachics,  and  warm  corro- 
borants, a  due  regulation  of  diet,  and  riding. 
Indeed,  in  thefe  cafes,  the  mode  of  cure  is  fi- 
milar  to  that  employed  for  thofe  ferous  fluxes, 
which  continue  very  obftinate  after  dyfentery, 
Befides  what  has  been  above  advifed,  to  di- 
vert the  humours  from  the  inieftmes,  increafe 
the  cutaneous  difcharges,  and  ftrengthen  the 
veffels  of  the  inteftinal  tube,  ftronger  aftrin^ 
gents  will  fometimes  be  neceflary.

Log- 
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Logwood  and  cinnamon  macerated  in  lime- 
water  form  a  powerful  and  grateful  aftrin- 
gent ;  fimple  lime-water,  mixed  with  milk, 
makes  a  proper  drink,  and  fometimes  moft  ef- 
ficacious :  exercife  on  horfeback,  failing,  or 
fwinging,  are  all  of  them  ufeful.  The  bilious 
diarrhoea  often  comes  on  and  carries  off  the 
fomes  of  a  remittent  and  intermittent  fever  $ 
and  fometimes  happens  in  a  continued  one, 
when  the  ftomach  and  bowels  have  not,  at  the 
commencement,  been  cleared  by  an  emetic* 
In  this,  as  in  all  inteftinal  fluxes,  which  are 
confidered  fecondary,  they  muft  be  regulated 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  primary  difeafe. 
In  hepatirrhcea,  fucceeding  putrid  dyfentery, 
we  muft  give  lime-water  with  aftringents  ; 
when  it  attends  the  paroxyfm  of  a  malignant 
intermittent,  bark  is  our  remedy  :  if  it  pro^ 
ceeds  from  the  liver,  the  milder  balfams,  with 
other  remedies,  as  advifed  in  a  tabes  from  an 
affedlion  of  the  liver,  are  what  we  muft  ce* 
pend  upon.

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CHAP.        IL 

Of  the  Dyfentery. 

A  Dyfentery  is  attended  with  violent  grip- 
ings  in  the  bowels ;  bloody,  mucous,  or 
purulent  difcharges  ;  excefiive  pain  in  the  anus? 
with  frequent  inclination  to  go  to  ftool,  and 
different  degrees  of  fever.  If  the  fmall  intef- 
tines  are  the  feat  of  the  diforder,  it  is  known 
by  the  pain  being  a  little  above  the  navel,  and 
the  blood  being  more  perfectly  intermixed 
with  the  fa3ces.  It  differs  in  its  appellations, 
according  to  the  appearances  it  affords,  or 
with  what  it  is  accompanied  ;  as,  verminous, 
when  it  is  attended  with  worms ;  carnousy 
when  fmall  flefhy  febaceous  fubftances  are 
evacuated ;  white,  when  without  blood ;  in- 
termittent, when  accompanied  with  an  inter- 
mittent fever  >  and  miliary ,  when  with  milia- 
ry eruptions.  However,  the  two  which  we 
arc  here  to  take  notice  of  are,  the  inflamma- 
tory and  putrid ;  the  former  of  which  is  al- 
lied to  the  inflammatory  fever,  attended  with 

great  heat  and  thirft,  violent  pain  in  the  head 

an4 
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and  loins,  as  well  as  abdomen,  with  a  quick, 
hard,  and  full  pulfe. 

Bleeding  will  be  very  necefiary  in  this  cafe  $ 
then  a  vomit,  allowing  the  patient  to  drink 
freely  of  weak  beef,  or  chicken  broth,  tcf  en- 
courage the  operation  ;  after  which  a  parego- 
ric will  be  neceffary  :  this  may  be  repeated 
occafionally,  as  the  fymptoms  require.

An  epidemic  dyfentery,  attended  with  great 
pain  in  the  bowels,  and  large  difcharges  of 
blood,  has  been  happily  treated  by  free  an4 
repeated  venaefe&ion,  vomits,  and  pil.  ftyrac. 
from  gr.  vi.  ad  gr.  viii.  omni  node, 

Nitre  and  antiphlogiftics  are  highly  com- 
mended for  the  dyfentery,  in  the  Weft  Indies, 
where  the  fever  runs  high.  The  moft  judi- 
cious manner  of  exhibiting  the  nitre  for  the 
dyfentery,  is  with  fmall  dofes  of  the  balfam. 
Locatelli,  or  eledl.  e  fcordio.  Two  grains  of 
the  ipecacoanha  root  frefh  powdered,  with  gi, 

theriaq* 
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theriac.  Andromach.   has  alfo  been  found  a 
ufeful  medicine. 

When  the  pain  and  fever  is  removed,  or 
greatly  abated  by  bleeding,  &c.  a  few  dofes 
of  the  vitrum  antimonii  ceratum,  from  five 
grains  to  half  a  fcruple,  given  at  proper  dis- 
tances, and  with  an  opiate  after  each,  have 
been  very  fuccefsfully  tried. 

But,  perhaps,  fmall  dofes  of  the  pulv. 
ipecacuanh.  from  gr.  i.  ad  gr.  ij.  would  be  as 
effectual ;  and  the  more  fo,  as  it  generally 
tends  to  promote  a  diaphorefis,  a  moil  defir- 
able  circumftance  in  this  difeafej  efpecially  if 
it  happens  in  confequence  of  an  obftru&ed 
perfpiration .

Though  we  have  faid  bleeding  ought  to  be 
prefcribed  at  the  commencement  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  it  is  only  in  the  inflammatory  fpecies, 
and  in  flrong  plethoric  habits  :  in  thole  who 
are  weakly,  or  where  the  conftitution  of  the 
difeafe  is  truly  putrefactive,  it  ought  wholly 
to  be  omitted  •  and  in  this  laft  fpecies  we 
fhall  find  appearances  differ  from  the  former 
fpecies  :  for  in  this,  the  attack  begins  with  a 
continued  chillnefs  for  fome  hours,  attended 
with  ficknefs,  vertigo,  and  general  debility  y 
the  countenance  becomes  pallid,  and  is  afflict- 
ed 
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cd  with  fharp  pains  in  the  abdomen  before 
the  flux  comes  on  ;  the  pulfe  is  fmall,  little 
if  at  all  feverim  :  the  ftools,  from  being  thin 
and  yellowiih,  become  vifcid,  flimy,  and  com- 
monly tinged  with  blood.  If  it  comes  in 
ftreaks,  we  conclude  the  veffels  of  the  reclum 
are  affected  ;  if  more  intimately  mixed,  thofe 
fituated  higher  up.  The  ftools  have  always 
a  peculiar  preternatural  fmell,  more  ofFenfive 
towards  the  latter  end  than  at  firft;  but  if  the 
difeafe  proves  fatal,  the  fcetor  is  cadaverous 
and  intolerable :  before  every  evacuation  the 
pain  increafes,  the  ftools  grow  frequent,  even 
to  fifteen  in  an  hour,  attended  with  perpetual 
tenefmus,  forcing  down  the  reclum,  which 
oftentimes  mortifies,  and  haftens  the  unhap- 
py cataftrophe,  which  otherwife  might  be  de- 
ferred till  an  inflammation  came  on,  which 
foon  terminates  in  gangrene,  and  death.  This 
is  the  progrefs  of  the  moil  violent  degree  of 
putrefadtive  dyfentery  ;  but  where  the  acri- 
mony of  the  humors  runs  not  to  fo  high  a 
degree,  the  debility,  naufea,  and  dejeffion,  are 
not  fo  great,  the  ftools  not  numerous,  or  at- 
tended with  fuch  kwcvQ  pain.     The  cure  of 

this 
3 
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this  is  fimilar  to  what  we  have  before  recited- 
Clearing  the  bowels  with  dofes  of  rhubarb, 
from  15  to  20  grains,  and  three  grains  of  ca- 
lomel, and  afterwards  perflating  in  fmall  dofes 
of  ipecacuanha,  joined  with  opium,  if  necef- 
fary.  If  thefe  do  not  fucceed,  but  the  dif- 
treffing  fymptoms  continue,  fomentations 
fhould  be  ufed  to  the  abdomen,  and  anodyne 
glyflers  made  of  broth;  decodtion  of  linfeed 
or  milk  with  ftarch,  and  tindture  of  opium 
fhould  be  thrown  up  the  inteftines.  Should 
it  be  accompanied  with  a  putrid  fever,  we 
mult  try,  dubious  as  is  our  fuccefs,  infufions 
of  bark  and  fnake-root  in  claret  or  port,  with 
a  few  drops  of  tindture  of  opium  in  «ach  dofe, 
and  let  the  patients  eat  plentifully  of  ripe 
fruit  which  may  be  in  feafon ;  and  impreg- 
nate the  liquids  which  they  drink  with  their 
juices. 

In  cafes  of  dyfentery,  fome  think  the  cor- 
tex eleutheriae  a  fpecific  -,  and,  befides  what 
has  been  advanced  above,  where  the  pain  con- 
tinues violent,  fome  advife  femicupia,  and 
bliflering  the  abdomen. 

In  old  dyfenteries  I  have  known  the  drink- 
ing plentifully  of  rough  cyder  have  an  excel- 
lent 
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lent  effedt ;  the  fame  has  happened  from  por- 
ter.   All  aftringents  are  here  ufeful.

CHAP.    IV. 

Of  the  Cholera  Morbus. 

HP  HE  cholera  morbus  is  a  voilent  vomiting 
and  loofenefs  ;  from  the  bile  regurgitat- 
ing into  the  ftomach,  and  defcending  liberally 
into  the  bowels ;  attended  with  acute  fharp 
pains,  gripings,  and  inflations  in  the  up- 
per inteftines ;  great  thirft,  heat,  and  anxiety  ; 
a  quick  and  unequal  pulfe ;  cramps  of  the 
thighs  and  legs ;  cold  fweats ;  and  in  the  laft 
ftage,  a  fyncope,  and  coldnefs  in  the  extremi- 
ties. It  is  divided  into  two  fpecies ;  fpontane^ 
cus[;  that  which  arifes  in  a  warm  feafon,  with- 
out any  manifeft  caufe  ;  accidental,  when  the 
caufe  is  acrid  fubftances  taken  internally. 
This  difeafe  is  moil:  frequent  in  fummer,  and 
7  in 
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in  the  autumn  ;  and  more  particularly  at- 
tacks young  perfons  and  children;  old  peo- 
ple feldom ;  but  when  it  does,  is  very  formi- 
dable.    It  is  a   very  bad   fign,  when  what  is 

difcharged  by  a  vomit  has  an  excrementitious 
imelL 

Chicken-broth  fhould  be  freely  drank  to 
the  quantity  of  fix  or  eight  quarts,  and  as  faft 
as  poffible;  milk,  and  warm  water,  new- 
churned  butter-milk,  decodtions  of  rice  or 
barley ;  or,  what  is  preferable,  an  infufion  of 
oat-bread  toafted  brown,  in  water ;  or  of 
oatmeal  made  brown  like  coffee,  which  will 
lay  on  the  ftomach,  and  generally  flops  the 
vomiting;  but  fhould  that  not  be  the  cafe, 
we  muft  try  the  faline  draught ;  or  columbo 
root,  cataplafms  of  mithridate,  or  of  the  leaves 
of  common  mint  boiled  in  port  or  claret 
fhould  be  applied  to  the  wrifts,  or  praxordia ; 
mint  tea  given  to  drink,  or  infufions  of  cloves 
or  cinnamon. 

If  the  patient  be  plethoric,  bleeding  is  ab- 
folutely  neceffary  ;  and  in  cafes  of  fevere  pain, 
a  femicupium,  or  fomentations  of  the  warm 
fpirituous  kind,  are  apt  to  alleviate  the  fymp- 
tom. 

When 
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When  the  purging  begins  to  abate,  and  the 
ftomach  is  fettled,  an  opiate  may  be  given.

Likewife  clyfters  of  broth  fhould  be  in- 
jected as  fail  as  they  are  returned,  till  the  pain 
abates. 

There  is  no  difeafe  in  which  a  perfon  feems 
nearer  death,  and  yet  afterwards  recovers,  than 
this.  When  it  has  continued  for  fome  time, 
large  dofes  of  opium,  in  a  folid  form,  become 
abfolutely  neceffary,  and  the  patient  muft  be  di- 
rected not  to  fwallow  more  than  a  table  fpoon- 
ful  of  any  liquid  at  a  time.  The  drink  mould 
alfo  be  of  a  generous  kind. 

Columbo  root,  from  half  a  drachm  to  two 
drachms,  every  four  hours,  has  been  found  of 
great  fervice  in  this  difeafe,  as  well  as  in  the 
dyfentery  and  bilious  colics. 

Should  the  vomiting  and  purging  not  re- 
turn on  the  ftcond  day,  little  is  neceffary  to 
be  done ;  but  on  the  third  or  fourth  a  rhu- 
barb draught  fhould  be  adminiftered,  and  at

night  an  anodyne  :  after  which,  the  patient, 
returning  to  his  ufual  mode  of  living  gradu- 
ally, and  ufing  riding  exercife,  mould  take 
fome  ftomachic  bitter,  with  ten  or  twelve 
drops  of  the  diluted  vitriolic  a^id,  an  hour  or 
two  before  dinner  every  day.  And  thus  will 
the  cure  be  perfectly  completed. 


SECT.     II. 

H^MORRHAG  ES. 

CHAP    t. 

Of  Bleeding  at  the  Nofe. 

TTiErnorrhages  at  the  nofe  may  arife  from 
a  plethora,  or  be  occafioned  by  a  thin, 
fharp,  acrimonious  humour,  lacerating  the 
tender  fibrillar  of  the  fanguineous  veffels.  In 
young  people  they  are  attended  with  figns  of 
an  arterial ;  in  old,  of  venal  plethora  :  hence 
the  two  varieties.  The  concomitant  fymp- 
toms  are,  a  pain  or  heavinefs  of  the  head, 
flufhing-  of  the  face.  They  happen  fometimes 
as  a  critical  difcharge  in  fevers ;  or  may  be 

peri-

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periodical :  if  violent,  they  bring  on  faintnefs, 
pain,  and  pulfation  in  the  temples* 

Young  people  are  moft  liable  to  haemor- 
rhages, and  they  frequently  end  in  confump- 
tions. 

The  diet  fhould  be  cooling  and  balfamic  j 
for  drink,  milk  and  water,  barley-water,  rice- 
gruel,  and  tindtur.  rofae.  Claret  may  alfo  be 
fparingly  allowed. 

Bleed  in  the  arm,  efpecially  if  the  patient 
be  plethoric.  The  ftrength  and  pulfe  of  the 
patient  will  determine  how  much  you  may 
draw  off;  and  the  body  fhould,  at  the  lame 
time,  be  kept  foluble :  then,

We  muft  here  obferve  that  if  the  hsemor- 
rhage  be  of  the  adtive  kind,  which  is  known 
by  the  intenfenefs  of  motion  of  the  vafcular 
fyftem,  the  antiphlogiftic  method  muft  be  per- 
flated in  ;  but  if  from  a  debilitated  ftate  of  the 
vefTels,  or  a  diflblution  of  the  fanguinary 
mais,  antifeptics  and  corroborants  ought  to 
be  our  remedies,  particularly  bark  and  vitri- 
olic acid* 

But  fhould  what  we  have  advifed  fail,  fmall 
dofes  of  antimonials  or  ipecacoanha  to  excite 

naufea 
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naufea  and  vomiting  mull  be  exhibited.  Af- 
ter the  haemorrhage  has  ceafed,  the  patient 
{hould  be  kept  quiet,  and  if  coflive,  a  glyfter, 
or  the  mildeft  eccoprotics  adminiftered, 

CHAP.    II. 

Of  Vomiting  of  Blood. 

A  VOMITING  of  blood  frequently  pro- 
"^^  ceeds  from  the  fame  caufes  as  thofe 
which  produce  nafal  haemorrhages .  The  dif- 
charge  is  often  fo  eafily  brought  up,  that  it 
is  fuppofed  to  come  from  the  lungs  ;  the  fto- 
mach  under  thefe  circumftances  is  often  dif- 
tended,  and  a  fenfe  of  an  oppreffive  weight 
precedes  the  vomiting.  There  is  no  cough 
where  the  ftomach  alone  is  concerned.  This 
is  a  difeafe  much  more  frequent  in  women 
than  men,  and  owes  its  origin  commonly  to 
obftrudted  catamenia.  When  it  occurs  in 
men,  it  is  generally  to  be  attributed  tp  fup-> 
preflions  of  hemorrhoidal  flux,  or  infarct 
tions  of  the  liver  ;  and  indeed  it  is  moft  com- 
monly a  fymptomatic  difeafe,  very  ieidom 
idiopathic,

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In  this  complaint  copious  bleedings  does 
not  anfwer,  as  the  pulfe  is  apt  to  fink  under 
them ;  therefore  they  muft  be  made  fparingly, 
and  repeated  according  to  the  urgency  of  the 
cafe.  If  the  pulfe  be  ftrong  and  full,  we  may 
bleed,  and  repeat  that  operation  pro  re  nata ; 
and  give  the  following  :

CHAP.    HI. 

Of  an  Hamoptoe,  or  Setting  of  Blood. 

A  PULMONIC  haemorrhage  happens  from 
a  rupture  of  the  vefTels  of  the  lungs, 
occasioned  by  a  plethora,  weak  vefTels,  hedtic 
fevers,  coughs,  wounds,  irregular  Jiving, 
hard  drinking,  a  fuppreffion  of  the  menfes, 
haemorrhoids,  &c. 

An  haemoptoe  is  attended  with  a  cough  and 
fhort  refpiration  j  the  blood  thrown  up  appears 
pure,  liquid,  frothy,  and  florid.  If  the  pa- 
tient be  confumptive,  you  may,  in  general, 
judge  it  to  come  from  the  lungs.  Sometimes 
matter  is  intermixed  with  it,  or  foliows  after 
it.  If  it  be  occafioned  by  a  bruife  or  fall,  it 
will  be  attended  with  pain.  It  is  concifely 
defined  a  flufhing  of  the  cheeks  ;  a  fenfe  of 
uneafinefs,  or  pain,  and  fometimes  of  heat  in 
the  breafl  -9  dyfpnoea  ;  titillation  of  the  fauces; 
and  a  cough,  more  or  lefs,  occafioning  a  re- 

G  g  4  jedtion 
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jedtion  of  florid,  fometimes  frothy  blood.  It 
is  divided  into  five  fpecies,  Plethoric,  when 
there  has  been  no  external  violence,  or  pre- 
ceeding  cough,  or  fupprefled  evacuations  to 
occafion  it. — Violent,  when  fome  external 
force  has  been  applied. — Phthijical,  when  it 
comes  pn  after  a  long  continued  cough,  at- 
tended with  emaciation  and  debility.  Calcu- 
lous, where  little  calculous,  for  the  moft  part 
calcarious  fubftances  are  rejected. — And  Vica- 
rious, if  it  fucceed  the  fuppreflion  of  any  ac- 
cuftomed  evacuation. — It  is  eafily  diftinguiflied 
from  a  fpitting  of  blood  from  the  fauces,  or  a 
vomiting  of  blood.  In  the  firft  cafe,  the  blood 
is  fmall  in  quantity,  dark  coloured,  and  with- 
out froth.  In  the  fecond,  there  is  an  effort 
to  vomit,  whilft  in  this  the  blood  is  frothy 
florid,  and  coughed  up  in  large  mouthfuls, 

A  flender,  nourishing,  and  cooling  regimen 
is  neceffary  under  this  complaint;  fuch  as 
milk,  butter- milk,  medicated  whey,  jellies, 
fago  with  milk,  &c, 

The  fame  treatment  is  of  ufe  here  as  is  re- 
commended for  a  bleeding  at  the  nofe,  to  be 
affifted  occafionally  with  pediluvia,  and  gen- 
tle purging. — Bleeding  may  he  repeatedly  al- 
lowed, 
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lowed,  provided  the  pulfe,  age,  and  ltrength 

of  the  patient  will  admit  of  it. 

An  oily  emulfion,  with  the  addition  of  a 

large  quantity  of  nitre,  is  extremely  proper  in 

this  difeafe,

The  cauies  in  the  cure  are  to  be  considered ; 
what  has  been  laid  down  is  chiefly  for  this 
complaint  ariiing  from  plethora  or  acrimoni- 
ous humours  ->  but  where  the  lungs  are  weak, 
and  the  crafis  of  the  blood  previoufly  injured, 
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to  the  ufe  of  agglutinants  vomits  are  recom- 
mended, and  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacoanha,  vi- 
trum  antimonii  ceratum,  or  antimonium  tar- 
tarifatum.  In  all  cafes  reft  and  filence  fhould 
be  enjoined,  the  body  mull  be  kept  open  by 
glyfters,  or  mild  aperients  j  and  opiates  occa- 
fionally  administered  to  procure  reft. 

The  general  directions  for  treating  cafes  at- 
tended with  bloody  urine  ^  or  an  hemorrhoidal 
flux,  have  been  already  delivered  in  p.  86,  and 
in  pag.  280,  &c.  to  which  the  reader  is  re- 
ferred. 

CHAP    IV. 

Of  an  immoderate  Flux  of  the  Menfes. 

"f  Tf  7*HEN  the  menfes  continue  too  long,  or 
come  on  too  frequent  for  the  ftrength 
of  the  patient,  they  are  faid  to  be  immoder- 
ate ;  and  are  generally  occafioned  by  weak 
veflels,  thin  acrimonious  blood,  or  a  pletho- 
ric habit.  This  often  happens  in  foft  and 
delicate  women,  who  ufe  liquids  too  freely, 
efpecially  tea.  It  alfo  arifes  in  confequence 
of  abortions,  violent  paffions,  particular  me- 
dicines, or  diet,  &c.  and  fometimes  attends 

women 
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women  who  are  obliged  to  work  hard,  and  is 
accompanied  with  pains  of  the  back,  loins, 
and  belly,  fimilar  to  thofe  of  labour ;  in  its 
approach  there  is  a  general  languor  and  debi- 
lility  of  the  whole  body,  fwelling  of  the  hy- 
pochondria, pallid  countenance,  horripilation 
of  the  ikin,  with  dorfal  and  lumbar  pains 
alfo.  And  to  thefe  may  be  added  a  train  of 
fymptoms  which  indicate  an  impoverished 
blood. 

When  it  happens  in  plethoric  habits,  and 
the  pulfe  will  allow  it,  venefe&ion  is  necef- 
fary  ;  and  where  the  haemorrhage  is  exceflive, 
opiates  are  of  great  me.  A  dry  cool  air  is 
moft  agreeable.  The  mind  fhould  be  kept  at 
eafe,  the  body  at  reft,  and  the  hips  laid  higher 
than  the  head.

To  confirm  the  cure  and  prevent  a  rclapfe, 
the  body  fhould  be  ftrengthened  by  proper 
exercife,  mineral  waters,  a  light  balfamic 
nourilhing  diet ;  fuch  as  light  broths,  falop 
red  Port  wine  in  moderation,  and  an  eafy 
chearful  mind,  Fridions  and  ligatures  may 
likewife  be  conveniently  tried. 

When 
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When  an  immoderate  flux  of  the  menfes, 
or  floodings  after  abortion,  is  either  attended 
with,  or  preceded  by  an  acute  pain,  not  in- 
flammatory, in  the  lower  part  of  the  back  or 
belly,  and  returns  with  greater  violence,  as  the 
difcharge  comes  on,  opium  will,  in  fuch  a 
cafe,  anfwer  better  than  aftringents ;  and  may 
be  given  in  clyfters,  compofed  of  decodl.  flor. 
ficc.  rofar.  cum  tindt.  opii  3i. 

This  difeafe  often  arifes  from  a  cancerous 
affedion  of  the  uterus,  in  which  cafe  little 
can  be  done.  Powder  of  hemlock  leaves  may 
be  given  from  five  grains  to  ten  or  twelve, 
thrice  a  day. 

CHAP        V. 

Of  Abortion. 

\  BORTION,  or  a  premature  birth,  moft 
commonly  happens  between  the  fecond 
and  third,  and  between  the  third  and  fourth 
months.     Sometimes  it  may  happen  later. 

The  iigns  preceding  mifcarriage  in  general 
are,  a  flux  of  blood  from  the  uterus,  fhiver- 
ings,  pain  in  the  loins,  extending  to  the  bot- 
tom 
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torn  of  the  belly,  anxiety,  naufea,  palpitation 
of  the  heart,  fyncope,  an  opening  and  moif- 
ture  of  the  os  tincae. 

If  the  pulfe  will  bear  it,  and  the  patient 
be  young,  ftrong  and  vigorous,  fome  blood 
may  be  taken  away,  and  fhe  fhould  be  put  to 
bed,  and  kept  very  ftill  and  quiet.  Her  diet 
ihould  be  light  broths,  and  clyfters  of  the 
fame  may  be  injedted,  if  there  be  occafion,

It  feldom  happens  after  any  flux  of  blood 
appears  that  the  woman  does  not  mifcarry. 
Abortion  often  happens  from  too  great  ins- 
tability of  the  fyftem  ;  in  this  cafe  a  milk  and 
vegetable  diet,  together  with  the  greateft  quiet 
both  of  body  and  mind,  are  neceflary.

Whatever  tends  to  ftrengthen  and  invigo- 
rate the  folids  and  fluids  ;  fuch  as  an  eafy  and 
chearful  difpofition,  the  cold  bath,  where  it 
can  be  complied  with,  gentle  exercife  on 
horfeback,  a  dry  clear  air,  an  analeptic  regi- 
men, avoiding  too  violent  exercife  and  mo- 
tion, and  every  ftrong  paflion  of  the  mind, 
bid  faireft  towards  preventing  this  complaint 
in  many  cafes.

CHAP.    VI. 

Of  Accidents  attending  Delivery. 
ELI  VERY  is  always  followed  by  a  greater 


or  lefs  difcharge  of  blood  from  the  ute- 
rus, which  is  called  the  lochia.  When  there  is 
an  immoderate  flux  of  the  lochia,  it  muft  be  re- 
ftrained  by  the  fame  methods  which  have  been 
already  defcribed  for  an  immoderate  flux  of 
the  menfes.

If  there  be  a  fupprefjion  of  the  lochia^  give 
9i.  pulv.  e  myrrh,  c  with  dfs.  confect.  Da- 
mocrat.  tertia  quaque  hora,  vel  pro  re  nata. 
But  a  fuppreflion  of  this  difcharge  is  gene- 
rally attended  with  a  fever,  called  the  puer- 
peral Jever,  a  defciiption  of  which  hath  been 
given  above,  and  if  neglected,  or  injudiciouily 
treated,  may  loon  prove  of  fatal  confequence. 
It  may  not  be  amifs  alfo  to  remark  here,  that 
the  puerperal  fever  is  frequently  miftaken  for 
after-pains^  or  thofe  pains  after  delivery  which 
refemble  labour-pains,  or  elfe  for  the  milk 
fever  1  or  fome  colic  complaint^  and  to  this  is 
afcribed,  in  fome  meafure,  the  great  fatality 
attending  it.  Let  it,  therefore,  be  ever  re- 
membered, by  all  thofe  attending  on  childbed- 
women,  that  pain  and  forenefs  of  the  belly, 
coming  on  foon  after  delivery,  unlefs  fpeedily 
relieved  by  judicious  affiftance,  will  frequently 
prove  mortal  in  a  few  days  ! 

In  general,  after  the  woman  has  been  deli- 
vered, and  the  placenta  fafely  and  gently 
brought  away,  fome  of  the  following  forms 
may  be  occasionally  ufed  :

In 
fome  places,  I  am  affured,  after  fuch  lyings 
in,  they  roll  the  abdomen  very  tight  with  a 
napkin  dipt  in  vinegar. 

A  fpare  diet  and  chicken-broth,  with  warm 
caudle,  fecm  to  be  the  moft  proper  regimen ;

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and  from  the  many  bad  confequences  of  colds, 
fevers,  and  fudden  deaths,  which  happen  at 
this  time,  too  much  care  cannot  be  incuU 
cated. 

SECT.     III. 
Humoral    Discharges* 

CHAP.    L 

Of  the  Diabetesi 

\  DIABETES  is  a  copious,  frequent,  chro* 
nic  and  quick  difcharge  of  the  liquids  we 
drink,  by  the  urinary  paffages,  with  little  or 
no  change,  being  crude,  thin,  and  aqueous, 
fomewhat  infipid,  and  fometimes  fweetifh  to 
the  tafte  and  fmell.  The  other  figns  are, 
great  and  continual  thirft,  hedlic  heat,  quick 
and  weak  pulfe,  and  wafting  of  the  body; 
in  fome  a  fwelling  of  the  loins,  hips,  tefti- 
cles,  and  feet. 

It  has  been  divided  into  two  fpecies,  me/ti* 

tits,   when   the  urine  has  the  colour,  fmell 

and  tafte  of  honey  ;  infipidus,  when  the  urine 

is  limpid  but  not  fweet.     It  has   alfo   been 

H  h  2  divided 
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divided  by  a  late  writer  into  aquofa,  when  the 
urine  is  of  a  diaphanous  watery  colour;  and 
lattea,  when  it  is  of  a  milky  whitenefs ;  and 
defined  an  increafe  of  quantity  of  urine,  ra- 
ther fweet,  attended  with  continual  thirft, 
the  fkin  dry,  and  for  the  moft  part  fquamous. 
Various  are  the  immediate  caufes,  afiigned  by 
authors,  of  this  complaint.  Some  fay,  it  is  an 
affection  of  the  liver,  fome  attribute  it  to  fpafm 
of  the  fecretory  organ's,  others  to  perfpiration 
being  diminifhed,  or  the  inhalation  increafed. 
The  generality  have  thought  it  to  arife  from  a 
laxity  of  the  fecretory  organs  of  the  kidneys  ; 
but  our  lateft  writers  attribute  it  to  a  defect 
of  the  animal,  and  affimilato.y  procefs,  by 
which  the  aliment  is  converted  into  the  na- 
ture of  our  body.  If  of  long  ftanding  it  al- 
moft  always  terminates  fatally. 

However,  the  following  mode  mud  be 
purfued,  and  in  recent  cafes  may  be  fuccefsful. 

The  regimen  fhould  be  (Irengthening ;  milk, 
jellies,  fago,  falop,  infuf,  rof.  drank  freely 
with  Briftol-water. — The  methods  recom- 
mended for  the  fluor  albus,  in  the  following 
chapter,  will,  in  general,  alfo  fucceed  here.

CHAP.      II. 

Of  the  Fluor  Albus. 

*T^HE  fluor  albus  is  a  flux  of  matter  from 
the  vagina,  of  different  confiftencies,  of 
a  pellucid  or  white  colour ;  fometimes  it  is 
greenifti  or  yellow,  fharp,  and  corroding, 
often  foul  and  foetid  ;  efpecially  if  it  be  of  any- 
long  Handing.  It  is  owing  either  to  a  gene- 
ral relaxed  ftate  of  the  folids,  or  a  difiblution 
of  the  fluids,  or  may  be  particularly  local, 
and  have  its  feat  in  the  uterus,  but  more  com- 
monly in  the  vagina. 

In  a  natural  ftate,  the  exhaling  veffels  be- 
come blood-veffels  at  the  menftrual  period, 
and  when  their  plenitude  is  regularly  difcharg- 
pd?   contract  to  their  former  dimenlion  and 

H  h  4  tone. 
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tone.  But  when  by  immoderate  menftrua,  or 
any  other  caufe,  their  elaftic  power  is  much 
weakened,  they  never  fully  contract,  but  fe- 
parate  the  ferous  part  of  the  blood,  whichi 
by  its  ftagnating,  or  particular  ftate  of  the 
body,  acquires  various  degrees  of  acrimony 
and  confiflence. 

If  this  difeafe  is  moderate,  it  may  be  borne 
a  long  time  without  much  inconvenience ; 
but  if  it  is  in  any  violent  degree,  the  face  be- 
comes pallid,  the  digeftive  powers  are  weak- 
ened, and  a  general  bad  habit  produced, 
whence  women  become  cache&ic;  in  fome 
it  occafions  fterility,  in  others  a  propenfity  to 
mifcarry.  The  indications  of  cure  are  to  en- 
creafe  the  digeftive  powers,  invigorate  the 
fyftem,  and  reftrain  the  preternatural  dif-. 
charge. 

The  diet  fhould  be  nourifhing ;  milk,  with 
ifinglafs  boiled  in  it,  jellies,  fago,  red  Port 
wine  in  moderation,  Pyrmont  water,  ancj 
moderate  exercife  fhould  be  recommended. 

A  ftanding  pofture  of  body  long  continued, 
violent  dancing,  or  much  walking,  muft  be 
forbid.

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After  a  gentle  puke,  if  the  ftomach  is  foul, 
proceed  to  fuch  methods  as  may  invigorate 
and  ftrengthen  the  cachectic  diathefis  of  the 
blood.

6  CHAP. 
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CHAP.     III. 

Of  a  virulent  Gonorrhoea. 

A  Gonorrhoea  virulenta  is  a  flux  of  viru- 
lent matter  from  the  urethra,  in  confe- 
quence  of  an  impure  contact  and  coition  with 
an  infefted  perfon. 

It  generally  appears  in  a  few  days,  about 
the  third  or  fourth  after  receiving  the  infec- 
tion, with  a  titillation  about  the  glans  penis, 
and  a  feniation  of  heat,  attended  with  a  prick- 
ing pain  in  making  water.  The  running  is 
at  fir  ft  fmall  in  quantity,  and  whitifli :  as  it 
increafes,  it  appears  yellow  or  green;  nay, 
even  bloody,  according  to  the  degree  of  viru- 
lence, infedtion,  and  difpofitioa  or  habit 
of  the  body.  Hence  arife  inflammation,  ex- 
coriation, and  painful  erection,  fwelling  of 
the  tefticles,  phimofis,  paraphimofis,  chan- 
cres, and  buboes.  This  difeafe,  with  more 
propriety,  is  called  bleno-rhagia,  becaufe  there 
is  no  flux  of  fernen,  as  the  word  gonorrhoea 
imports,  but  a  puriform  mucus,  fuch  as  ge- 
nerally 
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nerally  flows  from  inflamed  furfaces,  and  is  de* 
.(bribed  in  men,  a  titillation  in  the  anterior 
part  of  the  urethra,  in  the  lacunae  Morgagni, 
under  the  fraenum  ;  a  local  inflammation  after 
the  fecond  or  fourth  day,  fucceeding  with  heat 
and  pain  in  making  water;  a  weeping  of  puru- 
lent or  puriform  matter  coming  on  from  the 
urethra,  the  corpus  cavernofum  of  the  urethra 
being  preternaturally  fwelled,  attended  moft 
commonly  with  eredtioqs  of  the  penis  more 
frequent  than  ufual,  and  painful.  In  women, 
a  titillation  at  the  external  orifice  of  the  va- 
gina, pain,  rednefs,  and  preternatural  tumor 
fucceeding  after  the  fecond  or  fourth  day,  par*- 
ticularly  near  the  lower  part  of  the  aperture 
of  the  labia,  heat  and  pain  of  the  fame  part 
coming  on  in  making  water,  with  a  weeping 
of  puriform  matter  from  the  paflages. 

Whey  and  fmall  diluting  drinks  are  to  be 
plentifully  taken,  together  with  a  light  diet, 
free  from  high  and  ftymulating  fauces. 

At  the  firft  onfet  of  the  diforder  it  may  with 
great  eafe  be  flopped  by  aftringent  injections, 
but  not  after  it  has  lafted  one  or  two  days. 

Bathe  the  parts  frequently  with  warm  milk 

and 
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and  water.  Bleeding  is  very  neceffary  in  the 
beginning,  from  jvi.  to  |»j.  more  efpecially  in 
full  plethoric  conftitutions,  and  in  proportion 
to  the  degree  of  virulence  and  inflammation ; 
then  injedl  ol.  amygd.  recent,  twice  a  day  for 
the  firft  week.  Afterwards,  wrhen  the  viru- 
lence of  the  difeafe  is  gone,

This,  after  a  few  days,  is  to  be  affifted  with 
the  vitriolic  or  aeruginous  injection  above  de- 
fcribed. 

Many  again  pretend  to  a  fpeedy  cure  by 
giving  an  inje&ion  zinc.  vitr.  purific.  only, 

I  i  com- 
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complying  with  the  humour  of  their  patients 
rather  than  with  the  dictates  of  common  ho- 
nefty,  and  difmifs  their  patients  as  found, 
though  they  often  return  worfe  than  they  were 
before.  Nay,  many  are  often  impofed  upon 
by  thefe  evil  minded  men,  the  bane  of  many 
a  good  conftitution,  and  are  treated  as  infect- 
ed, where  probably  there  was  not  the  leaft 
taint  of  infection. 

The  heat  of  urine  may  be  mitigated  by 
plenty  of  diluent  liquors  with  gum  Arabic  and 
nitre  :  the  chordee,  by  opiates  taken  at  night, 
and  chancres,  by  mercurial  ointment. 

In  the  common  virulent  gonorrhoea,  there 
is  feldom  occaiion  for  the  ufe  of  any  mercu- 
rials, the  complaint  is  certainly  only  a  local 
inflammation  arifing  from  ftimulus,  which 
being  taken  off,  the  cure  will  be  completed 
by  giving  afterwards  tone  to  the  veffels,  by  the 
ufe  of  proper  aftringent  applications.  But  if 
mercurials  are  infifted  upon,  fome  of  the  pre- 
ceding forms  will  anfwer  every  purpofe. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP     IV* 

Of  a  Gleet. 

A  GLEET,  or  gonorrhoea  fimplex,  is  the 
"^^  flux  of  a  thin  matter,  fomething  like 
the  white  of  eggs,  from  the  urethra,  owing 
to  relaxation.  It  is  diftinguifhed  from  a 
gonorrhoea  virulenta  by  the  colour  and  con* 
fiftence  of  the  matter,  and  by  the  complaints 
that  precede  its  appearance.  It  comes  on  ge-^ 
nerally  after  a  virulent  gonorrhoea,  and  is  at- 
tended with  little  or  no  pain  in  making  wa- 
ter. 

A  ftrengthening  aftringent  regimen  is  the 
molt  proper  to  remove  this  difordef.  Cold 
bathing,  riding  on  horfeback,  and  Pyrmont 
waters,  will  contribute  greatly  to  that  end. 
The  medicines  prefcribed  fhould  be  fuch  as 
the  following :

The  lime-wa- 
ter may  likewife  be  ufed  very  fuccefsfully,  by 
putting  3£.  of  the  vitriol  alb.  to  ?vi.  of  the 
water.  B  littering  the  perinaeum  has  cured  an 
obflinate  gleet,  as  we  are  told  by  very  great 
and  undoubted  authority. 

The  following  is  much  in  ufe;  and  has 
been  very  efficacious :

CHAP.    I. 
Of  a  Bubo. 

A  BUBO  is  a  tumor  in  the  glands  of  the 
groin.  When  buboes  become  painful 
and  inflame,  the  fuppuration  may  be  affifted 
by  adhefive  plafters,  or  the  bread  and  milk 
poultice;  and  when  completely  maturated, 
fhould  be  opened  either  by  the  cauftic  or  inci- 
lion.  A  venereal  bubo  in  its  firft  appearance, 
unaccompanied  with  other  fymptoms,  may  in. 
general  be  carried  oft'  by  bleeding,  purging, 
and  rubbing  in  the  unguent,  hydrargyri  fort. 
But  if  it  be  farther  advanced,  and  matter  form- 
ed, encourage  the  fuppuratioa  by  laying  afide 
all  evacuations,  and  apply  f.he  galbanum  plaf- 
ter,  or  cataplafma  maturans  warmed,  twice  or 
thrice  a  day,  and  open  it  in  due  time  by  caufr. 
tic.  Then  finifh  the  cure  with  the  hydrar- 
/  gyrum 
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gyrum  muriatum,  joined  with  the  decodl.  far- 
faparill. 

CHAP.       II. 

Of  a  Cancer. 

A   Cancer  is  a  round  unequal  fchirrous  tu- 
mor, of  a  livid  colour,   furrounded  with 
varicofe  veflels,  and  feated   in   the  glandular 
parts  of  the  body,  running  on  to  a  foul  ulcer, 
mali  moris. 

Some  of  thefe  tumors  are  fixed,  others  move- 
able; fome  pale;  others,  again,  inflamed. 
They  fometimes  remain  harmlefs  and  indo- 
lent for  many  years ;  at  other  times  they  in- 
creafe  haftily  to  a  large  lize,  ulcerate,  and  dif- 
charge  a  foetid  fanious  ichor,  and  foon  prove 
mortal. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  diforder  of  the  whole 
body,  which  more  abfolutely  requires  an  eafy 
difpofition  of  mind,  and  a  flender  light  regi- 
men, than  this.  Bleeding,  in  general,  is  in- 
dicated in  the  palliative  cure,  which  is  all  the 
encouragement  that  found  reafoning  and  in- 
tegrity of  heart  can  give  ;  after  which,  fome

Salt-water  h^s  been  found  a  very  efficaci- 
ous alterative  in  many  cancerous  cafes.  The 
following  I  have  known  of  admirable  ufe  in 
rendering  the  fymptoms  eafy,  and  perhaps  lei- 
fening  the  virus  of  the  difcafe  imperceptibly  ;

The  aperient  bolus  may  be  taken  twice  a- 
week,  or  pro  re  nata ;  the  draught  fhould  be 
continued  for  a  month  or  fix  weeks  at  a  time. 

The  following  receipt  comes  from  a  gen- 
tleman of  undoubted  veracity  in  Ireland,  as 
Mr.  Plunket's  celebrated  remedy  for  extir- 
pating cancerous  tumors ;  but  I  muft  candid** 
ly  confers,  that  I  have  hitherto  wanted  fuf- 
iicient  courage  to  give  it  a  trial : 

"  Take  crows-foot  which  grows  in  low 
ground,  one  handful;  dog-fennel,  three 
fprigs,  both  well  pounded ;  crude  brimftone 
in  powder,  three  middling  thimbles  full  ; 
white  arfenic,  the  fame  quantity ;  all  incor- 
porated in  a  mortar,  and  made  into  fmall  balls 
the  fize  of  a  nutmeg,  and  dried  in  the  fun.* 
Thefe  balls  muft  be  powdered  and  mixed 
with  the  yolk  of  an  egg,  and  laid  over  the 
fore  or  cancer  upon  a  piece  of  pig's  bladder, 
pr  ftripping  of  a  calf  when  dropped,  which 

muft 
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muft  be  cut  to  the  fizc  of  the  fore,  and  fmear- 
ed  with  the  yolk  of  an  egg.  This  muft  be 
applied  cautioufly  to  the  lips  or  nofe,  left  any 
part  of  it  get  down  ;  nor  are  you  to  lay  it  on 
too  broad  on  the  face,  or  too  near  the  heart, 
nor  to  exceed  the  breadth  of  half  a  crown  ; 
but  elfcwhere  as  far  as  the  fore  goes.  The 
plafter  muft  not  be  furred  till  it  drops  off  of 
itfelf,  which  will  be  in  a  week.  Clean  ban- 
dages are  often  to  be  put,  on." 

Topical  and  external  applications  in  gene- 
ral, are  not  advifed  by  many  in  cancers.  If 
they  break,  drcfling  with  dry  lint,  and  being 
kept  quiet  and  eaiy  is  all  that  is  generally  done. 
If  they  are  moveable,  and  in  a  proper  ftate  for 
extirpation,  with  a  good  habit  of  body,  the 
knife  is  the  moil  lure  and  effectual  method, 
and  ftands  faireft  to  effect  a  cure.  Water  in 
which  cabbages  have  been  boiled  is  praifed 
by  lbme  for  walhing  the  part,  and  a  poultice 
of  raw  carrots  grated,  and  gently  warmed,  has 
afforded  great  relief  to  many. 

The  following  electary  will  be  found  very 
ufeful  to  keep  the  body  properly  foluble, 
which  muft  be  carefully  attended  to :

It  may  be  very  worthy  of  obfervation,  that 
extradt.  cicutae  has  afforded  great  relief  in 
many  defperate  cafes  of  the  cancerous  kind, 
and  bids  much  fairer  than  any  external  appli- 
cations, however  much  the  public  may  be 
deluded  by  the  accounts  given  of  them.  It 
may  be  ufed  as  follows  :

Of  this  folution  a  few  drops,  according  to 
the  age  of  the  patient,  may  be  given  two  or 
three  times  a  day  :  in  young  fubje&s,  from 
two  to  fix  drops ;  in  adults,  from  fix  to  twelve 
may  be  begun  with,  and  gradually  increafed. 
This  folution  has  been  known  to  be  extremely 
efficacious  in  many  cancerous  cafes,  particularly 
thofe  of  the  occult  kind.  Local  bleeding  near 
the  part  with  leeches  has  been  much  recom- 
mended, where  they  can  be  properly  applied  ; 
where  not,  more  general  fanguinary  deple^ 
tion :  but  this  evacuation  muft  be  often  re- 
peated, 
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peated,  as  circumftances  require :  to  which 
muft  be  joined  a  milk  and  vegetable  diet, 
avoiding  all  wine,  and  fpirituous  as  well  as 
fermented  liquors. 

CHAP.    III. 

Of  Warts  and  Corns. 

\XT A  RT  S  may  be  taken  off  with  a  pair  of 
fciffars,  and  the  roots  touched  with 
vitriol.  Roman,  or  acidum  vitriolicum ;  or  if 
they  be  pendulous,  tie  an  horfehair  round 
them,  or  a  piece  of  wax-thread,  which  being 
ftraitened,  will  occafion  their  dropping  off  in- 
fenfibly.  Or  the  warts  may  be  flightly  touch- 
ed with  lunar  cauftic,  or  acidum  nitrofum  di- 
lutum,  once  every  day,  till  they  be  gradually 
deflroyed ;  but  we  muft  be  cautious,  when 
they  are  feated  on  the  joints  or  knuckles. 
The  juice  of  celadine,  of  effula,  the  gall  of 
pike  or  eels,  have  been  recommended.  On 
the  face,  lips,  or  eyes,  there  are  oftentimes  a 
fort  of  bluifh  or  livid  warts,  which  have  a 
near  tendency  to  become  cancerous.  Thefe 
are  beft  left  to  themfelves ;  for  if  they  are 

tampered

tampered  with,  they  are  apt  to  degenerate  in- 
to cancers.  The  fame  care  is  to  be  obferved 
in  thofe  aftecfting  the  knuckles  and  joints,  left 
in  our  applications  the  tendons  fhould  be  in- 
jured. 

Corns  are  callous  tumors  on  the  toes,  prin- 
cipally on  the  joints.  They  are  mitigated  by 
bathing  the  feet  frequently  in  warm  water, 
wearing  eafy  {hoes,  and  a  little  foft  cotton 
over  the  parts,  to  prevent  attrition.  The 
following  plafters  may  likewife  be  found  ufe- 
ful:

The  beft  mode  of  preventing  pain  from 
thefe  cuticular  indurations,  is  to  bathe  the 
feet  often  in  warm  water,  cut  off  the  furface 
of  thefe  tumors,  and  wear  fome  foftening 
pi  after.  By  this  attention  they  will  always 
be  kept  eafy,  and  fometimes  almoft  entirely 
removed;  particularly  if  we  avoid  preffure,  by 
wearing  tolerably  large  (hoes.

CHAP.     I. 

Of  Bites  and  St  rags  of  venomous  Creatures. 

TN  the  bites  of  the  viper ,  common  fallad  oil, 

firft  warmed,  then  rubbed  well  into  the 
part,  has  been  found  to  be  a  fufficient  reme- 
dy. 

In  all  venemous  bites  and  flings,  it  will  be 
proper  to  relax  the  (kin  by  emollient  formen- 
tations,  and  cataplafms  of  bread,  milk,  and 
oil  ,  and  fometimes  with  the  addition  of  the- 
riaca. 

The  rattle-fnake  bite  is  faid  to  be  cured  by 
the  following  method  : 

Take  of  plantain  and  hoarhound  (if  in  the 
fummer)  the  roots  and  branches  together,  a 
fufficient  quantity  ;  bruife  them,  and  exprefs 
the  juice  ;  of  which  give  one  large  fpoonful. 
If  the  patient  fwells,  you  mull  force  it  down 
his  throat.  This  generally  anfwers  5  but  in 
2  cafe 
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cafe  it  fhould  not,  give  another  fpoonful  iri 
about  an  hour  after,  which  feldom  or  never 
fails.  If  the  roots  be  dry,  moiften  them  with 
a  little  water.— A  leaf  of  tobacco  ileeped  in 
rum  may  be  applied  to  the  wound. 

Milk  is  counted  an  univerfal  remedy  againit 
all  poiibns  that  kill  by  inflammation  ;  and 
more  eipecially  with  the  addition  of  oil. 
Would  not  plentiful  bleeding  in  many  cafes 
of  poifon  from  the  bites  of  animals,  be  the 
likelieft  means  of  abating  the  inflammation  ? 

Againft  the  flings  and  bites  of  iva/ps,  bees, 
buggs%  ccc.  oil,  honey,  and  vinegar,  are  the 
chief  applications  -y  the  application  of  volatile 
fubftances  is  alio  very  ufeful. 

The  p  which  inftft  the  head,  groin/ 

and  other  parts  of  the  body,  may  be  errectual- 
ly  deftroyed  by  the  unguent,  hydrargyri  mit.

CHAP.     II. 

Of  the  Guinea  Worm. 

T^HE  Guinea  worm  is  chiefly  met  with 
upon  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  and  in  the 
Weft  Indies,  and  is  from  one  to  two  feet  long, 
of  a  tape-like  appearance,  with  a  blackifti 
head.  Little  pain  is  perceived  till  it  occafions 
a  troublefome  boil  or  tumor  in  the  leg  or 
thigh,  where  it  generally  takes v  up  its  feat. 
As  foon  as  the  boil  breaks,  its  head  makes  its 
appearance.  Thefe  worms  are  produced  from 
ova  contained  and  fwimrning  in  the  waters  in 
hot  climates. 

Aloetics  are  by  fome  recommended  to  pro- 
mote their  difcharge  from  the  body ;  but  the 
ufual  method  is,  to  gently  tie  the  head  of  the 
worm  to  a  piece  of  lead,  beat  into  the  head  of 
a  fmall  wire,  and  roll  the  worm  gradually  eve- 
ry day  as  it  advances  out  of  the  body,  round 
this  piece  of  lead,  till  the  whole  be  entirely 
drawn  out.  A  fmall  fplinter  of  wood,  lint, 
iilk,  or  cotton  twifted,  or  a  piece  of  linen  rag, 

K  k  fpread 
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fpread  with  flicking  plafter,  and   rolled  up, 
will  anfwer  juft  as  well. 

CHAP.     III. 

Of  Bunts  and  Scalds. 

T)URNS,  or  fcalds,  require  bleedings  to  pre- 
vent inflammation  :  and  the  body  mould 
be  kept  open  :  before'  the  blifiers  rife,  or  tc* 
prevent  their  riling,  apply  the  following  : 

Linimentum  Camphoratum.

Indeed  we  mould  at  firft  attempt  to  pre- 
vent the  effects,  and  take  off  the  force  of  irri- 
tation. Cold  water,  reclined  fpirits,  mould 
be  abforbed  in  linen,  and  repeatedly  applied 
till  the  pain  abates  :  after  which,  campho- 
rated fpirits  may  fupply  their  place.  If  mem- 
branous or  tendinous  parts  be  affected,  oil 
fhould  be  mixed  with  fpirits,  to  prevent  the 
parts  from  being  crifped  or  contracted.  The 
white  of  eggs  beat  thin  -,  a  handful  of  com- 
mon fait,  diffolved  in  a  quart  of  vinegar;  oil 
of  turpentine,  volatile  fpirits,  may  be  had  re- 

courfe 
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courfe  to,  for  the  above  purpofes.  Oil  of 
olives,  or  fine  linfeed  oil,  applied  warm,  is 
recommended ;  or  holding  the  part  to  the  fire 
as  long  as  the  patient  can  bear  it. 

If  blifters  be  rifen,  they  inuft  be  opened 
and  dreffed  with  the  cerat.  fpermatis  ceti,  or 
cerat.  lapidis  calaminaris. 

No  medicine  has  perhaps  equal  effe&s  with 
a  wafh  made  with  aqua  Ij  t  gyri  acetati,  or 
a  ceratum  lythargyri  acetati. 

Burns  in  the  face  mould  be  treated  nearly 
in  the  fame  way ;  bleed,  and  lay  foft  paper* 
or  rags,  over  the  face,  frequently  befmeared 
with  linfeed  oil  frefh  drawn.  Where  the 
burns  are  very  confiderable,  opiates  are  very 
neceffary,  as  they  take  off  the  pain  and  irrita- 
tion by  their  fedative  power.

Of  Pimples  and  Tetters* 

"DIMPLES,  and  tetters,  and  thofe  febaceous 

concretions  in  the  glands  of  the  fkin,  re- 

fembling  grubs,  are   very  troublefome  ;    the 

laft  appear  commonly  in  the  face  and  fuppu-

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rate ;  though  oftener  in   the  nofe  than  elfc- 
where,  and  are  very  difficult  to  get  rid  of. 

Perhaps  touching  them  with  the  ung.  hy- 
drargyri  mitius,  going  to  bed,  may  be  the  bed 
way  of  treating  them ;  and,  in  the  morning, 
order  as  follows :

or  a  grain  of  calomel  made  into  a  pill,  with 
terebinth,  e  Chio,  to  be  taken  at  bed-time, 
and  now  and  then  a  draught  of  any  of  the 
purging  waters,  are  highly  advantageous. 

The  mind  fhould  be   kept  eafy,  the  body 

open, 
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open,  a  proper  regimen  be  carefully  obferved, 
and  wine  drank  in  great  moderation. 

I  once  knew  an  accidental  vomiting  and 
loofenefs,  brought  on  by  an  excefs  in  eating 
plumbs,  entirely  remove  a  red  pimpled  face 
in  a  lady,  who  had  in  vain  tried  various 
means  of  cure. 

The  tetters  have  red  edges,  and  are  fpread- 
ing  eruptions.  The  following  liniment  is  of 
ufe  to  extirpate  them  :

to  a  hot  humour  thrown  out  on  the  furface  of 
the  body,  and  chiefly  the*  waifl,  in  form  of 
thick  fet  eruptions. 

The  perfon  is  generally  fick  and  faint  be- 
fore the  eruption  ;  a  fymptom  which  univer- 
fally  happens  in  moll  eruptive  cafes  antece- 
dent to  their  appearance.  Here  gentle  fudo- 
rifles  are  advifable.

np  HIS  con  fills  of  little  ulcers  in  the  Utin 
of  the  hairy  fcalp,  which  pour  out  an 
humour  which  dries  into  a  white  brittle  fcab, 
or  thick  fcales,  and  has  an  ofFenfive  fmell ; 
when  it  afFedts  the  face  it  is  called  cruftea  lac- 
tea,  often  proceeds  from  bad  treatment  after 
the  fmall-pox ;  though  it  may  fometimes  be 
an  hereditary  taint,  &c. 

Alterative  medicines,  fuch  as  the  hydrargy- 
rus  cum  fulphure,  and  antimonials,  with  aq. 
calc.  min.  comp.  and  iffues,  are,  in  general, 
the  moft  proper.

CHAP. 
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CHAP.    VIL 

Of  the  Scabies,  or  Itch. 

HP  HE  common  itch  is  probably  owing  to 
animalcula  in  the  fkin,  and  appears  in 
moift  or  dry  itching  puftules,  which  fpread 
from  the  joints,  and  disfigure  the  greateft  part 
of  the  body ;  the  difeaie  is  contagious,  and 
chiefly  affeds  the  hands.  Children  are  moftly 
fubjeft  to  the  moid,  thin  and  old  people,  to 
the  dry.  The  eruption  appears  chiefly  be- 
tween the  fingers,  underneath  the  arm-pits, 
under  the  hams,  and  round  the  waift. 

Where  there  is  an  inflammation  bleeding 
fliould  be  recommended  •>  and,  next,  purge  a 
few  times  with  the  following :

CHAP.    I. 

Of  the  Gutta  Serena^  and  Leucoma. 

*THHE  gutta  ferena  is  a  fpecies  of  blindnefs, 
wherein  the  eyes  remain  fair,  and  feem- 
ingly  unaffefted  ;  owing  to  fome  defedt  in  the 
optic  nerves,  which  may  proceed  from  a  pally 
or  a  relaxed  habit ;  alfo  from  an  epilepfy,  or 
old  ulcers  too  haftily  dried  up,  &c.     It  has 

for

for  its  principal  f/mptoms  a  fupprefllon  of 
light,  and  immobility  of  the  pupil  without 
any  fenfible  opacity  of  the  eye.  If  the  found 
eye  is  fhut,  and  the  blind  one  oppofed  to  the 
light,  the  pupil  is  in  no  wife  contradted^ 
fometimes  it  is  dilated,  and  this  is  the  only 
motion  which  remains,  and  indicates  a  perfect 
amaurofy,  or  gutta  ferena. 

The  diet  fhould  be  light  and  attenuating  ; 
evacuations  in  general,  are  neceffary;  and 
bliftering  the  head,  and  fuch  things  are  pro- 
per as  have  been  prefcribed  in  the  opthalmia, 
particularly  in  a  full  plethoric  conflitution  : 
next,  have  recourfe  to  alteratives ;  fuch  as 
millepedes,  decodt.  farfaparil.  fmall  dofes  of 
calomel,  &c.  continued  for  fome  time; 
though  the  patient  muft  not  be  brought  to  a 
fpitting,  to  prevent  which  gentle  purges  muft 
intervene.  Vapour  of  hot  fpirit  of  wine,  or 
coffee,  pafled  through  a  tube  two  or  three 
times  a  day,  have  been  fuccefsful.  Some  ad- 
vife  volatiles,  chalybeates,  mercurials,  cepha- 
lics,  and  nervous  medicines.  Electricity  has 
been  Angularly  ufeful,  by  carrying  a  ftream 
of  electric  fire  through  the  eye,  and  afterwards 
drawing  fparks  from  all  the  parts  which  fur^ 

round 
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round  it.  In  recent  cafes  it  promifes  to  be 
moft  efficacious,  but  in  thofe  of  two  or  three 
years  {landing  it  fhould  be  tried,  and  perfe- 
vered  in,  as  we  have  an  inftance  of  one  being 
relieved  by  it,  which  had  remained  for  the 
longeft  term  above  fpecified. 

Where  a  rheumatifm  or  relaxation  has  given 
rife  to  this   complaint,  the  bark  will  be  of 
ufe;  as  alfo  fternuatories  and  cephalic  fnuffs; 
though,  in  general,  this  diflemper  may  be  re- 
garded as  not  eafily,  if  at  all,  curable.

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Of  this  there  are  two  fpecies  :  one  appears 
prominent  above  the  cornea,  and  requires  ex- 
ternal applications  for  the  cure  ;  the  other  is 
attended  with  no  ftich  phenomenon,  but 
feems  difFufed  within  the  lamina  of  that  mem- 
brane, making,  as  it  were,  a  part  of  the  eye. 
In  this  fpecies  external  remedies  are  of  no 
ufe,  except  in  cafe  of  an  attendant  ophthalmy, 
a  gentle  but  long  continued  mercurial  courfe, 
with  fmart  purgatives  occasionally  adminifter- 
ed,  to  promote  abforption,  and  a  feton  in  the 
neck  are  mod  proper.     In  the  former,

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which  perhaps  will  be  a  more  effectual,  and 
kfs  painful  operation,  than  that  of  blowing 
through  a  quill.  A  weak  folution  of  the 
caufticum  lunare,  is  alfo  recommended  as  ef- 
fectual in  removing  fpecks  from  the  eye;  and 
may  be  applied  by  means  of  a  piece  of  fine 
fponge,  fixed  to  the  end  of  a  quill.  Nitrated 
quickfilver,  or  verdigrife,  finely  levigated, 
and  mixed  with  three  or  four  parts  of  fine  fu- 
gar ;  calcined  alum,  and  vitriolated  zinc  puri- 
fied, united  with  a  proper  proportion  of  fu- 
gar,  or  with  egg-fhells  in  fine  powder;  or 
the  fame  formed  into  thin  ointment  with  hog's 
lard;  or  waflies  of  a  folution  of  verdigreafe, 
vitriolated  zinc,  or  c^rrofive  fublimate  much 
diluted,  are  recommended ;  the  powder  or 
ointment  to  be  ufed  night  and  morning,  and 
the  lotions  two  or  three  times  a  day  at  the 
fame  time. 

CHAP.     II. 

Of  Freckles  and  Sunburn. 

T^RECKLES  and  funburn  are  frequently 

owing  to  the  action  of  the  fun,  and  ex- 

expofing  the  body  too  much  to  the  open  air ; 

and 
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and  may  fometimes  happen  in  confequence 
of  the  jaundice.  They  appear  chiefly  on  the 
face,  neck,  and  hands,  and  are  mofl  frequent 
in  the  fineft  and  faireft  complexions.  They 
may  be  removed,  in  a  great  meafure,  by  the 
following  applications.

npHE  hair  fometimes  falls  off  after  fevers, 
and  other  diflempers,  and  produces  more 
or  lefs  of  a  baldnefs.     To  corred:  or  prevent 
this  defed,  the  following  may  be  applied  :

A 
frefh  cut  onion  rubbed  on  the  part  till  it  be- 
comes red,  and  itches,  is  likewife  recommend- 
ed for  the  fame  purpofe :  viperinum  fal,  alfo 
turnip  juice,  and  that  of  fquills,  are  in  thefe 
cafes  prefcribed. 

CHAP.    II. 

Of  Deafnefs* 

TNEAFNESS  may  be  occafioned  by  any  in- 
jury to  the  external  ear,  or  by  whatever 
caufes  an  obftru&ion  in  it ;    fuch   as   wax, 
colds,  falls,  the  venereal  difeafe,  &c.     The 
L 1  worfl 
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worft  fpecies  of  deafnefs  arifes  after  acute  in- 
flammatory difeafes  of  the  head,  when  the 
fmall  veffels  become  impervious,  from  the 
inflammation  of  the  greater  ones.  It  is  di- 
vided into  two  fpecies ;  organic,  when  it  arifes 
from  any  defed:  in  the  organs  tranfmitting 
founds  to  the  internal  ear;  atonic,  when  it 
happens  without  any  evident  defedt  of  the 
fame  organs. 

Wax,  appearing  in  the  ear,  is  a  good  fign  : 
if  it  be  hard,  fyringe  with  a  decodtion  of  fage 
and  rofemary  flowers,  or  a  little  foap  and  wa- 
ter made  warm  ;  afterwards  a  little  wool^ 
moiftened  with  the  following,  may  be  worn 
in  the  ears :

CHAP.     V. 

Of  the  Anorexia,  or  Lofs  cf  Appetite. 

A  N  anorexia  is  a  want  of  appetite,  fre- 
quently joined  with  a  loathing  of  food, 
and  is  often  owing  originally  to  a  relaxed  fiate 
of  the  ftomach,  or  may  arife  from  hard  drink- 
ing.— Tea  has  a  bad  effedr.  in  this  diforder, 
and  indeed  any  other  warm  liquors  habitually 
taken.  And  here,  by  the  by,  it  may  not  be 
amifs  to  caution  the  ladies  againft  the  free  ufe

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of  warm  w;ne  and  water  at  meals  ;  by  which 
cuftom  they  relax  the  ftomach,  and  gradually 
bring  on  terrible  difordcrs,  as  well  as  confirm 
bad  habits.  A  fedentary  life  produces  vifcid 
phlegm,  from  whence  proceeds  a  want  of  ap- 
petite. Indeed,  every  fpecies  of  this  difeafe 
feems  to  be  only  fymptomatical,  and  varies  ac- 
cording to  the  difference  only  of  the  difeafe 
which  accompanies  it.  However  it  generally 
arifes  from  vifcid  phlegm,  bile,  or  faburra, 
loading  the  ftomach,  or  from  its  coats  having 
loft  their  tone.

In  the  relaxed  ftate  of  the  ftomach,  give 
an  ipecacoanha  vomit ;  and  where  acids  a- 
bound,  avoid  much  bread,  all  vegetables,  and 
tea.

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But  above  all  other  things,  the  Bath- waters 
will  be  of  the  greateft  fervice ;  though  tem- 
perance is  the  moft  certain  way  towards  reco- 
vering the  patient. 

When  the  fault  is  in  the  digeftion,  it  is 
termed  dyfpepfia,  which  dii covers  itfelf,  by 
lofs  of  appetite,  vomiting,  flatulence,  eructa- 
tions, heart-burn,  pain  in  the  ftomach ;  a 
greater  or  lefs  number  of  thefe  fymptoms  at 
leaft  concurring  at  the  fame  time,  the  body 
being  for  the  moft  part  coftive,  and  without 
any  other  difeafe  of  the  ftomach  itfelf,  or  of 
any  other  parts ;  avoid  all  flatulent  food,  ufe 
exercife,  and  after  a  vomit,  when  neceflary, 
take  the  gum  pills,  with  chalybeates,  ftrength- 
ening  bitters,  &c.  as  follows :

CHAP.    VI. 

Of  the  Fames  Canina. 

'THHE  fames  canina  may  be  a  natural  mif- 
fortune.  In  this  cafe  the  appetite  re- 
quires a  greater  quantity  of  food  than  can  be 
digefted.  There  are  three  fpecies  ;  that  of 
gluttons,  where  there  is  a  defire  for  a  greater 
quantity  of  food  than  is  natural,  without  any 
difeafe  of  the  ftomach  :  fyncopal,  when  this 
2  defire 
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defire,  or  fenfe  of  hunger,  brings  on  fwoon~ 
ing:  emetic,  when  a  large  quantity  of  food  is 
taken,  and  foon  rejected  by  vomiting.  If  it 
be  attended  with  vomiting,  and  a  coldnefs  of 
the  extreme  parts,  it  is  dangerous. 

Oils,  fat  meats,  broths,  milk,  and  a  fariU 
naceous  diet,  are  moil  likely  to  be  of  ufe 
when  the  caufe  is  not  very  manifeft.  Opiates 
may,  now  and  then,  be  exhibited  with  pro-^ 
priety.  If  an  acid  be  in  fault,  vomits,  and  then 
the  teftaceous  powders,  and  fixed  alkaline  falts, 
fhould  be  given  ->  and  aloetic  purges  are  ad~ 
vif-able,  with  bitters,  and  fuch  other  medi^ 
cines  as  warm  and  ftrengthen  the  ftomach  ;  or 
the  aqua  kali  and  filings  of  fteel.  Frequent 
fmoaking  tobacco  is  faid  to  have  proved  be-* 
neficial  to  fome  labouring  under  this  malady. 
From  fainting,  the  patient  is  recovered  by 
applying  to  his  nofe  a  toafl  dipped  in  wine, 
or  letting  him  fmell  of  roafted  meat.  After- 
wards food  fhould  be  given,  fuch  as  cools  and 
nourifhes,  but  is  not  eafily  digefled ;  as  car- 
rot,  beet,  parfnip,  with  foft,  fat,  and  farinace- 
ous fubftances. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP,    VII. 

Of  Vomiting. 

"\  7"Omiting  is  a  difeafe  of  the  ftomach,  fre- 
quently  proceeding  form  a  relaxation  of 
its  fibres,  by  hard  drinking;  where  that  is  the 
caufe,  there  will  be,  almoft  always,  a  pain  in  the 
foles  of  the  feet  at  the  fame  time.  It  may  like- 
wife  be  occafipned  by  inflammation,  worms, 
the  colic,  poifons,  ftone  and  gravel,  failing  on 
the  fea,  &c. 

We  muft  refer  our  reader  here  to  what 
has  been  faid  on  dyfpepfia,  p.  520. 

The  regimen  mould  confift  of  mint-tea, 
chicken-water,  fago,  burnt  wine  with  fpice  ; 
but  thefe  fhould  be  fparingly  allowed,  if  at  all, 
where  it  arifes  from  inflammation.  If  hard 
drinking  has  brought  it  on,  a  gentle  vomit 
and  fome  of  the  following  forms  may  be  found 
of  fome  efficacy :

The  Bath  waters  are  of  infinite  advantage 
in  thefe  cafes,  when  occafioned  by  hard  drink- 
ing.— When  other  diforders  are  the  caufe,  the 
cure  muft  depend  upon  their  removal. 

In  all  cafes  of  habitual  vomiting,  it  is  of 
great  importance  not  to  fill  the  ftomach.  The 
food  or  dtink  fhould  therefore  be  taken  fre- 
quently in  a  fmall  quantity. 

In  vomitings,  where  acidity  prevails,  no- 
thing has  been  found  more  ufeful  than  mag- 
neiia  given  in  veal  broth,  about  3L  pro  re 
nata;  and  afterwards,  to  ftrengthen  the  fto- 
mach, order  decodl.  cort.  fteel  medicines,  &c. 

When  vomiting  is  occafioned  by  fea-jick- 
nefs9  it  is  fcarce  ever  got  the  better  of,  efpe- 
daily  in  fhort  voyages,  till  the  fhip  gets  into 

bar- 
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harbour,  and  the  patient  is  put  on  fhore.  tri 
long  voyages  indeed,  ufe  frequently  wears  it 
off.  Many  things  are  recommended  for  re- 
moving it,  but,  I  apprehend,  to  very  little 
purpofe.  Sea-water  may  be  drank  j  and  the 
following  anti-emetic  mixture  often  flops 
ficknefs  and  vomiting,  when  other  things  fail :

CHAP-     VIII. 

De  Procidentia  Ani>  et  Uteri. 

r  l^HE  procidentia  ani  is  a  falling  down  of 
the  redtum  in  ftraining,  or  going  to 
ftool.  This  happens  frequently  to  children 
who  cry  much,  or  have  had  a  diarrhoea  -,  and 
to  women  who  have  had  many  births.  If  it 
proceed  from  coftivenefs,  give  lenitive  clyf- 
ters.  In  cafe  the  redlum  be  fwelled,  or  in- 
flamed, foment  with  warm  milk,  or  the  fotus 
communis,  and  apply  the  bread  and  milk 
poultice.     After  which,

The  fame  may  likewife  be  applied  by  way 
of  fomentation.  If  aftringent  injections  and 
fomentations  be  not  fuftkient  to  retain  the 
parts,  peflaries  muft  be  applied,  and  fhould 
be  worn  for  a  confiderable  time ;  various  kinds 
of  them  have  been  recommended,  but  perhaps 
thofe  made  of  ivory,  in  the  form  of  a  fimple 
ring,  or  fponge,  are  preferable  to  all  others. 
Thefe  are  to  be  aflifted  by  the  Peruvian  bark, 
chalybeate  waters,  and  the  cold  bath.  Thofe 
peffaries  made  of  fponge  are  the  beft  5  for  they 
1  do 
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do  no  harm  from  hardnefs,  are  themfelves  elaf- 
tic,  maybe  eafily  introduced  by  the  patient,  and 
occasionally  removed,  and  impregnated  with 
any  aftringent  liquid  that  may  be  thought 
moft  proper.
